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ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL: 


We have assembled this morning under the happiest 
auspices to inaugurate a new administration for the 
control and government of our municipal affairs. We 
have been selected and set apart by our fellow-citizens 
for the performance of certain specified duties, the 
faithful discharge of which will redound to our own 
honor, and promote the comfort and happiness of the 
community in which we live. 

These official trusts are not of that character which 
fire the ambition of those who aspire to political fame, 
but they are none the less honorable on that account. 
It is not our fortune to act a conspicuous part in public 
affairs or to wield the destinies of nations, but to con- 
tribute in an humble way to the safety of persons and 
property immediately about us. We are to aid in the 
quiet, unobtrusive duties of common life; to exercise a 
direct influence upon financial prosperity and indi- 
vidual comfort; to provide by our appropriations for 
the education of the young, and the sustenance of the 
worthy poor; to furnish the means for the security of 


our dwellings from the rage of the elements and the 
crimes of lawless men; to promote Christian morality 
and social order; in short, all those instrumentalities 
which make a people happy, or add to the enjoyments 
of our loved ones at home, are within the sphere of our 
authority, demanding our utmost exertions and zealous 
care. 

Our natural geographical position is of the highest 
order in the relative rank of cities. Bordering on the 
Atlantic, the great maritime highway of the world, we 
have a harbor unsurpassed in its conveniences, connect- 
ing us by our foreign commerce with all nations, while 
upon all other sides we are surrounded in the immedi- 
ate vicinity by a belt of flourishing cities and towns, 
and through the system of internal improvements 
which centre here, we are linked with that great West 
which is developing so rapidly its wonderful physical 
resources. 

Our people, when we take into consideration their 
number, are singularly homogeneous in character. The 
influence of Boston has always been on the side of loy- 
alty to law, sound morality, and the highest Christian 
civilization. The old stock and blood, which in the 
early colonial times and during the struggles of the 
revolutionary era gave it its historical renown, is still 
with us, improved and invigorated year by year by 
those fresh and earnest spirits who, coming from the 


more quiet sections of our country, here find a field 


for the exercise of their talents, and are instrumental 
in giving to the city that love of enterprise and intel- 
lectual activity which have made our metropolitan life 
so distinctive and peculiar in its character. 

The pecuniary pressure and panic which have lately 
affected the whole business world, have had an influ- 
ence upon us, as upon every other commercial and 
manufacturing community; but it has only served to 
show how solid were the elements of our prosperity ; 
and though fortunes may have vanished and disap- 
peared, yet the great mass of our business men still re- 
tain unimpaired their high character for integrity and 
moral worth. 

Our population has gone through this crisis without 
any breach of the public peace, or the least symptom 
of turbulent feeling. If deprived of work, idleness 
did not breed discontent, or show itself in any excited 
action against institutions or individuals. Forced by 
the proceedings of the banking institutions of a sister 
city, our own banks, as a matter of self-defence, sus- 
pended specie payments; but no confusion followed, 
their bills passed with equal currency from hand to 
hand, and confidence in their soundness was never for 
a moment lost. 

We enter upon a new year with brighter prospects, 
profiting, it is hoped, by the experience of the past, 


and looking forward to the time, not far distant, when 
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all classes will again be engaged with renewed vigor in 
the various channels of trade and industrial effort. 

The charitable, philanthropic and literary institu- 
tions, whether supported at the public charge or by 
private munificence, which have done so much for the 


material comfort and mental training of our inhabit- 


ants at home, and the credit and reputation of our, « 


city abroad, are as prosperous now as at any previous 
period in our history; health and peace reign within _ 
our borders, and never before had we greater cause for — 
gratitude to thé Giver of all good, or could we more 
truly exclaim, in the words of the inspired writer, 
“our lines have fallen in pleasant places; yea, we have 
a goodly heritage.” 


Having thus briefly alluded to the position of our 
city and the character of its inhabitants, custom and 
the proprieties of the occasion require that I should 
make a few suggestions in regard to some of those 
subjects which will engage our attention during the 
coming year. 

It would be presumption in me, however, to go into 
details, or make any elaborate remarks upon topics 
with which a portion of you are already much better 
acquainted than myself. The good people of our city, 
with more unanimity than is usually exhibited in a 
sharply contested election, have by the return of so 
many members of the last government signified their 


approval of its leading measures. Many of these 


measures are but partially completed, and it will be 
our duty to carry them forward in accordance with the 
original designs. | 
‘There are other subjects of equal importance which 
have already received the attention of the last Board, 
but without any definite action on their part. These 
will require patient investigation and the calmest 
judgment which can be brought to their consideration. 
Pardon me if I make the suggestion that this is not 
the time, nor does the exigency of the public service 
require, that any new schemes should be entertained 
for the expenditure of the public money. We must, 
of course, keep up with the progress of the age, the 
increase of our population, the expansion of business 
relations, and the natural development of our resources ; 
but in a season of pecuniary embarrassment like that 
through which our citizens are now passing, when there 
is a general complaint of the high rate of taxation, it 
becomes us, their servants, to pause, and to incur no 
expense but such as the actual necessities of the city 
require. So far as we can understand the sentiments 
of our constituents, they do not expect any radical 
change of measures, or the inauguration of any new 
system for the conduct of our municipal affairs. If 
abuses are found to exist, they are to be speedily 
remedied; if imcompetent men are holding official 
trusts, they are to be at once removed. It should be 


our endeavor to make as harmonious and efficient an 
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administration as the circumstances of the case will 
permit. The right man at every post, knowing but 
one thing —his duty—and doing that regardless of 
personal consequences. 

The short time that has elapsed since I was so unex- 
pectedly called, by the suffrages of my fellow-citizens, 
to assume the position which I occupy, has not afforded 
me the opportunity of becoming acquainted with the 
several departments of the public service, or given me 
the assurance to commit myself at this time to the re- 
commendation of any specific measures for the public 
welfare. Honest and well-meaning men often press . 
with much pertinacity a darling project, which to them 
seems of vital importance, but which would lose its 
relative value, even to themselves, were they placed in 
a position where other great interests were also to be 
considered. ‘This, I confess, is my situation. I have 
opinions, decided opinions, upon many matters affecting 
the city’s interests; but I shall not act upon them, in 
my official capacity, until I gain that light which such 
a position naturally furnishes. 

The heads of the several departments and important 
committees of the last Council have kindly furnished 
me with information upon the various matters under 
their care ; but I shall not trespass upon your time by 
their rehearsal, as you will soon be in possession of 
more full and complete knowledge from the annual 


reports, some of which have already been made, and

others are to be immediately submitted on the com- 
mencement of the official year. 

It is enough for me to say, at this time, that I think 
our citizens will be exceedingly gratified by the state of 
affairs which they will present, and that generally it 
will be found that the confidence which was placed in 
our immediate predecessors has not been forfeited, or 
the powers delegated to them been used in a manner 
detrimental to the public interests. 

In regard to the financial condition of the city, there 
is some difficulty in presenting a clear and perfect 
_ statement, from the fact that the commencement of the 
Municipal and Financial years are at different periods. 
In addition to this, it should be remembered that the 
cost of many important works, initiated and authorized 
by one administration, has to be met in a great degree 
by a succeeding government. 

If we should take an account of stock like a private 
individual, appraising our property at its real value, its 
cost, and offsetting that by our debts, it would be found 
that there was a handsome balance remaining. The 
apprehensions of the most timid as to our solvency 
would be quieted; and we should exhibit as sound a 
condition in regard to our financial affairs as any muni- 
cipality in the world. To be sure, we owe a large 
debt ; but we have something real and tangible for it. 
The money has not been squandered like the spend- 
thrift’s, or sunk in the sea like an unfortunate mercan- 


tile venture. “

Our water-works, school-houses, and public buildings 
of all descriptions, have an intrinsic value in them- 
selves. They are necessary for carrying out the very 
purposes for which our government was established ; 
but as they are permanent in their character, for pos- 
terity as well as ourselves, it is unjust that the present 
generation alone should be taxed for their cost. 

The public lands, if properly managed, will long be a 
source of revenue. They are of value to us even after 
we have parted with them, and the proceeds placed in 
the Treasury. Although we may lose our title to them 
as a part of the public domain, yet they become of 
enhanced importance, as the new proprietors will 
furnish a larger amount of taxable property from 
which we can draw the means for the support of gov- 
ernment. 

The following statement, prepared at the Auditor's

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I have already, gentlemen, taken up more time than 
I intended in presenting for your consideration those 
suggestions which I supposed might be pertinent to 
this place and occasion. As opportunities occur, or as 
I become more conversant with our affairs, it will be 
my pleasure, as it is my duty under the charter, “ to 
communicate such information, and recommend such 
measures, as may tend to the improvement of the 
finances, the police, health, security, cleanliness, com- 
fort and ornament of the city.” 

While to you belongs the legislative department, the 
enactment of wise laws, the selection of many of the 
most important ministerial officers of the government, 
the raising of the public money, and its appropriation 
to legitimate purposes, it is my charge, as the chief 
executive officer, “to be vigilant and active at all 
times in causing the laws to be duly executed and put 
in force, to inspect the conduct of all subordinate offi- 
cers, and, as far as it may be in my power, to cause all 
negligence, carelessness and positive violation of duty 
_to be duly prosecuted and punished.” 7 

We enter upon our duties at an epoch in the history 
of the city which demands for its rulers the strenuous 
endeavors and the most patriotic devotion of its best 
men. It may be that we are not equal to this trust, 
and that our citizens will be disappointed in their ex- 
pectations; but one thing is certain, that we have the 


power to consecrate such abilities as we do possess to 
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its service, and to leave the government to our suc- 
cessors with clean hands, and consciences void of 
offence. 

While faithful in all public matters, let us see to it 
that our own private walk and conversation be such as 
to excite to emulation. Let us not be false to the high 
position in which we have been placed as the guardians 
of the public morals, and the exponents of correct 
principles. The oaths we have now taken have not 
only been entered upon our journals and witnessed by 
this assembly, but are recorded on high. We have 
solemnly invoked the presence of the Supreme Ruler 
to hold us accountable for the purity of our motives, 
and the spirit which shall govern our acts. Let the 
hallowing influence of this service extend through all 
our deliberations, and in every path of official duty, so 
that if we should fail to receive the applause of our. 


fellow-men, we may receive the approbation of our 


God.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Srction 1. The Mayor, and in his absence, the Chair- 
man of the Board, shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the Board shall have adjourned, and shall call 
the members to order, and a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read; and in the absence of the Mayor and 
Chairman, the senior member present shall preside as 
chairman pro tempore. 

Secor. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Board, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sxot. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative, and in the negative, 
without debate on the question. 
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Srcr. 4. He may read sitting, but shall rise to state 
a motion or put a question to the Board. 

Sect. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the 
chair, he shall call the Chairman of the Board to take 
it, and in his absence, the senior member present. 
When the Chairman of the Board or the Chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the Chair shall take the sense of the Board by yeas 
and nays, provided any member shall so require. And 
every Ordinance, Resolution or Order, (except Orders 
of Notice, Papers from the Common Council, Orders of 
Inquiry, and Orders relating to the Departments of In- 
ternal and External Health,) after being read, shall be 
laid on the table before its consideration by the Board ; 
and no such Ordinance, Resolution or Order (except 
as above) shall be considered at the same meeting at 
which it is offered, except by special vote. 

Sect. 7. The Chair shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or 
amendment. 

Sect. 9. When a question is under debate, the Chair 
shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the 
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table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they stand ar- 
ranged ; and a motion to strike out the enacting clause 
of an Ordinance shall be equivalent to a motion to 
postpone indefinitely. 

Szor. 10. The Chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition ; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table, or to take up LON, the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Sxor. 11. When a vote has, passed, it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration there- 
of, at the same or the succeeding regular meeting, but 
not afterward ; and when a motion for reconsideration 
is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

sxor. 12. Hvery member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid per- 
sonalities. 

Sect. 18. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to a call to order, or for ex- 
planation. 

Sect. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Szct, 15. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Board, for special reasons, 
shall excuse him; application to be so excused, on any 
question, must be made before the Board is divided, or 
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before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a brief statement of the 
reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

Srot. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the Chair shall so direct. 

Sect. 17. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible ; 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

szcT. 18. No motion or proposition, of a subject dif 
ferent from that under consideration, shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Sect. 19. Motions and Reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for 
and against the question, when called on by the Chair, 
shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Sect, 21. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 22. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order : — 

Ist. To a Standing Committee of the Board ; 

2d. To a Select Committee of the Board; 

3d. To a Joint Standing Committee; 

4th. To a Joint Select Committee. 

Sect. 23. The following Standing Committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, shall be ap- | 
pointed by the Mayor: — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs—Bridges 
—Cemeteries—Common and Public Squares—County 
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Accounts—Fire Department—Faneuil Hall (to be com- 
posed of the Committee on Public Buildings on the 
part of this Board) —External Health—Internal 
Health—Lamps, Bells, and Clocks—Laying out and 
Widening Streets— Licenses—Jail — Market— Paving 
and Repairs of Streets—Police—Sewers and Drains— 
Steam Engines and Furnaces. All other Committees, 
unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the Board, shall he appointed by the Chair. 

Srcr. 24. At every regular meeting of the Board, 
the order of business shall be as follows: — 

J. Communications from his Honor the Mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 

3. Papers from the Common Council. 

4, Reports of City Officers. 

5. Reports of Committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 

And the above order of business shall not be departed 
from, but by the votes of a majority of the members of 
the Board present. * 

Srcr. 25. Each Committee elected on the ae of 
this Board shall organize at its first meeting by the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report the same to this 
Board, and in all cases where the Chair appoints a 
Committee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and in his absence the 
member next in order, who shall be present, shall be 
Chairman pro tempore. 

Srct. 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 
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Sect. 27. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time except by 
the vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board 
present at the time. 


JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


merey COUNCIL. 


Sect. 1. At the commencement of the Municipal 
Year, the following Joint Standing Committees shall 
be chosen by ballot, viz:— 

A committee on Minance, to consist of the Mayor, the 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and seven mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 

A committee on Accounts, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

And the following committees shall be appointed, 
V1Z :-— 

A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three Al- 
dermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Publie Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Puble Instruction, to consist of three 
Aldermen, and the President and four members of the 
Common Council. 

A committee on Jnstitutions at South Boston and 
Deer Island, to consist of three Aldermen and five 
members of the Common Council. 
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A committee on Fuel, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. | 

A committee on the Assessors’ Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on the Harbor, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Printing, to consist of one Alderman 
and two members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Inbrary, to consist of three — 
aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Telegrapluc Fire Alarms, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on Clums, to consist of three Aldermen 

and five members of the Common Council, who shall 
have full power and authority to investigate all claims 
against the City, and to take any measures for the de- 
fence of such claims that they may deem expedient, 
and also under the advice of the Mayor to adjust and 
settle all claims not exceeding the sum of $500. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
Common Council, who shall constitute the Joint Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their 
respective Boards. 
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The Mayor, the President of the Common Council. 
and the Chairman of the Committee on Finance on the 
part of the Common Council, shall, according to the 
ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Reduction 
of the City Debt. 

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his 
resignation or inability, the other members of the 
same Board, in the order in which they are named, and 
after them the member of the Common Council first 
in order, shall call meetings of as Committee and act 
as Chairman. 

Sect. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Con- 
ference, and the other Board shall also appoint a Com- 
mittee to confer, such Committee shall, at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and 
state to each other verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective Boards for and 
against the matter in controversy, confer freely thereon, 
and report to their respective branches. 

Sror. 8. When either Board shall not concur in any 
action of the other, notice of such non-concurrence 
shall be given by written message. 

Secr. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, 
for its concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall 
adjourn. } 

Sect. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, 
shall be termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be:— Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
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mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled. 

Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express any thing by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “ Ordered ;” and 
whenever either or both branches express opzmons, 
principles, facts, or purposes, the form shall be “ Re- 
solved.” 

Sect. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several objects 
enumerated in the general appropriation bill shall be 
deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended by the several Committees having the charge 
thereof for the entire financial year, and shall be ex- 
pended with a proper regard thereto; and after the 
annual order of appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditures shall be authorized for any 
object, unless provision for the same shall be made by 
special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tained in such annual order, or by expressly creating 
therefor a City Debt; in which cases the order shall not 
be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number of 
each branch of the City Council shall vote in the affirm- 
ative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Sct. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever 
the estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially 
made therefor, or whenever any committee shall have 
expended the sum specially appropriated for their use, 
in the order of appropriation for the year, and in either 
case shall require a further sum—it shall be the duty of 
such Committee having such matter in charge, to sub- 
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mit the fact to the City Council for instructions, accom- 
panied with a detailed statement in print, of the cause 
or causes which have created the necessity for such ap- 
plication, and the object for which the same is needed. 
And no contract shall be made, or expenditure author- 
ized in either case, unless by a specific vote of the City 
Council first making the necessary provision for the 
payment resulting therefrom; and no debt shall be 
created, or transfer from one special appropriation to 
another be made, until such report or statement shall 
have been submitted to the City Council, by the Com- 
mittee requiring the same.

All reports and other papers submitted to 
the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and no 
report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on 
the reports, memorials, or other papers referred to the 
Committee of either branch. All reports shall be signed 
by the writers thereof, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee. And the Clerks shall make copies of any 
papers to be reported by Committees, at the request of 
the respective Chairmen thereof. 
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Sect. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall 
audit or approve any bill or account against the City, © 
for any supplies or services which shall not have been 
ordered or authorized by the Committee. | 

sect. 13. No bills shall be approved by the Com- 
mitee on Accounts for refreshments or carriage hire 
furnished to any member of the City Government, 
unless said bill, so contracted are approved by the 
Chairman or a majority of some Standing or Special 
Committee of either branch of the City Council. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Duties and Powers of the President. 


Szcr. 1. The President shall take the chair precisely 
at the hour to which the Council shall have adjourned ; 
shall call the members to order; and on the appear- 
ance of a quorum, cause the minutes of the preceding 
meeting to be read, and proceed to business. 

Sror. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber ‘rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative, and 
in the negative, without further debate on the ques- 
tion. | 

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

Sror. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 
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Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
President may at any other time call any member to 
the chair, but said substitution shall not continue be- 
yond an adjournment. 

Sect. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the President shall take the sense of the Council by 
yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of the members pres- 
ent shall so require. 

Sect. 8. The President shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Council, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. 

sect. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they stand arranged; and 
a motion to strike out the enacting clause of an Ordi- 
nance shall be equivalent to a motion to: postpone in- 
definitely. 

Secor. 11. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order; and that motion, and the 
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motion to lay on the table, or to take up from the table, 
shall be decided without debate. 

Srcr. 12. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: “Shall the main question be now put?” and 
all debate upon the main question shall be suspended 
until the previous question shall be decided. After the 
adoption of the previous question, the sense of the 
Council shall forthwith be taken upon amendments re- 
ported by a Committee, upon all pending amendments, 
and then upon the main question. 

sect. 13. On the previous question, no member shall 
speak more than once without leave; and all incidental 
questions of order, arising after a motion is made for 
the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal;.and on such an appeal, no mem- 
ber shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
leave of the Council. 

Srct. 14. When two or more members happen to 
rise at once, the President shall name the member who 
is first to speak. ; 

Secr. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided 
for, or especially directed by the Council. 


Rights, Duties, or Decorum of Members. 


Sect. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by 
ballot; and if an election is not effected on the first 
trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 


sect. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall 
3 
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rise and respectfully address the President; shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personalities; and shall sit down when he has finished. 
No member shall speak out of his place, without leave 
of the President. 

Sect. 18. No member speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or for expla- 
nation. 

Seot. 19. No member shall speak more than twice 
on one question, without first obtaming leave of the 
Council ; nor more than once, until the other members, 
who have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Secor. 20. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted in the majority, to 
move a reconsideration thereof, at the same or the suc- 
ceeding meeting, but not afterwards; and when a mo- 
tion for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall not 
be reconsidered. 

Sect. 21. No member shall be obliged to be on more 
than two Committees at the same time, nor Chairman 
of more than one. 

Sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand up 
to the interruption of another, while any member is 
speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the Presi- 
dent and the person speaking. 

sect. 23. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the Council, 
he may, on motion, be required by the Council to make 
satisfaction therefor; and in such a case, he shall not be 
allowed to vote or speak, except by way of excuse, till 
he has done so. 

Sect. 24. No member shall be permitted to vote or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
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private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Szcr. 25. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special rea- 
sons, shall excuse him; application to be so excused, 
on any question, must be made before the Council is 
divided, or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and 
such application shall be accompanied by a brief state- 
ment of the reasons, and shall be decided on without 
debate. 

Szor. 26. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President shall so direct. 

Secr. 27. Any member may require the division of 
a, question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but 
a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment or a motion to strike out and insert. 

sect. 28. No motion or proposition, of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. 

sxct. 29. Motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Sect. 30. At every regular meeting of the Council, 
the order of business shall be as follows: — 

1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished busmess of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and Reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4, Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 
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And the above order shall not be departed from but 
by the votes of a majority of the members of the Coun- 
cil present. 

Sect. 31. When a vote is doubted, the members for 
and against the question, when called on by the Presi- 
dent, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

sect. 32. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 33. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order : — 

A Standing Committee of the Council ; 

A Select Committee of the Council ; 

A Joint Standing Committee ; 

A Joint Select Committee. 

sect. 54. The seats of the members of the Council 
shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of mem- 
bers, and the numbers of the seats, simultaneously ; 
and each member shall be entitled, for the year, to the 
seat bearing the number so drawn against his name ; 
and shall not change it except by permission of the — 
President. 

Sect. 835. No member shall call another member by 
his name in debate, but may allude to him by any in- 
telligible and respectful designation.

Powers and Duties of Conunittees, ce. 


sect. 39. The rules of proceeding in the Council, 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far 
as they are applicable, excepting the rule limiting the 
times of speaking ; but no member shall speak twice 
upon any question, until every member choosing to 
speak, has spoken. A motion to rise, report progress 
and ask leave to sit again, shall be first i order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

A Standing Committee on Elections and 
Returns, and a Standing Committee on Streets, shall be 
appointed at the commencement of the municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each.

Sect. 47. Committees of the Council, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


Ordinances, Orders, Ke. 


Secor. 48. All Ordinances, Orders and Resolutions 
shall have two several readings, before they are finally 
passed ; and no Ordinance, Order or Resolution, impos- 
ing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
whether the same may have been appropriated or not 
—and no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan, shall 
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have more than one reading on the same day ; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the passage of an Order at any meeting of the Council, 
to authorize the printing of any document relating to 
the affairs of the City.

And that no suit 
or prosecution pending at the time of the said 
repeal, for any offence committed, or for the re- 
covery of any penalty or forfeiture incurred under 
the acts hereby repealed, shall be affected by such 
repeal; and provided also, that all persons who, 
at the time when the said repeal shall take effect, 
shall hold any office under the said acts, shall con- 
tinue to hold the same according to the tenure 
thereof. And provided, also, that all the by-laws 
and ordinances of the city of Boston, which shall 
be in force at the time when the said repeal shall 
take effect, shall continue in force until the same 
are repealed by the city council. And all officers 
elected under such by-laws and ordinances, shall 
continue in office according to the tenure thereof. 
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Sect. 64. No act which has been heretofore 
repealed shall be revived by the repeal of the 
acts mentioned in the preceding section. 

Sect. 65. This act shall be void unless the in- 
habitants of the city of Boston, at a legal meeting 
called for that purpose, by a written vote, deter- 
mine to adopt the same; and the qualified voters 
of the city shall be called upon to give in their 
votes upon the acceptance of this act, at meetings 
in the various wards duly warned by the mayor 
and aldermen, to be held on or before the second 
Monday of November ; and thereupon the same 
proceedings shall be had respecting the sorting, 
counting, declaring, recording and returns of said 
votes as is herein provided at the election of 
mayor; and the board of mayor and aldermen 
shall, within three days,meet together andcompare 
the returns of the ward officers; and if it appear 
that the citizens have voted to adopt this act, the 
mayor shall make proclamation of the fact, and, 
thereupon, the act shall take effect for the purpose 
of electing municipal officers at the next annual 
election, and for all other purposes it shall take 
effect on and after the first Monday of January 
next.

An Ordinance to establish the City Seal. 


Be tt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- Qrdinance 
mon Council of the Oity of Boston, in City Council Prose Ja 
assembled, That the design hereto annexed, as” 
sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a view 
of the city, be the device of the city seal; that 
the motto be as follows, to wit: “Sicut patribus, 
sit Deus nobis;” and that the inscription be as 
follows, to wit: “ Bostonia condita, A. D. 1630. 


Civitatis regimine donata, A. D. 1822.” 
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An Act in relation to Offensive Trades. 


Be it enacted, dc., as follows : 


Section. 1. The board of health of any city or town 
in this Commonwealth may, from time to time, assign 
certain places for the exercising of any trade or employ- 
ment which is a nuisance, or hurtful to the inhabitants 
or their estates, dangerous to the public health, or the 
exercise of which is attended by noisome and injurious 
odors, or otherwise injurious to their estates; and they 
may forbid the exercise of either of them in places not 
so assigned; and the said board may also forbid the 
exercise of such trade or employment within the lim- 
its of the city or town, or in any particular locality 
thereof. 

Szor. 2. All orders of the board of health, as pro- 
vided in the first section, shall be served upon the occu- 
pants of the place where such trade or employment is 
exercised, or upon any person having charge thereof ; 
and in case of neglect or refusal to obey such order 
within twenty-four hours after the said service, by such 
occupant or other person, they and each of them shall 
be liable toa fine of not less than fifty dollars nor 
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‘ more than five hundred dollars, to be recovered by 
indictment ; and in case of such neglect or refusal, it 
shall be the duty of said board of health to prevent 
the exercise of such trade or employment, and to take 
all necessary measures to that end. 

Srcr. 8. Any person aggrieved at any such order of 
the board of health, may apply to the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, if sitting in the county in which such order is 
made, or to any justice thereof in vacation, for a jury; 
and such court or justice shall issue a warrant for a jury 
to be empannelled- by the sheriff, in the same manner 
as is provided in the twenty-fourth chapter of the 
Revised Statutes, in regard to the laying out of high- 
ways; such application shall be made within three days 
after the service of such order, and the jury shall be 
- impannelled at such time and place as the court or jus- 
tice may direct. 

Szot. 4. In case of appeal, as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, such trade or employment shall not be 
exercised while the same is pending ; and in case of any 
violation of this section, said appeal shall be dismissed 
forthwith. 

Sect. 5. The jury shall find a verdict, either affirm- 
ing or annulling the said order in full, or making alter- 
ations therein, as they may see fit, which verdict shall 
be returned to the next term of the said court, by the 
sheriff, for acceptance, in like manner as in the case of 
highways, and which verdict being accepted, shall be 
binding to the same effect as the original order would 
have been without such appeal. 

Sect. 6. If the verdict shall affirm such order, costs 
shall be recovered by the city or town, against such 
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applicant; if the verdict shall annul such order in 
whole, damages and costs shall be recovered by the 
complainant against such city or town; and in case the 
verdict shall alter such order in part, the court may 
render such judgment as to costs, as to justice shall 
appertain. 

Szcr. 7. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage ; but it shall not be in force in any city or town, . 
unless the inhabitants of such town or the city council 
of such city shall adopt the same at legal meetings.

An Act relating to Lists of Jurors. 


Be tt enacted, &c., as follows : 


Sect. 1. The list of jurors required by law, shall be 
carefully prepared and revised once in each year and 
posted up in public places, in the town or city, by the 
selectmen, or the mayor and aldermen of the several 
towns or cities for which they are prepared, ten days, at 
least, before they are to be submitted for revision and 
acceptance. 

Srcr. 2. The lists of jurors now required to be pre- 
pared by the mayor and aldermen of cities, shall be 
submitted to their respective common councils, which 
councils shall exercise the same power to revise and 
accept them, that is exercised by towns. 

sect. 3. The one hundred and sixty-seventh chapter 
of the statutes of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-five, is hereby repealed. 

Secr. 4. ‘This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved April 21, 1856. ] 
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An Act concerning the Indexing of Deeds. 
Be tt enacted, &e., as follows : 


Sect. 1. Whenever any deeds or other conveyances 
by executors, administrators, guardians, or. persons act- 
ing under or by authority of an order of any court of 
competent jurisdiction, or of a resolve of the general 
court, shall be left for record at any of the registries of 
deeds in this Commonwealth, it shall be the duty of the 
register to enter in the entry books and indexes of the 
grantors, the names of the testators, intestates, wards 
and persons whose estates are conveyed, when the same 
shall appear by such deeds, and also, the names of such 
executors, administrators, and guardians ; and whenever 
any decree for the partition of land, or commissioner’s 
return thereon, shall be so left for record, it shall be the 
duty of the register to enter the names of all the per- 
sons whose estates shall plainly appear to be affected 
thereby, in the entry books, and in the indexes of the 
grantors and of the grantees. 

sect. 2. The county commissioners in each county 
shall hereafter procure, at the charge of their respective 
counties, a copy, to be made by some competent person 
or persons, within the first six months of each and every 
year, of the indexes in the registries of deeds in their 
respective counties, for the preceding year, in which the 
grantors and grantees shall respectively be assorted into 
distinct lists by their respective surnames, arranged in 
such lists in the order in which the deeds and other con- 
veyances to which they refer are left for record, and 
such lists placed in alphabetical order. Such copies 
shall, in other respects, be in the form now required by 
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law for the indexes to the records. And the county 
commissioners in each county shall so procure such 
copies of the indexes in their respective counties for 
the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, 
to be made and completed by the first day of January 
next. 

Sect. 8. The county commissioners of each county, 
and the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, 
shall have power, whenever they shall deem it expedi- 
_ ent, to cause copies of the indexes, or new indexes, to 
the records now existing in the registries of deeds in 
their respective counties, or of any part thereof, to be 
made by some competent person or persons, at the 
charge of: their respective counties, upon the plan here- 
inbefore provided, or upon such plan and in such man- 
ner, as will, in their judgment, best facilitate references 
to the records. 

Szct. 4. The county commissioners in each county, 
and the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, 
shall have power, if they shall deem it expedient, to 
cause such copies of the indexes, or new indexes here- 
inbefore provided and authorized to be made, to be 
printed at the charge of their respective counties, for 
sale at a price which shall not be less than the cost of 
printing, and paper, and binding. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved June 6, 1856.] 


An Act to amend “An Act concerning the Indexing of 
Deeds.” 
Be t enacted, &c., as follows : 
The second section of chapter two hundred and 
ninety-two of the acts passed in the year one thou- 
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sand eight hundred and fifty-six, entitled, “An Act 
concerning the Indexing of Deeds,’ is hereby so 
amended, that the county commissioners in each 
county shall have power, whenever they shall deem 
it expedient, to extend the time within which the 
copies of indexes, required by said section, shall be 
made: Provided, however, that such copies shall in all 
cases be made for each year, within the next succeed- 
ing year. [Approved March 31, 1857.] 


An Act in addition to an Act concerning the Index- 
ing of Deeds. 


Be tt enacted, &e., as follows : 


Section 1. The second section of the two hundred 
and ninety-second chapter of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty-six, is hereby so amended 
as to empower the county commissioners in the sev- 
eral counties to cause the Christian names of the 
grantors and grantees, as well as their surnames, to 
be arranged in alphabetical order, whenever in their 
opinion references to the records will be facilitated 
thereby. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage. [Approved May 30, 1857.] 


An Act concerning the Planting of Shade Trees. 
Be it enacted, &c., as follows : 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of any city, 
or the selectmen of any town, or any municipal offi- 
cer, to whom the care of the streets or roads may be 
intrusted by them, may authorize the planting of 
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shade trees, wherever it may not interfere with the 
public travel, or with private rights; and such trees, 
planted pursuant to such license, shall be deemed and 
taken to be the private property of the person or per- 
sons, or corporations, so planting them, or upon whose 
premises they may be planted, and may be protected 
as such in the same manner as any other private prop- 
erty ; and shall not be deemed a nuisance, or abated 
as such, except upon complaint made to the mayor 
and aldermen or selectmen aforesaid, who shall, in case 
of complaint, cause such trees to be removed, if the 
public necessity shall seem to them to require their 
removal. 

Secor. 2. Any person or persons who shall wantonly 
injure, deface, tear or destroy any ornamental or: shade 
tree or shrub, statue, fountain, vase, or other plant 
or fixture of ornament or utility, in any street, road, 
square, court, park, public garden, or other enclosure, 
shall be lable to a penalty of not less than five, nor 
more than one hundred dollars, to be recovered by 
complaint, in any court of competent jurisdiction; one- 
half of which penalty shall go to the complainant, and 
the other half to the person or persons, corporation 
or corporations, upon whose property, or within whose 
premises, the trespass may have been committed. [ Ap- 
proved June 4, 1856. ] 


An Act to Protect Boston Habor. 
Be tt enacted, kc., as follows : 


Section 1. Any person who shall take, carry away, 
or remove, by land or water, any stones, gravel or sand, 
from any of the beaches, head lands or islands, within 
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or bordering upon Boston Harbor, without a license 
therefor from the mayor and aldermen of the City of 
Boston, shall, for each offence, forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars, to be recovered by complaint or in- 
dictment in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Ssot. 2. Boston Harbor, for the purposes of this 
act, shall be deemed to extend to a line drawn from 
the outer end of Commercial Point, in the town of 
Dorchester, direct to the outer end of Point Alderton, 
in the town of Hull; thence to the outer end of the 
outer Brewster Island, and thence direct to the Short 
Beach, at the division line between the towns of North 
Chelsea and Winthrop. 

Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts, inconsistent with 
this act, are hereby repealed. 

sxcr. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [| Approved June 6, 1856.] 


An Act concerning the Superior Court of the County of 
Suffolk, and the Court of Common Pleas. 
Be tt enacted, de., as follows : 

Sect. 1. The words “three thousand” are hereby 
substituted for the words “fifteen hundred,’ wherever 
the latter occur in the third and fourth sections of the 
four hundred and forty-ninth chapter of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-five. 

Sect. 2. The fourteenth section of the last men- 
tioned act is so far amended as that the clerk, instead 
of the salary therein provided, shall retain for his ser- 
vices, from the fees received by him and for which he 
is to account, the sum of three thousand dollars per 
annum, if such fees amount to so much, and the bal- 
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ance he shall pay over to the treasury of the city of 
Boston, for the use of said city, annually. 

Sect. 8. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
release said city from its proper contribution to the 
maintenance of the court of common pleas prior to the 
establishment of the said superior court. [Approved 
June 6, 1856. ] 


An Acr to incorporate the Broadway Railroad Company. 
Be it enacted, ke., as follows : 
Section. 1. Charles J. F. Allen, Seth Adams, John P. 


Monks, their*associates and successors, are hereby made 
a corporation, by the name of the Broadway Railroad 
Company, with power to construct, maintain and use a 
railway or railways, with convenient single or double 
tracks, from South Boston Point, so called, at the eastern 
extremity of Fourth street, in the city of Boston, upon 
and over such streets and highways of said city, as may, 
from time to time, be fixed and determined, by vote of 
the mayor and aldermen thereof, and assented to, in 
writing, by the said railroad corporation, to a point near 
the intersection of Broadway and Turnpike street, or 
other street, for the purpose of forming a junction with, 
and entering upon, the Dorchester Avenue Railroad 
[ Company, | in said Boston: provided, that all tracks of 
said railroad shall be laid at such distances from the 
sidewalks, in said city, as the mayor and aldermen there- 
of shall, in their orders fixing the routes of said railroad, 
determine to be for the public safety and convenience : 
and provided further, that the written assent of said rail- 
road corporation, to any vote or votes of the mayor

and aldermen of said city, prescribing, from time to 
time, the routes of said road, shall be filed with the 
clerk of said city, and shall be taken and deemed loca- 
tions thereof: and also provided, that, before the location 
or construction of any track in any street, the mayor 
and aldermen of said city shall give notice to the abut- 
tors thereon, by the publication of an order of notice 
from said mayor and aldermen, in one or more news- 
papers, published in the city of Boston, fourteen days, at 
least, before the hearing upon the location of any such 
tracks, that said abuttors may show cause, if any there 
be, why said track should not be so located and con- 
structed; and the said railroad corporatién shall have 
power to fix, from time to time, such rates of compensa- 
tion for transporting persons or property thereon, as 
they may think reasonable and expedient; and said 
_ corporation shall be subject to all the duties, restrictions 
and liabilities, and entitled to all the rights and privi- 
leges, prescribed by the forty-fourth chapter of the 
Revised Statutes. 

Secor. 2. Said tracks or roads shall be operated and 
used by said corporation, with horse power only; and it 
shall not connect its track with any other railroad, on 
which other power is used. The mayor and aldermen 
of said city shall have power, at all times, to make all 
such regulations as to the rate of speed, and mode of 
use of said tracks, as the public convenience and safety 
may require. 

Secor. 8. Said corporation shall maintain and keep in 
repair, such portions of the streets, respectively, as shall 
be occupied by their tracks, and shall be liable for any 
loss or injury that any person may sustain, by reason of 
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any carelessness, neglect or misconduct of its agents or 
servants, in the management, construction or use of 
said tracks or roads; and in case any recovery shall be 
had against said city, by reason of such defect, want of 
repair in, or use of, said tracks or roads, said corporation 
shall be liable to pay to said city, any sum thus recovered 
against it, together with all costs and reasonable ex- 
penditures incurred by said city, in the defence of any 
such suit or suits, i which such recovery shall be had ; 
and said corporation shall not encumber any portion of 
the streets, not occupied by the said road or tracks. 

sect. 4. If any person shall willfully and malicious- 
ly obstruct sid corporation, in the use of said road or 
tracks, or the passing of the cars or carriages of said 
corporation thereon, such persons, and all who shall be 
aiding or abetting therein, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, or may be impris- _ 
oned in the common jail, for a period not exceeding 
three months. If said corporation, or its agents or 
servants, shall willfully and maliciously obstruct any 
highway, or the passing of any carriages over the same, 
said corporation shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars. 

Secor. 5. The capital stock of said corporation shall 
not exceed the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, to be divided into shares of fifty dollars each ; 
and no shares shall be issued for a less sum, to be actu-: 
ally paid in on each, than the par value of the shares 
which: shall first be issued. 

Sect. 6. Said corporation shall have power to pur- 
chase and hold such real estate, within said city, as may 
be necessary or convenient for the purposes and man- 
agement of said road. :

Srcr. 7. The said city of Boston may, at any time 
during the continuance of the charter of the said cor- 
poration, and after the expiration of ten years from the 
opening of any part of said road for use, purchase of 
said corporation, all the franchise, property, rights and 
furniture of said corporation, by paying said railroad 
company therefor such a sum as will reimburse to each 
person who may then be a stockholder therein, the par 
value of his stock, together with a net profit of ten per 
cent. per annum, from the time of the transfer of said 
stock to him, on the books of the corporation, deducting 
_ the dividends received by said stockholders thereon. 

Sect. 8. The said road shall be constructed and 
maintained in such form and manner, and upon such 
grade, and with such gauge, as the mayor and aldermen 
of said city may, in their votes, fixing and determining 
the routes thereof, as aforesaid, prescribe and direct ; 
and whenever, in the judgment of said railroad corpo- 
ration, it shall be necessary to alter the grade of any 
street so occupied by it, such alteration may be made at 
the sole expense of said corporation, provided the same 
shall be assented to by the mayor and aldermen of said 
city. 

Secr. 9. At any time after the expiration of one year 
from the opening for use, of the tracks of said railroad, 
in any street in which the same may be located, as pro- 
vided by its charter, the mayor and aldermen of the 
city of Boston may, by vote of the major part thereof, 
determine that the same or any part thereof may be 
discontinued; and thereupon the location shall be 
deemed to be revoked, and the tracks of the said rail- 
road shall forthwith be taken up and removed, in con- 
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formity with such vote or order of said mayor and 
aldermen, provided that such taking up and removal 
shall be at the expense of said railroad corporation. 

Sect. 10. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
prevent the authorities of said city from taking up any 
of the public streets traversed by said railroads, for the 
purposes for which they may now lawfully take up the 
same. 

Sect. 11. This act shall be void, so far as relates to 
the right to construct said road in said city, unless the 
same shall be accepted by the city council of said city, 
and unless the same shall be accepted by the said cor- 
poration, and ten per cent. of the capital stock thereof 
~be actually paid in within two years from the passage 
of this act. : 

Sect. 12. The said corporation. shall be deemed a 
railroad corporation, so far as to be subject to make such 
annual returns to the legislature as are or may be pre- 
scribed by law, but not to other general provisions of 
law in relation to railroad corporations. 

Sect. 13. The existence of said corporation is 
hereby limited to the period of fifty years from the 
passage of this act. 

Sect. 14. The rates of fare upon the said railroad, 
between any two points in the city of Boston, shall never 
exceed five cents for each passage, unless with the assent 
of the mayor and aldermen of the said city ; provided, 
nevertheless, that the legislature may at any time repeal 
this act, or limit, restrict, or annul any powers herein 
granted. [Approved by the Governor, April 29, 1854.] 
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An Act in addition to “An Act to incorporate the 
Broadway Railroad Company.” 


Be tt enacted, kc., as follows : 


Chapter four hundred and forty-four, of the acts of 
eighteen hundred and fifty-four, being “ An Act to incor- 
porate the Broadway Railroad Company,” is hereby 
revived, and continued in force for a period of three 
years from the passage hereof. [Approved by the C'ov- 
ernor, June 4, 1856.] 


The foregoing charter was accepted by the City 
Council of Boston, Dec. 27, 1856. 


An Act concerning the Broadway Railroad Company. 


Be tt enacted, &c., as follows : — 

sect. 1. The mayor and aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton are hereby authorized to extend the location of the 
tracks of the Broadway Railroad Company, upon and 
over such streets within said city as may be determined 
by them, with the assent, in writing, of said company ; 
and the Broadway Railroad Company are hereby au- 
thorized to construct, maintain and use such tracks as 
may be located as above, with the same powers and 
privileges, and subject to the same duties, liabilities and 
restrictions, in relation thereto, as if they had been 
authorized to be located by the act by which said com- 
pany was incorporated; and the said company shall 
have the right to use and run over, with their cars and 
horses, the tracks now laid, or which may hereafter be 
laid by the Dorchester Avenue Railroad Company, 
within the city of Boston, excepting that part of the 
track of the Dorchester Avenue Railroad Company now 
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laid south of Fourth street; paying to the Dorchester 
Avenue Railroad Company a reasonable amount for the 
use thereof; such amount, in case of dispute, to be ascer- 
tained and determined, from time to time, by commis- 
sioners appointed by the Supreme Judicial Court. 

Sect. 2. And for the purposes of conveying passen- 
gers to and from South Boston, the Broadway Railroad 
Company may connect with the road of any other com- 
pany besides the Dorchester Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany, with which the board of aldermen of the city of 
Boston may authorize it to connect. And in case any 
such connection shall be made, and the Broadway Rail- 
road Company shall be unable to agree with the com- 
pany owning the road connected with, as to the mode 
of connection, and the manner, time and extent of use 
of the last named road by the Broadway Railroad Com- 
pany, and the compensation to be paid by the Broad- 
way Railroad Company for such use, then the Supreme 
Judicial Court, upon the petition of either party and 
upon notice to the other party, shall appoint three 
commissioners, who shall, upon due notice to the par- 
ties interested, proceed and determine all matters 
relating to such connection and use, and the compensa-. 
tion to be paid therefor, not agreed upon by said cor- 
porations ; and in regulating such connection and. use, 
the commissioners shall have reference to the interests, 
of said corporations and of the public accommodated »° 
by said roads, and the award of said commissioners, or 
a major part of them, shall be binding upon the respect- 
ive corporations interested therein, until the same shall 
have been revised or altered by commissioners, to be 
appointed by the said Court, upon application and in 
manner aforesaid; but no such revision or alteration 
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shall be made by any commissioners to be appointed 
as aforesaid, within one year after such decision and 
award shall have been made, unless said Court shall be 
of opinion that such a revision may be sooner required 
or advisable. 

Sect. 3. The compensation of said commissioners 
for their services and expenses, shall be paid by the 
respective corporations interested therein, in equal pro- 
portions. 

sxct. 4. The said Broadway Railroad Company shall 
have the right, with the consent of three-quarters of 
the stockholders in number and value, at all times to 
purchase of or to sell to any other company, chartered 
for a similar purpose, all or any part of the tracks which 
may be hereafter. laid by it or any other such company, 
under the provisions of their charters; and such pur- 
chase or sale shall transfer all the corporate rights and 
rights of location, which may pertain to the tracks so 
purchased or sold. 

Sect. 5. This act shall be void, unless the same shall 
be accepted by the city council of Boston, within one 
year from the passage thereof: 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [ Approved, May 25, 1857. Accepted by City 
Council, Nov. 30, 1857.] 


An Acr to establish a Board of Directors of the Public 
Institutions for the City of Boston and for 
the County of Suffolk. 


Be tt enacted, &c., as follows :— 


Sect. 1. There shall be elected by the city council 
of the city of Boston, by concurrent vote, twelve suita-

ble persons, resident citizens of the said city, who shall 
constitute a board of directors for the houses of industry 
and reformation, and the lunatic hospital within said 
city, and the house of correction for the county of Suf- 
folk. The said board shall be styled, “The Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions,’ and shall have all the 
authority and powers, and be subject to all the duties 
now conferred and imposed by virtue of existing stat- 
utes, respectively, upon the directors of said houses of 
industry and reformation, and the overseers of said 
house of correction, together with such other powers 
and duties in connection with said lunatic hospital, and 
the management of the business thereof, as the said 
city council may, by ordinance, and in conformity to 
the statutes of the Commonwealth, provide. A major- 
ity of said board of directors shall constitute a quorum 
for. the transaction of business; and upon the election 
of the first board, as provided in the fourth section of 
this act, said city council shall be discharged from all 
obligations of statutes now existing, requiring the elec- 
tion or appointment of directors or overseers of either 
for said institutions. 

Sect. 2. The said board of directors shall also have 
the same powers as to the discharge of insane persons 
from confinement, as are now vested in the mayor and 
board of aldermen of said city. 

Sect. 3. The said city council shall have power to 
pass such ordinances, not inconsistent herewith, or re- 
pugnant to other laws of this Commonwealth, as to the 
duties and authority of said board of directors, and 
providing for their reasonable compensation, as it may, 
from time to time, deem expedient and necessary. 

Sect. 4. Said city council shall proceed, after the 
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acceptance of this act, to elect by ballot nine citizens 
at large, three of whom shall be elected and hold their 
office for three years, three for two years, and three for 
one year; and these persons, together with one mem- 
ber from the board of aldermen, and two members from 
the common council of said city, to be elected for one 
year by the said city council, shall constitute the first 
board of directors under this act; and thereafter, annu- 
ally, the said city council shall elect, in the manner 
aforesaid, three citizens of said city at large, who shall 
hold their office in said board of directors for three 
years, and one member of the board of aldermen, and 
two members of the common council of said city, who 
shall hold their office in said board of directors for one 
year. ach of the said directors so elected under this 
act shall, in addition to his said term, hold his office 
until another is elected in his stead; and the said city 
council shall have power to remove members from said 
board of directors for cause shown, and to fill all vacan- 
cies which may occur in the same. 

Secr. 5. This act shall not go into effect unless ac- 
cepted by said city council, within six months from its 
passage, and shall take effect directly upon and after 
such acceptance. 

Sect. 6. All acts and parts of acts, inconsistent here- 
with, are hereby repealed. [Approved March 28, 185’. 
Accepted by City Council, May 23, 1857. ] 


An Acr in relation to the Removal of Snow and Ice 
from the Sidewalks of Cities. 
Be tt enacted, &e., as follows : — 
sect. 1. The city council of any incorporated city in 
the Commonwealth, are hereby authorized to provide, 
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by ordinance, for the removal of snow and ice from the 
sidewalks, in such portions of such city as shall be by 
them deemed expedient. 

Sect. 2. Such ordinance shall determine in what 
time and manner snow and ice shall be removed, as 
aforesaid, and shall affix suitable penalties, not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars, to any violation of the provisions of 
said ordinance ; provided, that no person shall be liable 
to any penalty, as above provided, excepting the owner 
or tenant of the estate abutting upon the sidewalk from 
which the snow and ice are required to be removed. 


[Approved April 14, 1857.] 


An Acr to establish the Salary of the Assistant Clerk of 
the, Superior Court of the County of Suffolk. 


Be tt enacted, dc. as follows : — 

Sect. 1. The assistant clerk of the superior court of 
the county of Suffolk, shall receive for his services the 
sum of eighteen hundred dollars, payable quarterly, out 
of the treasury of the city of Boston. 

Sect. 2. So much of the. fourteenth section of the 
four hundred and forty-ninth chapter of the laws of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-five, as is inconsistent 
herewith, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved May 4, 1857.] 


An Act to define the Rights of the Children of Non- 
resident Parents to attend Public Schools. 
Be tt enacted, &e., as follows : 
All children between the ages of five and fifteen 
years, shall be entitled to attend the public schools of 
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the city or town in which they. shall reside for the time 
being; provided, however, that if any child shall attend 
a public school in any city or town of this Common- 
wealth, other than that in which the parent or guar- 
dian of such child may reside, and shall have resided 
in such city or town for the sole purpose of attending 
such school, the consent of the school committee of 
such city or town shall first be obtained, and the parent 
or guardian of such child shall be liable to pay to such 
city or town, for the tuition of such child, a sum equal 
to the average expense, per scholar, for such school, for 
the period such child shall have so attended. [ Approved 
May 8, 1857.] 


An Acr concerning Returns of Elections. 
Be tt enacted, c&e., as follows : 


Sect. 1. In all elections hereafter to be held in this 
Commonwealth, for national, state, or county officers, 
the votes shall be sorted and counted by the selectmen 
of the towns, and by the wardens and ward clerks of 
the cities, in open town and ward meetings, and public 
declaration made thereof at such meetings. The names 
of all persons voted for, the number of votes received 
by each person, and the title of the office for which he 
is proposed, shall be entered by the town clerks in the 
town records, and by the ward clerks in the ward 
records, in words at length; and the said ward clerks 
shall forthwith deliver to the city clerks certified copies 
of such records, who shall forthwith enter the same in 
the city records. The said town and city clerks shall, 
within ten days from the day of said elections, transmit 
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copies of the records so made, by them attested, and 
certified by the selectmen of the several towns, and 
by the mayor and aldermen of the several cities, sealed 
up, to the secretary of the Commonwealth, or to such 
other officer as is now required by law to receive the 
same. 

Sect. 2. The said town and city clerks may, within 
three days next after the day of such elections, deliver 
the said copies, sealed up, to the sheriff of the county 
in which such elections shall be held; and in that case 
the sheriff shall, within seven days next after receiving 
the same, transmit the same to the office of the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth, or to such other officer 
as is now required by law to receive the same. 

Sect. 3. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. [Approved May 18, 1857.] 


An Act relating to Common Schools. 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows : 

Secr. 1. Any city or town in this Commonwealth 
may establish and maintain, in addition to the schools 
now required by law to be maintained therein, schools 
for the education of persons over fifteen years of age; 
and may determine the term or terms of time in each 
or any year, and the hours of the day or of the even- 
ing, during which said school shall be kept; and may 
also appropriate such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support thereof. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any such school or schools shall 
be established, the school committee of such city or 
town shall have the same superintendence over said 
school or schools, in all respects, that they now have 
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over the schools of said city or town; and shall also 
determine what branches of learnmg may be taught 
therein. 

Secr. 8. ‘The one hundred and thirty-seventh chap- 
ter of the laws of eighteen hundred and forty-seven, 
entitled “An Act relating to Common Schools,’ is 
hereby repealed. 

sect. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved May 18, 1857.] 


An Act in relation to Gaming, Billiard Tables and 
Bowling Alleys. 


Be té enacted, de., as follows : 


secr. 1. If any person, not licensed as hereinafter 
provided, shall keep or suffer to be kept, in any house, 
building, yard or dependency thereof, by him actually 
occupied or owned, any table for the purpose of play- 
ing at billiards, or any bowling alley for the purpose of 
playing at bowls, for hire, gain or reward, or shall for 
hire, gain or reward, suffer any person to resort to the 
same for the purpose of playing at billiards or bowls, 
he shall forfeit, for every such offence, a sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, to the use of the city or 
town where the offence shall have been committed. 

Sect. 2. The board of aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton, the board of mayor and aldermen of any other 
city, and the selectmen of any town, may, within their 
respective cities and towns, grant a license to any per- 
son to keep a billiard table or bowling alley, for hire, 
gain or reward, upon such terms and conditions as they 
may deem proper, to be used for amusement merely, 
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but not for the purpose of gaming for money or other- 
wise. And such license may be revoked at the pleas- 
ure of the authority granting the-same. 

Srct. 8. If any person shall use or take part in 
using any table or alley aforesaid, for the purpose of 
gaming for money or otherwise, he shall forfeit for 
every such offence, a sum not exceeding fifty dollars to 
the use of the city or town where the offence shall 
have been committed. | 

Sror. 4. If any person shall make oath before any 
justice of the peace or any police court, that he sus- 
pects, or has probable cause to suspect, that any house 
or other building is unlawfully used as and for a com- 
mon gaming house, for the purpose of gaming for 
money or otherwise, and that idle and dissolute persons 
resort to the same for that purpose, such justice or 
police court, whether the names of such persons last 
mentioned are known to the complainant or not, shall 
issue a warrant commanding the sheriff or his deputy, 
or any constable or police officer, to enter into such 
house or building, and there to arrest all persons who 
shall be there found playing for money or otherwise, or 
aiding or abetting those playing for money or other- 
wise, and also the keepers or owners of the same, and 
to take into their custody all the implements of gaming 
as aforesaid, and to keep the said persons and imple- 
ments so that they may be forthcoming before such 
justice or police court, to be dealt with according to 
law; and any person who shall be there found playing 
for money or otherwise, or aiding or abetting those 
playing for money or otherwise, shall forfeit for every 
such offence, a sum not exceeding fifty dollars, to the 
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use of the city or town where the offence shall have 
been committed. 

Sect. 5. Justices of the peace and police courts 
shall have jurisdiction of the offences mentioned in this 
act, saving to the accused the right of appeal. [ Ap- 
proved May 19, 1857.] | 


An Act concerning the Locating of Horse Railroads. 
Be ut enacted, &e., as follows : 

Sect. 1. All horse railroad corporations, hereafter 
chartered, shall construct their roads within twelve 
months after their location. 

Sect. 2. If any horse railroad corporation shall fail 
to commence to construct their road within six months 
after they locate, then such location shall be void. 

Sect. 38. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved May 20, 1857.] 


An Act concerning School-Houses and other Public 
Buildings. 
Be ut enacted, e., as follows : 

Every person who shall willfully and maliciously, or 
wantonly and without cause, destroy, deface, mar or in- 
jure any school-house, church or other building erected 
or used for the purposes of education, or religious 
instruction, or for the general diffusion of knowledge ; 
or who shall, willfully and maliciously, or wantonly and 
without cause, destroy or injure any of the outbuild- 
ings, fences, wells or appurtenances of said school- 
house, church or other building ; or who shall, willfully 
or maliciously, or wantonly and without cause, destroy 
or injure any furniture, apparatus or other property 
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belonging to or connected with any said school-house, 
church or other building, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor; and upon conviction thereof, before a 
justice of the peace, or any court of competent juris- 
diction, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, or by-imprisonment in the county jail 
not more than one year. [Approved May 26, 1857.] 


An Act concerning Drains and Sewers in the City of 
Boston. 


Be it enacted, de., as follows : 


Sect. 1. The board of aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton may lay, make and maintain, in the said city, all 
such main drains or common sewers, through the lands 
of any persons or corporations, as they shall adjudge 
to be necessary for the public convenience or the pub- 
lic health, and may repair all such main drains or 
common sewers, from time to time, whenever repairs 
thereof shall be necessary. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any lands or real estate shall be 
taken by virtue of this act, the said board of aldermen 
shall proceed in the taking thereof in the same manner, 
in all respects, as they now are, or hereafter may be 
required by law to proceed in taking land for public 
highways or streets; and all persons and corporations, 
sufferimg damage in their property, by reason of the 
laying, making or maintaining any main drain or com- 
mon sewer, as aforesaid, shall have all the rights and 
remedies for the ascertainment and the recovery of the 
amount of such damage, which are now or hereafter 
may be provided by law for the ascertainment and

recovery of damages for lands taken in said city of 
Boston, for public highways or streets. 

Secor. 5. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved May 26, 1857.] 


An Act concerning Vacancies in School Committees. 


Be tt enacted, ce., as follows : 

Sect. 1. Whenever any member or members of the 
school committee of any city or town shall decline fur- 
ther service, or from change of residence or otherwise 
shall become unable to attend to the duties of said 
board, the remaining members thereof shall, in writing, 
give notice of the fact to the selectmen of the town, or 
to the mayor and aldermen, if it be a city; the two 
boards shall then, after giving public notice of at least 
one week, proceed, by joint ballot, to fill such vacancy 
or vacancies; and a majority of the ballots of all per- 
sons entitled to vote shall be held to be necessary to a 
choice at such election. 

Sect. 2. The same proceedings as above prescribed 
shall be had in case of a vacancy caused by the refusal 
of any person, elected as member of any school com- 
mittee, to accept said office, after having been notified 
of such election according to the two hundred and 
eighty-third chapter of the acts of eighteen hundred 
and fifty-three ; and in case all the persons elected as 
members of the school committee shall, after such due 
notice, decline accepting said office, or having accepted 
thereof shall afterwards decline further service, the 
selectmen or the mayor and aldermen shall, after 
giving due public notice, proceed, by ballot, to elect a 
new board; and the votes of a majority of the entire 
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board of selectmen or of mayor and aldermen, shall 
be necessary to an election. 

Srcr. 3. Any person elected in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, shall have the same powers and 
duties as if he had been chosen a member of the school 
committee in any other legal manner ; provided, however, 
that in all cases the term of service of such member 
shall end with the municipal or official year in which 
he may be chosen; and if the vacancy was in the first 
instance for a longer period, it shall at the first annual 
election after the occurrence of said vacancy, be filled 
in the manner prescribed for original elections to the 
school committee. 

sxcr. 4. Chapter one hundred and forty-four of the 
acts of eighteen hundred and forty-nine; chapter three 
hundred and nine of the acts of eighteen hundred and 
fifty-one; chapter one hundred and one of the acts of 
eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act, are 
hereby repealed. 

Srcr. 5. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved May 30, 1857.] 


An Act concerning the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 


Be tt enacted, he., as follows : 

sect. 1. The city of Boston, by and through the 
agency of the Board of Visitors of the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital, or by and through any other agency which, 
shall be established therefor by the city council of the 
city of Boston, may admit into said hospital, as patients, 
insane persons, who are not paupers, upon such terms 
and conditions and for such compensation as may from 
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time to time be fixed by said city council, or by the 
authority thereof. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved May 30, 1857.] 


An Act concerning Insane Persons in the City of Boston. 


Be tt enacted, ke., as follows : 

sect. 1. The municipal court of the city of Boston, 
and all other courts and magistrates having authority 
to commit insane persons to the State Lunatic Hos- 
pital, may commit all insane persons found in the city 
of Boston, whether they are furiously mad or other- 
wise, who have their legal settlement in the city of 
Boston, or in any other city or town within this Com- 
monwealth, to the Boston Lunatic Hospital, in all cases 
in which said courts and magistrates are authorized 
by law to commit such persons to the State Lunatic 
Hospital. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved May 30, 1857.] 
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An OrpINaNce in addition to an ordinance entitled “ An 
Ordinance concerning the Public Lands. Passed 
July 22, 1850.” 

Be wt ordained, de., as follows : 

Section 1. In the month of January, in each year, 
there shall be appointed a joint Committee of the City 
Council, to be called the Committee on Public Lands, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the 
Common Council. 

Sect. 2. An ordinance entitled “An Ordinance in 
addition to an Ordinance on Public Lands,” passed Jan- 
uary 12, 1855, and all parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith, are hereby repealed. 

Secor. 8. This ordinance shall take effect on and 
after its passage. [Passed January 14, 1856.] 


An ORDINANCE in relation to City Officers. 
Be tt ordained, &c., as follows : 

Section 1. All City Officers required by the City 
ordinances to be elected or appointed by the concur- 
rent vote of the City Council, or to be appointed by the 
Mayor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
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Board of Aldermen, excepting those officers, the time 
of whose election or appointment is otherwise pre- 
scribed by the Statutes of the Commonwealth, also, 
excepting the Treasurer, Auditor and Assessors, shall be 
elected or appointed, as the case may be, on the first 
Monday of January, in each year, or within sixty days 
thereafter. 

Sror. 2. Every city officer elected or. appointed 
under the provisions of the foregoing section, shall hold 
his office, if not sooner removed, for one year from the 
first Monday of January, in the year in which he shall 
be elected or appointed, and until a successor be elected 
or appointed ; but he may, at any time, be removed by 
the authority under which he may have been elected 
or appointed, and any vacancy occasioned by the re- 
moval, resignation or death of such city officer, may 
be filled at any time. 

Sect. 38. Nothing in this ordinance shall require the 
election or appointment of any city officer, during the 
present municipal year, to be made prior to the re- 
spective times heretofore prescribed for such election or 
appointment; but every city officer, with the excep- 
tions mentioned in the first ‘section of this ordinance, 
who may be elected or appointed during the present 
municipal year, shall hold his office, if not sooner 
removed, until the first Monday of January, in the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, and until another is 
elected or appointed in his place. 

Sect. 4. So much of any ordinance as may be incon- 
sistent herewith, is hereby repealed. [Passed March 5, 
1856. ] 
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An OrDINANCE in relation to Water. 
Be tt ordained, ce., as follows : 

Section 1. The ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
providing for the care and management of the Boston 
Water Works,” passed October 31, 1850, shall be 
amended as follows: By striking out the words “ in the 
month of March or April,” in the first and second lines 
of the first section of said ordinance, and inserting in 
place thereof, the words “on the first Monday of Janu- 
ary, or within sixty days thereafter.” 

Srcr. 2. ‘This ordinance shall take effect on the 
first Monday of January next. [Passed March 5, 
1856. | 


An Orprnance abolishing the office of County Physician. 
Be it ordained, ke., as follows : 

Sect. 1. An ordinance entitled “An Ordinance in 
relation to the County Physician,” creating the office of 
Physician to the Jail, passed July 16, 1855, is hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 2. All ordinances and parts of ordinances re- 
pealed by section second of said ordinance, are hereby 
revived, and declared to be in full force and effect. 

Sect. 38. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after its passage. [Passed May 31, 1856.] 


An Orpinance to License and Regulate Pawnbrokers. 
Be it ordained, &e., as follows : 
Section 1. The Board of Aldermen may, from time 
to time, give and grant licenses to such persons as shall 
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apply for the same, to use, exercise, and carry on the 
trade or business of a pawnbroker; which said licenses 
shall continue in force until the first day of the month 
of July following, (unless sooner revoked by the Mayor, 
which he is hereby authorized to, do, on evidence satis- 
factory to him of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this ordinance,) and no longer; and each person to 
whom such license shall be given, shall pay therefor to 
the City Treasurer the sum of one hundred dollars ; but 
no such license shall authorize the opening of more 
than one place for the transaction of the business afore- 
said ; and no person shall be licensed, who shall have 
been convicted of receiving stolen goods. 

Sect. 2. Every person who shall be licensed as 
aforesaid shall, at the time of receiving said license, 
enter, with sufficient sureties to be approved by the 
Mayor, into a bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful observance of this ordinance, 
and of such further ordinances as may hereafter be 
enacted in the premises, and of the laws of the Com- 
monwealth relating thereto, which said bond shall be 
held by the City of Boston in trust, for the use of every 
person who may be aggrieved by any violation thereof: 
And every pawnbroker so applying for a license shall 
first effect an insurance against fire, for at least one 
year, for two thousand dollars, on goods pawned, at 
such insurance office as the Mayor or Chairman of the 
Committee on Licenses shall approve ; the policy for 
which shall be deposited with his bond when the said 
license shall be given to him. 

Szcr. 38. No person shall use, exercise or carry on 
the trade or business of a pawnbroker, without first 
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having obtained such license as aforesaid, or after the 
revocation thereof, under the penalty of fifty dollars 
for each and every offence. 

sgct. 4. No person so licensed as aforesaid shall 
keep his office open for the transaction of business on 
any day in the week before sunrise, or after seven 
o’clock in the evening, except on Saturday evening, 
when said office shall be closed before ten o’clock, under 
a penalty of fifty dollars for each and every offence. 

Sect. 0. Every pawnbroker shall keep a book, to be 
called “ Book No. 1,” in which shall be fairly written, at 
the time of each loan, an accurate account and descrip- 
tion of the goods, articles or things pawned, the sum 
loaned thereon, the date of the loan, and the name and 
residence of the person pawning or pledging the said 
goods, articles or things, and also in which shall be writ- 
ten the charges on the same as they shall accrue, which 
entry shall be regularly numbered; and also when a 
watch is pawned, the number and name of the maker 
thereof, if any appears, and all letters or marks on goods 
or articles manufactured of gold or silver shall be in- 
scribed therein; which said book, as also book No. 2, 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be at all times open to the 
full and free inspection of the owner or owners of the 
articles, or of any person demanding the same. Pro- 
vided, such person shall exhibit an order to make such 
inspection, signed by the Mayor or Chief of Police; and 
in all cases where the description of goods in the said 
book or books is alleged to correspond with any goods 
lost, the article or thing shall be exhibited when de- 
manded by the person authorized as above to inspect 
said book or books. And the said pawnbroker shall 
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deliver to the person pawning or pledging the said 
goods, articles or things, at the time the same are 
received, a certificate, duplicate or note signed by him, 
and numbered to correspond with his said book, and 
which shall contain the substance of the particular entry 
therein; and every pawnbroker who shall neglect to 
make the entries herein required, or to deliver the said 
certificate or note, shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty 
dollars for each and every neglect; and if any pawn- 
broker shall neglect or refuse to allow the inspection 
herein provided for to be made, or to exhibit the article 
or thing pledged as herein required, he shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of fifty dollars for each and every refusal. 

Secor. 6. No pawnbroker shall ask, demand, or receive 
a greater rate of interest than six per centum per 
annum; and, in addition thereto, he is authorized and 
permitted to demand and receive for storage, and other 
necessary expenses, a sum not exceeding two per cen- 
tum per month. And any pawnbroker who shall 
demand or receive any higher rate of interest or charges 
than is herein provided, shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of fifty dollars. 

Sect. 7. No. pawnbroker shall sell any goods, arti- 
cles, or thing pawned or pledged, until the same shall 
have remained in his possession four months for dry 
goods and clothing of all kinds, and eight months for all 
other articles; within which times, respectively, such 
goods, articles, or thing shall be delivered on applica- 
tion made by the owner thereof, or his or her legal rep- 
resentative, provided such applicant shall surrender 
the duplicate, certificate, or note, and pay the sum orig- 
inally loaned, with the interest and charges that may 
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have accrued thereon ; and such goods, articles, or thing 
that shall remain unredeemed at the expiration of the 
time before mentioned, shall be sold at public auction 
in the City of Boston, and not otherwise or elsewhere, 
after ten days’ notice, of the time and place of sale and 
the kind of goods, first given in two public and daily 
newspapers in the said city; and the surplus money, if 
any, arising from the said sale, after deducting the 
amount of the loan, the interest, and charges then due 
on the same, and the expenses of the advertisement and 
sale, shall be paid over by the pawnbroker to the per- 
son who would have been entitled to redeem the pledge 
in case no such sale had taken place. And if any pawn- 
broker shall violate any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars for 
every such violation: Provided, that no goods, articles, 
or things shall be offered at such sale of forfeited goods, 
except such as shall have been placed, bona fide, upon 
pledge, under a penalty of twenty dollars for each and 
every article so sold. 

Sect. 8. Every pawnbroker shall keep a book, to be 
called “ Book No. 2,” wherein shall be entered the sales 
of such goods, articles or things which shall be sold as 
aforesaid, wherein shall be marked the same, with the 
date thereof, and before each article shall be inserted 
the number affixed thereto in “ Book No. 1,” hereinbe- 
fore provided for, and opposite thereto shall be inserted 
the amount loaned thereon, the charges thereon, the 
amount for which the same was sold, and the name of 
the pawner. And if any pawnbroker shall violate any 
of the provisions of this section, he shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of fifty dollars for every such violation. 
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Sscr. 9. If any goods, articles or thing which shall 
be advertised in any public newspaper in the city of 
Boston as having been lost or stolen, and which goods, 
articles or thing shall then be or thereafter come into 
the possession of any pawnbroker, he shall, on actual 
notice thereof, immediately thereafter give information 
in writing at the office*of the Chief of Police, that cer- 
tain goods, articles or thing answering to the descrip- 
tion of said advertised goods, articles or thing, are in his’ 
possession, and shall also state from whom the same was 
or were received, under the penalty of fifty dollars for 
every such neglect. [Passed June 13, 1856.] 


An OrpINANcE concerning the Public Lands. 


Be tt ordained, ce., as follows : 

section 1. In the month of January, in each year, 
there shall be appointed a Jot Committee of the City 
Council, to be called the Committee on Public Lands, to 
consist of such numbers from each Board, as the City 
Council may from time to time order; and said Com- 
mittee, together with not more than four persons, to be 
selected as is hereinafter set forth, shall constitute a 
Board of Land Commissioners. 

Sect. 2. In the month of November or December, 
in each year, the Committee on Public Lands shall, from 
their own number, nominate one Alderman and one 
member of the Common Council, to be members of the 
Board of Land Commissioners; and tle persons so nom- 
inated, being confirmed by the City Council, shall hold 
their offices for two years from and after the commence- 
ment of the municipal year then next ensuing.

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[Secr. 8. The Board of Land Commissioners thus 
constituted, shall have the care and management of the 
public lands belonging to the city, so far as relates to 
the improvement, sale and disposal of the same, subject 
to the limitations mentioned in this and other ordi- 
nances of the city, and to such rules, orders and regula- 
tions as the City Council may, from time to time, adopt. 
Repealed Dec. 28, 1857.] 

Sect. 4. The said Commissioners are authorized to 
lay out and make such streets, passage-ways and squares 
on the public lands, to lay such sewers therein, and to 
make such alterations in the lots as they may deem 
expedient, subject to the approval of the Mayor and 
Aldermen. 

Sect. 6. There shall be chosen annually, on the first 
Monday in January, or within sixty days thereafter, 
(and whenever a vacancy occurs,) by concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the City Council, a Superintend- 
ent of Public Lands, who shall hold his office until a 
successor is appointed or he is removed. He shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the City Council, and shall 
receive such compensation as the said Council may, 
from time to time, determine. 

Sror. 6. The said Superintendent, before entering on 
the duties of his office, shall give bond, with one or more 
sureties, to the approbation of the Mayor, with condition 
that he will not, while holding said office, directly or 
indirectly, for himself or others, or by others in trust 
for him, or on his account, have any interest or concern 
in any purchase, lease, contract or agreement, to be 
made in pursuance of this ordinance. 

Sect. 7. The said Superintendent shall devote him- 
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self to the care, improvement and sale of the public 
lands, and, under the direction of the said Commission- 
ers, shall cause them to be surveyed and laid out into 
convenient lots, and contract for the sale, and actually 
sell or lease the same, at public or private sale. 

But this and the fourth section shall not apply to the 
Common, the land and flats west of Charles street, the 
lands connected with the Public Institutions at South 
Boston, or to any other lands purchased or held for spe- 
cific purposes, unless by special vote of the City Council. 

sect. 8. The said Superintendent may, under the 
direction of the said Commissioners, contract and agree 
for defraying, in part or in whole, the cost or expense 
incident to or arising out of the performance of any 
acts which he is by this ordinance authorized to do and 
perform, by transfer of lands to the contracting parties, 
in lieu of money, when the same can be done with 
advantage to the city. 

Sect. 9. The said Superintendent shall at all times 
perform such services as may be required of him by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, in the laying out, alteration or 
widening of streets, and in the trial or settlement of 
any and all claims for damages, in consequence of such 
laying out, alteration or widening, and shall act as Sec- 
retary to the Board of Land Commissioners. 

Sect. 10. All contracts, deeds, conveyances and 
leases, made by virtue of this ordinance, shall be signed 
and executed by the Mayor, in the same manner as if 
_ the same were made by order of the City Council, and 
shall be countersigned by the said Superintendent. 

Secr. 11. The said Superintendent shall, at least 
once in three months, and as often as required, make a 
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true and correct report of his proceedings under this 
ordinance, and exhibit proper schedules and accounts 
of all lands sold, moneys received and securities taken, 
to the Board of Aldermen, which shall be by them sent 
to the Common Council. 

Sreot. 12. The said Superitendent shall keep an 
accurate record or account of all the vacant lands 
belonging to the city; and whenever any such lands 
shall be purchased by the city for any purpose, it shall 
be the duty of the person or persons so purchasing the 
same to make report thereof forthwith to the said 
Superintendent. 

Sect. 15. All money paid by any purchaser or lessee 
of the public lands, and all notes, bonds, mortgages and 
securities for moneys, arising or accruing from, or in 
virtue of, any contract made by said Superintendent 
under this ordinance, shall be paid to and deposited 
with the Treasurer. 

Secor. 14. No conveyance of any estate, in fee or for 
life, in any lands belonging to the city, shall be deliv- 
ered until the purchase money is paid; but the Mayor 
may, from time to time, release to any purchaser or his 
assigns, any one lot of land, when several lots were 
included in one contract or bond, on payment of an 
equivalent portion of the purchase money. 

Sect. 15. No expenditure of money, or contract 
requiring the expenditure of money, shall be made, 
under or by virtue of this ordinance, without the sanc- 
tion of the City Council, by an appropriation first made 
to meet such expenditure. 

Sect. 16. No member of the Board of Land Com- 
missioners shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in 
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any contract, bargain, sale or agreement in relation to 
the public lands, or any matter or thing connected 
therewith, wherein the city is interested, without an 
express vote of the City Council; and any and all con- 
tracts, bargains, sales or agreements made in violation 
of this section; shall be at all times voidable by the city. 

sect. 17. The Board of Land Commissioners shall 
annually, in the month of January, choose one of their 
number to be Chairman of the Board; and said Board 
shall be competent to do or perform any act authorized 
by this ordinance, or which may hereafter be author- 
ized, at any meeting duly notified, when a majority of 
the members of the Committee on Public Lands, or 
a majority of the whole Board are present, but not 
otherwise. 

Secor. 18. An Ordinance in relation to Public Lands, 
passed July 22d, 1850, repealed April 14, 1853, and 
revived March 13, 1855, as printed on page 405, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1856, is hereby repealed ; but 
such repeal shall not be construed to revive any ordi- 
nance whatever. [Passed Dec. 26, 1856.] 


An OrpINANCcE in addition to An Ordinance in relation 
to the Weighing and Marking of Lighters and other 
Vessels employed in the transportation of certain 
articles. 


Be ut ordained, &e., as follows : 

Section 1. All stones, gravel, sand, or other ballast 
brought to the city of Boston by water, and sold by 
weight, to be delivered at any place in the said city of 
Boston, or into any vessel in the harbor of said city, 
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shall be inspected by the inspectors appointed by the 
city of Boston. Provided, that this section shall not 
apply to sand sold for building purposes, unless the 
purchaser thereof shall request an inspection. 

Sect. 2. In any case of the sale by weight of stones, 
gravel, sand or other ballast, to be delivered at any 
place in the city of Boston, or into any vessel in the 
harbor of said city, it shall be the duty of one of said ~ 
inspectors to go on board of the lighter, or other vessel 
containing the same, and inspect the marks of such 
lighter or other vessel, before and after the delivery of 
such stones, gravel, sand or other ballast; and the per- 
sons having charge of such lighter or other vessel shall, 
before such delivery, trim the same so as to make said 
lighter or other vessel swim at equal marks at stem and 
stern, if so required by the inspector, and shall pump 
all the water out; and in case any person shall willfully 
hinder any inspector acting under this ordinance from 
going on board such lighter or other vessel, or shall 
begin to deliver therefrom the stones, gravel, sand or 
other ballast sold by weight, before such lighter or other 
vessel shall be trimmed to swim at equal marks, when 
so required by the inspector, and the water pumped 
out, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars for every such offence. 

sect. 3. Every person who shall deliver stones, 
gravel, sand, or other ballast sold by weight, when an 
inspection of the same is required by this ordinance, or 
the ordinance to which this is an addition, from any 
lighter or other vessel, which shall not have been 
weighed, marked, and inspected, as is provided in this 
ordinance and the ordinance to which this is an addi- 
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tion, or which shall not have been weighed and marked 
under previous laws or ordinances, or shall alter or 
counterfeit the marks or certificate of any lighter or 
other vessel, as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars for every offence. 

Sror. 4. The fees for inspecting the weight of stones, 
sand, gravel or other ballast, shall be three cents for 
every ton inspected and delivered, which shall in all 
cases be paid by the vendor of the same, and shall be 
repaid to him by the vendee. 

Secr, 5. This ordinance shall take effect immedi- 
ately on its passage. 

Secor. 6. The third, eighth, and ninth sections of the 
ordinance to which this is an addition, being the ordi- 
nance printed on the fiftieth, fifty-first, and succeeding 
pages of the “Laws and Ordinances,” published by 
order of the City Council in 1856, are hereby repealed. 
[Passed Feb, 18, 1857. ] 


An ORDINANCE in addition to an Ordinance concerning 
the Assessment and Collection of Taxes. 


Be tt ordained, ke., as follows : 


Section 1. There shall be chosen annually, in the 
month of February or March, by concurrent vote of the 
two branches of the City Council, thirteen assessors of 
the public taxes ; four of whom shall be voted for upon 
one ballot, and shall be denominated principal assessors, 
and shall devote their whole time to the service of the 
city, and shall receive such compensation as the City 
Council may determine ; and the remaining nine shall 
be voted for on one ballot, and shall receive for their 
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services four dollars per day each, while going through 
the wards, taking a list of the ratable polls, and esti- 
mating the value of real and personal estates; and 
three dollars per day in full for their services while en- 
gaged in other duties of their office. All the said 
assessors shall hold their office during the year, and 
until others are chosen and qualified in their stead. 

Sect. 2. In the month of January, annually, a Com- » 
mittee of the Common Council, consisting of one mem- 
ber from each ward, shall be appointed, whose duty it 
shall be to nominate assistant assessors, from the several 
wards, selecting, as nearly as may be, a just representa- 
tion from the various callings of the persons to be taxed. 

Sect. 3. In the month of February or March, annu- 
ally, there shall be chosen, by concurrent vote of the 
two branches of the City Council, two assistant assess- 
ors, from each ward of the city, who shall hold their 
office during the year, and until others are chosen and 
qualified in their stead; and they shall receive such 
compensation, in full for all their services, as the City 
Council may determine. 

Sect. 4. The first, second, and third sections of the 
ordinance to which this is in addition, are hereby re- 
pealed. [Passed March 18, 1857.]

An OrpINANCE in addition to “An Ordinance relating 
to the Public Health,” passed August 20, 1850, and 
December 28, 1854, and printed on page 261 of the 
Ordinances of 1856. 

Be it ordained, ke., as follows : 

Section 1. Whenever any vault, privy, or drain shall 
become offensive or obstructed, the same shall be cleans- 
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ed and made free; and the owner, agent, occupant, 
or other person having charge of the land in which 
any vault or drain may be situated, the state and 
condition of which shall be in violation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, shall remove, cleanse, alter, 
amend, or repair the same, within a reasonable time 
after notice in writing to that effect, given by the Su- 
perintendent of Health or his assistant. In case of 
neglect or refusal for the space of five days, the Board 
of Aldermen shall cause the same to be removed, 
cleansed, altered, amended, or repaired, as they may 
deem expedient, at the expense of the owner, agent, 
occupant, or other person as aforesaid, and such owner, 
agent, occupant, or other person shall also be lable to 
a penalty. 

Sect. 2. No vault or privy shall be emptied, without 
a permit from the Superintendent of Health or his 
assistant; nor in any other manner, or at any other 
time, than he shall direct and appoint, conformable to 
such regulations and contracts as the Board of Alder- 
men from time to time shall make on the subject, and 
always at the expense of the owner, agent, occupant, 
or other person having charge of the tenement to which 
such vault is attached. 

Secor. 3. A book shall be kept in some convenient 
place, under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Health, in which shall be entered all applications for 
opening and cleansing vaults; and the same shall re- 
‘ceive attention in the several wards in the order in 
which they are made. The Board of Aldermen shall, 
from time to time, determine the sum to be paid by 


persons who shall make such applications between the 
13 
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fifteenth day of September and the first day of March ; 
and all persons making such application between the 
first day of March and the first day of June shall be 
charged and shall pay double the amount so deter- 
mined; and persons making such application between 
the first day of June and the fifteenth day of Septem- 
ber, shall be charged and shall pay three times the 
amount so determined. And in order to ascertain the 
proper sum to fix as a minimum price, for the removal 
of the contents of the vaults as hereinbefore provided, 
the Committee on Internal Health shall advertise for 
proposals for such service, for a term not exceeding 
three years; and shall report to the Board of Aldermen 
a contract or contracts therefor, for their approval. 

Secor. 4. No vault shall be opened between the first 
day of June and the fifteenth day of September in 
each year; unless on inspection caused to be made, the 
Superintendent of Health or his assistant, shall be sat- 
isfied, of the necessity of the same for the health or 
comfort of the inhabitants. In which case no more of 
the contents shall be taken away, than they or either 
of them shall deem to be absolutely necessary for pre- 
sent safety and relief, and such precautions shall be 
used relative to the preventing of any offensive effluvia, 
as they or either of them shall direct, at the expense of 
the owner, agent, occupant, or other person having 
charge of the premises. 

sect. 5. If any of the substances, in the preceding 
section mentioned, shall be thrown or carried from any 
house, warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, or other place, or 
left in any of the places specified in the preceding sec- 
tion, the owner of such house, warehouse, shop, cellar, 
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yard, or other place as aforesaid, as well as the occu- 
pant thereof, and the person who actually threw, car- 
ried, or left the same, shall severally be held liable for 
such violation of this ordinance; and all such sub- 
stances shall be removed from the place where they 
have been thrown or left as aforesaid, by such owner 
or occupant, within two hours after personal notice in 
writing to that effect, given by the Superintendent of 
Health, or his assistant ; or such removal shall be made 
under the direction of the officers just named, and 
the expense thereof shall be borne by such owner or 
occupant. 

Sect. 6. Sections eight, nine, ten, eleven, and seven- 
teen, of the ordinance to which this is in addition, are 
hereby repealed, and the sections of this ordinance are 
substituted therefor in the order in which they stand. 

Sect. 7. Section two of the ordinance to which this 
is in addition, is hereby repealed. [Passed April 6, 
1857. ] 


An Orprvance relating to Bridges. 


Be it ordained, &e., as follows : 

Section 1. The North Free Bridge shall be hereafter 
called the Federal Street Bridge; the South Free Bridge 
shall be hereafter called the Dover Street Bridge; the 
East Boston and Chelsea Free Bridge shall be hereafter 
called the Chelsea Street Bridge; the Kast Boston Free 
Bridge shall be hereafter called the Meridian Street 
Bridge, and the bridge over Fore Point Channel, con- 
necting Mount Washington Avenue, shall be called the 
Mount Washington Avenue Bridge. 
~ Secor. 2. There shall be chosen, in the month of Jan- 
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uary or February, annually, by concurrent vote of the 
City Council, a Supermtendent of the Federal Street 
Bridge, a Superintendent of the Dover Street Bridge, 
a Superintendent of the Mount Washington Avenue 
Bridge, a Superintendent of the Chelsea Street Bridge, 
and a Superintendent of the Meridian Street Bridge ; 
each of whom shall hold his office until removed, or his 
successor be appointed, and shall receive such compen- 
sation for his services as the City Council shall estab- 
lish, and shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council. And in case either of said offices shall become 
vacant, from any cause, a successor shall be chosen in 
the manner above described. 

Sror. 3. It shall be the duty of each Superintendent 
to take charge of the bridge of which he is chosen Su- 
perintendent, by night and by day, and cause the draw 
thereof to be opened at all times, when required for 
the free passage of vessels, and to cause the same to be 
closed, forthwith, and with all possible expedition, not 
permitting more than one vessel to pass at any one 
opening of the draw, unless the bridge shall be free of 
passengers while the draw is up ; in which case, he shall 
use his discretion as to the number of vessels to be per- 
mitted to pass, prior to the closing of the draw ; and, it 
shall also be within his discretion, to permit any vessel 
to pass through the draw, against the tide, when the 
wind is favorable. And each Superintendent shall see 
that the bridge of which he is Superintendent, and the 
abutments and wharves connected therewith, are, at all 
times, in a safe and satisfactory condition, and free from 
all incumbrances; that the lamps thereon are well 
lighted, that the railing and planks are in good order, 
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and the snow and ice removed from the sidewalks in 
winter ; — subject, at all times, to the authority, control 
and direction of the Board of Aldermen for the time 
being, relative to the duties hereinbefore expressed, and 
also relative to any other duties respecting said bridges 
and wharves, and the abutments connected therewith, 
which the said Board of Aldermen may, from time to 
time, order and prescribe. 

Szor. 4. The several Superintendents above named 
may appoint their assistant superintendents, subject to 
the approval of the Committee on Bridges, and no as- 
sistant superintendent shall be authorized to act as such, 
until his appointment is duly certified by the Committee 
on Bridges to the Board of Aldermen. And said assist- 
ant superintendents shall be compensated for their ser- 
vices out of the salary of the Superintendent whose 
assistant he is, unless otherwise provided by the City 
Council. 

Secor. 5. Any person or persons who shall deface, break 
or injure either of said bridges or wharves, or shall un- 
necessarily open or obstruct the passage of either of the 
draws of said bridges, or shall make fast to such bridge, 
guard, or plier, any vessel, scow, raft or float, or shall 
allow any vessel under his charge to pass through the 
draw, without the consent of the Superintendent of 
such bridge, shall, upon conviction thereof, pay a fine 
of not less than three dollars, and not exceeding fifty 
dollars. 

Secor. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances in- 
consistent herewith are hereby repealed. [Passed May 
11, 1857.] 
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An OrpINANCE concerning the Public Institutions. 


Be tt ordained, he., as follows : 

Section 1. When this ordinance shall take effect, the 
City Council shall proceed to elect, in the manner pro- 
vided by law, twelve suitable persons, resident citizens 
of the city of Boston, to be “the Board of Directors 
for Public Institutions ;’ of whom nine shall be citizens 
at large, one shall be a member of the Board of Alder- 
men, and two shall be members of the Common Coun- 
cil. The persons so elected at large, shall be divided 
by the City Council mto three classes, and each class 
shall consist of three persons; and the persons compos- 
ing the first class shall hold their office for the term of 
one year; those composing the second class for the 
term of two years; and those composing the third 
class, for the term of three years, from the first Mon- 
day of January, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-seven. And the persons so elected from the 
Board of Aldermen and the Common Council, shall 
respectively hold their offices for the term of one year 
from the same date. And after the first election, an-, 
nually, in the month of January, or as soon thereafter 
as may be, there shall be elected in the same manner, 
to be members of said Board of Directors for Public 
Institutions, three citizens at large, to hold their office 
for three years, and one member of the Board of Alder- 
men and two members of the Common Council, to hold 
their office for one year, from the first Monday of Jan- 
uary, in the year of their election. Hach of said 
Directors shall, in addition to his said term, hold his 
office until another is elected in his stead ; but each of 
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said Directors shall at all times be subject to removal 
from office by the City Council for cause. Any vacancy 
in said Board of Directors, caused by non-acceptance of 
office, removal, resignation, death, or otherwise, may be 
filled by the City Council, whenever such vacancy shall 
exist, by concurrent vote. 

Sxcr. 2. Immediately, after the first election pro- 
vided for in the first section of this ordinance, the per- 
sons elected shall organize themselves by the choice of 
one of their own number for president, and they shall 
appoint a clerk ; and a majority shall constitute a quo- 
rum for business. And upon such organization, the 
said Board shall be entitled to receive from the Direct- 
ors of the Houses of Industry and Reformation, and 
the Visitors of the Lunatic Hospital, in the city. of Bos- 
ton, and the Overseers of the House of Correction for 
the county of Suffolk, all books, papers, property and 
things pertaining to the said several institutions; and 
the offices of Directors of the Houses of Industry and 
Reformation, Visitors of the Lunatic Hospital, and Over- 
seers of the House of Correction, as now constituted, 
‘shall be abolished, and the persons now holding the 
same be discharged from their respective trusts. And 
the said Board of Directors for Public Institutions, shall 
annually, as soon after the election of members thereof 
at the commencement of the municipal year, as pro- 
vided in the first section of this ordinance, as may be 
convenient, renew their organization in the manner 
above provided for their first organization. 

Sect. 3. The said Board of Directors for Public In- 
stitutions shall have and exercise all the powers con- 
ferred and be subject to all the duties imposed by 
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existing laws and ordinances, upon the Directors of the 
Houses of Industry and Reformation, the Visitors of 
the Lunatic Hospital, and the Overseers of the House 
of Correction, and which may be conferred and imposed 
upon the said Board by this ordinance, and by all future 
laws and ordinances. 

Secor. 4. The said Board of Directors for Public In- 
stitutions may make all needful rules and regulations 
for the government and management of the several 
institutions under their charge, and of such subordinate 
officers, agents, and assistants as they may deem it ex- 
pedient to employ, and to fix the compensation of such 
subordinate officers, agents, and assistants, subject, how- 
ever, to the approval of the City Council. No rule or 
regulation made by the said Board shall take effect, 
until it shall have been approved by the City Council, 
nor shall it remain in force after it shall have been dis- 
approved by the City Council; and until rules and reg- 
ulations shall have been made and approved as herein 
provided, those now in use at the said several institu- 
tions, shall remain in force. 

Sect. 5. The said Board may make all necessary 
repairs and alterations in the several buildings under 
their charge, and improvements in the lands and grounds 
connected with said buildings, provided the expenses 
thereof shall not exceed the amount appropriated there- 
for by the City Council; but they shall not make any 
change in the occupancy of said buildings, nor incur 
any expense for the erection or repair of structures or 
buildings, or for the improvement or ornament of the 
grounds, by which they shall exceed the appropriations 
therefor, without first obtaining the approval of the 
City Council. 
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Sect. 6. The said Board shall elect annually, in the 
month of February, and whenever a vacancy may 
occur, some suitable physician as Superintendent of the 
Lunatic Hospital, who shall constantly reside at the 
same, and they shall prescribe his duties. He shall be 
removable at their pleasure, and shall receive such 
compensation as the City Council may from time to 
time determine. The said Superintendent shall also 
peform the duties of physician to such other institu- 
tions under the charge of the said Board as they shall 
require. And the said Superintendent, under the direc- 
tion of the said Board, shall have the control of all 
departments of the hospital and of all subordinate offi- 
cers, attendants and domestics, and of the patients, and 
the charge of the grounds, buildings and pina 
ances of the said Hospital. 

Sect. 7. Whenever it shall be necessary to procure 
supplies, materials, labor or services for the said institu- 
tions, all due care shall be used to procure them at the 
lowest market prices ; and in all cases, when the sup- 
plies or materials to be obtained shall exceed in value 
the sum of three hundred dollars, the said Board shall 
advertise in the newspapers employed by the city of 
Boston to publish its advertisements, for sealed propo- 
sals for the furnishing of such supplies or materials, 
describing particularly the quality and quantity to be 
procured, the times and places of delivery, and all other 
necessary information in regard to the same ; and such 
advertisement shall also give notice of the time and 
place, when and where the proposals will be opened, 
and the same shall be opened publicly at the time and 


place so appointed ; and the contracts for the furnish- 
14 
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ing of such supplies or materials shall be awarded to 
the lowest bidder therefor, provided he will furnish sat- 
isfactory security for the faithful performance of it on 
his part. But no member of said Board shall have any 
pecuniary interest in any such contracts, either directly 
or indirectly, for himself personally or in trust for any 
other person or persons. 

Sect. 8. Annually, in the month of January, the 
said Board shall submit to the City Council an estimate, 
in detail, of!the expenses of maintaining and conduct- 
ing the several institutions under their charge, for the 
year next ensuing, dividing such estimates into appro- 
priate departments; and the said Board shall expend 
no greater sum, in any one of such departments, than 
shall be appropriated therefor by the City Council, un- 
less such expenditure shall be first authorized by the 
City Council. 

Sect. 9. The said Board shall make a report quar- 
terly to the City Council, of their expenditures for each 
of the said institutions; and annually, at the close of 
the year, they shall make a report in print, embracing 
a statement of all their expenditures for each institu- 
tion in detail, stating the quantities, prices and quality 
of every article purchased for each of said institutions, 
of whom, at what time and place, on what terms pur- 
_ chased, when delivered, the condition of each institu- 
tion, with the number of its inmates, the number of 
admissions thereto, discharges therefrom, and deaths 
and births therein, during the year, and such other in- 
formation pertaining to the said institutions as they 
shall deem to be of public interest. 
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Secr. 10. All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
which are inconsistent with this ordinance, are hereby 


repealed. [Passed August 25, 1857. ] 


An Orprvance concerning Junk Shops, and Dealers in 
Second Hand Articles. 
Be tt ordained, de., as follows : 

Section 1. An ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
concerning Junk Shops and Dealers in Second Hand 
Articles,’ is hereby repealed; but such repeal shall 
not be construed to revive any ordinance whatever. 


[ Passed Nov. 30, 1857. ] 


An OrpiNance in relation to Mount Hope Cemetery. 
Be tt ordained, he., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be elected, by concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the City Council, a Board of 
five Trustees, for the term of five years, who shall have 
the sole care, superintendence and management of the 
Mount Hope Cemetery, situated in the towns of Dor- 
chester and West Roxbury, in the county of Norfolk, 
and belonging to the city of Boston; one member of 
which Board shall go out of office each year, and one 
-member shall be chosen annually, in the month of 
January or February; but said Board, or either mem- 
ber thereof, after having had an opportunity to be 
heard in his or their defence, may be removed at any 
time by a concurrent vote of two-thirds of each branch 
of the City Council, and in case of a vacancy in said 
Board of Trustees, by death, resignation, removal or 
otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled by the choice of

another Trustee, in the manner aforesaid, who shall 
hold his office for the residue of the time for which 
such member so deceased, resigned or removed, would 
have held the same. Said Board may be organized by 
the choice of a Chairman from their own number; and 
a majority of said Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the exercise of the powers and duties of the said office. 
And the term for which the several members of the 
first Board of Trustees. shall hold their office, shall be 
determined by the City Council, as follows: the Trus- 
tee first chosen shall hold his office for five years; the 
Trustee next chosen, for four years; the Trustee next 
chosen, for three years; the Trustee next chosen, for 
two years; and the Trustee next chosen, for one year. 

Secor. 2. The said Board of Trustees shall set apart 
and appropriate a portion of said Cemetery as a public 
burial place for the use of the inhabitants of the city 
of Boston, free of any charge therefor; and they shall 
lay out said Cemetery in suitable lots or other sub- 
divisions for family or other burial places, with all the 
necessary paths and avenues, and may plant and em- 
bellish the same with trees, shrubs, flowers, and other 
rural ornaments; and may enclose and divide the same 
with proper fences, and erect or annex thereto such 
suitable edifices, appendages and conveniences as they 
shall from time to time deem expedient; and said 
Board may make all necessary by-laws, rules and regu- 
lations, in the execution of their trust, not inconsistent 
with the ordinances of the city, or the laws of the 
Commonwealth, as they may deem expedient. 

Secr. 3. Said Board of Trustees shall have author- 
ity to grant and convey to any person or persons, by 


> 
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deed duly executed, the sole and exclusive right of 
burial; and of erecting tombs, cenotaphs, and other 
monuments, in any of the designated lots or subdi- 
visions of said Cemetery, upon such terms and con- 
ditions as they shall by their rules and regulations 
prescribe. | 

Sect. 4. The proceeds of lots and rights of burial 
in said Cemetery, shall be paid into the city treasury, 
to be kept separate from any other funds of the city, 
and subject to the order of said Trustees; and such 
proceeds shall be devoted to the liquidation of all 
amounts paid by the city on account of said Ceme- 
tery, either for land or for the improvement and embel- 
lishment thereof, as aforesaid, under the direction of 
said Board of Trustees, who shall also have the control 
of any appropriation which may be made to the Ceme- 
tery by the City Council. 

Sect. 5. The Board of Trustees are authorized to 
take and hold any grant, donation or bequest of prop- 
erty, upon trust; to apply the same or the income 
thereof, for the improvement or embellishment of the 
said Cemetery, or for the erection, repair, preservation 
or renewal of any monument, fence or other erection, 
or for the planting or cultivation of trees, shrubs,.or 
plants, in and around any lot; or for improving the 
said premises in any other manner or form consistent 
with the purposes for which said Cemetery is estab- 
lished, according to the terms of such grant, donation 
or bequest. And whenever any such grant, donation 
or bequest, or any deposit shall be made by the pro- 
prietor of any lot in said Cemetery, for the annual 
repair, preservation, or embellishment of such lot and 
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the erections thereon, the said Trustees may give to 
such proprietor, or his representative, an agreement or 
obligation in such form and upon such terms and con- 
ditions as they may establish, binding themselves and 
their successors to preserve and keep in repair said lot, 
forever, or for such period as may be agreed on. 

Sect. 6. Any sums of money, so received by said 
Trustees, shall be invested by the City Treasurer in 
public stocks, or mortgages of real estate, which shall 
always remain separate from and independent of any 
other moneys or property belonging to the city of Bos- 
ton, and free from the control of the City Council. 
And the income of such fund or funds shall be received 
by said Treasurer subject to the order of said ‘Trustees, 
and shall be appropriated by them in such manner as 
shall, in their opinion, best promote the purposes for 
which said grants, donations, bequests or deposits are 
made. 

Sect. 7. The city of Boston shall be responsible for 
the good faith of said Trustees, and the Treasurer of 
said city, in the execution of any trust which they 
may assume pursuant to the foregoing provisions. But 
the said Trustees shall not be lable to make any 
renewal of any monument or other erection on any 
lots in said Cemetery, unless such liability shall be 
expressed in the agreement under which they accept 
any grant, donation or bequest. 

Secor. 8. The City Registrar shall act as Secretary 
of said Board of ‘Trustees ; he shall receive all applica- 
tions for lots and rights of burial, and under the 
direction of said Trustees, shall make all deeds of the 
same, and pay all sums of money, received on account 
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of the Cemetery, to the City Treasurer, and perform 
such other duties in relation to the Cemetery, as the 
Trustees may from time to time require. 

Sect. 9. The form of the deeds to be executed for 
the conveyance of lots in said Cemetery, by said Trus- 
tees, shall be as follows, viz: 


Know all men by these presents, That the city of 
Boston, in the county of Suffolk, and Commonwealth 


of Massachusetts, in consideration of dollars, 
paid to it by , the receipt whereof 1s 
hereby acknowledged, doth hereby grant, bargain, sell 
and convey to said heirs and assigns, 


one lot of land in the rural Cemetery in Dorchester 
and West Roxbury, called the Mount Hope Cemetery, 
and the sole and exclusive right of burial of the dead 
therein; the said granted lot contains superficial 
square feet, and is numbered on the plan of said 
Cemetery, which is in the possession of the Board of 
Trustees, having the care, superintendence and man- 
agement thereof, and may be inspected by the said 
grantee, — heirs and assigns, at all reasonable times. 
To have and to hold the afore granted premises unto 
the said heirs and assigns forever; but 
subject to the restrictions, limitations, and conditions, 
and the privileges following, viz: 

First. That the proprietor of the said lot shall have 
the right to enclose the same with a wall or fence, 
not exceeding one foot in thickness, which may be 
placed on the adjoining land of said city, exterior to 
said lot. | 

Second. That the said lot shall not be used for any 
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other purpose, than as a place of burial for the dead; 
and no trees within the lot or border shall be cut 
down or destroyed, without the consent of the said 
‘Trustees. 

Third. 'That the proprietor of said lot shall have 
the right to erect monuments, cenotaphs, or stones, 
commemorative of the dead; or to cultivate trees, 
shrubs, or plants in the same. 

Fourth. That the proprietor of said lot shall erect, 
at— own expense, suitable landmarks of stone or iron 
at the corners thereof, and shall cause the number 
thereof to be legibly and permanently marked upon 
the premises; and if the proprietor shall omit for thirty 
days after notice to erect such landmarks and to mark 
the number, the Trustees shall have authority to have 
the same done at the expense of the said proprietor. 

Fifth. ‘That if any trees or shrubs in said lot shall 
become in any way detrimental to the adjacent lots or 
avenues, or dangerous, or inconvenient, it shall be the 
duty of said Trustees for the time being, to enter into 
said lot and remove said trees or shrubs, or such parts 
thereof as are thus detrimental, dangerous, or incon- 
venient. 

Sicth. That if any monument, effigy, cenotaph, or 
other structure whatever, or any inscription be: placed 
in or upon said lot, which shall be determined by a ma- 


jority of said Trustees, for the time being, to be offen- 


sive or improper, the said Trustees, or a majority of 
them, shall have the right and it shall be their duty to 
enter upon said lot and remove said offensive or im- 
_ proper object or objects. 

Seventh. No fence shall, at any time, be erected or 
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placed in or around said lot, the materials or design of 
which shall not first have been approved by said Trus- 
tees or a committee of them. 

Lighth. No tomb shall be constructed or allowed 
within the bounds of the Cemetery, unless by special 
permission of said Board of Trustees, and in such 
places and in such manner as the Trustees shall direct. 
And no proprietor shall suffer the remains of any per- 
son to be deposited within the bounds of his lot for 
HIRE. 

Ninth. The said lot shall be indivisible ; and upon 
the death of the grantee, the devisee of said lot, or the 
heir at law, shall be entitled to all the privileges of the 
original grantee ; and if there be more than one devi- 
see or heir at law, the said Trustees shall designate the 
one who shall have possession of the said lot; and in 
making such designation, said Trustees shall, as far as 
they conveniently may, give preference to males over 
females, and to proximity of blood, priority of age, and 
with due regard to proximity of residence. 

Tenth. 'The said lot shall be holden subject to all by- 
laws, rules and regulations, made and to be made by 
the said Board of Trustees, in pursuance of authority 
granted to them in and by any ordinance or ordinances 
of the city of Boston. And the said city of Boston 
hereby covenants to and with the said heirs 
and assigns, thatthe said city is lawfully seized in fee 
simple of the aforegranted premises and of the ways 
leading to the same from the highway, that the granted 
premises are free from all incumbrances, that the said 
city hath good right to sell and convey the same to 
the said ,im the manner and for the purpose

All particular drains, which shall hereafter 
enter into any common sewer now or hereafter con- 
structed in any street or highway, shall be built of such 
materials, and in such direction, and at such grade as 
the Board of Aldermen, or some person by them author- 
ized, shall direct ; and all openings into such common 
sewer, for the purpose of making a connexion there- 
with from any house, cellar, yard, or other premises, 
shall be made by a person specially licensed in writing 
for that purpose by the Standing Committee on Sewers, 
or the Superintendent of Sewers, specially authorized so 
to do by said Committee. 

Srcr. 2. Every person, who shall be licensed as pro- 
vided in the preceding section, shall, before perform- 
ing any work authorized thereby, execute a bond to 
the city, in such sum as the Committee on Sewers 
may prescribe, with the owner of the premises for 
whose benefit such drain is about to be built as surety, 
or some other person satisfactory to the Committee or

Sect. 4. The Trustees shall annually, in the month 
of January, communicate to the City Council their 
opinion of the necessity and expediency of the election 
of a Superintendent of the Public Library ; and when- 
ever they shall recommend such an election, they shall 
at the same time nominate to the City Council a suit- 
able person for the said office, and state the rate of 
salary, which, in their judgment, should be paid to him 
for his services. [Passed July 2, 1857.] | 
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An Orpinance to provide Clerks for Committees. 


Be tt ordained, &c., as follows : 

Srction 1. In the month of January or February, 
annually, and whenever a vacancy in the office shall 
occur, there shall be chosen, by concurrent vote of both 
branches of the City Council, a Clerk of all Committees, 
except the Committees on Claims and Laying Out and 
Widening Streets, who shall hold the office for the term 
of one year, and until another is elected in his place, 
unless sooner removed by the City Council; and he 
shall be removable at the pleasure of the City Council. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the said Clerk of 
Committees to attend when required, the meetings of 
all committees, standing and special, of both branches 
of the City Council, and of all joint committees, stand- 
ing and special, and to keep a fair record, in books to 
be kept for the purpose, of all the doings, proceedings, 
and transactions of all such committees, and to per- 
form all such other duties and services as the said com- 
mittees, or any of them, shall from time to time require 
of him. He shall also, when no committee is in session, 
render such services in the office of the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings, as may from time to time be pre- 
scribed by the Chairman of Committee on Public 
Buildings for the time being. 

Szcr. 38. The said Clerk of Committees shall receive, 
in full for all his time and services, such salary as the 
City Council may from time to time fix and determine. 

Sror. 4. It shall be the duty of the said Clerk to 
keep a calendar of all the meetings of said committees. 
He shall also notify the members of said committees of 


the time and place of such meetings. [Passed July 2,

An OrpINANcE in relation to the Bonds of City Officers. 
Be tt ordained, ke., as follows : . 


Section 1. The City and County Treasurer, the 
Auditor, the Harbor Master, the Surveyor General of 
Lumber, the Superintendent of Public Buildings, the 
Superintendent of Public Lands, the Superintendent of 
Streets, the Superintendent of Internal Health, and the 
City Registrar, shall give a bond to the city of Boston, 
in the form following, to wit, 


Know all Men by these presents, that 

of the city of Boston, in the county of 
Suffolk, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as princi- 
pal, and of said Boston, as sureties, 
are held, and stand firmly bound and obliged unto the 
city of Boston aforesaid, in the sum of 
dollars, to be paid to the city, to which payment well 
and truly to be made, we bind ourselves, our heirs, 
executors, and administrators, jointly and severally, 
firmly, by these presents.

Sect. 2. The Clerk of the Police Court and Justices’ 
Court shall give a bond, in accordance with the statutes 
and ordinances, as they exist from time to time, and 
with conditions similar to those in the form preceding, 
so far as the same are applicable to the duties of his 
office. 

Sect. 3. The bonds of the officers mentioned in 
the first and second sections, shall continue in force 
during the term or consecutive terms for which they 
shall be elected or appointed, not exceeding twenty 
years from the date of such bond.

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Sect. 4. The bonds of the several officers mentioned 
in section 1, shall be approved by the City Solicitor, 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen of said city of Boston, 
before said officers giving such bonds shall enter upon 
the duties of their respective offices; but im case of the 
decease or insolvency of any one of the sureties, on 
the bond of any of said officers, except that of the 
City and County Treasurer, given as aforesaid, the 
officer who has given such bond shall immediately 
renew the same, subject to the approval of the proper 
authorities. 

Sect. 6. Hach year, in the month of November, 
there shall be appointed a joint committee, consisting 
of two members of the Board of Aldermen, and three 
of the Common Council, whose duty it shall be to 
examine the bonds of the aforementioned officers, and 
report upon the sufficiency of the same; and in case 
any bond is found insufficient, and shall not be re- 
newed and approved, within reasonable time, before 
the close of the municipal year, and after notice from 
said committee, the City Council of that year may 
declare such bond insufficient, and if the officer who 
has given such insufficient bond and has neglected 
to renew it and obtain its approval, be elective by 
the City Council, they may remove him from his 
office, and proceed to fill the vacancy, or report the 
facts to the next City Council. 

Sect. 6. The penalty of the bond to be given by 
the Clerk of the Police Court and Justices’ Court, 
shall be five thousand dollars; and the City Treasurer _ 
shall have the custody of said bond, and be accountable 
therefor. 
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Sror. 7. The bond which is to be taken as afore- 
said, shall be in force, subject to the aforementioned 
conditions, during his continuance in office, not exceed- 
ing twenty years. 

Sect. 8. It shall be the duty of the City Clerk to 
provide, from time to time, blanks in accordance with 
the form herein prescribed, and furnish the same free of 
charge, to the officers herein named whenever they 
may be needed. 

Sect. 9. All ordinances and parts of ordinances in- 
consistent herewith are hereby repealed. [Passed Jan-

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HORSE RAILROADS. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


To be observed on the several Street Rautroads in the City of 
Boston, where Cars are drawn by Horses. 


In Board of Aldermen, June 22, 1857. 


In the exercise of the rightful power reserved to this 
Board in the several and respective charters of the 
Metropolitan, Cambridge, Dorchester Avenue, Middle- 
sex and Broadway Railroads, it is 

Ordered, That the following rules shall be observed 
by the officers, agents and servants of the aforesaid 
corporations, in the mode of using the rails of their 
respective roads in the streets of Boston; and the same 
rules shall be applied to all other railroads which may 
hereafter be located in the streets of Boston. 

First. — No car shall be drawn at a greater speed, in 
the city proper, in any street north of Dover street and 
the Federal street bridge, than five miles an hour, nor 
in any other street in the city, at a greater speed than 
seven miles an hour. 

Second. — While the cars are turning the corners, 
from one street to another, the horses shall not be 
driven faster than a walk. 
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Third. — Cars driven in the same direction shall not 
approach each other within a distance of three hundred 
feet, except in case of accident, when it may be neces- 
sary to connect two cars together, and also, except at 
stations. 

Fourth. — Cars running in different directions shall 
not be allowed to stop abreast each other, except at 
stations. 

Lyfth.— No car shall be allowed to stop on a cross 
walk, nor in front of an intersecting street, except to 
avoid collisions, or to prevent danger to persons in the 
street. 

Siath.— When the conductor of any car is required 
to stop at the intersection of two streets to receive or 
land passengers, the car shall be stopped so as to leave 
the rear platform slightly over the farther crossing. 

Seventh.—'The conductors and drivers of each car 
shall keep a vigilant watch for all teams, carriages, per- 
sons on foot, and especially children, either on the track 
or moving in the direction of the track ; and on the first 
appearance of danger to such teams, carriages, persons 
or children, or other obstruction, the car shall be stopped 
in the shortest time and space possible. 

Tighth.— The conductors shall not allow ladies or 
children to enter or leave the cars while in motion. 
Other passengers may be allowed to enter the cars and 
depart therefrom, while the cars are at a full stop, or 
nearly stopped. 

Ninth. — Conductors shall announce to the passengers 
the names of the squares and principal streets as the 
car reaches them. 

Tenth. — When the tracks are covered with snow, so 
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that the rails cannot be used by the running of cars, 
without removing the snow, the corporations shall not 
be permitted to remove the snow, or cause or allow the 
same to be done by their agents, from one part of the 
street to another to the inconvenience of the public 
travel, but shall so remove the same as to preserve an 
even surface over the whole width of the street; or 
otherwise they shall employ a sufficient number of 
sleighs to convey the passengers requiring a transit 
over the road, day by day, until the cars can be used. 
[ Approved June 27, 1857. ]

The tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad shall be lo- 
cated as follows; but on the express condition to the loca- 
tion, that said railroad company shall, at all times after 
the rails are laid down, keep in good order and complete repair 
at ther own expense, that portion of all streets through 
which the said rails are or may be laid lying between 
the rails, and also that portion of the street lying outside 
of the rails and adjacent thereto, extending one foot 
and a half from and outside of each rail throughout the 
whole length of said road in the streets of the city of 
Boston. 

Two tracks in Washington street, from the boundary line 
between the cities of Boston and Roxbury to Dover 
street. 

Two tracks 11 Tremont street, from the boundary line 
between Boston and Roxbury to the Boston and Wor- 
cester Railroad bridge crossing. 
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One track in Tremont street, from the Boston and Wor- 
cester Railroad bridge crossing to Boylston street. 

Two tracks 11 Tremont street, from Boylston street to a 
point opposite the Granary Burying Ground. 

One track in Shawmut Avenue, from the boundary line 
between Boston and Roxbury to Dover street. 

One track in Springfield street, from Washington street 
to Tremont street. 

One track in Waltham street, from Washington street to 
Tremont street. 

One track in Dover street, from Washington street to 
Tremont street. [Passed Aug. 7, 1856.] 


Second Location. 


In addition to the right already granted to the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company, to lay down tracks in several 
streets of the city of Boston, the said Company shall 
have the right to lay down a single track through Wash- 
ington street, from Dover street to Boylston street, thence 
through Boylston street to Tremont street. 

The said single track to be laid down in the centre 
of the road-ways of said Washington and Boylston 
streets; and the distance between the edge-stones and 
the rail on each side shall not be less than nine feet, 
except at the curve at Tremont street. 

The right to lay down this additional track is ee 
the proviso, that said Metropolitan Railroad Company 
agree to comply with the express conditions contained 
in the order of location passed by the Board of Alder- 
men August 6, 1855, in relation to keeping in good 
order the portion of the streets lying between the rails 
and that portion of the streets lying outside of the 
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rails and adjacent thereto, extending one foot and a 
half from and outside of each rail; also, that the whole 
work of laying down the tracks granted by this order 
and by the order of August 7, 1855, be done under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee on 
Paving and the Superintendent of Streets. The form 
of rail to be used to be satisfactory to the Committee 
on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and to 
be approved by them. [Passed Aug. 7, 1856. ] 


CAMBRIDGE RAILROAD. 


Commencing at the intersection of the West Boston 
Bridge with Cambridge street, thence with a double 
track through Cambridge street from the bridge to Cham- 
bers street, thence with a single track through Chambers 
street to Green street and Green street to Bowdoin Square, 
across Bowdoin Square to Cambridge street, thence down 
Cambridge street to Chambers street, with suitable turn- 
outs in Bowdoin Square. 

In the streets, where the double track is laid, the outer 
rail of each track shall be not less than nine feet six inches 
distant from the curb stone; and where a single track is 
laid, the outer rail shall be not less than twelve feet and 
three inches from the opposite curb stone, excepting 
the necessary curves at the corners of the street. 

The gauge of the tracks shall be four feet eight and 
a half inches in width; the rails of the same size and 
pattern as those nowin use on the Third Avenue Rail- 
road, in New York city. The method of construction 
to be similar to that adopted on the railroads in the 
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city of New York, and the whole work to be done subject 
to the directions, and to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen and the Superintendent of Streets. 
[ Passed Dee. 4, 1854. ] 


MIDDLESEX RAILROAD. 


Commencing at Warren Bridge, and running thence 
across Causeway street to Beverly street; thence upon 
and as near the centre of said Beverly street as may be, 
to Charlestown street, and upon the centre of said 
Charlestown street, to a point where the northerly line 
of Haverhill street, extended easterly, would intersect 
the line of said track; thence turning back upon said 
Charlestown street, and upon the centre of said street to 
Causeway street ; thence upon said street and in the 
centre of the same to Charles River Bridge — the same 
to be with a single track only, except upon that portion 
of Charlestown street, between Beverly street and Hay- 
market Square; the gauge of said track not to exceed 
four feet and eleven inches; the rails to be of the same 
size and pattern as are used on the Third Avenue Rail- 
road in the city of New York; the method of construc- 
tion to be similar to that on the railroads in the city of 
New York, the work to the satisfaction of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets and of the Committee on Paving. 
[Passed Sept. 18, 1855. | 

By an order passed September 27, 1856, the Middle- 
sex Railroad Company were authorized to lay down the 
“Dorchester Avenue Rail,” instead of the rail mentioned 
in the order above. 

17 
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Second Location. 


Commencing at the termination of the track, as 
already located and laid down in Charlestown street, 
and running there with a double track across Haymarket 
Square, between the Boston and Maine Railroad depot 
and the “Fountain Enclosed,” to a point on the line 
with the edgestone on the northerly side of Merrimac 
street, there to terminate. The distance between the 
edgestone and the outer rail on each side shall not be 
less than nine feet except at the “ Fountain Enclosed.” 

The exact location of the two tracks shall be ap- 
proved by the Committee on Paving and the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, to whose satisfaction the whole work 
of laying down the tracks shall be done. The work of 
laying down the tracks granted under the authority of 
this order is not to be commenced before the first day 
of April, 1857. [Passed Dec. 27, 1856.] 

By an order passed May 11, 1857, leave was granted 
to the Middlesex Railroad Company to change the loca- 
cation of their track in Charlestown street from Cooper 
street to Haymarket Square, so that the same shall be 
more in the centre of said street. 


DORCHESTER AVENUE RAILROAD. 


Commencing on Dorchester Avenue, at the dividing line 
between the town of Dorchester and the city of Boston, 
and running upon or near the centre of said Avenue to 
the North Free Bridge, thence upon and over the centre 
of said bridge to Sea street, thence upon or over the 
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centre of Sea street to Broad street, thence upon or near 
the centre of Broad street to a point near the junction 
of Broad street and State street ; said track to be a single 
one throughout said route, with two turnouts, one on 
Broad street near the foot of Summer street, and one 
on Dorchester Avenue; said turnouts not to exceed 100 
feet each in length. 

The gauge of said track not to exceed more than 
four feet and eleven inches in width ; — the rails to be 
of the same size and pattern as are used on the Third 
Avenue Railroad in the city of New York;— the 
method of construction to be similar to that adopted 
on the railroads in New York ;— the work to be done 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets and 
the Committee on Bridges. [Passed Dee. 30, 1854.] 


By an order passed August 19, 1856, the Dorchester 
Avenue Railroad Company were authorized to con- 
struct two additional turnouts, or side tracks, not more 
than one hundred and twenty-five feet each in length, 
one at the end of their road in Broad street, and the 
other in Dorchester Avenue in South Boston, near Wash- 
ington Village, and seven hundred feet north of Dexter 
street. 

By an order passed August 19, 1856, the Dorchester 
Avenue Railroad Company were authorized to lay their 
track in Dorchester Avenue, south of Foundry street, at 
a distance from the centre of the street to the centre of the 
track, not exceeding four feet. 

By an order passed August 8, 1857, the Dorchester 
Avenue Railroad Company were authorized to con- 
struct a turnout in Dorchester Avenue, opposite the 
car-house. 
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MOUNT WASHINGTON AVENUE .RAILROAD. 


Commencing with a single track at the Worcester Rail- 
road Freight Depot on the southerly side of Kneeland 
street, thence continuing on the said southerly side of 
Kneeland street to Sea street, thence across Sea street, 
thence upon and over said avenue with a double track to 
the foot of I street, South Boston. 

The gauge of said track to be four feet eight and one 
half inches, and where a single track is laid the outer 
rail shall not be less than twelve feet and three inches 
from the opposite curb-stone; the rails shall be of the 
same size and pattern as those used on the Third Ave- 
nue Railroad, in New York; the method of construc- 
tion to be similar to that adopted on the railroads in 
New York; and the work to be done to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent of Streets. 

And provided also, that, at any time after the expira- 
tion of one year from the opening for use of said rail- 
road, the tracks of said road may be removed by the 
Board of Aldermen of said city, if in their opinion the 
public convenience shall require it. [Passed Dec. 50,

A constant watch is kept at the Central Office, night and 
day. Kach operator is on duty four hours. Two persons 
are required to be about the office at all times for safety, in 
case of accident to any of the machinery, or sudden illness 
of the attending operator. 

No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless 
expressly relieved by some one else. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any omissions or mistakes that may occur at the Central 
Office during his hours of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
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alarm, and of the District and Station from whence it 
originates. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the 
Signal stations or Boxes, by turning the crank in the Box. 
The Police, and a person resident near each Box, have each a 
key to the Boxes. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the 
time the crank is turned in any Box, which is done in accord- 
ance with the following directions :— 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the near- 
est box in the District. 

2. Turn the crank twenty-five times, rather slowly at first, 
then quite fast at last. If convenient, wait at the box so as 
to direct the firemen where to go. 

3. If you hear no reply at the box, or on the bells, turn 
again. If still no reply, go to another box in the District. 

4, The Police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their 
rattles and call the number of the District. 

The alarm will be given from the Central Station by strik- 
ing the number of the District on the bells, and tapping the 
‘number of the Station in the boxes. 


CAUTIONS. 
1. Be sure that your box is locked before leaving it. 
2. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in 


case of fire. 
3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless 
called for by the City Authorities.

Regulations. 
LAWS. 


Srotion 1. All vessels in the upper harbor are to anchor 
according to the directions of the Harbor master. 

Sect. 2. All vessels in the upper harbor, not intended to 
be hauled into some wharf immediately, must anchor below 
the range of India Wharf, and the easterly point of Hast 
Boston, either on the north or south side of the channel, 
designated by the following marks, viz.: on the south by the 
tall steeple in Hanover street, in range with the Granite 
block on Long Wharf; and on the north by Long Island Light, 
in range with the half moon battery on Governor's Island. 

Sect. 3. The master, commander, or owners of vessels, 
shall, as soon as practicable, after having hauled to the end 
of any wharf that extends to the channel in said harbor, 
cause her lower yards to be cock-billed, and her top-sail yard 
to be braced fore and aft, and her jib-boom to be rigged in, 
and the yards and jib-boom shall be kept so arranged, while 
such vessel lies at the end of the wharf, as aforesaid, and 
until she is preparing immediately to leave her berth. 

20 
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Sect. 4. All vessels found lying in the stream, not 
anchored according to the regulations, and not having a suf- 
ficient crew to move them, will be moved by the Harbor Mas- 
ter at the vessel’s expense. 

Sect. 5. No person shall throw or deposit in said harbor, 
or any part thereof, any stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, 
dirt, mud, or other substances, which may, in any respect, 
tend to injure the navigation thereof. 

Sect. 6. No warp or line shall be passed across the mouth 
of any slip, for the purpose of hauling any vessel by the said 
slip before the vessel shall be within one hundred feet of 
said slip, if the owners or occupants thereof object, unless 
the Harbor Master may think it necessary. 

Sect. 7. All vessels at anchor in the harbor of Boston, 
shall keep an anchor watch at all times, and shall keep a 
clear and distinct light suspended at least six feet above the 
deck, during the night; and whenever the provisions of this 
section shall be violated on board any vessel, the master or 
owners shall be liable to a penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars, to be recovered in the manner provided in the act 
to which this is in addition, and shall be held liable to pay all 
damages that may be occasioned by such violence. 

Under no circumstances whatever are vessels permitted to 
anchor in the track of the ferry boats, or in Fore Point 
Channel. 


An Act in addition to an Act to establish Regulations COn- 
cerning the Harbor of Boston. 


Section 1. The Harbor Master shall have authority to 
regulate the anchorage of all vessels in the upper harbor of 
Boston, and when necessary, to order the removal of such 
vessels, and to cause the same to be removed in obedience to 
such order, at the expense of the master or owners thereof; 
‘and if any person shall obstruct said Harbor Master in the 
performance of any of his duties, as prescribed by this act, 
or by the act to which this is in addition, or shall neglect or 
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refuse to obey any lawful order made by said Harbor Master, 
he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for 
each offence.

The Library is open every day, with the exception of Sun- 
days and the holidays, for the delivery of books for home use, 
from 3 to 8 o’clock, P. M.; and the Reading Room connected 
therewith is open from 9 A. M. to 9.30, P. M., both of which 
privileges are enjoyed freely by all who agree to conform to 
the regulations of the Public Library. 

The Library is, at present, situated in the Adams School 
House Building, in Mason street. Joshua Bates, Esq., of 
London, whose early life was passed in Boston, having offered 
to this City the munificent sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars 
towards the purchase of Books for the Public Library of the 
City, if the City would erect a suitable building for that pur- 
pose; on the 24th of February, 1853, an order was passed 
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by the City Council, authorizing the Committee on the 
Library, in conference with the Board of Trustees, to pur- 
chase a suitable site for the erection of a building which 
should be fully adapted to the purpose of Mr. Bates’s dona- 
tion. Accordingly said Committee purchased 23,384 feet ot 
land on Boylston street, opposite the Common, upon which an 
elegant and commodious edifice has been erected, at a cost to 
the City, for land and ‘building, amounting to about $365,000. 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody of 
the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted to 
the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, on January Ist, 1858.

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Modes and Times of Appointment of the Various City Officers. 


By virtue of an Ordinance which passed the City Council 
of Boston, March 5th, 1856, all City Officers required by the 
City Ordinances to be elected or appointed by the concurrent 
vote of the City Council, or to be appointed by the Mayor, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Board of Alder- 
men, excepting those officers, the time of whose election or 
appointment is otherwise prescribed by the Statutes of the 
Commonwealth; also, excepting the Treasurer, Auditor and 
Assessors, shall be elected or appointed, as the case may be, on 
the first Monday of January, in each year, or within sixty days 
thereafter. 


The officers comprised in the above exceptions are elected 
at the times and in the modes following.

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PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 


MAYORS. 


The asterisk denotes the deceased. 

The Junior of Theodore Lyman omitted in 1839. 

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. There were not less than eight 
several ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on 
the 21st of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, Wil- 
liam Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of 
Mayor. 

On the 6th of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, how- 
ever, was not accepted by the City Council; and on the 22d 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in 
office since the organization of the City Government in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as 
Chairman of the Board in the interval between the death of 
Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the City for 1852, was afterwards chosen eye 
for said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an alderman and accepted the office of Mayor.’ 
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The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In 
the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin 
L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas B. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organi- 
zation. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845, William Parker resigned. 

In 1848, George EH. Head resigned,— and was afterwards 
chosen one of the principal Assessors. 

In 1853, Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856, Levi B. Meriam, Esq., died while in office. 

In 1858, Rufus B. Bradford resigned,— and was afterwards 
appointed Measurer of Grain. 

At the Municipal Election In 1852, nine Aldermen had a 
majority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the 
eight who had the highest number of votes were declared 
elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855, was the first one that 
was organized under the new or revised City Charter, which 
provided for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not 
qualify himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no 
provision for affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 
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Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer How- 
ard, Ward 2,and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; 
also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to 
the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Bowles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

Washington P. Grage, Ward 4, spelt Gregg since 1836. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, _ was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1853, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

There have been seven successfully contested Elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll before the 
hour at which the voters were notified it would be closed, was 
a violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members 
of Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an 
adjourned meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of 
irregular proceeding, to render the whole number of votes 
certain by taking the highest number of votes for candidates 
on each opposing ticket; adjournment of the meeting by the 
sole authority of the Warden, and other irregularities at the 
annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters, sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 
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The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
mecting, December 14, on the ground that four votes for non- 
resident candidates, (after having been first thrown out by the 
Ward officers,)* were counted at the annual election, Decem- 
ber 12, thereby preventing the choice of two other candidates, 
who, by excluding the said four votes, were by the decision of 
the Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27,1851, vacated the seats of two mem- 
bers from Ward 3,on the ground that they were chosen at an 
adjourned meeting which was illegally held. At the subse- 
quent trial the same members were again returned to the 
Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three 
‘members from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen 
at an adjourned meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, in accordance with the Report of the Committee 
on Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 
11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right 
to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual Election, and before the organization 
of the Government clect. But inasmuch as the elections in 
question were conducted bona fide, and no other informality 
was apparent, and as this custom of supplementary elections 
had been in vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected 
were by the votes of the Common Council declared entitled 
to their seats. The passage of the Pluralty Law of 1854, 
will remedy most of these cases for the future.

The amount appropriated for Paving, &c., for the 
financial year 1857-58, was $193,000 00. The total 
expenditures of this financial year, as before set forth, 
were $177,846 81, leaving a balance of the appropria- 
tion, January Ist, 1858, of $15,153 19. 

The amount of bills for constructing sidewalks, &e., 
lodged with the City Treasurer during the year 1857, for 
collection, was $16,632 89. Of this amount, $12,465 53 
was lodged in the month of December. The amount 
paid into the City Treasury during the year 1857, for 
constructing sidewalks, &c., and credited as having been 
paid in by the Paving Dapartment, was $7,494 87. 
During the financial year 1857-8, to January Ist, 1858, 
it was $4,079 59. 

Having given the details of the expenditures of the 
Paving Department for the Municipal year 1857, I 
embrace this opportunity of bringing to the notice of 
the City Council the following matters : — 


PAVING. 


During the past season, the southerly side of State 
street, between Washington and Devonshire streets, 
and Court street in front of the Court House, have been 
paved with selected Kidney cobble stones, making a 
most desirable, cheap, and durable roadway. This kind 
of pavement was first introduced on the northerly en- 
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trance of State street from Washington street, in the 
year 1855. I recommend that the large granite blocks 
in Tremont street, in front of the Tremont House, which 
are very bad indeed to travel over, be taken up, and 
the selected stones, similar to those above alluded to, 
be put down in their place. 

The Terry iron blocks laid down in Washington 
street, between Court street and School street, in 1855, 
were all relaid during the past year with an additional 
crown of one to two inches, and with great care. These 
blocks, as now laid, I think, will keep down, and make a 
solid surface for a short time only, even with the addi- 
tional crown, as they are, as I stated in my last Annual 
Report, too light and shallow to keep them from vi- 
brating as the wheels pass over them. This continual 
vibration loosens the gravel underneath the blocks, and 
causes it to work out upon the surface; and then the 
crown sinks in, and leaves them in a very poor condi- 
tion,and they are more liable to become broken. Many 
of the blocks which were taken up were so broken that 
they could not be used again. The Terry Iron blocks 
laid down in Howard street in 1852, and in Court street 
in 1853, weighing much heavier to the square yard 
than the Terry blocks on Washington street, and cost- 
ing over $4 per square more than that pavement, have 
not been touched in the way of repairs since the first 
day they were laid down, showing most conclusively, 
that, if any more streets are to be paved with iron, that 
the heavier and more costly block of the two is the 
one which it would be wise and true economy to use. 

The Nicholson wooden pavement which has been laid 
down, of soft wood with its patented preparation, in 

| 2 
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Mason, Exchange, Washington, Chauncy, and West 
streets, has failed to answer the purpose for which it 
was intended. It cannot stand the wear in our import- 
ant streets sufficiently long to pay for its cost. The 
amount expended in the repair of the Nicholson pave- 
ment the past year has amounted to $519 69. 

The Exchange street pavement, originally laid down 
at the cost of the abuttors on said street, was last fall, at 
its junction with State street, found to be inso dangerous 
a condition that it had to be entirely taken up for a 
distance of 100 feet. This was replaced under the 
head of repairs, by the sanction of the Committee on 
Paving, at the actual cost of the materials, by William 
Parker, Esq., to whom belongs at the present time the 
right to use the Nicholson patent. The materials used 
by Mr. Parker differed from what had been heretofore 
used by Mr. Nicholson, inasmuch as hard wood instead 
of soft wood was put down. The blocks were of rock 
maple durnetized, laid upon burnetized boards, under 
which, covering the ground, was placed a coat of tar. 
The blocks were laid in rows crosswise, an inch apart, 
the. space being filled with gravel, and the whole sur- 
face covered over with hot tar and gravel. The blocks 
taken up were nearly all found to be worn down, and 
good for nothing but to burn. The remaining portion 
of the street was patched up with a few old blocks ; but 
it will have to be repaved early this year, undoubtedly 
with cobble stones. The Committee on Paving of last 
year, and the Superintendent of Streets, were both 
opposed to the putting down of any more wooden pave- 
ment; but consent was given for the above outlay at 
the urgent solicitation of Mr. Parker, who represented 
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that he had given the subject much attention, and 
believed that wooden material of the kind selected and 
prepared as above mentioned would be durable for a 
sufficient number of years to warrant the government 
in allowing Exchange street to be so repaired by him. 
This piece of burnetized hard-wood pavement will be 
sufficient to test its durability, it bemg laid on one of 
the most travelled streets in the city. The repairs on 
this street cost $441 52. In a note addressed to me by 
Mr. Parker, respecting the cost of this pavement, he 
says: “Should I be allowed any further opportunity of 
this kind, the present experience will enable me to 
make a material saving of cost, as we can safely omit 
the floormg ; and I shall systematize the work so as to 
diminish the labor one-third to one-half in the whole 
operation. There are about 160 yards of this pave- 
ment, which, at an aggregate of $400, is $2 50 per 
square yard. With the opportunity to engage the 
lumber at the proper season, a saving of twenty per 
cent. of its cost may also be made; and a pavement of 
the excellent firmness presented in this case may be 
laid within $2 per square yard.” 

The wood used by Mr. Nicholson was in all cases soft, 
and not burnetized. 

The Chauncy street wooden pavement, commenced 
in the fall of 1856, was completed early this spring. 
There have been some repairs made on the wooden 
pavement in Washington street. 


TREMONT STREET. 


In the months of September, October, and part of 
November, nearly 2,400 feet in length by 70 feet in 
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width of Tremont street, comprising that portion of it 
lying between Rutland and Milford streets, was paved 
with round or cobble stones, in a most substantial man- — 
ner, adding much to the appearance of this wide and 
splendid avenue, and thereby enhancing the value of 
the property along the line of said street and the streets 
leading therefrom. : 

That portion of Tremont street lymg between the 
Railroad bridge and Milford street is in a very discour- 
aging condition, the greater part of the year, to all driv- 
ers of vehicles, of whatever kind or size; and if the new 
sewer constructed during the past year through Ded- 
ham street, for the purpose of relieving the Dover street 
sewer, answers its purpose, no change of grade of the 
lower part of Dover street will probably be called for, 
at least for some years to come. I therefore earnestly 
call the attention of the Board of Aldermen to the 
necessity of paving this part of Tremont street during 
the present year. 


NEW FRIEND STREET. 


The paving of new Friend street has been delayed 
in consequence of the lateness of the season in which 
it was dug up, for the purpose of laying gas and water- 
pipes and a sewer through it. Of course, the subject 
of paving this street well meet the earliest attention of 
the government the coming spring, as it is necessarily 
in an uncomfortable condition for both man and beast. 


CHARLES STREET. 


That portion of Charles street, from Beacon street 
to Boylston street, is macadamized, and being so flat a 
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surface and so greatly travelled over that it is either in- 


_ tolerably dusty or very muddy, and constantly out of 


repair. I respectfully suggest that if the street be 
paved the coming season, quite a saving of expense 
would be made to the city, and at the same time the 
advantage of a less dusty and muddy roadway would 
be secured to the citizens — a most desirable object. 


CHARLES STREET EXTENSION. 


Charles street has been extended northerly, from the 
point in front of the new jail, by a pile structure through 
Taylor’s wharf. The bridge has been completed, and the 
roadway portion of it is now being filled in with ashes 
over the mud, which covers the planking. This new 
and important avenue will probably be thrown open to 
public travel the present year to Brighton street. 


HORSE RAILROADS. 


The past year the Metropolitan Railroad Company 
have extended their tracks through Waltham and Tre- 
mont streets to the Roxbury Line, thence through Rox- 
bury to the dividing line between that city and West 
Roxbury, there connecting with the tracks of the West 
Roxbury Horse Railroad. 

The Middlesex Railroad Company have extended 
their tracks from Beverley street, across Haymarket 
Square, to the northerly edgestone of the sidewalk on 
Merrimac street. 

No other horse railroad tracks have been laid down 
in our streets the past year. 
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GRANITE SIDEWALKS. 


In my last Annual Report I called attention to the 
fact of the just complaints made respecting the danger- 
ous condition of granite block sidewalks during the 
winter season, and I again most respectfully ask atten- 
tion to this matter. In many parts of the city where 
there isa great amount of travel, the granite has be- 
come worn so smooth that it is difficult and at times 
dangerous for pedestrians to pass over the walk imme- 
diately after a fall of snow. The safeguard which 
should be used on this kind of sidewalks is to puta 
board covering over them during the winter season. 


SNOW.— WINTER OF 1856-57. 


The winter of 1856-57 was one of unusual severity, 
and large quantities of snow fell; but as far as keeping 
our streets clear and in good passable condition, it did 
not compare with its immediate predecessor. The cost 
of the removal of snow from the streets, and labor of 
picking ice, &c., in 1856-57, amounted to $13,828 21. 
The cost the previous winter was $33,278 78. 

Annexed to this Report is a schedule of the property 
belonging to the Paving Department.

A statement of the expenditures and receipts of this 
department having been given, your attention is re- 
spectfully called to the following subjects. 


VAULTS. 


By an ordinance passed in March last, the books for 
entries of vaults were transferred from the Police Office 
to the Office of Internal Health, and during this time 
there have been made 2,663 entries for cleaning the 
same; and at the present time there are but 40 en- 
tries which remain unfinished. This must be attrib- 
uted in part to the mildness of the present winter; the 
unusual severity of the two past winters was the occa- 
sion of great complaint. The entries from the several 
wards since the first of April last, in detail, as follows:—

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NUISANCES. 


During the present year there have been served 
upon persons maintaining nuisances upon their prem- 
ises, 429 legal notices to abate the same, and 78 orders 
have passed the Board, directing me to execute them 
in accordance with the provisions contained therein ; 
but in many instances there has been no occasion 
for their execution, the parties having commenced. be- 
fore I was ready to proceed with the work. Great im- 
provement has been made in those parts of the city 
where families have heretofore wholly disregarded the 
laws, and the remedy is in prosecution, which proves, in 
the few cases that have been brought before our Courts, 
to have had a desirable effect. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS. 


This is a subject which claims considerable attention 
from this department, cases not unfrequently occurring 
as regards the properties belonging to the City or other- 
wise. In South Boston a general:complaint is made as 
regards the drainage of twenty-foot streets. Considera- 
ble work has been done within the past two years on 
these streets, and there yet remains a large tract without 
drainage; but as the Committee on Sewers and Drains 
have devoted considerable time to this subject, there 
can be no doubt that the subject will receive all the 
attention required. 


CESSPOOL, MANHOLE AND RESERVOIR COVERS. 


The repairs of the above have been under the imme- 
diate charge of this department, and during the past

year there have been made 38 Reservoir, 88 Manhole, 
and 148 Side Cesspools. Bills of the two former have 
been made to the respective departments to which they 
belong; but the Side Cesspools have been considered 
by former governments as belonging exclusively to 
this department. 


PAUPERS, PRISONERS, AND THE SICK. 


There are run at the expense of this department 
three vehicles for the conveyance of persons above de- 
scribed, two of them at an expense of $1,500 each, and 
one at $800. The only amount realized from the one 
conveying paupers and jail prisoners for the year 1857, 
was $10 75; the permitted paupers to Deer Island de- 
ing paid for by Overseers of Poor. 


SNOW AND ICE. 


The removal of snow and ice from public walks and 
yards — and in these are included the walks around the 
Common and three sides of the Public Garden, together 
with the walks of public squares— has always been 
performed by those in the employ of this department. 


CHOLERA HOSPITAL. 


This building is situated at the extreme south part 
of the city, on the’ground which has been recently oc- 
cupied for the Agricultural Fair, and was placed in 
charge of a person by the Health Committee of 1855, 
and so continues till the present time. 
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UNTENANTABLE BUILDINGS. 


In various parts of the city there are a great num- 
ber of the above class of buildings, and little or no 
regard is paid to the natural conveniences which are 
actually necessary for the health and convenience of 
the inmates. Pursuant to an order passed on the 10th 
day of August last, twenty-five families were removed 
from tenements in Shawmut Place, said tenements 
having neither drains nor vaults; and since they have 
been cleared, it has been a general resort for school- 
boys to exercise their destructive faculties. Scarcely a 
whole pane of glass remains, and in many cases the 
window sashes have been destroyed. After removing 
the inmates, the premises were secured by nailing and 
otherwise; but at the present time portions of the same 
have been forced open, and are now occupied, notwith- 
standing positive orders to the contrary have been 
given.

GENTLEMEN : 


In conformity with the requirements of the fifth 
section of the Ordinance on Police, I have the honor to 
submit my Annual Report, comprising a synopsis of the 
labors of the Department for the year ending December 
31st, 1857, with a description of its present organiza- 
tion. 

The department is composed of two hundred and 
sixty-eight officers, two hundred and thirty-three of 
whom are detailed for duty at the eight police stations, 
allowing to each such number as the territorial extent, 
or other wants and peculiarities of the districts, may 
require. 

Exclusive of the number detailed at the several sta- 
tions for duty on the respective districts, there is stationed 
at the Chief’s office, one Deputy Chief of Police, the 
Clerk of Police, one special officer, whose duties are of a 
general character, acting mostly as Assistant Clerk, two 
Police officers, one of whom has the superintendence of 
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Carriages, &c.; the other has the superintendence of 
Trucks and Wagons. 

These officers regulate the general matter of hacks 
and wagon stands, attend to the application for licences, 
distribute them, and collect the excise for the same, 
which is paid over to the Chief of Police, and by him 
paid into the Treasury. These two officers are often 
called upon by the Chief of Police for special duty, and 
especially on public occasions, military parades, and at 
other times when their services are not required in their 
several departments. They are detailed for such duty 
on the Sabbath as may seem necessary. 

There is also a small body of officers, known and 
recognized in the department as detectives, who do 
much to prevent crime by their attendance at railroad 
stations, visiting public gatherings, and other places of 
resort of pickpockets and thieves, and others who live 
by trick and plunder. This branch of the department, 
acting exclusively as a preventive and detective force, 
is of the first importance. 

The unsuspecting citizen and stranger are protected 
from the successful schemes of those who prey upon 
community, and seek every means their ingenuity can 
invent to accomplish their wicked purposes. 

This force being stationed at the Chief’s office, may 
at all times be called upon to attend to special cases, 
requiring the most prompt action, which are daily and 
almost hourly reported. | 

The force consists of four officers, who are selected 
for their experience and skill in detecting crime, their 
knowledge of rogues and their schemes, and for their 
general ability, energy, and devotion to the services

required. Beside this force, there are many others who 
are efficient detectives. 

The Patrol Police are divided into day and night forces. 
The day force consists of forty-six men, the number 
being varied on each district according to its extent or 
requirements. ‘This force is detailed for duty at eight 
o'clock, a.m. and remains until six o’clock, p.m. when 
they are relieved by the first division of the night force, 
at which time the day officers return to the station 
houses. At one o’clock, a. m., the first division is relieved 
by the second division, who remain on duty until eight 
o'clock, a.m., when the day officers again resume their 
labors. 

Each of the districts have attached to their respective 
stations one Captain, who has charge of the men be- 
longing to his station, and is on duty at the station house 
and on the district throughout the day, whose duty it 
is to make a report in writing every morning, at nine 
o'clock, to the Chief of Police, giving the general condi- 
tion of his district, noting violations of the city ordi- 
nances, defects in streets, water running to waste, of 
lamps not lighted, or broken, with such other matters of 
general police duty as have transpired and come to their 
notice during the preceding twenty-four hours. 

They report also the number and causes of arrest, 
with names and ages of the parties arrested, whether 
they are citizens of Boston or non-residents, and the 
number of persons lodged at their several stations 
during said period. They are also required to patrol 
their district once at least every week, and to report 
daily the conduct of the officers under their charge. 

The Lieutenants are detailed for patrol duty, by 


oo 
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general order, a specified number of hours each night, 
alternating, one having charge of the house while the 
other is on patrol; and thus each beat is covered the 
whole time specified, varying the hours according to 
the season. They are required to report daily to their 
Captains; and once each week a report is made by 
them, which by the Captains is transmitted to the 
Chief of Police. 

The Lieutenants are also required, in addition to night 
duty, to attend at the stations two hours each day, 
alternately, giving the Captains opportunity to make 
their reports to the Chief of Police. It will be seen by 
the foregoing statement, that the station houses are at 
all times in charge of a superior officer, which is very 
essential. 

In my last Annual Report, I recommended the ap- 
pointment of Sergeants of Police, as being a measure 
calculated to promote the general efficiency of the 
department. I have, by the consent of His Honor the 
Mayor, there being no ordinance on the subject, ap- 
pointed Sergeants at stations. 1, 2,3, 4,and 5. This is 
an addition to the supervisory force of the department. 

There are two Sergeants at each of said stations ; one 
of whom goes on duty with the first division of the night 
force, and the other with the second division ; and thus, 
while the number of officers is not increased, the system 
of discipline is more complete. The hours of patrol 
duty of the Lieutenants and Sergeants being defined, 
they perform not only the duties of patrol, but have 
supervision of the officers under their charge. The 
Sergeants are also required to make report to the Cap- 
tains of the officers while under them, who report the 
same to the Chief, weekly or oftener. 


* 
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There have been in the city 110 less breaks and 
burglaries in 1857, than there were in 1856. This is 
attributable to the fact of greater vigilance on the part 
of the Lieutenants, to the appointment of Sergeants, and 
to an improved system of discipline, with greater indus- 
try and faithfulness of the officers generally. I regard 
the services of the Sergeants of great importance, as pro- 
moting discipline and a more faithful discharge of duty. 
There are two officers detailed for duty at the Lock Ups, 
under the Court House, who have the general charge 
of the prisoners. ‘The hours of duty of these officers 
are also defined by order of the Chief of Police, to whom 
they make report of the number of persons committed, 
from which district, and the offence alleged. 

There is a Steward employed to take care of the 
Lock Ups, cook for prisoners when necessary, &c. 

Besides the duties herein described to be performed, 
there is at each station a number of men detailed for 
day duty, who may be called upon to attend to any 
special service required ; and the officers are all, more 
or less, called upon as witnesses in the Police Court, for 
which the city receive pay. 

Under the present rules and regulations adopted by 
the Board of Aldermen, and approved by the Mayor 
on the 8th of September last, the officers are allowed 
no pay for extra services rendered for the city ; and in 
cases only in which the city receive pay for their ser- 
vices for attending places of amusement, or other occa- 
sions, where a charge may be properly made for Police. 
In cases of ordinary sickness, under the present rules, the 
officers receive full pay, not exceeding ten days, upon 
the certificate of a physician being filed with the Chief 
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of Police. In cases when the sickness is the result of 
unusual exposure or accident in the discharge of official 
duty, the time is extended to the period of service 
necessarily lost in recovery. 

No bills for extra services rendered to the city will 
be allowed, unless approved by the Chief of Police, the 
Board of Aldermen, and the Mayor. 

I have deemed it proper to state this much, showing 
the present organization and discipline of the Police, 
and its condition to accomplish its objects, that a new 
City Council, embracing of necessity gentlemen who 
are not familiar with the workings of the department, 
may more fully understand it. Great pains has been 
taken to bring the department where it now is; and, if 
the City Council can suggest practical improvements in 
this important branch of the Municipal Government, 
every such improvement should be received and adopted 
as a harbinger of good to the city. 

But it must be recollected that every scheme which 
may be suggested will not work with a good practical 
result. 

The question is,—how does the system now work, and 
how can it be improved? We want men who possess 
physical strength to meet emergencies; not because our 
citizens are to be governed by brute force; they are 
governed by force of law, and respect the officers of the 
law if they respect themselves. To attempt to govern 
our citizens by force alone would be incompatible with 
the genius of our government, and inconsistent with the 
character of the people. If, in the discharge of my 
official duties, | can contribute in any humble degree, 
however noiseless and unassuming, towards the peace, 
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quiet, and general good order of the city, promote the 
security of the lives and property of our citizens, and, at 
the same time, enforce the laws and ordinances of the 
city, it will be a most satisfactory result.

All property found upon prisoners and lodgers, is 
taken from them during their temporary custody in the 
station houses, and is restored to them when they leave,, 
for which they receipt in a book kept for that purpose. 

Property which is retained as evidence, is restored 
upon an order of restitution from the courts, after the 
cases involving it are decided.

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There has been a large amount of property reported 
at the Chief’s office, as stolen out of the city, the ag- 
eregate of which cannot be correctly stated, and for the 
recovery of which the police have rendered assistance 
to the officers of the neighboring towns and cities. 

The amount of the fines which have been imposed 
by the courts, is $27,042 52. 

The aggregate imprisonment imposed by the courts, 
is 1286 years, 1 month. 


Vil. Earninas ‘or tHe Poticer. 


In the earnings of the Police Department are in- 
cluded certain witness fees received from the courts, 
accruing from cases prosecuted by the officers; fees for 
licenses ; compensation for extra and special police duty, 
&c.; which earnings are paid into the Treasury.

We have the total earnings of the police, $38,492 37 


The expenses are much increased by bills which are 
paid from our appropriation, having really nothing to 
do with the police fund, some of which might as prop- 
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erly be paid from some other appropriation. This, how- 
ever, 1s in some respects conformable to an established 
rule. 

The expenses of carting city documents to the sta- 
‘tion houses for distribution; carting ropes and chains 
to restrain crowds, hoisting flags, and keeping the same 
in repair, physicians’ bills for medical and surgical 
attendance on prisoners, and injured persons brought to 
station houses, with other items of charge, amount in 
the aggregate to no inconsiderable sum. 

The estimate for keeping furniture in repair at sta- 
tion houses, refurnishing beds, bedding, &c., the past 
year was $800; but the expenditure to this date 
amounts to $2,101, in consequence of the repairs of 
the houses and refurnishing the same, and the amount 
expended for furnishing the new station house, which 
has far exceeded the item for the whole furniture.

New Banaes. 


During the year new badges have been furnished 
for the patrol officers, numbered in large figures cut 
through the plate, rendering the number easily distin- 
guished, that persons who wish to know the name of 
any officer wearing a given number may ascertain by 
going to the station to which he belongs, or to the 
Chief’s office, where the enrollment is kept with the 
numbers attatched. 

The advantage of these badges will be very readily 
seen; and although it has increased the expense and 
added an item not contemplated in the appropriation, 
it will fully compensate therefor. 

Since my last Annual Report in which the attention 
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of the City Council was respectfully called to the con- 
dition of the station houses, many improvements and 
alterations have been made. Stations one, two, and 
three have been improved ; two and three painted, and 
some new furniture put in; and station six has been 
thoroughly altered, enlarged, and refitted, painted, and 
furnished, and is now one of the most convenient of 
the old stations in the city. 

These houses, with the exception of station two, 
answer the ordinary purposes very well. There is, 
however, a deficiency in the lodging rooms of all the 
old stations, for transient lodgers. Better accommoda- 
tions might be furnished at small expense, and thus the 
unfortunate poor, who seek a lodging at the City’s 
expense, might be saved the necessity of coming in 
contact with the most degraded and abandoned crim- 
inal or common drunkard. 

More suitable accommodations are wanted at the 
seventh station, East Boston. The station house is 
unsuitable in all respects, but more especially as the 
house is used for voting, and the lodging room of the 
officers is used on voting days for a ward room, which 
involves the taking down and removing beds, and other 
furniture, depriving the men of their rest, and in wet 
or stormy weather, rendering the room unfit and unsafe 
for lodging for two or three nights in succession. This 
to an extent actually impairs the efficiency of that 
branch of the department. 

A new station house has just been completed and 
furnished in the fifth district, located on Hast Dedham 
street. 


The building is of brick, is built in the most substan-

tial manner, and is of sufficient size, viz: 36 feet by 
55 feet, to meet the increasing wants of that locality. 

It has in the basement eight cells for male prisoners, 
and four for females, well ventilated and lighted, with 
suitable apparatus for warming. The male and female 
cells are separated by a wide entry, with close doors on 
each side, and are so far apart that the occupants can 
neither see nor speak to each other. Thus all de- 
moralizing influence by communication between the 
sexes is prevented. It has two offices; one for the 
general public business, the other for business of a 
more private and confidential character; a property 
room for the safe keeping of property taken by the 
police of the district, a wash room, bath room, a large 
muster room, four sleeping rooms for the officers, one 
room for the Lieutenants. All were provided with 
wardrobes, and other conveniences, and eight lodging 
rooms for homeless wanderers. 

This no doubt is the best police station house in the 
country, and probably better adapted to its use than 
any other in the United States. 

It is highly creditable to the city, and reflects great 
credit on the Committee and Superintendent of Public 
Buildings. 


TELEGRAPH. 


Telegraphic communication between the several sta- 
tion houses and the office of the Chief of Police would 
be of great service. The instantaneous dispatch with 
which information or orders might be transmitted from 
the Chief’s office to all the stations, (except No. 7,) 
would afford the means of concentrating the force at 
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any one point, in case of fire, riot, or other emergency ; 
and in cases of larceny, burglary, or other crime, orders 
might be sent with dispatch to the several stations in 
each district, and the whole police force of the city might 
be put in immediate requisition in the lapse of a few 
seconds. Situated as the Fire Alarm Telegraph office 
is, its proximity to the City Hall, the expense of con- 
necting by telegraph the office of the Chief of Police 
with the several stations, would be comparatively 
small. By an estimate recently made at my request, 
by J. B. Stearns, Esq., the Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms, which I herewith transmit, it appears that 
the cost of such connection would be less than three 
thousand dollars—viz: $2,949.

Drar Sir:—In accordance with your request, I herewith 
furnish you with an estimate of the expense of erecting a 
“Police Telegraph” in this city. 

Assuming that you would prefer a communication with each 
station, (with the exceptions of Two and Seven,) independent 
of all the others, which would make the distance to be run not 
far from ten miles, and also, that you prefer the “ printing 
instruments,” the cost of putting two lines in working con- 
dition, would not, I think, exceed the following estimate :— 


10 miles of wire, brackets, insulators, 


running wire, &.,  - - : $1,000 00 
7 printing instruments, $225, . - 1,575 00 
12 relay magnets, at $12, - - - 144 00 
Batteries, say,  - : - . 40 00

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If you should choose to include two stations in one line, as 
1 and 8, or 4 and 5, the amount of the first item above, would 
be lessened. But in this case you could not have an inde- 
pendent communication with each office, and if the wire 
should break between your office and the nearest station, the 
communication with both stations on the line would be 
interrupted.

I respectfully recommend this subject to the atten- 
tion of the City Council, in the hope that it may 
receive such consideration as its importance demands. 


Untrormity oF Dress. 


In my last Annual Report the subject of uniformity 
of dress of the patrol police was discussed. It is a sub- 
ject on which difference of opinion exists among the 
most intelligent citizens. 

By a uniformity of dress I do not mean a military 
button or gold lace, but a distinctive uniform color and 
style of coat and pants, and a uniform shape and style 
of hat or cap. 

Officers are now seen on duty with garments of 
variegated colors. Some in Kossuth hats, some in the 
bell-top or straight crown hats, and some in glazed 
or cloth caps; and on special public occasions, orders 
are given for the officers detailed to appear as nearly 
in a uniform style of dress as practicable. 

The great diversity of dress now worn, renders it 
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very difficult for citizens or strangers to distinguish offi- 
cers from other citizens, unless the badge is seen; and 
if anything occurs which requires the immediate action 
of an officer, he must be sought out by inquiry, or an 
accidental observation of the badge. 

The paramount object in reference to crime, is the 
prevention of it, and any measure which is calculated 
to produce this result should be adopted. The argu- 
ment of those opposed to any system of uniform is, 
that it would enable the rogue to avoid the eye of the 
officer; but it must not be overlooked that the pick- 
pocket and the thief first make themselves acquainted 
with every officer, and his round, who wears a badge. 
He makes this his study, and thus has an advantage 
over the honest stranger and citizen, who, if they could 
distinguish the officer by dress, might give him informa- 
tion that a larceny was being committed, or that a pick- 
pocket was in a store or crowd, or on the street, or that a 
fight or disturbance was going on — something requir- 
ing the immediate interference of an officer. In this 
manner crime might often be prevented, and advantage 
be derived to the public. The officers themselves 
would conduct with more circumspection, feeling that 
they were distinguished from other citizens. They 
could not, if disposed, divest themselves of the fact that 
they are officers ; it would promote discipline and com- 
pliance with the rules. No distinctive dress or badge is 
worn by the detective force, or by any officer detailed 
for special detective duty. If any of the results stated 
could be realized, the experiment would be well worth 
the trial. 
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SPECIAL POLICE. 


In conformity with a suggestion made in my last 
Annual Report, recommending the enrollment of the 
Special Police, who are appointed without pay, at the 
station houses of the police district where they reside 
or are located by their warrant, the Board of Alder- 
men have adopted rules for such. enrollment, and for 
the government of the Special Police, which have been 
but partially enforced in consequence of the great 
number of these special officers, and: the limited duty 
they have to perform if they keep within the limits 
prescribed in their warrants. I would respectfully 
recommend the enactment of an ordinance on the 
appointment of Special Police. 

The present mode of appointing special police offi- 
cers for local service, who are not under any system of 
discipline, acting on their own responsibility, or per- 
haps it would be more correct to say «responsibility, is 
very detrimental to the regular police, whose conduct 
is often characterized by the acts of the specials, the 
public not knowing the distinction between them. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The more perfect the system of discipline which can 
be adopted and enforced relatively, the better may be 
regarded the condition of the department; and it is 
hoped that progress in discipline may be continued as 
the best means of promoting the greatest efficiency in 
the department, which, without discipline, would be 
without energy or system, and consequently become a 
useless branch of the municipal government. 
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I do not mean that system of discipline which would 
be established under a military code, but such as would 
apply to a civil body of men acting under authority of 
law, individually and collectively, with a common pur- 
pose, and such as is best calculated to accomplish that 
purpose. 

The department is composed mostly of men every 
way worthy the trusts confided to them, and who are 
fully entitled to the confidence of the government and 
of our fellow-citizens—men whose devotion to duty and 
to the best interest of the public, it is gratifymg to 
witness; and yet without a proper system of action, 
based upon rules of discipline, their services would be 
of little comparative value. 

In the appointment of officers much pains has been 
taken to find out the moral character of the applicants, 
in the belief that no man is fit for a police officer, whose 
character for sobriety, integrity and general intelligence 
is not good, whatever be his physical ability or other 
qualifications ; and yet there may be those who are 
unfit for their position. The great difficulty in finding 
a body of two hundred and sixty-eight men, taken 
from the different classes in the community, who, 
when placed on duty, exposed to every vice and temp- 
tation that exists in a populous city, will, in all re- 
spects, behave with propriety, must be apparent to 
every thinking man. 

It has been my unpleasant duty to suspend officers 
from service for improper conduct during the past year ; 
and several more have been discharged by His Honor 
the Mayor for causes fully justifying such action ; 
some for neglect of duty, intemperate or irregular 
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habits, insubordination, incompatibility of temper and 
character, and other general unfitness. In all cases 
this has been done from a sense of duty to the depart- 
ment and the city, with care that no injustice should 
be done to the officer upon the evidence presented to 
sustain the charges made. The important duties which 
the Police are called upon to perform; the great in- 
terests confided to their care; their varied and diffi- 
cult labors; the influence which their example and 
conduct exert in the community—all render it most 
manifest to every reflecting mind, that no man should 
be appointed to the discharge of those duties and 
labors whose moral character is not above reproach, 
and whose integrity is not beyond suspicion. 

The condition of the department has at no time 
since its organization been more prosperous, nor its 
system of operations better calculated to accomplish 
the purpose for which it was established. ‘The charac- 
ter of the men; the present system of discipline; the 
union of feeling and harmony of action, which is so 
essential to its interest ; the general confidence reposed 
by the community; the respect generally entertained by 
the Police for their superior officers of various ranks — 
fully justify this remark. Improvements may undoubt- 
edly be made. To secure the public confidence in the 
Police, should be one great object; and to that end 
an ever watchful care of its condition and of the con- 
duct of its members is necessary ; and every member 
should feel that upon himself depends his permanency 
in the department, more than upon any change in the 
administration or the domination of political parties. 

The needy condition of the applicant for office is 
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often urged as a substitute for qualifications. It should 
be remembered that no man is qualified for the dis- 
charge of the duties of the office because he is not 
absolutely destitute and poor; and no man is disqual- 
ified because he is poor and needy. 

On the morning of the 18th of October last, our 
citizens were shocked by the startling intelligence 
that an officer of the Police had been shot down and 
wantonly murdered while in the discharge of his official 
duty. 

The officer—E. W. Hodsdon, of the 7th Police Sta- 
tion, East Boston—a young man, just entering the 
prime of life, of good moral character and habits, 
an efficient and gentlemanly officer, with a young and 
interesting family, was thus cut off in the fullness of 
the hopes and prospects of early manhood, by the reck- 
less hands of lawless outcasts, who were but recently 
discharged from the State Prison to commit other 
depredations upon society. One of the murderers has 
been arrested and indicted, and is in prison awaiting 
his trial. 

The other supposed murderer is at large, although 
all measures have been adopted which human sagacity 
and skill could invent to secure his arrest. The mur- 
der having been committed in the darkness of night, 
concealing the identity of the perpetrators from every 
human eye, it was several days before any discovery 
could be made, fixing suspicion on any one. 

Every suspected place in Kast Boston and Boston 
proper was searched ; officers were stationed at various 


avenues leading from the city, and sent to different 
f 
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places in this and other States, and to Canada and New 
Brunswick, but all efforts have proved ineffectual. 

The City Council, with a promptness and liberality 
characteristic of our citizens, and becoming a liberal 
and humane City government, adopted immediate meas- 
ures for the permanent aid of the family of the de- 
ceased, and appropriated a sufficient sum to pay all 
funeral expenses. 


ARRESTS. 


It will be seen, under the appropriate head, that the 
whole number of arrests has been 19,093, being an 
increase of 1,425 over last year. The number of arrests 
for drunkenness, 9,715, being an excess over the num- 
ber arrested last year for the same offence of 2,000. 
Of the whole number of persons arrested, 15,061 were 
foreigners, and 4,032 Americans, non-residents, 3,920, 
most of whom were arrested for drunkenness—showing 
that less than 6,000 resident citizens have been arrested 
for drunkenness; clearly establishing the fact that a 
very large per cent. of the arrests for drunkenness were 
of persons belonging to other cities and towns, who 
visit Boston, with thousands of others, to obtain that 
which they cannot get, or dare not attempt to make 
use of at home. 

There have been committed to the Lock-ups, 8,864,— 
7,361 of whom were foreigners. 

There are in the city 1,985 dram shops and saloons 
where liquor is publicly sold, in quantities less than 
“original packages.” There are 245 houses of ill-fame, 
(that bemg the number in the city,) in which wines 
and other liquors are sold — making the whole num- 
ber. of places in which intoxicating liquors are sold, 
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2,228. Besides this, wines, ale and most of the in- 
toxicating drinks are sold for family uses, medicinal 
and other purposes, by most of the respectable grocers 
in the city, as well as by those of the lower classes, 
most if not all of whom keep a closet behind the screen 
for the accommodation of customers or boarders; and 
if we go farther, and look into the private dwellings, 
cellars and garrets of the poorer classes, especially 
among foreigners, where intoxicating liquor is dispensed 
from the concealed demijohn or jug—is it a matter of 
surprise if intemperance is on the increase, with the 
train of evils which follow? Is it not more surprising 
that wise and truly good men do not seek, by further 
legislative enactment, some more effectual and control- 
ling remedy ? 

There have been sent to the grand jury 111 cases 
against persons for keeping liquor and disorderly 
houses where intoxicating drinks are kept and sold, in 
which the testimony was applicable under the nuisance 
act of 1855. The number investigated by that body I 
am not able to state; but I learn from the Assistant 
District Attorney, that a very large proportion of them 
have been acted upon, and, until the December term 
of the Municipal Court two convictions only had 
been had; during that term three other verdicts of 
guilty were found — making in all five convictions. 

I have taken special measures to enforce the Sun- 
day Law, so called; and by the valuable aid of the 
captains, and all good officers under their charge, to 
carry out an order given in the early part of the year, 
in writing, and repeated every week since, verbally, 
have succeeded to a very satisfactory extent; com- 
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plaints having been made in 240 cases, against 79 last 
“year. 

Since it is an admitted fact that intemperance is the 
direct origin of more poverty, more crime, and conse- 
quent suffering, than all other causes combined, it 
is the dictate of humanity for the philanthropist and 
statesman to seek out and apply, as far as_ possible, 
the most effectual practicable remedies for the suppres- 
sion and control of so great an evil. 

After years of experience in unsuccessful attempts 
to enforce the present prohibitory liquor law, com- 
monly called the Maine law, in this community, which, 
like all other laws not sanctioned by public opinion, 
has failed to meet the objects of its enactment, it 
would seem that wisdom and foresight might invent 
such legislative acts as would regulate and control 
more effectually the traffic in intoxicating drinks, and 
diminish the number of dram shops, and check the 
tide of intemperance, which is gaining ground with 
slow but fearful progress. 

It has recently been publicly stated in the pulpit, 
that in regard to intemperance, “the evils of the city 
are completely in the hands of the Police.” But it 
should not be forgotten that the duties of the Police 
are purely ministerial and executive. It is not for 
them to say that parties engaged in traffic in intoxi- 
cating drinks are guilty of violating the law, and to 
inflict punishment. The fact of guilt must be estab- 
lished by the verdict of the jury, and on the court 
devolves the duty of saying what punishment must be 
inflicted. | 

Could the eloquence of the pulpit or the forum 
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mould and form public opinion in this community in 
favor of the present prohibitory law, the jury box 
might be the medium through which the law might be 
enforced by the officers of the law. 

There must be a change in the law, or a change in 
public sentiment respecting it. Clergymen and others, 
in all sincerity, viewing the subject from their “stand 
point,” believe the law may be easily enforced, while 
jurors, who have a nearer view, see obstacles which 
neither their reason or their oaths enable them to over- 
come ; nor has the influence of the pulpit or the press, 
or both combined, been sufficiently powerful to remove 
those obstacles. Any law which is permitted to remain 
on the statute book, not sanctioned by public opinion, 
works an injury to the State, and begets a disregard for 
the most salutary enactments. 

The great facility for public travel between Boston 
and the cities and towns adjacent, suggests the utility 
of consolidating a detective police connecting those 
cities and towns with the metropolis. 

This proposition has gained additional importance 
from the fact that burglaries, larcenies and’ other 
crimes, are frequently committed in the suburbs, where 
very little police force is necessary to conduct their 
ordinary municipal affairs, and rogues and thieves pass 
between the city and country, and conceal themselves 
in the City of Boston with a degree of impunity, and 
often escape punishment. 

If a consolidated system for the detection of criminals 
could be established by the necessary legislation, and 
detective officers be appointed in the suburban towns 
and cities, to act in connection with our detective force, 
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having its organization and head in Boston, I believe 
it would not only do much to prevent crime, but 
would be very effectual in detecting and pest the 
offenders. 

It will be seen by this Report that 10,913 persons 
have been provided with lodging during the past year 
by the police, many of whom were strangers, des- 
titute of the means of providing for themselves, and 
some belonged in the city, but were homeless and des- 
titute, often the result of intemperate habits. 

The great number of minors who have been arrested 
for various offences, affords alarming evidence of the 
increase of crime, and presents to those engaged in 
moral reform an ample field of labor. The children of 
the intemperate, who are never taught any moral pre- 
cept, or witness examples worthy of imitation, but, 
trained to vice and crime, are rapidly increasing the 
number of our prisons and reformatory institutions. 

The number of minors who have been arrested 
during the year 1857, is 2,186 ; the number arrested in 
1856, was 1,541— showing an increase of 645 over 
last year. 

There are many occasions on which the humane and 
faithful officer has, from the nature of his labors, une- 
qualled opportunities of relieving suffering and misery, 
and of affording the wealthy opportunities of bestow- 
ing relief and sympathy; cases often occur, I am 
happy to say, when the officers, prompted by the | 
kindest motives, seek out objects of charity, and afford 
that relief, by the aid of the benevolent, without which 
great suffering and misery would follow. 

Among the most important objects of government is 
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a wise and judicious execution of the laws. The duty 
of executing them under a municipal government falls 
mainly on the police, and hence the importance of 
selecting those who are the best qualified for a proper, 
discreet and judicious discharge of those duties.

The Cochituate Water Board beg leave to make 
their Annual Report to the City Council, agreeably to 
the requirements of the City Ordinance ; together with 
the Reports of the City Engineer, the Water Registrar, 
and the Clerk of the Board. These latter will be found 
to furnish in detail much useful and interesting inform- 
ation in regard to the operation and efficiency of the 
Water Works. 

The Board believe that the works were never in a 
more safe and efficient condition. 

Having in the year 1856 disposed of a large part of 
the land lying near the lake, and along the line of 
the conduit, the Board have disposed of no parcel 
during the last year. 

A proper disposition of the Marlborough Reservoir, 
has, however, been a subject of consideration and anx- 
iety with the Board. This reservoir covers 300 acres 
of land. As it is, itis and can be of no use whatever 
to the city, and is capable of yielding little or no 
income, while the damage done to the roads by rais- 
ing the water is a constant source of expense, besides 
the amount annually paid for taxes. Under these cir- 
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cumstances, the Board arrived at the conclusion that 
the whole property attached to this reservoir should be 
sold. The Board were led last summer to suppose that 
if the water were drawn down entirely, the meadows 
and shore land could be disposed of for more money 
than could be realized from their sale as a mill privilege. 
The Board therefore ordered the water to be drawn 
down last autumn. But when the lands were laid bare, 
and more particular examination made into the city’s 
rights, it was deemed expedient to abandon the idea of 
selling in parcels, and orders have been given to raise the 
water again. It was found that of the 300 acres, about 
25 would still be covered with water; and of nearly 
one-half the remainder, the city possessed only the right 
of flowage. So that there would be but about 150 or 140 
acres that the city could sell; and the expense of fenc- 
ing these strips, and of obtaining a right of way to them, 
(which the city in most cases could not give,) would be 
so great and difficult, that the prospect of realizing any 
considerable amount from their sale seemed entirely 
hepeless.. It is therefore the present purpose of the 
Board to sell in the SPENS this whole property for the 
most it will bring. 

There will probably be other lots near Lake Cochit- 
uate that it will be expedient to dispose of at an early 
day. 

The new dam at the outlet of the Lake, which was 
noticed in last Report as in progress of construction, 
has been completed to the entire satisfaction of the 
Board. It is of very neat and substantial workman- 
ship; and gives promise of every degree of security that 
can be reasonably desired. It has cost but about 
¢6,000—considerably less than estimated. 
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An additional pipe of 36 inches has been laid 985 
feet across Charles River valley. This was deemed 
to be important, in order to facilitate the passage of 
water from the lake to Brookline reservoir. The good 
effects of it are visible in the increased height to which 
the water is kept in all the reservoirs. It remains to 
line the Brookline reservoir with stone, 14 or 2 feet 
higher than it is now lined, (and gain thereby so much 
additional head,) to give full effect to the whole works, 
as they now exist. 

The unnecessary waste of water is an annual topic of 
remark. By reference to the Engineer’s Report it will 
be seen that the daily consumption last year was 
12,726,000 gallons, against 12,048,600 in 1856—an 
increase of about two-thirds of a million daily. But 
during the first six months of the year the daily con- 
sumption was 13,429,500—threatening to exhibit for 
the whole year a daily consumption of at least four- 
teen millions of gallons. But the consumption did not 
increase much during any of the later months over 
last year; while in the last three there appears to have 
been a considerable diminution, so that the average of 
the last six months was but 12,022,500. This was owing 
to two causes ;—first, the suspension of the works of large 
consumers; and second, the absence of cold weather. 
But it will be unsafe to expect these causes to continue 
in operation. The works of great consumers will again 
be started, and cold weather will, in years to come as 
in years past, tempt consumers to let their taps run to 
prevent freezing. | 

Although the daily consumption during the last half 
of the year, was less than the average of the whole 
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year 1856, yet taking the average of the whole of 1857, 
it exhibits evidence of waste over the waste of preced- 
ing years. For in 1856 the daily consumption was 
12,048,600 gallons, and in 1857, 12,726,000 gallons, 
being an increase (notwithstanding causes operating 
to reduce consumption in the last half of the year) 
of over 53 per cent., while the increase of the water 
takers was but 796 upon the gross number at the end 
of 1856, of 20,806, being an increase of near 34 per 
cent., or less than the increase of consumption by 
2+ per cent. And if we average the consumption on 
the whole number of the inhabitants, the same result 
is exhibited. In 1856, reckoning the whole num- 
ber of inhabitants at 168,000, (being 5,000 more than 
was exhibited by the actual census of 1855,) the daily 
consumption for every individual was 72 gallons; and 
if we average the consumption of 1857 upon each 
inhabitant, reckoning the number at 173,000, (5,000 
more than in 1856,) the daily individual consumption 
will be 73 gallons. So that every individual used one 
gallon daily more in 1857 than in 1856, 1.e., wasted one 
gallon more. It seems therefore then that this last 
year, the most favorable in some important respects, 
for exhibiting a different result, only strengthens and 
confirms the uniform rule that the waste of water is and 
has ever been on the increase. There is, and has ever 
been (it is believed) no exceptional year. | 

Now what shall be done? This Board is far from 
wishing to sound any false alarm, but it requires no 
gift of foreknowledge to make. it certain that the 
present supply will be exhausted soon at the present 
rate. Were the same causes in full operation now, that 
were one year ago, it is believed that the city would 
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have a short supply on the high service, and that it 
would be impossible to keep the water in the reservoirs 
at a suitable height for safety in case of fire. And in 
the nature of things it seems impossible that suffering 
and danger will not be soon upon us if some additional 
remedy be not found and applied. 

July 1, 1857, the City Council ordered “chat the 
whole subject of laying a new man from Brooklne reservoir 
to this city be referred to the Water Board, with instructions 
to report to the Council their views and reconunendations, 
and also estimates of cost in connection therewith, as they 
may deem expedient and necessary, and to report in print.” 
The object of this order covered the whole ground of | 
future supply; and this Board went into a full and 
careful examination of the whole subject, and reported 
its views to the City Council, August 15, in City Docu- 
ment No. 50. This Board would respectfully refer to 
that Document, and invite the attention of the pres- 
ent City Council to it as embracing the present views 
of this Board, and as containmg much that might be 
appropriately introduced in this Report; but as that 
Report was referred to this new City Government, it is 
deemed unnecessary to repeat it. It may be merely 
observed that there are no views there expressed, and 
no arguments there used which do not seem to have 
acquired additional force with the lapse of time,—unless 
they may have been slightly affected by the causes which 
have produced the recent diminished consumption, 
which cannot but be regarded as of a temporary nature. 

It is confidently believed that the coming season will 
be a remarkably favorable one for contracting a loan 
for the necessary funds, and that materials and labor 
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will be unusually low; while the estimated income 
from water rents, ($300,000,) and the ordinary appro- 
priation for extensions, &c., will nearly or quite pay all 
the interest on the old loan and the prospective one ; 
so that no fear need be entertained that the people will 
be loaded with a debt beyond what the proceeds of 
the works themselves will carry. 

Before taking leave of this subject of waste, it may 
be proper to remind the City Council that there has 
been referred to them a new ordinance to increase the 
penalty of waste, which it is desirable should. receive 
action before cold weather comes on. 

One other fact is worthy of notice. The Water Reg- 
istrar’s Report gives a table showing the kind and 
number of water fixtures in 1853 and 1857. This 
whole table is worthy of examination; but the point 
to which attention is asked is the item of Hopper water ’ 
closets. In 1853 there were 698, and in 1857, 3,215. 
The Hopper closets have increased near five fold, while 
the other kind have not doubled. This Board has 
always regarded the use of the Hopper closet as very 
objectionable, as offering mducements and facilities 
for great waste. In the general revision of the water’ 
rates in 1854, made by this Board, in obedience to order 
of the City Council, (see City Doc. No. 25, 1854,) it is 
stated in the Report that, “in order to make the rate 
for certain descriptions of water closets (Hopper, &c.) 
bear some proportion to the quantity of water used 
and uselessly wasted, and in the hope that they may 
be hereafter abandoned, they (the Water Board) 
recommend that a very high rate be established for 
them when they are used.” The rate recommended 
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was $12. But it was not the pleasure of the City 
Council to ordain this high rate ; but all water closets 
were put atan uniform rate, and the consequence is that 
this one, deemed to be by far the most injurious to the 
city, is working into almost universal use. The Board 
renews the expression of opinion that this kind of 
water fixture ought to be subjected to a much in- 
creased taxation. 

About two years ago the Supreme Court decided 
that all the land and property taken under the water 
act, or purchased for the purpose of carying out the 
act, and which was necessary and proper for the pur- 
pose, were exempt from liability to taxation. This 
decision excited some feeling in the towns bordering 
on the pond or lake, which deemed themselves 
agerieved by this restriction of right of taxation, and 
especially by the exemption of the five rods border- 
ing upon and surrounding the whole lake. 

When, therefore, the city applied to the Legisla- 
ture last year for authority to raise the water in the 
lake, some of these towns appeared and opposed the 
granting of the petition, unless a proviso was inserted 
that the land formerly taken should be subject to 
taxation, and also that the land then proposed to be 
taken, should also be subject to the same. And the 
bill reported by the Committee contained these two 
provisos. It was not so much the amount as the 
principle involved in these provisos, that made them 
objectionable ; and in the House the city succeeded 
in having the ex post facto proviso, relating to the lands 
taken under the former act, stricken out. But in the 


Senate that proviso was restored; and each branch 
2 
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adhering to its action, the bill was lost. Application 
has been made again this year; and it is hoped it 
will be crowned with better success. 

One of the roads in Natick, crossing the lake, was so 
low that last year it was occasionally badly washed and 
even overflowed. As it did not seem desirable to 
draw down the water merely for the sake of avoid- 
ing injury to the road—water which it was not desir- 
able to lose for city use—it was deemed expedient to 
raise the road; and while about it, instead of raising 
it one foot, which would have been sufficient under 
the former taking, it is now raised near four feet, so 
as to make it secure when the water shall be raised. 
This has been executed at a cost of a little over six 
hundred dollars. It is also understood that a license 
to raise the only road in Wayland which will be affect- 
ed by raising the water, has been obtained. This will 
require but a small outlay. + 

The quantity of land which will be taken in raising 
the water but two feet, will be so small that it will not 
perhaps be good policy to refuse an act which shall 
subject it to taxation. But any act which shall take 
away rights which the city has possessed for ten years, 
(though it has hardly yet come into the exercise and 
enjoyment of them,) ought unhesitatingly to be re- 
jected. 

The constant daily draft made upon the supply has 
been too exhausting to allow the playing of the public 
fountains, except on a few public days. It would, no 
doubt, be highly gratifying to the people to be able 
more frequently to enjoy this innocent pleasure, but 
the alternative is imposed upon them of giving up this

enjoyment, or of imposing a scarcity upon some parts 
of the city. 

In the Report of this Board last year, some remarks 
were made upon the importance of having water fix- 
tures properly inserted in the houses; and suggesting 
to the City Council the expediency of taking some 
measures to effect the object. This Board would again 
invite the attention of the new government to the sub- 
ject, as stated on pages 11,12 and 13, of Report of 185’, 
being City Document No. 12. 

A proposition has been started again to annex Rox- 
bury to Boston, but with what prospect of success is not 
known. But all questions of annexation, from what- 
ever quarter they may come, have so important a bear- 
ing upon the Boston Water Works, that the citizens 
should be anything but apathetic in relation to such 
propositions. On this matter the attention of the City 
Council and of the citizens in general, is invited to the 
following extract from the Report of 1857: 


“Since the last Annual Report, the sense of the citizens 
has been taken in regard to the annexation of Chelsea to the 
city. The result was a decisive majority against such annex- 
ation. So far as the distribution of Cochituate water is con- 
cerned, that decision must be regarded as eminently wise. 
As in all applications for annexation to the city, a leading 
reason for the measure will always be a participation in the 
use of Cochituate water, so it must continue to be the part 
of wisdom on the part of the citizens to reject such applica- 
tions, so long as the proposed extension will endanger the 
sufficiency of their own supply. Certainly the benefits aris- 
ing to the city from any annexation of foreign territory, ought 
to be very obvious and to be very great, before the citizens 
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would be justified in sharing with others that supply which 
has cost them so much, and which experience admonishes them 
may soon be too scanty for themselves.” 


The subject of meters has engrossed a good share of 
attention during the last year. Some samples have 
been presented to the Board, which promised, or the 
owners promised for them, satisfactory results. So im- 
portant is it deemed that a good, reliable meter of mod- 
erate cost shall be invented and brought into use in 
cases of large consumption, that the Board have author- 
ized the purchase of twenty-four meters, twelve each 
of two different kinds, for the purpose of giving them 
a fair trial. Though it was expected that they would 
be finished and delivered before this ame, but few 
have been received, and none yet tested. 

It is deemed to be bad policy to allow taps or 
hydrants for water-takers outside of houses. It is re- 
garded as a source of much waste, in the first place ; 
and it is supposed that many persons obtain their sup- 
ply from them free of expense, in the second place.: 
The Board has ordered them to be discontinued, and 
pipes to be carried into the premises of all water-takers, 
as fast and as far as it may be practicable and ex- 
pedient. 

The extension of the works has been continued through 
the season, on the principle which former Boards adopt- 
ed, of laymg pipes wherever the income would cover 
the interest upon the cost. Of 12-inch pipe there has 
been laid during the year 4,068 feet, against 2,663 feet 
in 1856. Of 6-inch, 10,623 feet, against 9,789 feet in 
1856. Of 4-inch, 2,274 feet, against 1,871 feet in 1856, 
Besides, 985 feet of 36-inch pipe has been laid across 
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the valley of Charles River; in all, 17,950 feet in 
1857, against 14,323 feet in 1856. The whole length 
of pipes of 4 inches and upwards, is now a little over 
119 1-2 miles. : 

The number of new Sfop-cocks is 24—making the 
whole number 1,025. 

The number of Service Pipes laid during the year has 
been 855, the whole length of which is 30,033 feet — 
making the whole number 20,484. 

New Hydrants to the number of 26 have been added 
this year—making the whole number 1,308. 

In East Boston a 12-inch pipe has been laid round 


through Border street, near the ship-yard, extending 
3,302 feet. This will greatly facilitate a copious supply 
to the low streets; as all the water before had to be 
carried over a high elevation in passing near the west- 
erly side of the reservoir. 

The Annual Report of the Water Registrar contains, as 
required by the ordinance, “a statement of the num- 
ber of water takers, the number of cases where the 
water has been cut off, the number and amount of 
abatements, and the expenditures of his department.” 
- The list of water takers has been arranged, as usual, 
into different classes, and the amount of water rate paid 
by each class given, the water rate being, as usual, paid 
to the Clerk of the Treasurer, in the office of the Water 
Registrar. 

The whole amount received for water rents during the 
year, has been $289,528 83; ie. $5,671 17 less than 
was estimated at the beginning of the year. The esti- 
mate for 1857, is $300,000. 

The number of water takers is now 21,602 —being an 
increase of 796 over 1856. | 
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The usual condensed classification of the various water 
tenants has been prepared, and a statement of the 
amount of water rate paid by each class; the whole, 
being collated with similar tables for the preceding 


year, 1s here inserted.

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A statement of Receipts and Expenditures during the 
last year, by the Clerk of the Water Board, or Service 
Clerk, is hereto annexed. The whole amount of ex- 
penditure has been $96,931 25. Of this, $66,753 35 
was for extension of the works; leaving $30,177 90 
as the amount of the expenses of this department. 
This is in excess of the expenses of 1856, $1,356 80. 

As this item covers all the expenses of repairs, and 
the salaries of those having charge of the works, &c., it 
must be expected to increase. The works are continu- 
ally being extended, and the older they grow of course 
they become more liable to breaks and leakage; and 
from the nature of the case, more expense must be 
annually required to keep them in order.

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CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Boston, JANuARY 5, 1858. 
Hon. Joun H. WILKrys, 
President of the Cochituate Water Board. 


Sir:—The usual Annual Report of matters pertaining to 
the Water Works is herewith submitted. 


Lake Cochituate, §c. 


All the structures, roads, and the new dam connected with 
the lake, are in excellent condition. 

Owing to the unusual quantity of rain in the spring, work 
was not commenced on the new dam until July 21st. It was 
finished August 20th. Since that time it has been very thor- 
oughly tested, and found to be very tight. } 

The quality of the water is now very good, and has been 
throughout the year, except for a few days in the fall, just after 
some very heavy rains, when a slight vegetable taste, similar 
to what has been before observed, was found in it. 

During the year an unusual large quantity of snow and 
rain has fallen. At the commencement of the year, the water 
in the lake was within one foot of high water mark. It was 
- gradually drawn down, until on the Tth of February it stood

at 5 feet 4 inches, this being 2 feet 8 inches below high water 
mark. The weather moderating and rain falling about this 
time, thawed the snow and ice so fast that the surface of the 
lake was raised so suddenly that in a little over two weeks 
it had risen to high water mark. It afterwards fell a few 
inches, but on the 5th of March it was again up to high water 
mark. From that time until the 10th of October, the lake 
continued full, notwithstanding the large use of water in the 
city, and the unprecedented amount wasted from the lake. 
From the 10th of October to the 25th, the water fell to 9 
inches below high water mark, when it again commenced ris- 
ing, and on the 3lst again reached high water mark, since 
which time it has kept full. For 288 days in the year the 
lake has been kept full, and only 77 days in the year has it 
been below high water mark. 

Water has also been wasted from the lake 296 days in the 
year, in all 10,625,900,000 gallons, this being an average per 
day for the entire year of over 29,000,000 gallons, it being 
more than double the average quantity used in the city 
throughout the year; and if it could have been stored up, 
would have lasted the city for the two succeeding years, even 
if no rain had fallen in that time. 

The lake having been kept so full, slightly damaged one of 
the roads leading across it. This was repaired, and since, by 
order of your Board, a contract has been made with Mr. Hor- 
ace T. Hildreth, of Natick, to cart on gravel to raise it some 
four feet in height. Stone walls were also needed at the sides 
of the road to retain the earth. These are now being con- 
structed under the immediate superintendence of Mr. Knowl- 
ton. Permission to raise the road was obtained from the 
Selectmen of Natick, before commencing the work. 
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Conduit Line. 


The Conduit is generally in good condition. It was re- 
paired early in the season near Webber’s barn. The waste 
weir at this place will require some repairs the coming season. 

The strength of the Conduit has been thoroughly tested — 
during the past year. The following table shows the differ- 
ent heights at which the water has been running, and the num- 
ber of days in each month at the different heights. It being 
understood that the Conduit is but siz feet four inches in 
height.

It will be seen by this table that in 142 days the conduit 
has been run less than full, in 36 days just full, and in 187 
days it has been running with a head on it varying from four 
inches, to two feet eight inches. The table also shows that the 
great pressures have been put on it in all seasons of the year. 
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The original design was to keep the -water running at a 
depth not exceeding 4 feet 4 inches. Had we been compelled 
to keep the flow down to this point, there would not have 
been asingle day in the year in which the city would have 
had a full supply. 

With very trifling additions to the conduit, there is no 
doubt it is strong enough to have a head of at least two feet 
on it continuously. 

Since the third main has been laid across Charles River, 
the water has been run at an average of about one foot less 
in that portion of the conduit west of Charles River, than 
would have been necessary had it not been laid. 


Charles River. 


A third main pipe was laid across this river in the summer. 
Work was commenced early in July. The pipes were all laid 
and water let through them on the 9th of September. The 
new main is 36 inches in diameter. ‘The two originally laid 
are 30 inches in diameter. 


Brookline Reservoir. 


This reservoir is in good condition. In the early part of 
the year the new circular screens were put into the gate house 
and have worked perfectly well during the entire season. 
Leaves, rubbish, and fish, are much more easily removed from 
them than from the upright ones. They are also more 
easily repaired when necessary. 

The sale of some useless land at the westerly end of the 
Reservoir made it advisable to remove a fence to the new 
line of property. At the same time a road was changed in 
direction. These two changes have improved the appearance 
of this part of the Reservoir. 
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Beacon Hill Reservoir. 


This reservoir leaked last October a little more than at any 
previous time during the last four years. 

When the water was first let into it, there were more leaks 
and worse ones than at present; but being mostly through the 
crown of the inside arches, the water ran off through the 
drains originally built for that purpose under the reservoir, 
in anticipation of the leaks. 

All structures of stone and brick built to contain water 
above ground, if of any great magnitude, leak more or less. 
Beacon Hill Reservoir leaks as little as any one in the 
country. 

After the water was first let into it, the leaks gradually de- 
creased, occasioned by the sediment in the water being depos- 
ited in the minute crevices of the masonry. 

Once in each year the water is all drawn off, and the reser- 
voir cleansed out. This was done in October last. There is 
generally from one to three inches of deposit on the bottom. 
The leaks are worse soon after it is cleaned out than at any 
other time. They gradually decrease as the sediment collects. 

The main cause of increase of the leaks in the fall, was 
owing to the fact that last winter during the severe cold 
weather, the little water that could be kept in it froze up 
solid, and its expansion caused very minute seams to open in 
the crowns of the arches, through which the water percolated. 
The increase of leakage was noticed very early in the spring, 
although at that time there was not so much show of it outside 
as now. 

Many attempts have been made to stop the leaks, but noth- 
ing has yet been successful, nor is there much prospect of their 
abatement until another main from Brookline is laid, or some 
other means adopted to increase the quantity of water in the 
city in extreme cold and extreme hot weather. 

The new pipe would do much towards preventing the leaks, 
because the reservoir could then be kept so full of water that 

+ 
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it would not freeze up solid, and therefore any such great ex- 
pansion of the reservoir as occurred last winter would be 
prevented. 

The leaks are not a cause of danger to the structure, 
because the foundations were laid unusually deep and with 
ereat strength, and because the principal part of the water 
from the leaks is carried off in the drains, thus preventing the 
ground under the walls from becoming soft. The reservoir 
is now every way as strong and substantial as ever, no settle- 
ment having taken place in any part of it. 

The leaks can only be kept from sight by an expenditure 
of some thousands of dollars, which expenditure I would not 
advise to be incurred at the present time. 


Consumption of Water in the City. 


The excessive cold of last winter caused an extraordinary 
use of the water. During the month of January an average 
of over 15,000,000 gallons was used daily, it being near 24 
millions per day more than was used in January of 1856. In 
the months of July and August, as usual, larger quantities 
were used than in the spring and fall months. In October, 
the use of water fell off very much, the stagnation in business 
at that time reducing the quantities used in manufactories, an 
average of one million gallons per day. The average quan- 
tity used during the year was about 122 millions of gallons 
per day. 

The decrease of consumption of water can only be tem- 
porary, and should not be permitted to delay action in regard 
to raising the surface of the lake, nor in making preparations 
for the new main line of pipes from Brookline Reservoir to 
the city.

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Of the leaks that have occurred in pipes of four inches in 
diameter and upwards, sixty-seven were caused by the loosen- 
ing of lead in the joints, seven by the settling of the earth, 
seven by frost, one by a cap blowing off, two by flaws in the 
pipes, one struck by a pick.

five by flaws in pipes, thirteen by defective stop-cocks, eleven 
by tenants, one stopped by a piece of sponge, twenty-eight 
stopped by fish, four by stop-cocks blowing out, one by a 
joint, ten struck by picks, four by digging drains, one by 
driving piles, one stopped by rust.

I herewith submit the following Report, as required by the 
16th Section of the Ordinance providing for the care and 
management of the Boston Water Works, passed October 
31st, 1850. 

The total number of Water Takers now entered for the 
year 1858, is 21,602, being an increase since January Ist, 
1857, of 796. : 

During the year there has been 1,055 cases where the water 
has been shut off for non-payment of water rates, and un- 
necessary waste of water. Of these, 851 were for non-pay- 
ment; 204 were for waste. 

The number of cases where the water has been turned on, 
is 1474. Of these, 632 were cases which had been pre- 
viously shut off for non-payment of water rates; 163 were 
those which had been shut off for unnecessary waste of water ; 
and 679 were let on for the first time. 

There have been no abatements made during the year.

CITY OF BOSTON. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings, to 
whom was referred the order of the 8th of April, requesting 
the Committee “to inquire and report if further office accom- 
modation be required for the City Government and officers, 
and if so, by what means it may best be supplied,” have 
considered the same, and submit this as their 


REPOR’T. 


The order contemplates two inquiries; first, whether any 
and if any what further accommodations are required; and 
where, and in what way, and by what means, such want may 
best be supplied. 

It is not to be presumed that your Committee are to con- 
strue the order strictly, and look only to wants that are im- 
perative; for if so, we should say, at once, there is no officer 
who has not some place or office where he.can be seen and 
consulted upon public business, either within or without the 
walls of the City Hall. But we presume that we are to inqure 
whether the officers of the government, and the public, who 
have to transact business with such officers, have such accom- 
modations as it becomes the most opulent City (relatively) 
now in the nineteenth century, to furnish; and whether, in 
apperance even, the City Hall is what it should be, as 
the representative habitation of that government, to say 
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nothing of the inconvenience occasioned to those of us who 
assist in the transaction of the public business, and without 
compensation therefor, in having to go into three or four 
buildings, in as many streets, to chase up a fact, or to get 
information that ought to be near at hand, and within the 
walls of the same building. We presume further, that the 
inquiry has reference to the extent of accommodations within 
the City Hall building, and what are required to be or ought to 
be within such building, and how far they are now so provided. 

We may give an answer to this inquiry briefly, when we 
say that ten distinct departments of the public service have 
their offices without the City Hall building, and several of 
them require more than one room to each department; 
while the balance, that are now accommodated in the City 
Hall building, have not the accommodations they require, 
and very few indeed have, in extent, and none in security 
from fire, such accommodations as the public have a right to 
demand at our hands, who know and ought to appreciate the 
importance of preserving from casualty and destruction the 
public archives, however valueless they may for the time 
being seem to be. 

In examining more closely the question of sufficient accom- 
modations, and in order to show more clearly the wants of 
the government, we will take up each department and show 
its wants, and also its means of supply at present, whether 
within or without the City Hall, beginning with the Mayor. 

And here let us premise that since the present arrange- 
ment of the City Hall, the Mayor has become an oflicer dis- 
tinct from the Board of Aldermen, and may not and should 
not occupy the latter’s room, except while the Board is in 
session. He transacts his business in his own room; and it 
should be commodious for that purpose. His present room 
is a very comfortable one, but small. Is it such a room as 
we should desire for his purpose? In that room he gives 
audience to gentlemen, from all parts of the Union and of 
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the world, distinguished in every department of learning and 
of the public service. To sucha room there should be added 
an ante-room, where visitors might wait an audience of the 
Mayor, and not, as now, make use of the Aldermen’s room 
for that purpose, at the same time making the approach to 
the Mayor so easy and common as to require, for occasional 
privacy, the bolt to be turned upon the public. 

The room of the Board of Aldermen is sufficiently commo- 
dious, and all that can be desired, if we except perhaps 
proper and fit accommodations for the reporters of the public 
press. 

The City Clerk has, perhaps, sufficient room, although there 
should be a room contiguous to his private room, or there 
should be some room under his charge, fitted up as a deposi- 
tory for the safe keeping of all public documents of the past, 
which now are distributed in several committee rooms, acces- 
sible to the public from the common entry, and therefore 
liable to be abstracted. The Common Council Chamber, 
although a tolerably good room on the floor, is nevertheless 
so low studded as to render it anything but an agreeable 
room, when crowded, as it often and almost always is by 
the public, anxious to watch over the deliberations of the 
popular branch of the government; and there should be rea- 
sonable and proper accommodations for that purpose. 

The Clerk of the Council has a very decent room for his 
purpose, but there ought to be a convenient room contiguous 
to the Council Chamber, to be used as a Committee room 
of the Council, and as a lobby for the members. » 

The Assessors’ Department have a very comfortable room, 
and the accommodations would be sufficient for that depart- 
ment, if there were added, as there should be, a smaller 
room in which the public could meet the Assessors, to obtain 
the information that they require. 

The several departments of Public Lands, Sewers, Internal 
Health, Streets, Lamps, and Public Buildings, occupy four 
rooms. In two cases two of these departments occupy one

room; and the others occupy one room each. ‘Three of these 
four rooms are in the City Hall, and one is in the City 
Building, (so called.) To be properly accommodated, and at 
the same time to accommodate the several committees who 
have the direction of these departments, and also the public, 
who have business with the superintendents thereof, they 
should have at least nine rooms—three public, and six pri- 
vate rooms. The reasons why there should be six private 
rooms are, that these superintendents act as clerks to their 
several committees; and the proper and only proper place 
for such a committee to holds its meetings, is in the super- 
intendent’s room, where all the documents and plans are 
or ought to be deposited; and it is proper that such meet- 
ings should be private to such extent as may be desired, 
as in the public office they cannot be. Hach of these de- 
partments also should always have a place or office accessible 
to the public; and there should be a public office; but 
one such office might suffice for two departments, and per- 
haps three public offices might be sufficient for these six 
departments. 

The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, and the Su- 
perintendent of Fire Alarms, might, with propriety, perhaps, 
occupy one suit of rooms; one accessible to the public, and 
the other private. 

The City Physician, and City Registrar, might use one 
room in common, as a vestibule to their offices, requiring 
together three rooms. - 

The Overseers of the Poor, and the Directors of the Insti- 
tutions at South Boston and Deer Island, require three rooms; 
one public, in common to both; and one private, for each 
department. These suggestions are made upon the supposition 
that all our charitable institutions at South Boston and Deer 
Island, are to be placed under one’ board of government. 

The Chief of Police has now, perhaps, all the accommoda- 
tion that can reasonably be required; and if all the other 
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departments were as well provided for as this, our inquiry 
might stop here at once. 

The Auditor of Accounts is very well situated, and reason- 
ably supplied with room. 

The City and County Treasurer’s accommodations are en- 
tirely inadequate even for the public room, and he has no 
private room at all; and one important and responsible 
branch of his service, and for which he is responsible in 
heavy bonds, is performed in another building, and beyond 
his supervision. ‘This ought not so to be. 

The duties of the Water Registrar, which are intimately 
connected with those of the Cochituate Water Board, should, 
it would seem, be performed in connection with that depart- 
ment; but as at present constituted this service requires one 
room. 

The Cochituate Water Board require two good sized 
rooms; one public and one private. They have now sufti- 
cient accommodations, as has also ‘the City Engineer; but 
they are located on Washington street, and are too far from 
the City Hall; and especially is this true in the case of the 
City Engineer, who has'as much to do for Committees of the 
City Council, as for the Cochituate Water Board. He requires 
two large sized rooms—one very large. 

The City Solicitor has never yet had an office provided for 
him; but every one who has had much experience in City 
affairs, and particularly in the Executive branch of the goy- 
ernment will understand how important it is that that officer 
should be in the City Hall building, that he may be consulted 
daily as he should and would be if he were at hand. 

The Board of School Committee, as a board, have always 
heretofore occupied, for their meetings, the Council Chamber ; 
and if this arrangement is to be continued, there ought to be 
twenty-four more seats provided, as that number is required 
for the entire board of School Committee. And it is not 
well to furnish so good an excuse for delinquency as a want 
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of proper accommodations affords. The Superintendent has 
now a small office in the City Hall Building; and another 
private room in Niles’s Block, which he deems indispensable. 
He would therefore require two rooms. 

There should be added to the requirements alveelly consid- 
ered, perhaps, two committee rooms, for joint standing and 
select committees. 

If we have not over-stated the wants of the government, 
and we submit that we have not, if convenience is to be con- 
sulted, we shall find that forty-five rooms, at least, are wanted 
for the public service; and that there are only twenty rooms 
in the present City Hall Building. Unquestionably some of 
the above named officials might, without much inconvenience, 
occupy Offices out of the City Hall; but nearly all should be 
within it. 

We may say further that not one office at sfasDit is fire 
proof, or at all approximates that character; and yet all 
ought to be, and it is of the greatest importance that they 
should be so. 

Having, as we believe, shown conclusively, that more and 
better accommodations are required for the use of the gov- 
ernment, (and in this we mean to include security from fire, 
as one strong point in the case,) we proceed to the next in- 
quiry; which is, where and by what means those accommoda- 
tions may best be supplied. 

This opens a wide field for speculation, and honest differ- 
- ence of opinion. Some will say, that the proper location is 
the site of the present City Hall and land contiguous; others 
will say that the Public Garden is the place, if you intend to 
make a new erection entirely; and especially so in view of 
the improvements contemplated by the State authorities in 
the Back Bay; and perhaps other sites may present them- 
selves to the minds of other members of the City Council; 
but the above are the only ones which have been considered 
by your Committee. 
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The advantage claimed for the site of the present City 
Hall, is that of its centrality. There is not, perhaps, one 
member of the City Council, who is called to the City Hall on 
business at other than the regular meetings of the Board to 
which he belongs, that would not have passed near that Hall 
if he had not been summoned there on official business, or 
who does not make the attendance on such a meeting subser- 
vient to some private end, before or after such meeting, in the 
matter of *business “down town,” as it is familiarly called. 

It is equally true, as it regards our constituency, who have 
business to transact with the government, and whose conven- 
ience should be consulted. 

Another reason for retaining the present site, which some 
would urge with force and effect is, that the present building 
may be so enlarged as to give the requisite accommodation at 
much less expense than it can be had in an entirely new erec- 
tion, which would be required should any other site be se- 
lected, while all the advantages of ample room and security 
from fire could be obtained in the present location. 

On the other hand, it will be urged that the Public Garden 
is the most proper place, for this reason, amongst others: 
that it is and in the future will more obviously be nearer the 
eeoeraphical centre of the City, and in that respect, at least, 
is to be preferred; that on that site, a City Hall will have 
the advantage, on all sides, of extensive open space, and will 
thereby not only secure the best light and air for its occu- 
pants, but also furnish an opportunity for architectural dis- 
play, unequalled in the City; that such a building would be 
a fitting termination to the great Central Avenue contem- 
plated to be laid out and built by the State authorities over 
the Back Bay, and upon which it is expected the palaces of 
our merchant princes are hereafter to be erected. And asa 
further reason in favor of this location, it is urged, that we 
own the land which at present at least is unproductive, and 
probably will continue to be in the future, from the unwilling- 
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ness of many to appropriate that property to private use, 
who urge, as one reason, that it is a part of the Common, 
and therefore cannot be sold by the City Council, and if it 
could, it ought not to be, but should be retained as a public 
promenade, &c. And it is further urged, that we shall not 
only not be obliged to purchase land for a new City Hall, 
should it be located upon the Public Garden, but if we locate 
it there, we can with equal if not greater propriety locate 
the Court House there also; and that then the sites both of 
the City Hall and the Court House may be sold to help pay 
for the new buildings which are to supersede them. 

But to this it may be answered: if we intend to build on 
the Public Garden at all, why not sell to individuals the lands, 
and thereby furnish all the means required to erect a City 
Hall on the present site, that will furnish accommodations not 
only for the present generation, but for a century to come — 
a building that shall be, not only central, commodious, and 
secure, but also a fit representative of the taste and the arch. 
itectural and mechanical skill of our community, but also a 
building that shall, to some extent, redeem Boston from the 
reproach, if it be a reproach, of not having one single edifice 
which shows any advance in architecture for the last century 
—the old State House being in design equal to any public 
building belonging to the City? 

Having stated some of the reasons which present them- 
selves most prominently in favor of each of these two loca- 
tions, we will now consider the question of adding to the 
present City Hall building, (if the present site is preferred, ) 
or whether it would be better to construct an entirely new 
building. 

The prominent and perhaps the only argument in favor of 
the enlargement of the present City Hall building, is the econ- 
omy of such a movement. The friends of the measure are 
confident that such enlargement can be made for one hundred 
thousand dollars; and they say an entirely new structure will 
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cost three times that amount, and be, when done, no more safe 
or commodious than the enlarged building can be made; and 
further, (which is important, if true,) that much time may be 
saved in the completion of the building ready for use. On the 
other hand, it may be urged, that all past experience has shown 
to all who have been unfortunate enough to hazard the test, 
that every dollar saved in such a case, costs a dollar and a 
half to save it; and more than that, when the building is done, 
it is but a patched up affair, a sorry experience of the violation 
of the caution not to put new cloth into old garments, lest both 
be made worse. It may be further urged against this propo- 
sition, that the present building occupies a position angular to 
the street, and also to the lines of the lot, and no enlargement 
saving the back and end walls can rectify this evil, or make it 
tolerable ; and more, that the width of the avenue between the 
City Hall and the Court House is dispropoptionably wide, and 
should, if it can legally and without too great an expense, be 
reduced; and if the City Hall building is to be enlarged upon 
the present site, it ought to be extended in the rear, as well 
as in front, thereby superseding the present back wall, and 
taking away the chief argument in favor of the enlargement of 
the present building; that the only way to occupy the land 
under and around the present City Hall with profit to the city, 
and at the same time secure the accommodations required, and 
do something to give character to the city, as to its architec- 
tural taste and skill, which it is the duty of the city fathers to 
consult when they have a fitting opportunity, —is to build an 
entirely new building, in so far as design and arrangement are 
concerned; that the City authorities ought not to impose upon 
corporate and individual wealth, the entire expense of beauti- 
fying our city, especially when so good an opportunity occurs, 
and so sufficient a justification is clearly made out. 

In conclusion, your Committee would submit for the consid- 
eration of the City Council the following Resolve and Order. 

For the Committee, 
PELHAM BONNEY, Chairman. 
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Resolved, That in the opinion of the City Council more and 
better accommodations for the government are required, and 
that such accommodations should be provided within the limits 
of the City Hall building; and especially is it important, that 
the several offices for the government should be much more 
secure from fire than they now are or can be made without an 
entire revolution of the present building; therefore it is 


Ordered, 'That the Committee on Public Buildings procure 
plans to be made for a building for the City’s use, with the 
required rooms for all the present City officers; and that, for 
that purpose, one thousand dollars be and the same hereby is 
appropriated; and that the same be charged to the appropri- 
ations for Incidental Expenses and Miscellaneous Claims. 
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To tHe Honoraste Crry Councrt: 


The undersigned has the honor to submit his Annual 
Report concerning the Births, Marriages, and Deaths in 
the city of Boston during the year 1857. 

In accordance with an ordinance authorizing the City 
Registrar to employ assistants to collect the information 
concerning Births, Mr. George Adams, the well known 
compiler of the “ Boston Directory,” was employed to 
perform this duty. The facilities which this gentleman 
possesses for procuring this information, and the experi- 
ence which he has gained during the last seven or eight 
years in the same employment, are a satisfactory guar- 
antee that the work has been well performed. Owing 
to the removals, however, that are constantly occurring 
from one part of the city to another, and from the city, 
doubtless some births have not been reported. The 
results of the canvass, however, are submitted to the 
City Council, with the conviction that they approach as 
near to accuracy as it was possible to make them. 

The undersigned, on entering upon the duties of his 
office four years ago, attempted to reduce certain names, 
which had been spelt variously, to a uniform orthog- 
raphy ; but with only partial success. There are many 
persons, (most of whom, unfortunately, cannot read,) 
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who will insist on spelling their names in defiance of 
all etymological or orthographical law. In vain it is 
urged, that the name originated thus and so, assumed 
its correct form by a regular, etymological process, and 
that by no means should it appear as specified. This 
averment is met by the emphatic assertion, that his or 
her father and grandfather spelt their names thus; and 
the controversy is ended by the pretty distinct observa- 
tion, that it is very strange that one cannot be allowed 
to spell his name to suit himself Such istances are 
not rare; and, accordingly, a considerable number of 
names appear on the records as their owners will have 
them, and not as the recording officer believes to be 
correct. 

The usual returns of the Births, Marriages, and 
Deaths, recorded in Boston, have been transmitted to 
the Secretary of State, conformably to law. 


BIRTHS. 


The whole number of Births recorded in the city of 
Boston during the year 1857, was 5,881,—2,980 males, 
and 2,901 females,—41 less than the number registered 
the previous year. It should be stated, however, that 
62 of these births were in the Rainsford Island Hospital, 
five in the Deer Island Hospital, 161 in other towns in 
the State, and 75 out of the State. As the parents of 
these children are now resident in the city, their births 
are very properly registered here ; and as it is supposed 
that an equal number of children are removed from the 
city without having been registered, perhaps the re- 
corded result is not very far from the true one. 
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The following is a comparative statement of the 
Births and Deaths in each ward. The births in the 
public institutions and those out of the city, (number- 
ing 303,) together with the deaths in the hospitals, are 
excluded in the comparison.

It will be seen, that in wards 1, 3, 4, 6, and 8, the 
ratio of the deaths is greater than that of the births 
in the same places. While the deaths in ward 1 
make 13.69 per cent. of all the deaths, (exclusive of 
those that occurred in public institutions,) the births in 
the same ward make but 15.01 per cent. of the whole 
number of births. The difference in ward 38 is still 
greater; 8.79 per cent. of the deaths occurred there, 
while but 7.81 per cent. of the births are found there. 
The difference is greatest in ward 4, where but 2.22 per 
cent. of the births occurred, while the deaths make 3.61 
per cent. of the entire mortality. Wards 6 and 8 may 
rank with ward 1, although ward 8 presents rather the 
most unfavorable aspect. 

In wards 2, 5, 7, 9, 10, 11, and 12, there is a gain by 
natural increase. The greatest increase is in ward 2, 
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where the births make 12.56 per cent. of the whole 
number of births, while the deaths there are only 8.28 
per cent. of the entire mortality, showing an absolute 
increase of 4.28 per cent. Ward 12 comes next, show- 
ing a predominance of births over the deaths, of 2.36 
per cent. Ward 11 falls a little below this proportion, 
but still presents a favorable record. Ward 10 ranks 
next, followed by wards 9, 5, and 7, in the order in 
which they are named. 

There were 48 instances of twin-births, and 1 case of 
triplets. The parents of the latter were native-born. — 
In 14 instances of the twins, both children were males ; 
in 13, both were females; and in 21 instances, they 
were male and female. In 9 instances, both parents 
were born in the United States; in 24, both parents 
were born in Ireland; in 8, both parents were born in 
other foreign countries; while in 7 cases, 1 parent was 
native born, and the other foreign. In 1856, there were 
52 cases of twin-births, and 2 of triplets. 

There were but 84 instances of colored births,—a 
decrease of 16 in the number recorded the previous 
year.

By reference to the foregoing table, it will be seen 
that, of 1,464 children, both parents, in each case, were 
born in the United States. These make 24.89 per cent. of 
all the births. The number of instances in which the 


father only was native-born, is 283, or 4.81 per cent. of 
the whole number. The number of cases in which the 
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mother only was native born, is 260, or 4.42 per cent., 
very nearly the same proportion that exists in the case 
of native born fathers. The number of instances in 
which one or both parents were native born, is 2,007, or 
34.12 per cent. In 1856, the proportion of the same 
classes was 32.23 per cent. 

The number of instances in which one or both 
parents were foreign born,is4,347,or more than 73.91 per 
cent. The instances in which both parents were foreign 
born, amount to 3,801, or 64.63 per cent. of the whole 
number of births. As usual, the Irish element pre- 
dominates, amounting to 2,764, (117 less than that of 
1856,) or 47 per cent. of all the births, 63.58 per cent. of 
all the cases in which either of the parents were foreign 
born, and 72.71 per cent. of all the births, where both 
parents were foreign born. The foregoing analysis shows 
that the materials from which the population of the city 
is made up, are very far from being homogeneous in 
their character. The 50 instances in which the birth- 
places of both parents are unknown, are not considered 
in the foregoing statement.

MARRIAGES. 


The Intentions of Marriage recorded during the 
year amount to 2,683,—231 less than the number re- 
corded the previous year, and 378 less than that of 
1855. The number of marriages received and entered 
to date, is 2,385,—298 less than the number recorded 
the previous year, and 617 less than the number re- 
corded in 1855. The proportion of marriages recorded 
to the number of intentions entered, is somewhat smaller 
than it was the previous year. Making allowance for 
those who register their intentions, and are married in 
other places, and for a select few, whose sober second 
thought still keeps them in single blessedness, the num- 
ber of certificates that are not returned is considered to 


be too large. While most of the clergymen are prompt 
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in making their returns, (thereby complying with the 
provisions of the law, and at the same time lessening 
the labor of registration,) there are a few who neglect 
to do so. There are clergymen who have not made 
any returns for a year; it may be that these gentlemen 
have not officiated at any marriage for that length of 
time ; but it is hardly probable that such has been the 
case. Such remissness is not only a plain violation of 
a positive law, but it might prove of great injury to the 
parties married, 
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It will be observed, that of the males married, 1,131 
were born in the United States. This number makes 
47.42 per cent. of all the males, which is an increase 
over the number in the previous year of nearly 7 per 
cent. Of this number, only 297, or 26.26 per cent., 
were born in Boston, a little over 26 per cent. in other 
towns in Massachusetts, while 38.28 per cent. were born 
in the other New England States. As usual, Maine fur- 
nishes a larger number of grooms than any other State, 
the number being 224,—26 more than that State con- 
tributed the previous year. New Hampshire is repre- 
sented by just 100 less than Maine is,—an increase of 20 
over last year. Vermont, Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
are represented by 86 grooms,—an increase of 6, leav- 
ing 106 males to be allotted to States south and west. 
A large portion of the grooms born in Maine and New 
Hampshire are not residents of Boston, but came to the 
city as a convenient Gretna Green. The remaining 
1,228 males (exclusive of 26, whose places of birth are 
unknown) were born in various foreign countries, and 
make over 52 per cent. of all the grooms. Of these, 
natives of Ireland, as usual, contribute the largest num- 
ber,—749, nearly 61 per cent. of the whole amount,— 
although this number is 211 less than that of the pre- 
vious year. Germany and Northern Europe come 
next in order, furnishing nearly 13.60 per cent. of 
the foreign grooms. The British Provinces, with 118 
grooms, and England and Wales, with 100, are repre- 
sented by 218 grooms, or 17.75 per cent. of the same 
class. 

Of the females, 1,094, or 45.87 per cent. of the whole 
number, were born in the United States,—an increase 
of nearly 7 per cent. over the number of the previous 
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year. Of the brides born in the United States, Boston 
contributes 37.56 per cent.; other towns in Massachu- 
setts 23.30 per cent., and the remaining States 39.12 
per cent. Of the remaining 1,259 females, (exclusive 
of 32, whose birthplaces are unknown,) those born in 
Ireland amount to 881, (200 less than the number of 
the previous year,) or nearly 70 per cent. of the whole 
number. Of the 1,025 males born in New England, 855 
married New England females, a sufficient number to 
perpetuate the New England stock; 53 married Irish 
females, (the same number that was recorded the year 
before,) and 61 married females from the British Prov- 
inces. Of the 749 Irish males, 683, or over 91 per cent., 
married their countrywomen. There were only 30 
Irish males who married American females.

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Of the males married, (exclusive of 19, whose ages 
are unknown) it will be seen that 35.37 per cent. 
married between the ages of 25 and 30, and over 34 
per cent. married between the ages of 21 and 25; 26.24 
per cent. married between the ages of 30 and 50; while 
2.54 per cent. married between the ages of 50 and 70. 

Of the females, (exclusive of 22, whose ages are un- 
known,) 44.60 per cent. married between the ages of 
20 and 25; 23.51 per cent. married between the ages 
of 25 and 30; 17.85 per cent. married under 20 years 
of age; and 13.66 per cent. married between 30 and 50. 

By an examination of the above table, some curious 
facts will be seen in the predilections of some of the 
couples in regard to each other’s age. For example, 
while 26 young gentlemen under 21 years of age, 
chose their companions from females under 20, 3 
others selected partners whose ages were between 25 
and 80. Another man, between 25 and 30, married a 
female between 45 and 50; 25 over 30 years of age, 
11 over 35 years, and 3 over 40 years, married females 
under 20; 2 over 45, 1 over 50, and 1 over 60, married 
females under 26. 

Of the males married, 42 were minors,—a decrease 
of 18 from the number married the previous year. Of 
this number, 2 were 18 years of age; 7, 19; and 33, 
20 years. 3 

Of the females married under 20 years of age, 3 were 
but 14; 2,15; 23,16; 48,17; and 150 were 18 years 
of age. 

Of the 42 male minors married, 11 married females 
under 18 years of age; and 31 married females over 
that age. 42 females under 18 years of age married 
males over 21 years of age. 
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Of the 3 females married at 14 years of age, 1 mar- 
ried a male 18 years of age, (the youngest couple 
married,) 1 a minor of 20, and the other a man 23 
years of age. | 
Of the whole number of males married, 343 married 
females older than themselves. 

There were 34 marriages of colored parties, (12 less 
than the number married the previous year,) and 9 in- 
stances in which the males were black, and the females 
white. Last year there were 12 instances of this kind.

The first marriages of males amount to 1,999, (150 
less than the number of the previous year,) or nearly 
84 per cent. of the whole number. 

The first marriages of females are 2,101, (a decrease 
of 129,) or over 88 per cent. of all the marriages. 

The number of instances of the first marriage of both 
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parties is 1,847, making 77.44 per cent. of the whole 
number. Of the males married for the first time, 148 
married widows, and 4 married females who had been 
widowed twice. Of 342 widowers, 95 married widows, 
and 7 married those who had been twice widowed. Of 
20 males who had been twice widowers, 18, and 1 whose 
essays in the matrimonial lottery numbered 4, made 
choice of wives from those who were wholly inex- 
perienced in that condition. 

In November, 1856, there were 302 marriages—a 
larger number than occurred in any other month. In 
August following, there were 536 births, a larger num- 
ber (with one exception) than occurred in any other 
month. In March, 1857, only 115 marriages took 
place,—the least number that occurred in any month of 
the year. Should not the least number of births, there- 
fore, be looked for in December, instead of the largest ? 
The births in that month amounted to 550. 


MORTALITY OF THE YEAR. 


The following tables, exhibiting the Mortality of the 
year 1857, present a more favorable aspect than has 
been seen in either of the four preceding years. The 
number of deaths reported is 3,958,—295 less than the 
number recorded in 1856. This decrease is a very large 
one, and shows a condition of the public health of the 
most gratifying character. In 1850, the population of 
Boston was 138,788. The number of deaths in that 
year was 5,667,—being in the proportion of 1 death to 
37.84 of the population. Estimating the population of 
the city at the present time at 170,000, the mortality 
of the past year appears only as | in 42.95. In 1856, 
the ratio was 1 in 39, 
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Compared with New York, Boston presents a striking 
contrast. While the former city has a population only 
about four and a quarter times larger than that of the 
latter, its mortality is nearly six times larger. The 
cause of this disparity is not to be sought for, certainly, 
in any advantages that Boston may be supposed. to 
possess in the way of location ; for it would be difficult 
to imagine a city more favorably situated than New 
York, flanked by two noble rivers running its entire 
length, affording facilities for drainage unsurpassed by 
those of any other city. The favorable contrast which 
Boston presents to her sister city, is undoubtedly mainly 
owing to the excellence of its sanitary police. The 
efficiency of this system is seensin the yearly diminu- 
tion of the mortality, and in the almost total absence 
of epidemic diseases. 

By reference to the following table, it will be seen, 
that in only three months of the year 1857 was there 
an increase in the number of deaths over the number 
reported in the same months the preceding year, viz.: 
January, February, and September. In the first named 
month, there were 33 more than in 1856 ; in February, 
3; and in September, 4. In each of the remaining nine 
months, there is a decrease in the present Report,—the 
decrease in December being no less than 126! This 
great falling off in the mortality of December, is ac- 
counted for by the prevalence of Scarlatina in that 
month of the year 1856, when 115 died from that 
disease. The mortality in September of this year was 
greater than that of any other month in the year. 
This is the sole example, at least for ten years, where 
August has failed to assume its bad pre-eminence.

By a comparison of the present year’s result with 
that of last year, a considerable variation will be ob- 
served. In 1856, there were 634 deaths in ward I, 
(that number being an increase of 47 over the number 
reported in 1855,) being 14.90 per cent. of the entire 
mortality of the year,—an unfavorable result compared 
with the other wards. Although there is a decrease the 
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present year of 92, or from 14.90 to 13.69 per cent., 
the proportion still seems too large. Ward 2 exhibits 
a diminution of 47 in its mortality, showing a fair con- 
dition of health. East Boston contains about 10 per 
cent. of the population of the whole city, while it con- 
tributes only 8.28 per cent. of the mortality. Ward 3 
gives an increase of 30 over the mortality in that ward 
in 1856,—the per centage advancing from 7.47 to 8.79, 
but scarcely beyond its proper proportion of the whole 
mortality. In 1856, ward 4, containing 4.86 per cent. 
of the population, had but 2.79 per cent. of the deaths ; 
in 1857, the deaths there made 3.61 per cent., but still 
sufficiently low to indicate a good condition of health. 
In ward 5, there has been a decrease of 54 in the num- 
ber of deaths; while its population comprises about 
6.40 per cent. of that of the whole city, its proportion 
of the deaths was only about 4.19 per cent. Ward 
6 contains a little more than 7 per cent. of the entire 
population ; its deaths the past year were 19 less, mak- 
ing nearly 5 per cent. of all the deaths, and presenting 
about the same condition noticed in last Report. There 
is a slight decrease in the mortality of ward 7, but an 
increase in its proportion of the mortality. This in- 
crease,-however, is not above the amount that belongs 
to it. There isa decrease in wards 8, 9, and 10,— 
the largest decrease (68) being in ward 10. In wards 
11 and 12 there is a slight increase. The deaths in 
South Boston in 1856, (exclusive of those that oc- 
cured in the city institutions there,) made 9.94 per cent. 
of the entire mortality, but more than one per cent. 
below its proper vroportion. In 1857, the per centage 
was 11.06, corresponding within a slight fraction to its 
per centage of the eutire population. 
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The aggregate ages of all who died during the year, 
amount to 82,785 years. The average age is 20.91 
years,—more than a year above the average age in 1856. 
Leaving out those who died from external causes, the 
average age of those who died from disease alone, is 
20.63 years,—a considerable increase over that of the 
preceding year. The aggregate ages of 1,934 males, (ex- 
clusive of those who died from casualties, &c.,) amount 
to 57,488 years, allowing an average age of 19.38 years, 
nearly two years above that of the year 1856. The 
number of females who died from natural causes is 
1853. Their aggregate ages amount to 40,658 years, 
allowing an average age of nearly 22 years,—a slight 
advance on the result of the previous year. 

The aggregate ages of those who were native born, 
numbering 1,183, amount to 32,622 years, yielding an 
average age of 27.57 years,—three years above that of 
the preceding year. The deaths of native born males, 
(not including those under 20 years of age of foreign 
parents,) were 567. Their average age was 26 years. 
The year before, the average age of this class was 
21.53 years. Native born females number 616. Their 
average age was 29.94 years,— more than two years 
higher than that of 1856. 

The aggregate ages of 2,604 foreigners, (Sntennee 
all under 20 years of age born of foreign parents, and 
excluding all who died from external causes,) amount 
to 45,503 years, allowing an average age of 17.47 years, 
about half a year above that of 1856. The aggregate 
ages of 1,367 foreign males amount to 23,313 years, 
which give an average age of 17 years,—a slight. 
increase over the preceding year’s average, but falling 
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eight years below that of native born males. The ag- 
gregate ages of 1,257 foreign females amount to 22,189 
years, allowing them an average age of 17.93 years,— 
not quite a year above that of foreign males. The dif- 
ference between the average ages of native and foreign 
born females, is nearly 12 years in favor of the former ! 

Much care has been observed in collating these facts ; 
and as a like result has been reached in several succes- 
sive years, little doubt is entertained that a very near 
approximation to a correct result has been attained. 
The facts are of an interesting character, and involve 
considerations of much weight. The remedy for a 
great proportion of the mortality among the foreign 
born portion of our population is beset with much diffi- 
culty, and requires a progress in mental and social cul- 
ture, hardly to be expected among those who are the 
greatest sufferers. This great disparity is so unvarying 
it its occurrence, that it has almost ceased to elicit re- 
mark. That something should be done to diminish this 
sad havoc among the class referred to, will be evident 
to all; and a spirit of humanity would urge to instant 
action. 

The deaths of married persons of both sexes amount 
to 984, or 24.86 per cent. of all the deaths. The males 
amount to 554, making about 14 per cent. of the entire 
mortality, (an increase of 1 1-2 per cent. over the result 
of the previous year,) and 26.68 per cent. of all the 
males. Of the married males, 374 (67.50 per cent.) 
were foreigners. Of married females, there died 430,— 
10.86 per cent. of all the deaths. Of this number, for- 
_eign females comprise about 62 per cent. Widowers 
number 63—31 Americans and 382 foreigners; and 
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widows, 262,—130 native born and 32 foreign born. It 
will be observed that the deaths of native born widows 
are four-fold more than those of foreign-born widows. 

There died during the year, 73 colored persons— 
34 males and 39 females,—an increase over the number 
reported the previous year. Their aggregate ages 
amount to 1,843 years, allowing to them an average 
age of 25.24 years——two years below that of 1856.” 
The average age of the males is 24.79 years,—of the 
females, 25.46. 

The oldest person that died was an Irish female, 98 
years of age. 
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The following analysis of the foregoing table, com- 
pared with that of the previous year, presents the

The deaths of children under one year of age, in 
1857, are 47 less than they were in 1856. Of those, in 
each of the specified periods from 1 year to 50, 2,391 
deaths are recorded, against 2,675 in the previous year. 
In each of the decades between 50 and 100, (excepting 
that between 60 and 70,in which the mortality was 
the same each year,) a higher rate of mortality is re- 
corded the present year. 

The following table embraces all who died between 
1 day and 20 years, which make 56.36 per cent. of all 
the deaths. In 1856, the mortality during the same 


period was 57.67 per cent. 
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The above table shows, that 111 children (being 2.80 
per cent. of the entire mortality) died on the day of 
their birth. Of this number, children of foreign parents 
comprised more than 78 per cent. Seventy-six died 
when they were between one day and one week old; 
109 between one week and one month; 138 between 
one and three months; 179 between 3 and 6 months; 
and 337 between 6 and 12 months. The number of 
children that died under 6 months, was 633,—about 16 
per cent., or one-sixth of the whole mortality. The 
number that died between 1 and 5 years was 909, or 
nearly 23 per cent. of all the deaths. Between 5 and 
10 years, there died 116, making 4.19 per cent. of the 
deaths ; and between 10 and 15 years, only 68, or 1.71 
per cent. | 

The above table has been prepared with much care, 
and is believed to be accurate. That the mortality 
among children of foreign parentage should be three 
times greater than it is among those of native parent- 
age, seems almost incredible. A similar statement, 
however, was embraced in last Report, and a like result 
exhibited. 

The annexed table comprises all of foreign birth over 
20 years of age. The whole number of deaths of per- 
sons over 20 years of age was 1,727, of which those who 
were foreign born make 1,037, or 60 per cent. Of these 
last, persons born in Ireland make nearly 77 per cent.; 
the preceding year, the per centage was 83.11. 
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The number of stillborns reported during the year 
is 271,— two less than the number recorded in 1856.

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Accidents. —'The deaths from causes thus designated, 
amount to 142,—3.58 per cent. of the entire mortality, 
—39 less than the number thus recorded in last Report. 
Among these are placed two cases of sun-stroke, and 
two in which death resulted from drinking cold water. 
Of the whole number, 62 were foreign born, and 35 of 
foreign parentage. If personal habits, modes of living, 
employments, &c., will account for the great excess of 
mortality from natural causes among foreigners and 
their children, over the mortality among the native-born 
population, how shall a like inequality in the deaths 
from accidental causes be accounted for? Are not native- 
born persons as much exposed to casualties as foreigners ? 

Apoplezy—The number of instances thus reported 
this year is 88,—an increase of three over the previous 
year’s result. Of these, 22 were of native-born persons, 
—the precise number that died from this cause in 1856. 

Bowels, Diseases of-—The deaths from causes thus 
designated, amount to 48,—a decrease of 13 from last 
year’s number. The suspicion with which these cases 
should be regarded has been more than once hinted at. 
If it were not a serious subject, the singular reports that 
are made concerning some of these cases would be any- 
thing but serious. Instances like the following are not 
rare. One reports a death after the following fashion : 
The deceased took a pain in the head, which travelled 
down to his feet, branched off into the “rheumatiz ” 
in the shoulders, contracted into a carbuncle on the 
back, and culminated into an indescribable something 
in the hypogastric region, which could be expressed 
in no other way than by “ Disease of Bowels.” An- 
other guesses the cause of death to be dysentery, and

fails to describe a single characteristic of that disease. 
A third speaks of a distress in the bowels, but can 
specify nothing but a cough and hard work. All these 
items, with many others of an equally unintelligible 
and disjointed character, are the materials from which 
some of these cases have received their designations. 

Brain, Diseases of —Like the preceding class of dis- 
eases, deaths from “diseases of the brain” are to be 
looked on with suspicion, though not to the same ex- 
tent. The deaths from diseases of this character, dur- 
ing the year 1857, amount to 108,—a decrease of 22 
from last year’s number, making 2.72 per cent. of all 
the deaths. These cases were equally divided between 
foreigners and their children, and natives. 

Bronchitis—Twenty deaths from this cause are re- 
ported for the present year. Last year there were but 
seven. It is doubtful if some of them should not 
have been designated as Inflammation of the Lungs. 
Most of them were of children. 

Cancer —Thirty-four deaths from this cause are re- 
corded in this year’s table-——an increase of 18 over the 
number of the previous year. Most of these deaths 
were, as usual, of females, only 4 being of males. It 
will be seen that the location of the disease in each 
instance, (with one exception,) has been specified. 

Chicken Pox—One death thus designated, (that of an 
infant,) is reported in the month of December. 

Cholera Infantum—The deaths thus classed number 
277,—an increase of 70 over the number reported the 
previous year,— making nearly 7 per cent. of all the 
deaths. Of the whole number, children of foreign 
parentage comprise nearly 77 per cent. All but 5 of 
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these deaths occurred in the months of July, August, 
and September. There is much uncertainty in regard 
to these cases. A very large portion of the deceased 
were unattended by physicians, and of course the re- 
turns of such came from questionable sources. 

Chorea, (St. Vitus’s Dance.) — One death from this 
cause is reported in November. The subject was a 
child seven years of age. 

Consumption—The mortality from this disease amounts 
this year to 764,—4 more than were recorded the pre- 
vious year, — making 19.50 per cent. of all the deaths. 
The mortality from this cause is in the ratio of one 
death to each 222.51 of the population. It will be ob- 
served by the annexed table, that of those dying from 
this formidable malady, foreigners comprise 69.24 per 
cent.,— the amount that the same class contributed in 
1855, but 5 per cent. above that of the year 1856.

The above table gives the number of deaths from 
Consumption in each ward, and in the several public 
institutions. It will be seen that nearly one-seventh of 
the deaths from this disease occurred in ward 7; about 
one-eighth in ward 1; and in the six wards, 7, 1, 12, 3, 
8 and 10, 61.24 per cent. of all the deaths occurred. 
There were 85 deaths in the public institutions. 

The subjomed statement exhibits the occupations of 
the males who died from Consumption, with the excep- 
tion of 46, who were mostly boys, between the ages of 
8 and 15 years.

It will be seen from the above, that of the whole 
number of males who died from Consumption, Laborers 
comprise 127, or 34.79 per cent. ; Tailors, 6.57 per cent.; 
Mariners, 5.48 per cent.; Carpenters and Clerks, each 
4.38 per cent. ; Traders, 2.74 per cent.; and Blacksmiths 


and Painters, each, 2.19 per cent. 


The foregoing eight 


enumerated classes number 229, making nearly 62.74 
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per cent. of the whole ; while the remaining 65 employ- 
ments, comprising 136 persons, make 37.26 per cent. 

Childbirth. — Forty-two deaths from diseases incident 
to childbirth are reported, 6 more than occurred in 
1856. Of the whole number, 27 were of foreign fe- 
males. A similar disparity between native and foreign- 
born females occurs from year to year. It may be, that 
Peritontis would have been the proper term to affix to 
some of these cases; but as it was not possible to ascer- 
tain the characteristics of these, the two designations 
appear as reported. 

Convulsions —The deaths thus classed, numbering 119, 
(ten more than were recorded last year,) make 3 per 
cent. of the entire mortality. Of the whole number, 
children of foreign parents make nearly 85 per cent. 
These cases also require scrutiny. Some of them were 
returned as “ fits,’—a term not deficient in comprehen- 
siveness, certainly, however it may be lacking in other 
respects. From the returns made, it was not possible 
to designate these cases differently, at least with any 
probability of being more correct. 

Croup—Of this much dreaded disease, 103 cases 
occurred,—17 less than the previous year’s number,—of 
which children of foreign parents make 78.64 per cent., 
—the same proportion, within a slight fraction, that 
occurred the year before. These cases make 2.60 per 
cent. of the whole mortality. 

Debility —¥ifty-six deaths —one more than was re- 
corded both last year and the year before—are reported 
this year. This is also an equivocal term, used, like 
the mantle of charity, to cover a multitude of sins. 
Some of them were returned as “old age ;” but as the

subjects were very far from being old, and as the only 
indications of disease that were apparent were a gen- 
eral wasting away, or physical prostration, this term 
seemed to be as fit as any that could be employed. The 
deaths thus classed make 1.41 per cent. of the entire 
mortality. 

Dysentery and Diarrhea — Together, make 2.62 per 
cent. of the mortality. Of the whole number, — 84 of 
the first, and 20 of the latter, — foreigners and their 
children comprise 73. 

Dropsy.—Highty-six cases, against 79 of the previous 
year, are set down in this year’s table. Although most 
of these cases were ascertained to be what is usually 
indicated by this term, there were some attended by 
characteristics which rendered it exceedingly difficult 
to class them. 

Dropsy in Head. — The deaths from Hydrocephalus 
number 128,— 3.25 per cent. of the whole mortality, 
— 34 less than the number reported the previous 
year. Of the entire amount, children of foreign parent- 
age comprise 72.73 per cent. Undoubtedly this disease 
is a common one; but from the considerations before 
alluded to, it 1s doubtful whether all these cases are 
properly classed. 

Lrysipelas—The number of deaths from this disease 
is 21,—5 less than the number reported last year. 
They are very evenly divided among foreigners and 
native-born. | 

Heart, Diseases of. — Of the 102 cases thus reported, 
59 were of native-born persons, and 47 of foreigners 
and their children. Some of them were of very young 
children, and undoubtedly were susceptible of a more 
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definite designation. As most of these deaths were 
sudden in their character, the causes of them, in many 
instances, were purely conjectural. They make 2.57 
per cent. of the entire mortality. 

Homicides. — Kleven deaths from violence occurred 
during the year, the same number that were reported 
in 1856. 

Hooping Cough—The mortality from Hooping Cough 
amounts to 57,— the precise number tabulated last 
year; 43 were children of foreign parentage, making 
more than 75 per cent. of the entire mortality from this 
cause. 

Infantile Diseases—The mortality from causes thus 
designated always appears large in the Registrar’s 
Report. The number thus classed in the foregoing 
table is 237,—an increase of 15 over last year’s amount, 
and making nearly 6 per cent. of all the deaths. Of the 
total number, children of foreign parentage comprise 
nearly 79 per cent. All of these cases were of children 
under one month old. The most of them died before 
they were a week old. For reasons before given, no 
more definite specification of the cause of death could 
be made. 

Tntemperance—Thirty cases thus specified are record- 
ed,—one less than were reported last year. Seven of 
these only were of native-born persons. 

Inngs, Diseases of.— Deaths from Diseases of the 
Lungs number 254,— 5.91 per cent. of all the deaths. 
Of the whole number, foreigners and their children 
comprise over 66 percent. The deaths thus classed 
made 6.13 per cent. of the mortality last year. A large 
proportion of the deaths was of young children.

Liver, Diseases of. — There were but 25 deaths thus 
reported during the year,—a falling off of 7 deaths from 
last year’s record. Fifteen of these cases were of for- 
eign-born persons. : 

Marasmus.—Seventy-one instances are reported this 
year, —an increase of 18 over the number of last year. 
With the exception of a very few of these cases, where 
physicians endorsed the returns, little reliance can be 
placed on their accuracy. They were principally of 
children under five years of age, many of whom were 
reported as having died of Consumption. 

Measles—There were but six cases of Measles during 
the year, against 77 the previous year. <A similar fall- 
ing off occurs in the case of Small Pox, of which only 
two instances are reported, — one at Deer Island, (of a 
sailor,) and one of a child in the city. The number of 
cases recorded last year was 78. The decline of this 
disease is remarkable, and indicates both successful 
treatment and a general participation in the benefits of 
vaccination. 

Old Age. — There were 61 instances thus recorded 
during the year—14 males and 47 females. Of the 
males, 9 were American born, and of the females, 31 
were of the same nativity. The average age of the 
males was 82 years; of the females 85 years. 

Paralysis—The deaths from Paralysis amount to 38, 
—one less than last year’s record, — 24 of which were 
of native-born persons. 

Pleurisy —¥orty-two cases, (383 of which were of for- 
elgners,) are reported,—a decrease of 11 from the mor- 
tality of last year. 

Scarlet Fever—Of this disease, which has prevailed 
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as an epidemic since March, 1856, 403 deaths occurred 
in 1857, — an increase of 41 over the number recorded 
in 1856. The mortality from this cause makes more 
than 10 per cent. of all the deaths; the previous year 
it made but 8.51 per cent. In January, 1857, 110 
deaths occurred from this cause, (74.44 per cent. of 
which was of children of foreign parentage,) since which 
time the disease has been gradually diminishing. It 
may be a matter of interest to designate in tabular 
form the localities where the disease prevailed. |

It will be seen that the disease was more fatal in 
ward 12 than in any other ward,—17.86 per cent. of the 
deaths from that cause having occurred there. Ward 
2 furnishes the next largest number,—14.39 per cent. of 
the deaths taking place there. In wards 4, 5, and 6, 
there were but 9, 12, and 19 deaths, respectively. In 
the three southern wards, 35.73 per cent. of all the 
deaths from Scarlatina occurred. The ages of those 
dying from this disease may be seen by the annexed. 
statement :

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It will be noticed, that 57.51 per cent. of the mortal- 
ity occurred among children under 3 years of age. 
There was reported one death of a person between 20 
and 30, and one between 30 and 40. 

Rheumatism—The number of deaths from this cause 
amounts to 16, the same number that was reported 
the previous year. 

Teething—There were 134 deaths thus reported dur- 
ing the year, no less than 110 of which were of children 
of foreign parentage. These deaths make 3.38 per cent. 
of the whole mortality. Perhapsa great portion of the 
deaths would have been more accurately designated 
had they been classed with those dying from. Cholera 
Infantum. 

Tumors—There were 14 deaths from Tumors during 
the year,—two less than occurred in 1856. The local- 
ity in each case is specified. 

Typhoid Fever—Highty-three cases of this disease are 
reported, and three of Ship Fever. The latter occurred 
at Deer Island. These diseases make 2.17 per cent. of 
the mortality, and are almost equally divided between 
foreigners and persons of native birth. 

Unknown Diseases—There are 68 instances thus desig- 
nated, — 88 less than were reported last year. The 
deaths thus classed make but 1.71 per cent. of the entire 
mortality. When it is considered that the great bulk 
of these deaths is of children under two months of 
age, many of whom had never received medical treat- 
ment, the proportion cannot be considered excessive. 
Children of foreign parents make over 72 per cent. of 
the whole number. 

The general aspect of the year’s mortality is a favor- 
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able one. In estimating the reliability of the reported 
causes of death, perhaps not more than 75 per cent. of 
the whole is of a character to justify any degree of 
confidence, leaving the remainder utterly worthless for 
statistical purposes. In a city like Boston, and with 
a registration law defective in some respects, perhaps 
such a result is to be looked for; but every year’s ex- 
perience serves to perfect what is good in the law, and 
to render more easy a change in due time. 

The following table, containing over 91 per cent. of 
the entire mortality, shows the birthplaces and parent- 
age of 3,617 of the deceased. Of the amount tabulated, 
it will be seen that foreigners and their children make 
more than 69 per cent.

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Laborers. — Of this class, 297 are recorded, — 11 less 
than were reported last year, while the percentage is 
the same. They make 7.50 per cent. of all the deaths, 
and their average age is three years more than it was in 
1856. 

Mariners—No less than 79 deaths of this class are 
recorded, or more than 9 per cent. of all comprised in 
the table, which is an increase of 29 over the number 
recorded in 1856. Their average duration of life, how- 
ever, has increased more than 5 years. 

Carpenters—This class stands third on the list, and 
contributes the large number of 42 to the mortality, 
but appears with an increased average age five years 
higher than it had the previous year. 

Clerks —While 39 of this class, (ten more than were 
reported in 1856,) died the present year, their average 
age has incresed nearly three years. 

Taulors — Appear with a number eleven greater than 
that of the previous year. Their average age is nearly 
39 years, — an increase of nearly three years. 

Traders—A decrease from 5],in 1856, to 34 the 
present year, is the tabulated result. There is an in- 
crease in the average age of a year and a half. 

Merchants. —'Twenty-three of this class died during 
the year, — six less than the preceding year’s number, 
—with an average age increased from 53 years to 62. 

Shoemakers—The sons of Crispin have ever been con- 
sidered an unhealthy class. The number that died this 
‘year is four less, while their average age is two years 
lower. 

Gentlenen—Three less of those thus designated have 
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died the past year than during the previous year, while 
six years have been added to their average age. The 
term that designates this class suggests ease, comfort 
and competence, — eminently promotive of longevity. 

Painters — An unhealthy class, who appear in the 
foregoing table with an addition of two to their num- 
ber, and with a decrease of more than two years in their 
average age. 

Waiters—This class contributes 12 to the mortality, 
and, with the exception of the Clerks, has the lowest 
average age of any on the list. 

Riggers, dc. —Ten Riggers and Sailmakers appear, 
with an average age of more than 46 years. 

Farmers—Nine Farmers—a class generally regarded 
as among the most healthy — appear with an average 
age reduced more than seventeen years ! 

Priners—This proverbially unhealthy ‘class contrib- 
utes nine to the bill of mortality, but presents an aver- 
age age of 49.55 years. Printers stand sixth on the list 
in regard to duration of life. The change that has 
occurred among this enlightened and intelligent class 
is striking, and highly interesting to those who were 
familiar with the craft in some parts of the country 
thirty years ago. The substitution of power presses, 
for the hand presses in use thirty years since, and the 
various changes which have occurred in the interior 
economy of the printing office, have contributed to 
lessen the compositor’s confinement in the composing- 
room, redolent of antimony and lamp-black, and of 
course to prolong his life. 

On the whole, the foregoing list makes a fair exhibi- 
tion. Three classes only, — Farmers, Shoemakers and 
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Stone-cutters, — appear with a reduced average age. 
The average age of the entire list is 43 years; the pre- 
vious year it was 40.56.

It will be seen that but 5.58 per cent. of those who 
died during the year were interred in the city proper ; 
while 17.23 per cent. were buried in the cemeteries at 
East and South Boston ; 2.72 per cent. at Rainsford and 
Deer Islands; nearly 9 per cent. in other places in 
the State; more than 62 per cent. in neighboring 
cemeteries ; while more than 3 per cent. went beyond 
the limits of the State. | ; 

There were brought into the city for interment in 
the various cemeteries, the bodies .of 75. persons who 
had died elsewhere. During the same period, there 
were removed from tombs in the city 204 pegs for 
re-interment in other places. | 

The various burial grounds in the city, together with 
the tombs, are in good condition. Some of the former 
have been adorned with flowers and shrubbery, so as to 
become favorite places of resort with large numbers. 


The burial ground on the Neck, the Granary and King’s 
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Chapel grounds, and that on Copp’s Hill, are opened at 
certain hours on the Sabbath, and are visited by well- 
behaved persons of both sexes. 

The undertakers, under whose supervision all inter- 
ments in the city must take place, are discreet and 
attentive in the performance of their duties, and, so far 
as 1s known, give general satisfaction.

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AN ORDER 


Establishing the Salaries of the Officers of the City of Boston, 
and the County of Suffolk, for the year 1858-59. 


Ordered, By the Board of Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: 


The Salaries of the several City and County Officers, for 
the year beginning on the first day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-eight, shall be as herein mentioned, to 
be paid quarter-yearly, unless herein otherwise ordered. 


Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be as fixed by 
the Convention of the City Council, on the 12th day of No- 
vember, 1857, viz: at the rate of Four Thousand Dollars per 
annum, commencing with the first Monday of January last. 

SecT. 2. The salary of the City Treasurer shall be at the 
rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum, for performing the 
duties of City and County Treasurer and Collector; and there 
shall be allowed him the sum of Siz Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars per annum, to be paid his clerks; and he shall account 
for all fees, moneys and commissions which he shall receive in 
said capacity. 

Szor. 3. The salary of the City Engineer shall be at the 
rate of Twenty-Eight Hundred Dollars per annum. The salary 
of the Assistant Engineer shall be at the rate of Twelve Hun- 
dred Dollars per annum. 
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Sect. 4. The salary of the City Solicitor shall be at the 
rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum; and he shall be 
allowed, for clerk hire and his office expenses, the sum of 
Four Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 5. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be at 
the rate of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars per annum; and he 
shall be allowed the sum of Two Thousand Two Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum, to be paid to two permanent clerks; and he 
shall account for all sums of money received by him in said 
capacity. 

Sect. 6. The salary of the City Clerk shall be at the rate 
of Twenty-three Hundred Dollars per annum; and he shall be 
allowed the further sum of Twenty-six Hundred Dollars, to be 
paid to his assistant clerks, (one of whom shall be required to 
prepare the annual voting list,) and he shall account for all 
fees, for recording mortgages of personal property, and for 
all other sums of money received in his official capacity. 

Seot. 7. The salary of the Clerk of the Common Council 
shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 8. There shall be paid to a Clerk, who shall act as 
Secretary to any Joint Standing or Special Committees of the 
City Council, when requested to do so, and perform such cler- 
ical duties as may be required of him by the Mayor or Alder- 
men, at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 9. The salary of the City Registrar shall be at the rate 
of Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum, and he shall be allowed 
Eight Hundred and Fifty Dollars per annum, to be paid his 
clerks; and he shall account to the City for all fees for enter- 
ing and publishing intentions of marriage, and for interments 
of the dead; and for his Assistant Registrars he shall be paid 
a sum not exceeding ten cents for information furnished con- 
cerning each birth. 

Sect. 10. The salary of the Water Registrar shall be at 
the rate of Thirteen Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 11. The salary of the Harbor Master shall be at the 
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rate of One Thousand Dollars per annum, and he shall be al- 
lowed the sum of Ten Hundred Dollars, to be paid to two 
Boatmen, and the further sum of One Hundred and Fifty Dol- 
lars, to be paid for the rent of Office and Boat-house. 

Sect. 12. The salary of the Librarian of the Public Li- 
brary shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dollars per 
annum. 

Sect. 13. The salary of the City Physician shall be at the 
rate of One Thousand Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 14. The salary of the Port Physician shall be at the 
rate of Two Hundred Dollars per annum, and he shall be al- 
lowed sufficient house room, free of rent, and board for him- 
self and his family, but no other fees or perquisites shall be 
allowed him. 

Sect. 15. The salary of the Messenger of the City Coun- 
cil shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum. 
The salary of the Assistant Messenger shall be at the rate of 
Three Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 16. There shall be paid to a Porter, whose duty it 
shall be to make all the fires, and do all the cleaning neces- 
sary in the City Hall, the sum of Seven Hundred and Fifty 
Dollars ; and there shall be paid to a Porter, whose duty it 
shall be to make all the fires, and do all the cleaning necessary 
in the City Building, (so called,) the sum of Two Hundred 
Dollars per annum; the whole to be done to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent of Public Buildings. 


POLICE. 


Sror. 17. The salary of the Chief of Police shall be at 
the rate of Two Thousand Dollars per annum. 

The salary of the Deputy shall be at the rate of Fifteen 
Hundred Dollars per annum. 

The salary of the Clerk of the Police Department shall be 
at the rate of One Thousand Dollars per annum. 

The salary of the Captains of Police Stations shall be at 
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the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum, payable 
monthly. 

The salary of the Lieutenants of Police Stations shall be at 
the rate of Two Dollars and Fifty Cents per day, payable 
monthly. 

The salary of the Detective Officers of the Police shall be 
Two Dollars and Fifty Cents per day, payable monthly. 

The salary of the Officers of the lock-ups under the Court 
House shall be at the rate of Two Dollars and Fifty Cents per 
day, payable monthly. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Hacks and Carriages 
shall be at the rate of Two Dollars and Fifty Cents per day, 
payable monthly. 

The salary of the Day and Night Officers shall be at the 
rate of Two Dollars per day, payable monthly. 

Sect. 18. The salary of each of the Officers appointed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen to take charge of Truant and Va- 
grant Children, shall be at the rate of One Thousand Dollars 
per annum. 


SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Sect. 19. The salary of the Superintendent of the Pudlic 
Library shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Dollars per 
annum. | 

Sect. 20. The salary of the Superintendent of Common 
Sewers shall be at the rate of One Thousand Dollars per an- 
num ; and he shall act as Secretary to the Committee on Sew- 
ers and Drains; and he shall be allowed to hire, at the expense 
of the City, a horse and chaise, provided the bills for the same 
be approved by the Chairman of the Committee on Sewers 
and Drains; but the amount shall not exceed Two Hundred 
Dollars per annum. 

Secr. 21. The salary of the Superintendent of Streets shall 
be at the rate of Seventeen Hundred Dollars per annum, and 
he shall act as Secretary to the Committee on Paving; and 
the Committee on Paying shall have the power to furnish him 
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with a horse and chaise, at the expense of the City, and have 
the same kept at the City Stables, for which they shall ap- 
prove the bills. 

Seot. 22. The salary of the Superintendent of Pudlic 
Buildings shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dollars per 
annum, and he shall act as Secretary to the Committee on 
Public Buildings, and he shall be allowed to hire, at the ex- 
pense of the City, a horse and chaise, provided the bills for the 
same be approved by the Chairman of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings, but the amount shall not exceed Two Hundred 
Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 23. The salary of the Superintendent of Public 
Lands shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dollars per an- 
num, and he shall act as Secretary to the Committee on Public 
Lands. 

Sect. 24. The salary of the Superintendent of Health 
shall be at the rate of Seventeen Hundred Dollars per annum. 
And the Committee on Internal Health shall have the power 
to furnish him with a horse and chaise at the expense of the 
City, and have the same kept at the City Stables. 

The salary of his Assistant shall be at the rate of One 
Thousand Dollars per annum, and he shall account for all sums 
of money received by him, as fees, in connection with his office. 

Sect. 25. The salary of the Superintendent of Faneuil 
Hall Market shall be at the rate of Thirteen Hundred Dollars 
per annum, and he shall account for all sums of money re- 
ceived by him in his official capacity. 

The salary of the Deputy Superintendent shall be at the 
rate of Nine Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 26. The salary of the Superintendent of Faneuil 
Hall shall be at the rate of Two Hundred Dollars per annum. 
He shall be allowed the sum of One Hundred Dollars per an- 
num, to be paid to an assistant; and he shall account for all 
sums of money received by him for the City, in his official ca- 
pacity.

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Sect. 27. The salary of the Superintendent of Lamps shall 
be at theerate of One Thousand Dollars per annum; and he 
shall be allowed the sum of Two Hundred Dollars per annum, 
to be paid a Clerk. 


BRIDGES. 


Sect. 28. The salary of the Superintendent of the Mount 
Washington Avenue Bridge shall be at the rate of Thirteen 
Hundred Dollars per annum, which salary shall be in full for 
his services, and for all and any assistants he may employ. 

Secr. 29. The salary of the Superintendent of the Federal 
street Bridge shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars 
per annum, and he shall be allowed the use of the shop on said 
Bridge, rent free, and a horse at the City’s expense, for the 
purpose of opening and closing the draw, — the said compen- 
sation and privileges to be in full for his services, and the ser- 
vices of such assistants as he may employ. 

Sect. 30. The salary of the Superintendent of the Dover 
street Bridge shall be at the rate of Five Hundred Dollars per 
annum, and he shall be allowed the use of the house and shop 
on said Bridge, rent free, — the said compensation and _privi- 
leges to be in full for services of himself and assistants. 

Sect. 31. The salary of the Superintendent of the Meridian 
street Bridge shall be at the rate of Four Hundred Dollars 
per annum, the same to be in full for his services and the ser- 
vices of such assistants as he may employ. 

Sect. 32. The salary of the Superintendent of the Chelsea 
street Bridge shall be at the rate of Two Hundred Dollars 
per annum,— the same to be in full for his services and the 
services of such assistants as he may employ. | 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 33. The salary of the Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per 
~ annum. 
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Secr. 34. The salary of the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per 
annum; that of the Assistant Engineers shall be at the rate of 
Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars each per annum; that of the 
Secretary of the Board of Engineers shall be at the rate of 
Eight Hundred Dollars per annum, which shall be in full pay- 
ment for all the services which may be required of him by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, the Chief Engineer, and the Board of 
Engineers. 

The Foremen of the respective Engine, Hose, and Hook and 
Ladder Companies, shall be paid at the rate of One Hundred 
and Fifty Dollars each per annum, except the Foremen of the 
several Hast Boston Companies, the Engine Company at 8. 
Boston Point, and the Chester Hydrant Company No. 4, who 
shall receive at the rate of One Hundred Dollars per annum. 

The Assistant Foremen, Leading Hosemen and Clerks, Rake- 
men and Axemen, shall be paid at the rate of One Hundred 
and Twenty-five Dollars per annum, each, except the Assistant 
Foremen, Leading Hosemen, Clerks, Rakemen and Axemen of 
the several East Boston Companies, the Engine Company at 
South Boston Point, and the Chester Hydrant Company No. 
4, who shall be paid at the rate of Seventy-five Dollars, each, 
per annum. 

The Stewards of said Companies shall be paid at the rate 
of One Hundred and Twenty-five Dollars each, per aunum, ex- 
cept the several Stewards of the East Boston Companies, the 
Engine Company at South Boston Point, and the Chester Hy- 
drant Company No. 4, who shall be paid at the rate of Seven- 
ty-five Dollars per annum. 

All other members of said Companies shall be paid at the 
rate of One Hundred Dollars each, per -annum, except the 
members of the several Hast Boston Companies, and the 
Company at South Boston Point, and the Chester Hydrant 
Company No. 4, who shall be paid at the rate of Sixty Dol- 
vars each, per annum. 

All the salaries above named, except those of the Chief En- 
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gineer, and the Secretary of the Board of Engineers, shall be 
paid semi-annually. 


HOUSES AT SOUTH BOSTON. 


Seor. 35. The salary of the Superintendent of the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum; and he shall be allowed sufficient house room, 
free of rent, and board for himself and his family in said Hos- 
pital, which compensation and privileges shall be in full for 
his services as Superintendent of said Hospital, and also as 
Physician to all the Public Institutions at South Boston. 

Srot. 36. The salary of the Master of the House of Correc- 
tion shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dollars per an- 
num, and he shall be allowed sufficient house room in said 
building, free of rent, and board for himself and his family, 
but no other fees or perquisites shall be allowed him. 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


Secr. 37. The salary of each of the Principal Assessors 
shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dollars per annum, in- 
cluding the allowance provided for by the Revised Statutes 
of the Commonwealth, and there shall be allowed this depart- 
ment the further sum of Forty-eight Hundred Dollars, to be 
paid for Clerk hire. 

The Assistant Assessors shall be allowed Three Dollars for 
each and every day which they shall severally certify that 
they have devoted to the service. 

The salary of the Per Diem Assessors shall be at the rate of 
Four Dollars for each and every day which they shall severally 
certify that they have devoted to the service on Street duty. 
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COUNTY OFFICERS. 


Sect. 38. The salaries of the Justices and Clerks in the 
Superior Court, and of the Assistant Clerk in the Supreme Ju- 
dictal Court, shall be paid at the rates fixed by the Legislature, 
viz: 

To the Chief Justice, Thirty-two Hundred Dollars. 

To Three Associate Justices, Three Thousand Dollars each. 

To the Assistant Clerk, Exghteen Hundred Dollars. 

To the Assistant Clerk in the Supreme Judicial Court, F%/- 
teen Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Secor. 39. The salaries of each of the Justices in the Police 
Court shall be at the rate of Twenty-two Hundred Dollars per 
annum. 

Sect. 40. The salary of the Clerks in the Police Court 
shall be as follows: 

For the Chief Clerk at the rate of Eighteen Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum. 

For the First Assistant Clerk, at the rate of Sixteen Hun- 
dred Dollars per annum. 

For the Second Assistant at the rate of Fifteen Hundred 
Dollars per annum. 

For the Third Assistant at the rate of Nine Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum. 

Ordered, 'That whenever any person in the employ of the 
City or County shall demand payment for his salary, or any 
part thereof, it shall be the duty of the Auditor and City 
Treasurer to deduct therefrom any and all sums due from 
such Officer to the City.

BR EDGR. 


Ir is required by the 22d section of the IV. chapter 
of the Rules of the School Board, that “ the Committees 
on the Latin School, the English High School, the Girls’ 
High and Normal School, and each District Committee, 
shall, during the month of July, make a thorough exam- 
ination of their respective schools, and shall present 
their reports at the quarterly meeting, in August, stat- 
ing the results of their examinations, together with such 
suggestions for the improvement of the schools as they 
may see fit to offer; and in each mstance the report 
shall be approved by a majority of the Committee who 
present it. These reports shall be referred to a special 
Committee of the Board, who shall make from them 
such selections as they shall deem important for public 
information, and shall add thereto such suggestions and 
remarks as they shall deem expedient, and their Report, 
when accepted by this Board, shall be printed for dis- 
tribution among the citizens.” 

Evidently from the foregoing rule, the object of the 
Annual Report of the School Board is, not to discuss 
theories or general principles of education, for the en- 
lightenment or satisfaction of its own members, but to 
present facts, to give information to the citizens of Bos- 
ton,— their constituents,— on the condition, character, 
wants, claims of the public schools,— that great system 
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of public instruction which these citizens sustain In con- 
formity to the laws of the Commonwealth, and at an 
expense exceeding that of any other department of 
public interest, or service in the city,—and to discuss 
principles only incidentally and in connection with these 


facts. 

This view of their duty has guided the Committee 
in preparing the Report now submitted. 

Were it within the province of the Committee, a 
report would be interesting and instructive which pre- 
sented a brief sketch of the history of the Public Schools 
of Boston, especially from the commencement of the 
present century, and contained some account of the 
number, character and condition of our Public Schools 
at that day,— the amount of education then furnished, 
and at what cost to the citizens, the state of the school 
houses, the modes of instruction, discipline, and usages 
of every kind that then prevailed,— and which traced 
the changes introduced, the progress made, the improve- 
ment, the enlargement of the system gradually carried 
forward up to the present time. The materials for a 
full history of the Boston Public Schools are ample; 
but they he scattered through the records of the town 
and city, the records of the School Committee, and in 
various reports and public documents. It is to be hoped 
that our present Superintendent of Public Schools, who 
is admirably fitted for the work, will find leisure, at some 
time, to collect and arrange these scattered materials, 
and present us with a full and thorough history of our 
schools. Such a volume would be interesting and use- 
ful to the citizens and to the members of the School 
Board. 
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The Committee do not propose, however, to allude to 
the past except so far as may be absolutely necessary 
to explain the present. They would present such a 
general view of our system of public instruction, and 
such statistical details in regard to the present state of 
each school, as will enable their fellow citizens and 
constituents to form some estimate of the value and 
importance of the system, and of the practical working 
of the plan in its several parts, and be a justification of 
the expense at which it is upheld and conducted. 


THE EXPENDITURE AND POWERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In relation to the Public Schools, as well as to every 
other department of city affairs, the matter of expense 
is often a thing of serious consideration, and not un- 
frequently of strong complaint on the part of the tax- 
payers. Undoubtedly it is the duty of every reflecting 
man to examine into the various items of public expend- 
iture; and upon this point the School Committee have 
no desire to shrink from the severest scrutiny. So far 
as they are responsible for the appropriation or the 
expenditure of public money, they are quite willing to 
be judged by their acts. They maintain that all the 
appropriations for the support of the Public Schools, 
which they call upon the City Council to make, are 
judicious and necessary; that so far as the expendi- 
ture of these appropriations rests exclusively with the 
School Board, there is no wastefulness or extravagance ; 
that the salaries of the teachers are only in accordance 
with their competency, and the value of the services 
they render; that the establishment of new schools has 
only kept pace with the necessary demand made by the 
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increase of our population; that the location of these 
schools has always been determined mainly by reference 
to the convenience of the people; that in the erection 
of school houses, so far as they have had any influence 
or control, these structures have been well planned, with 
judicious arrangements for warming and ventilation, 
and thoroughly and economically built; that wherever 
there has been a failure in this respect, it has been in 
cases where the suggestions, or wishes, or influence of 
the Committees of the School Board, were not controll- 
ing with those who had the power to contract for the 
erection of the structures. It is to be remembered that 
this Board is not entrusted with the exclusive direction 
of everything appertaining to the public schools, or 
with a controlling voice in the expenditure of all the 
sums appropriated to this object. In all that relates to 
the erection and furnishing of school houses, the action 
of this Board is dependent upon the action of other 
departments of the city government, and the efficiency 
of its action is often impeded thereby. Reference may 
be made to a single instance, as an illustration. In 
May, 1856, this Board passed an order, respectfully 
requesting the Committee on Pubhe Buildings, 
Joint Committee of the City Council,—to substitute, as 
soon as practicable, m the Primary Schools, suitable 
seats and desks, in place of the present objectionable 
chairs. During the year following the passage of this 


a 


order, little or nothing was done towards bringing 
about the desired improvement. Therefore, in his 
quarterly report in April last, the Superintendent of 
Public Schools alluded to the matter, and urged the 
importance of the change by strong and conclusive

reasons. Upon the recommendation of a special com- 
mittee, to whom that report was referred, the Board 
adopted a resolution, instructing the District Commit- 
tees to see that the order passed in May, 1856, was 
carried into effect, and seats and desks, and Holbrook’s 
slates, introduced, as far as practicable, into each of the 
Primary Schools under their charge. 

The Superintendent and the School Board regarded 
the introduction of these seats and desks, and Hol- 
brook’s slates, into the Primary Schools, as a matter of 
considerable importance, being satisfied that no meas- 
ures for the thorough and permanent improvement of 
our schools would be successful, save such as began 
with the lowest grade of these schools, — the Primary, 
—and tended to improve and elevate ¢hem, and prevent 
a waste of time and opportunities in the early years of 
education. 

The several District Committees were not negligent, 
therefore, in their efforts, by application to the proper 
authorities, to accomplish the object contemplated by 
the order. But though more than six months have 
passed since this action of the Board, the change has 
been made in only one or two rooms. 

The reason alleged by the Committee on Public 
Buildings, or their agent, the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, for doing so little towards complying with 
the request of the School Board, and enabling its Dis 
trict Committees to execute its orders, was the inad- 
equacy of the appropriations for the repairs and 
improvement of Primary School Houses. This reason 
does not seem very satisfactory, in view of the fact 
that at a recent meeting of the Common Council, held 
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December 3, 1857, on the recommendation of the Fi 
nance Committee, the sum of $5,000,—a sum amply 
sufficient, probably, to accomplish the order of the 
School Board, 
for Primary School Houses to another department of 


was transferred from the appropriation 


city expenses, which, however important, cannot be 
regarded, on a just estimate, as so important that 
the welfare and improvement of the Primary Schools 
should be postponed for its accommodation. 

This instance has been presented as one of many 
that might be cited, to prove that this Board is not 
invested with sufficient powers to enable it to adminis- 
ter the affairs of our school system with that degree of 
efficiency which would be desirable. Their powers are 
only advisory at a point where they should be deter- 
minate and controlling, — viz, the construction and 
furnishing of school buildings. The consequence has 
been, as is well known to those acquainted with the 
history of our school system since the separation of the 
School Committee from the Board of Aldermen, in 1835, 
that the school buildings have often been planned and 
furnished, mainly, by persons who were not chosen 
or appointed on account of their knowledge of the 
- management and control of schools, or of the require- 
ments of a system of popular education. As might 
have been expected, these plans and arrangements 
have not infrequently failed to meet the wishes of the 
Board or the wants of the schools, and the result has 
been, that in some cases, even on the first occupancy of 
a new building, imperfections and inconveniences that 
might have been prevented, have had to be endured ; 
or, within a few months after the building was erected, 
_and after a brief but painful experience of its incon- 


o 
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veniences, on the part of the teachers and pupils, 
changes were found to be absolutely necessary, and 
have been made at considerable expense, — an ex- 
pense which might have been avoided, had the original 
wishes or advice of the School Board been regarded. 

In other points connected with the construction of 
school houses, the Board often finds itself cramped, be- 
cause its powers are only advisory and not controlling. 
Many of our school houses have very insufficient yard 
room and play ground; and it appears to be the policy 
of those who control this point, to keep them within the 
narrowest limits possible, even in those quarters of the 
city where the land is comparatively cheap. Real, 
needed, acknowledged improvements are resisted, both 
in the erection of new and the repair of old school 
houses, on the ground that, if introduced, the demand 
for them would become general. On any enlarged and 
just views of economy, this can not be regarded as wise 
or expedient. To attempt to fix upon a plan of build- 
ing and a style of furniture, and other school accom- 
modations, which shall be stereotyped, subject to no 
change or improvement, does not seem to be in har- 
mony with that spirit of progress which should mark 
a system of popular education. 

The facts and views here presented, lead to the con- 
clusion that this Board should be invested with full 
power to determine what accommodations shall be fur- 
nished for our schools, and have placed at their dis- 
posal means to provide them, whenever they shall 
deem it necessary or expedient. This power might be 
granted, it is presumed, by an ordinance of the City 
Council; or, if that could not be, by a special act of the 
Legislature. 
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This power, while it is necessary for the more ef 
ficient management and improvement of our city 
schools, might, one would think, be as safely entrusted 
to the School Committee as to any other body. That 
Committee is now, by one third, the largest represent- 
ative body connected with or forming a part of our 
municipal government. Its members hold office for a 
term two-thirds longer than the members of any other 
department of that government; and it may be pre- 
sumed, therefore, that they have, if not more, at least 
as much, experience and knowledge of the subject 
specially entrusted to them, — the Public Schools, — as 
the members of any other department to whom these 
schools are not specially entrusted. As one-third of its 
members go out of office every year, it 1s liable or open 
to receive every year one third new and fresh repre- 
sentatives from the constituency of the Board. Thus 
constituted, it may be regarded as combining and 
expressing more of the popular will than any other 
body in the city, as having as much of that wisdom 
and knowledge of the matters entrusted to its charge, 
which come from experience and a long term of sery- 
ice, and as much of that zeal and earnest activity 
which commonly accompany the fresh assumption of 
trusts, as can attach at any time to either branch 
of the City Council, and as deep a sense of responsi- 
bleness to the community. It is, therefore, as safe a 
depository of power. 

No evil but probably good would ensue, were the 
School Committee, elected and constituted as it is, 
entrusted with the same absolute power over the whole 
subject of public instruction, and the determination 
and management of the whole expenditure therefor, 
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that the other branches of the city government 
have over the other interests and expenditures of the 
city. In some other cities, this power is thus entrusted. 
In New York, for example, the Board of Education in 
conjunction with the Trustees for each Ward has this ° 
power, and as a consequence, though in many respects 
our schools are in advance of theirs, the management 
of their system of public instruction is more efficient, 
progressive and successful than ours. 

But the Committee do not advocate this change in 
the powers of the School Board of this city. They de- 
sire that the point to which these remarks relate, should 
be distinctly understood. They do not propose that the 
School Board should be invested with power to levy and 
expend any amount of money that they may see fit, 
but that the amount appropriated and to be expended, 
both in the construction of new and repair of old 
school houses, and in all other matters connected with | 
the public schools, should be at their control, to be 
expended under their exclusive supervision and direc- 
tion. As the School Board has now a life of three 
years, 1t can easily be somewhat prospective in its 
administration of the schools; and, as regards the erec- 
tion or repair of school houses, as well as other matters, 
can lay before the City Council estimates of the appro- 
priations that will be required. Let these estimates, so 
far as they extend beyond the salaries of the teachers, 
—the contracts with whom are now, by the laws of the 
Commonwealth, absolutely in the hands of the School 
Committee, — be thoroughly considered by the City 
Council, and the appropriations granted, or diminished, 
or withheld, as the case may be; but when granted, let

the expenditure of the same, and all the matters to 
which the expenditure relates, be in the hands of the 
Committee, for their entire control and management. 
Such an increase of its powers, it is believed, would 
add to the efficiency of the Board, and to an improved 
management of everything connected with the Public 
Schools. | 

In concluding their suggestions upon this point, the 
Committee desire to say, as due to all the parties con- 
cerned, that the relations between the School Board 
and the branches of the city government proper, have 
always been of the most amicable character, and their 
official intercourse marked by respect and courtesy on 
both sides. And the wishes of the Board have, in gen- 
eral, met with attention and ultimate execution. But 
there is, of necessity, considerable delay because of 
divided responsibilities and powers, and the schools 
suffer therefrom. The present system is complicated, 
and often devolves duties upon official persons who, 
having the general affairs of the whole city upon their 
hands, have not time to attend to them and discharge 
them in the best manner. The School Committee is a 
large body of seventy-two members, and commonly has 
in it a great variety of character, and gentlemen from 
very various professions and callings in life. Its mem- 
bers are selected, by their constituents, with special 
reference to their practical competency to judge of the 
real wants of the schools, in respect to the character 
and qualifications of teachers, the course of instruction 
to be pursued, the extent and nature of the accommo- 
dations proper for the pupils, and, in general, every 
thing connected with the wise and progressive manage- 
ment of a system of popular education. The power 
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requisite to that management should be solely in their 
hands. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF THE CITY. 


The system of public instruction in the city of Bos- 
ton, comprises three grades of schools, — the Primary, 
the Grammar, and the High Schools. All these schools 
are now under the immediate charge of this Board. 


The Primary Schools. 


The Primary Schools were first mstituted in 1818, 
by a vote of the town, on a petition requesting the 
establishment of “schools for the struction of children 
under seven years of age.” At that time, as no child 
could enter the Grammar School, unless he had reached 
the age of seven, nor then unless he “could read the 
English language by spelling the same,” and as there 
were no legal provisions for the education of the chil- 
dren of the poor, under the age of seven, large and 
increasing numbers of these were growing up in igno- 
rance and idleness, and were not competent, therefore, 
when qualified by age, to meet the condition required 
for admission to the Grammar Schools. The necessity 
of Primary Schools for the struction of these children, 
forced itself upon the attention of every reflecting 
man; and before this action of the town, such schools 
had been suggested in the newspapers as part of “a 
plan to prevent the increasing causes, and, in a great 
degree, perfect the cure of pauperism in Boston.” 

Though instituted by a vote of the town in 1818, the 
Primary Schools were not opened till the summer of 
1819. Early in the spring of that year, the School 
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Committee, in conformity to the authority given them 
by the town, appomted thirty-six gentlemen, — three 
from each ward,— whose duty collectively was “ to 
provide instruction for children between four and seven 
years of age, and apportion the expenses among the 
several schools.”” The sum appropriated for the sup- 
port of these schools, was $5,000. In the course of the 
season, the Committee established, in different sections 
of the city, twenty-five Primary Schools, at an average 
expense of $200 each, and affording instruction, accord- 
ing to the best estimates that can be reached, to about 
one thousand children. Why was it thought necessary 
or expedient to place these schools under the imme- 
diate charge of a new special committee? Why did not 
the Grammar School Committee, consisting then of the 
Selectmen, and twelve other persons chosen by ballot 
in town meeting, take them and keep them under their 
own direct care and management? From the records 
and documents of the time, nothing affording a conclu- 
sive answer to these questions can be gathered. The 
probable explanation is to be found in the fact, that in 
the “plan for the cure of pauperism in Boston,” to 
which reference has already been made, and of which 
these Primary Schools were to form only a part, the 
duties of the committee charged with its execution, and 
to be called “the Primary School Board,” were exten- 
sive and onerous, and some of them, in their nature and 
objects, quite foreign to those assigned by law to the 
Grammar School Committee. This “ plan,” which pro- 
posed for its execution a Committee of thirty-six, was 
never adopted as a whole; but when that portion of it 
that related to Primary Schools was carried into effect, 
the idea of a separate committee was retained, and its 
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appointment provided for and authorized by a vote of 
the town. But how this Primary School Committee 
originally consisting of thirty-six members, and author- 
ized to expend $5,000 annually, came to increase its 
members, fill its vacancies, enlarge its expenditures, so 
that in thirty years its members rose from thirty-six 
to one hundred and ninety, and its expenditures from 
$5,000 to over $100,000 ; whence it derived power for 
this increase and enlargement, is a question upon which 
the Municipal records, and the records of the Grammar 
School Committee throw no light whatever. The Com- 
mittee charged with the preparation of this Report, 
have searched these records in vain for information 
upon this point. This fact is so curious and so anoma- 
lous, that the Committee would distrust the thorough- 
ness of their own investigation, did they not find its 
result confirmed by so accurate and careful a man as 
Mr. Sampson Resp, who, in a Report prepared by him as 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Instruction, in 
1852, says: —“It does not appear by what authority 
this number has been increased from thirty-six to one 
hundred and ninety, or how it is that the Primary 
School Board came into possession of powers which are 
not granted to the Grammar Board, and which that 
Board has never presumed to exercise, — such, for 
instance, as that of filling its own vacancies, — unless it 
be that not having its duties and privileges defined by 
law, it became a law to itself” 

The last clause in this extract contains undoubtedly 
the true explanation. The Primary School Board, —a 
body not known to the laws of the State, originating in 
the vote of the town, having a large purpose: “to pro- 
vide instruction for children between four and seven 
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years of age,” its rights and privileges not specifically 
defined, — assumed and exercised powers that were 
necessary to a zealous and efficient management of the 
important interests entrusted to its care; and these 
powers came, in time, to have the sanction of usage and 
prescription, though never the authority of law. In 
1859, and again in 1849, the question as to the origin 
of the Primary Schools, and the Primary School Com- 
mittee, was agitated in the General School Board, and 
the opinion of the City Solicitor obtaimed, as to “the 
authority of that Committee, and the extent to which 
those schools and their committees were subject to the 
supervision of the General School Committee.” That 
opinion was: “That the General School Committee is 
the only body known in law as having authority to 
superintend and take charge of the Public Schools of 
the towns in this Commonwealth ; that this Committee, 
however, (especially being eens authorized by the 
town,) might properly appoimt the Primary School 
Committee to take particular charge of the Primary 
Schools, as a department or sub-division of the general 
system of Public Schools; but that the Primary School 
Committees thus appointed are to be considered as par- 
taking rather of the character of sub-committees of the 
General Board, than as having any independent author- 
ity under the laws respecting Public Schools.” 

In 1852, the Mayor made a special communication 
to the City Council, on “the present organization of 
the Grammar and Primary School Committees.’ This 
communication was referred to the Committee on Pub- 
lic Instruction, who, after conference with both School 
Committees, submitted a very able Report, in which 
they took ground against the continuance of the Prim-

ary School Committee ; first, because of its questionable 
legality ; secondly, because as a deliberative or execu- 
tive body, it had become too numerous for the purposes 
entrusted to its care; thirdly, because of the mode in 
which its members were elected and vacancies filled; and 
fourthly, because its continuance perpetuated a want of 
unity in our school system. In reference to this last 
point, — a want of unity, — the Report speaks thus :— 
“This objection applies to both the Grammar and the 
Primary Board equally ; and arises from the fact that 
two distinct bodies are employed to devise and carry 
out two distinct systems, when the end to be attained 
is essentially one and the same. After the Grammar 
School Committee has gone through, annually, with the 
form of appointing the Primary Committee, the two 
Boards have nothing more to do with each other, but 
each pursues an independent course. It is true that 
there are Committees of Conference, but these Com- 
mittees do not meet from one year to another. Now 
this state of things seems to us to be hable to the most 
serious objections. We see no good and sufficien 
reason why our great system of public instruction 
should be thus divided horizontally, and the two parts 
assigned to distinct committees, virtually disconnected 
with each other. On the other hand, we think that 
one soul should animate the whole, and one heart send 
its life-blood from the centre to the remotest circum- 
ference. The education of the child, from the first 
commencement of his going to a Primary School up 
to the time of his leaving our High or Latin School, 
should be one continued, uninterrupted process. There 
should not be two systems, but one ; and, in our opin- 
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ion, this can never be the case, till the parts of the 
system are all arranged and harmonized and adapted to 
each other by the same committee. There is now 
jarring and discord; and we apprehend that much val- 
uable time is lost to the child in consequence. There 
is a guif of separation between the Primary and the 
Grammar School, which ought not to exist, but which 
necessarily springs from a want of unity in our system.” 

These weighty considerations had their influence, 
both upon the City Council and the public at large; 
and in the remodelling of the City Charter, in 1854, an 
entire change was made in the organization of the 
School Committees. The Primary Board was discon- 
tinued, the General or Grammar School Committee 
enlarged from two to six from each ward, making a 
body of seventy-two members, to hold office for three 
years, one third going out annually ; and all the public 
schools, the whole system of public instruction, placed 
under their immediate care and management. 

It is due to the Primary School Committee that it 
should be understood that this change was not induced 
by any neglect on their part of the trust committed to 
them, or any abuse of the powers they exercised. No 
charge to that effect was ever preferred ; nor could it 
be sustained. Many of our ablest and best citizens 
served on that Committee, whose usefulness and fidelity 
in that trust cannot be questioned; and at the first 
meeting of the General School Board, under its present 
organization, in January, 1855, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted : 


“ Resolved—That in receiving the Records and Papers 
of the late Primary School Committee, this Board, in 
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behalf of the citizens of Boston, by whom they have 
been entrusted with the guardianship of the great 
interests of Public Instruction, desire to place on their 
records an expression of the just appreciation which 
they entertain of the value and fidelity of the services 
of those gentlemen who, from time to time, have been 
members of said Primary School Committee, and have 
zealously discharged its duties.” 


It is clear, therefore, that no censure. or distrust of 
the members of this Committee was implied in the 
change made; but the system itself was of questionable 
legality, complicated, and involving a divided responsi- 
bility, and for these reasons it was abandoned. The 
experience of the last three years shows that there are 
great and manifest advantages in placing all the Publie 
Schools of the city under the direct care and manage- 
ment of one Board. . 

In assuming the immediate charge of the Primary 
Schools, the General School Board, under its present 
organization, divided the city into as many Districts as 
there were Grammar Schools, naming each District by 
the Grammar School which marked it, and connecting 
the various Primary Schools therewith according to their 
local proximity. The sub-committees of the Board 
having charge of these Districts, are called District 
Committees, and each District Committee has charge, of 
course, of one Grammar School and of the several Pri- 
mary Schools assigned to its District. These latter vary 
in numbers in the several Districts, their position in 
relation to the Grammar, School houses rendering it 
impossible to apportion them equally among all. The 
largest number attached to any one District, is nine 
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teen, in the Boylston School; the smallest, five, in the 
Hawes School. This disproportion is met by a corres- 
ponding difference in the number of members on the 
several District Committees, so that the work and the 
responsibility are about equally divided. This respon- 
sibility, as regards the Primary Schools, the Board under 
its present organization has specially endeavored to meet, 
by frequent inspection, by great care in the examina- 
tion and appoimtment of new teachers, by a more 
thorough and extensive classification, and by introduc- 
ing various improvements, which it is hoped will make 
them more efficient instruments in preparing children 
for admission to the Grammar Schools. 

The present Superintendent of Public Schools, Mr. 
John D. Philbrick, since his entrance upon office, in 
January last, has given special attention to the condi- 
tion of the Primary Schools, and the means by which 
they may be improved. This subject is treated with 
great ability in his first Quarterly Report, which, for this 
reason, 1s here introduced. The Committee submit the 
whole report, because, never having been published, it 
is but just that the Superintendent should have an 
opportunity of presenting to the public, as well as to the 
School Board, the general principles and aims which 
will guide him in the exercise of his office. 


To tae Scuoot Commirrer. 


GuntLemMEN: —In obedience to the requirement of 
your rules, I beg leave to present my First Quarterly 
Report. ' 


In accordance with what I understand to be the in- 
tent and meaning of the provision requiring this com- 
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munication, I have endeavored to make it reasonably 
brief. To keep it within readable limits, I have 
abstained from any extended discussion of topics relat- 
ing to the general subject of education, aiming to set 
forth, for the immediate, practical use of this Board, 
rather than for the public eye, a plain business-like 
statement,— 

1. Of the leading principles by which I have been 
guided, with some of my views and aims; 

2. Of the duties performed since coming into office ; 
and, 

d. Of the facts and suggestions which seem to me 
most important for the present information of this 
Board. 


Principles, Views and Arms. 


Acting under the authority and direction of this 
Board, to which I am immediately responsible for all 
my official doings, I have faithfully endeavored, in all 
my proceedings, to conform to the letter’ and spirit of 
the excellent instructions which define the duties of 
my office. Keeping within the limits thus prescribed, 
it has been my constant study to find out the best 
things to be done, and to do them in the best manner. 
This is what has been uppermost with me, and the 
results are now cheerfully submitted to the decision of 
your judgment. 

It will be observed, gentlemen, that you have in- 
structed me to direct my efforts to the accomplishment 
of two general objects. The one relates to the advance- 
ment of the public schools of the City, and the other, 
to the efficient admiustration of the system. These two 
objects I have kept steadily in view. 
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To render myself as useful as possible in promoting 
these great objects, I have thought it my duty to try 
to obtain an accurate knowledge of the condition and 
workings of the system, as a whole and in its details, as 
well as to develope in my own mind a just conception 
of what a system of public instruction in such a city as 
Boston ought to aim to accomplish. This preparation 
for the work assigned me, however desirable or neces- 
sary, 1s, of course, not an attainment ever to be fully 
reached, though always to be steadily pursued. 

I have thought it worth while to remember that to 
innovate is not to improve, and to change is not to 
reform ; and, therefore, that no material modification of 
the organization or policy of our system, should be 
recommended or adopted, without careful and _ pro- 
tracted deliberation; believing this to be a kind of 
business in which it is better not to act at all, than to 
proceed without a very strong assurance of success. 

I have taken it for granted that it is the settled pol- 
icy of this Board that the educational preéminence of 
this city is to be maintained ; and that this is to be 
effected, not merely by eulogizing the achievements of 
the past, however glorious, but by doing, in the “ living 
present,” what the spirit of the times requires of ¢his 
generation. 

It has been my aim to seek the guidance of sound 
and just principles, so as never to proceed in an 
arbitrary or capricious manner, or to suffer my mind to 
be biased by prejudices. 

It has been one of my maxims, that while no part of 
the system is neglected, special attention should be 
given to the introduction and development of those 
~ elements which are fundamental and vital, and which 
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are the perennial springs of varied and numberless 
excellences. 

I have acted under the conviction that the quality 
and quantity of education imparted in school, depend 
upon the character and qualifications of teachers, more 
than upon all other educational means and appliances 
combined ; and consequently, that the advancement of 
a system of public instruction should be sought mainly 
in the use of those instrumentalities and influences 
which tend to bring into the service the best teachers, 
and to encourage and stimulate those already in the 
service, to make the wisest and best use of their 
abilities. 

In this belief, I have deemed it my duty, in my 
intercourse with the teachers of every grade, to treat 
them with consideration and respect, and to meet them 
as a friend with a heart to sympathize in their trials, 
and a hand to aid and codperate in their labors, and 
not asa mere taskmaster or a spy, to look after and 
admonish them. 

Finally, I have aimed to be just, abstaining alike 
from indiscriminate censure and unmerited commend- 
ation. 

Under the guidance and by the light of such princi- 
ples and maxims as these, I have sought to discharge 
the responsible duties devolved upon me. 


Some Account of My Doings. 


Having entered upon the duties of my office, on the 
tenth day of January last, the first business which 
engaged my attention, was an examination of the 
printed documents of this Board, together with the 
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records of its recent doings, and an inquiry into the 
plans, usages and labors of my respected predecessor, 
in the performance of his official duties. Reports on 
the systems of public instruction in other cities, were 
also, to some extent, reviewed. With such a prepara- 
tion as these investigations, pursued for two or three 
weeks, afforded, with the valuable addition of the sug- 
gestions and counsel which members of this Board 
were kind enough to favor me with, I proceeded to 
make an inspection of all the schools, of every grade, 
embraced in our system of public instruction ; which 
has been very nearly completed, and would have been 
quite, but for the interruption of the holidays of last 
week. 

This important branch of my labors, has occupied a 
considerable part of nearly every working day for the 
last three months. A part of each day,— usually from 
two to three hours,— has been employed in the office, 
in the performance of other duties prescribed by your 
Rules and Regulations—in consulting with committees, 
in conferring with members of the Board, in advising 
with teachers, in receiving applications of candidates 
for places as teachers, and in extending the customary 
courtesies to visitors from abroad. ‘To keep myself to 
some extent acquainted with the progress of instruction 
and discipline in other places, agreeably to your in- 
structions, it has been necessary to devote some time 
to the perusal of the periodicals, reports, and other 
educational publications of the day. Such, gentlemen, 
is the general outline of the manner in which I have 
endeavored to promote the interests of the public 
schools of this city. 

It seems reasonable, however, that you should de- 
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mand an account somewhat more in detail, of the mode 
of conducting my visits to the schools,—thus far the 
most important of my doings,— that you may the 
better judge of their utility. I proceed, therefore, to 
give some of the particulars, though conscious of the 
difficulty of producing such a description of this kind 
of work, as to afford an adequate idea of the spirit and 
manner of its performance. 

It was my design, in these visits, first, so far as it was 
practicable, to do some immediate good to each school ; 
and, secondly, to obtain a comprehensive view of the 
whole system, with its organization, appliances, studies, 
methods, aims, results, excellences and deficiencies. 

With this purpose before my mind, I did not deem it 
expedient to attempt a thorough examination into the 
proficiency of each class, or to puzzle the pupils with 
hard questions, but rather to take a careful survey of 
every part of the system as exhibited in its ordinary 
operations, constantly making enquiries as to processes 
and plans, which the want of time would not permit 
me to witness. 

The visits were made without regard to any geo- 
graphical order, and without any previous notice, — in 
most cases without even that of a rap upon the door,— 
believing this course to be the most acceptable to the 
best teachers, who are only anxious to be seen and 
known just as they are; and it was certainly most satis- 
factory to my own mind. On returning to the office, 
minutes were made of each visit, for subsequent exam- 
ination. 

In visiting the grades above the primary, I generally 
made a cursory inspection of the pupils and teachers 
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in each room, while engaged in their usual exercises, 
stopping in one department or more, long enough to 
witness one or two recitations. When invited by the 
principal, which was usually the case, remarks were 
made to the pupils. At every step, I made it a point 
to encourage teachers and pupils to persevere in every 
good work, by endeavoring to bestow an appreciating 
notice upon such efforts for excellence, in every depart- 
ment as came within the range of my observation. 

To the primary schools, the largest share of my time 
and thoughts has been devoted. It is obvious that 
these schools, if any, need the services of a superintend- 
ent. Each of those of a higher grade, is presided over 
by a master of experience and ability, who is made 
responsible, to a very considerable extent, for the con- 
dition of the several departments under his charge. 
The primary schools enjoy the benefit of no such 
supervision. It seemed advisable, therefore, to make 
my inspection of these schools quite thorough. Accord- 
ingly, I have taken great pains to observe carefully 
the methods of instruction and discipline, with all the 
plans, arrangements and accommodations, of nearly all 
visited. In some, nearly all the different classes were 
inspected. The teachers were usually requested to 
proceed with their exercises, as though no one were 
present. Generally a disposition was manifested on 
the part of the teachers to present the performances of 
the first class) This was not encouraged. If any 
peculiar excellence or defect was observed, the cause 
was sought. Ina large number of the schools, I gave 
illustrations of methods of teaching and training, by 
taking a class, or the whole school, and acting the part 
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of teacher; sometimes giving a lesson in the alphabet, 
—a very difficult branch of teaching; sometimes an 
object lesson, taking in my hand some natural or arti- 
ficial object, and by questions, ellipses, comparisons, Xc., 
leading the minds of the pupils to a knowledge of its 
origin, qualities, uses, &c.; sometimes giving a lesson in 
vocal training, to develope the right use of the organs 
of speech ; sometimes analyzing words into their ele- 
mentary sounds; sometimes showing how to combine 
profitably simultaneous exercises with individual teach- 
ing, a point especially important in classified schools ; 
and sometimes questioning on the reading lesson, to 
show how, at every step,the understanding should be 
developed. 

To give you a more definite idea of what is meant 
by the last exercise mentioned, allow me to sketch the 
outline of one as it actually occurred. 

The word ¢elescope is in the lesson read. 


Question. — How many have seen a telescope? Sev- 
eral hands are raised. One says, “My father has one.” 
One is now requested to describe it, and to ¢el/ what he 
knows about it. The word is then pronounced in concert, 
several times, analysed phonetically, and spelled. Then, 
the first two syllables, Zee, pronounced. Has any one 
seen a word that begins in the same way? Soon, a 
bright boy answers, ¢elegraph. That is very curious. 
But there is a’reason for beginning both these words, 
telescope and delegraph, in the same way. Both the 
things these words stand for, have something to do with 
distance, — what is far off. 


What did Charles do with the telescope ? 
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The class answer, “Saw the steamboat away up the 
river.” Away up! yes; that is it; or you might say,— 
(Class) “far up the river.” Yes. Well, with the tele- 
graph we write afar of. How many have seen the tele- 
graph wire? Several hands are raised. These wires 
extend from Boston to cities hundreds of miles from us. 
A man can stand in Boston and write in New York. 
How many have seen an instrument for observing very 
small objects? Several hands are raised. What is it 
called? Answrer.—“A microscope.” Pronounce the 
word together. Analyse it. Spell it. What is the last 
syllable? Answer. Scope.” Yes. What is the last 
syllable of telescope? Answer.— Scope.” Well, now, 
with both these instruments we do what? ANnswER.— 
“See something.” Right; and this syllable, scope, means 
to see. Can you think of some other word that has that 
syllable in it? 


The teacher who understands his business, will know 
when and how far to extend such exercises. 

such, gentlemen, are some of the means used to 
accomplish the objects of my visits. 


Facts and Suggestions. 


For reasons already alluded to, these will relate 
mainly to the primary schools. 

The whole number of primary schools is 211. The 
average number of pupils in these schools, for the five 
months ending with the 31st of January last, was, 
boys, 6,731; girls, 6,002 ; total, 12,733; giving to each 
school an average of about 60 pupils. 

The total average attendance for the same period, 
was 10,221, or a little more than 80 per cent. of the 
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average whole number. This gives to each school an 
average attendance of a litle less than 50 pupils. The 
whole number of teachers is 211. The annual amount 
of the salaries paid to these teachers is $77,089 77. 

A glance at these statistics is sufficient to show us 
the magnitude and importance of this branch of our 
system of public instruction. More than half of all the 
children educated at the’public expense, are embraced 
in these schools, and nearly all the rest have gone 
out from them to enter the higher grade. The children 
of nearly the whole of our vast population are entirely 
dependent upon them for all the schooling they receive, 
during the first four years of their school-going life. 
Here the foundations are laid, either wisely and thor- 
oughly, or otherwise; and if they are not well and 
firmly laid, the superstructure must partake of their 
imperfections. In every work, the first steps are the 
most important. specially is this true in the business 
of education. arly impressions are the most perma- 
nent. The importance of early forming good habits, 
cannot be over-estimated. “'The child is father of the 
man.” Every educator should ponder this great truth. 
The child who has been carefully trained in the right 
way, for three or four years,can be kept in the right 
path afterwards with comparative ease. 

It is well known that primary instruction He not 
‘received so much attention as the higher grades of 
teaching. This remark is believed to be emphatically 
true of this city. The primary schools have been com- 
paratively but little affected by the various influences 
which have, for the past ten or fifteen years, operated 
powerfully for the advancement of schools of higher

grades. Not but that they have made some progress. No 
doubt these schools now are better, in all respects, than 
at any previous period of their history. The teachers 
are better; the accommodations are better; the methods 
of teaching are better. In making the circuit of these 
schools, much was seen to approve; much that was 
gratifying and cheering. A very large proportion of 
the buildings occupied by them are, in most respects, 
excellent; they are such as even Boston may well be 
proud of. Many of the teachers possess a good degree 
of intelligence and energy, are earnestly devoted to 
their work, and are doing a vast amount of good. 
Some appeared to be very desirous of improving their 
_ qualifications for their difficult task, and others invited 
suggestions respecting the management and instruction 
of their schools, and received them gladly. I think a 
large majority would be disposed to codperate cheer- 
fully in any judicious plans for the general elevation 
of the standard of primary school instruction. On the 
other hand, I think a few still remain as teachers in 
these schools, who would object to almost any plan 
proposed, except that of increasing their compensation 
or diminishing their labors. 

Having said this much in commendation of these 
schools, which I can say conscientiously, surveying them 
on their bright side, you will doubtless expect me, after 
a thorough inspection of nearly the whole, to answer 
the all-important and practical question, whether they 
are in a satisfactory condition; or, im other words, 
whether they are doing all they ought to do, and they 
can do, for the right education of all the children in 
this city, between the ages of four and eight years.

To this question I must give a negative answer. And, 
by this answer, I by no means intend to imply any 
censure or disapprobation of the teachers of these 
schools, asa whole. I have already spoken explicitly 
on this point. I fully admit that they have done as 
well as could have been expected under the circum- 
stances. Still, I firmly believe that the circumstances 
and arrangements of these schools might, with no great 
difficulty, and with no considerable increase of expense, 
be rendered far more profitable to the pupils, and far 
more agreeable to the teachers, as well as far more 
satisfactory to this Board and to the public. I am 
clearly of opinion that a great advance in the amount 
and quality of education in these schools is not only 
desirable but practicable, and that they might be and 
ought to be brought nearer to that standard of perfec- 
tion which causes every pupil, by the influence of right 
motives, to do the right things at the right time and in 
the right manner. 

I shall not attempt to exhaust so comprehensive a 
subject in this Report. I have no room to describe in 
detail either the excellences or defects of this branch 
of our system. Nor, on the other hand, do I intend 
to indulge, for a moment, in vague and unprofitable 
generalities. 

I propose, therefore, to specify three defects, which 
are common, in a greater or less degree, to all these 
schools, and which seem to include and comprehend 
almost all those minor faults and imperfections which 
we often have occasion to observe and correct. 

The most important of these defects is the want of 
that kind of teaching which really educates ; which imparts 
a knowledge of things, as well as of the forms and 
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sounds of words, and which duly developes the various 
faculties of the mind,—¢éraimng the pupil to right 
habits of thought, of feeling, and of action. This kind 
of teaching is not at all rare in our Grammar Schools, 
especially in the upper classes; but 1t is a remarkable 
fact, that it is, so far as I am capable of judging, but very 
little practiced in our Primary Schools. In place of it, 
we have what is called “the rote system.” The mem- 
ory is almost the only faculty regarded, and only one 
element of that, viz: the memory of words, while the 
memory of the understanding is seldom called into 
exercise. 

In my visits, it was very uncommon to hear, in any 
of these schools, a single question or remark by the 
teacher which had any reference to the understanding 
of the children. In many cases, the reading was but 
little more than the mechanical pronunciation of an 
unknown tongue. There is a text-book in daily use in 
all these schools, entitled “Spelling and Thinking Com- 
bined;” but in all the exercises in this book, I never 
saw the slightest evidence of any attempt at the com- 
bination indicated in the title. 

Another general defect is the want of profitable employ- 
ment for the children, especially in the lowest classes. 
Go into any of these schools at any time of day, and in 
nine cases out of ten, if not in forty-nine out of fifty, 
three-fourths of the pupils will be found without projit- 
able employment. Thus the time of these children is 
wasted, for precious months and years in succession. 
But this great waste of time is not the only evil arising 
from this defect. Many bad habits are formed. The 
strength of the teacher which should be expended in 
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teaching, is necessarily taxed to a great extent by the 
incessant vigilance and care requisite to keep these 
idlers out of mischief, and to secure some reasonable 
degree of stillness. 

The third and last defect which I shall mention, 
is the want of @ vigorous and efficient system of moral 
culture. \ need not speak of the importance of this 
element in every system of instruction for the young. 
No one will deny or doubt that it should be regarded 
as the very corner stone. I would not be understood 
to say that there is not at present any good, healthful 
moral influence exerted in our Primary Schools; but I 
feel bound to say that the amount of moral culture and 
moral training bears no sort of proportion to what it 
ought to be. 

Such are the three general and radical defects in our 
Primary Schools, to which I would respectfully, but 
earnestly, call the attention of this Board. To prevent 
misapprehension, I ought to state explicitly that there 
are a very few exceptional schools, in which these 
defects exist in a comparatively small degree. 

Without attempting an exposition of the causes of 
these defects within the narrow compass of this Report, 
I must content myself with a brief statement of what, 
upon careful deliberation, appear to be the _ best 
remedies. 

1. A classification of all these schools. The supe- 
riority of the classified schools is very evident. The 
theory is sound. No doubt there are objections to it, 
as there are to every possible arrangement, but they 
are believed to be outweighed by the advantages 
gained. | 
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2. Let every school be supplied with a stationary 
chair, a single desk, and one of Holbrook’s slates, for 
each pupil. The slate should constitute a part of the 
school apparatus, never to be taken from the school 
room. ‘The desk should be constructed with a suitable 
aperture for the safe deposit of the slate. This is a 
necessary means for securing the right instruction and 
training of the pupils. These facilities will favor a 
proper physical development. 

3. Let a Manual be prepared, under the direction 
of this Board, which shall set forth the objects to be 
aimed at, the principles to be observed, and the meth- 
ods to be used in all the Primary Schools. 

4. Provide the requisite facilities and encourage- 
ments for the teachers to perfect themselves in the 
difficult art of teaching and governing a primary 
school. This is by far the most important of the 
measures recommended ; for, without it, the others, and 
all others that can be imagined, will avail compara- 
tively little. 

I regard it as a fixed fact,as certain as anything that 
can be known, that all our Primary Schools can be 
brought up to the requisite standard of excellence only 
by insisting upon it as a thing indispensable, that every 
teacher, either before or after entering the service, shall 
be properly trained and instructed in the art of keeping 
a primary school. The teacher makes the school ; it is 
training that makes the teacher. 

Grammar Schools. Of the instructors in these schools 
as a whole, the impressions received from my visits 
were quite favorable. Of the Head Masters I am 
happy to be able to speak decidedly from personal 
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knowledge. It is a remarkable fact, that at this time, 
every one of the masters of these schools 1s devoted to 
his work with great zeal and earnestness. A uniformity 
of talent and skill is of course not to be expected, but 
there is a singular uniformity of that zeal which sup- 
plies the place of almost every kind of talent. It is 
believed that these gentlemen, who give the tone and 
character to the eighteen Grammar Schools in which 
ten thousand of our children are daily subjected to the 
shaping processes of education, are not without the spirit 
of progress. As an indication of this spirit, allow me 
to state that a decided majority,— nearly all, I think, 
— voluntarily expressed, not only a willingness, but a 
desire to receive suggestions for the improvement of 
their schools. This is a fact alike creditable to the 
instructors and gratifying to your agent. 

Considering the responsibilities and position of these 
gentlemen, I cannot but regard it as due to them, as 
well as essential to the best imterests of the schools 
under their charge, that, in the appointment of their 
subordinate teachers, they should be freely consulted 
and advised with. Surely, if a master is not competent 
to be trusted in this matter, and if his judgment is of 
no account in it, he should not have committed to his 
charge the care and control of an institution so import- 
ant as one of our Grammar Schools. 

A considerable difference was observed in the amount 
of personal attention bestowed by the Principals upon 
the lower classes of their schools. In some schools, a 
portion of each day, and in certain others, one or two 
half days in each week, are set apart for the inspection 
and examination of the lower classes. This, an excel- 
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lent practice, should be encouraged. Every head 
assistant should be capable of managing and teaching 
the first division, durmg the master’s absence from the 
room, so as to allow him the necessary time for this 
important work. ‘This is the only practical method of 
securing a uniform and harmonious progress in a large 
school, instructed by a number of teachers. 

One of the best modern improvements in the methods 
of teaching in these schools, is that which sends the 
pupils to consult books of reference. Where this is 
much practiced, we may be quite sure there is one 
good element of teaching. This kind of teaching ought 
to receive approbation, and the necessary facilities 
should be afforded for carrying it further than it has 
been pursued, even in our best schools. For this pur- 
pose, I would recommend that a small addition be made 
to the list of these books, viz: Goold Brown’s Gram- 
mar of English Grammars, Worcester’s Historical Atlas, 
Smith’s History of Greece, Arnold’s History of Rome ; 
and, for the use of teachers, Barnard’s Journal of Edu- 
cation. 

The Latin School, the English High School, and the 
Girls’ High and Normal School, are undoubtedly con- 
ducted with great ability by their respective Principals 
and their able assistants. Every necessary means should 
be granted them for increasing their usefulness. 

It may be worth while to suggest, as a matter worthy 
of the attention of this Board, whether, with the present 
arrangements, the Girls’ High and Normal School ought 
to be expected to answer the purpose of a training 
school, for supplying our Primary Schools with the 
teachers they need. 
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The English High School affords accommodations for 
a larger number of pupils than are at present enjoying 
the advantages of its excellent course of study. It 
appears to me to be clearly the duty of all the Princi- 
pals of the Grammar Schools to give to their pupils 
ample information respecting the benefits and import- 
ance of a course of education in this, as well as in the 
Latin and Girls’ High and Normal Schools, and to fit 
them, as far as possible, for admission, at a suitable age. 
The number admitted from each school ought to be 
reported annually to this Board, and published in the 
Annual Report, as one important element by which the 
standing of the several schools may be justly estimated. 

It is well known that the English High School has 
been singularly fortunate, for many years, in the per- 
manency and success of its mstructors. The cause is 
apparent. For a very considerable period, none but 
professional teachers who had achieved marked success 
in similar situations, have been appointed to that 
school. It is a question whether the same desirable 
permanency might not be secured in the Latin School, 
by adopting the same policy. 

In conclusion, allow me to tender my grateful acknowl- 
edements to the members of this Board, and to the 
instructors of every grade and department of our sys- 
tem, for their numerous acts of courtesy and kindness 
in relieving me from the embarrassments always to be 
expected in entering upon a new office.

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This document, interesting and instructive throughout, 
is especially valuable and suggestive in that part which 
treats of Primary Schools. Its recommendations in re- 
gard to these schools, some of which had already been 
adopted and partially introduced, were heartily approved 
by the Board, and measures taken to carry them into 
execution as soon as practicable. In conformity with 
votes of the Board the Superintendent is preparing a 
manual of primary school instruction, which is now 
nearly ready for publication. For some months past 
he has been holding, in different sections of the city, 
meetings of Primary School teachers, at which he has 
given lectures and practical illustrations of the art 
of teaching and rightly conducting a Primary School. 
Though not carried out to the full extent practicable, 
yet in some districts, where there are several Primary 
Schools kept in the same building or in close proximity, 
classification has been introduced by dividing the 
children according to their grade of scholarship, and 
putting those of each grade in a school by themselves. 
The objections which were thought to lie against this 
mode of classification have not been found, on experi- 
ence, to be weighty, or worthy of serious consideration, 
while the benefits that were expected to flow from it 
have been abundantly realized. Seats with desks and 
Holbrook’s slates have been introduced into several of 
the schools, and, in the course of the ensuing year, the 
order of the Board on this subject will probably be 
executed. 

In these and in other ways that need not be detailed, 
something has been done for the benefit of the Primary 
Schools. The work of improvement has been com- 
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menced, and under the auspices of the Board, the 
labors of the Superintendent, and the hearty codpera- 
tion of the teachers, will be carried forward with 
wisdom and vigor. 

As parts of a great system of public instruction, it is 
scarcely possible to attach too much importance to the 
Primary Schools. They are the base of the pyramid, 
and in proportion as the base is enlarged and its foun- 
dations strengthened, the superstructure can be reared 
with ease and rapidity, in graceful proportions, and to 
a towering height. Under the improvements which 
are now in operation, and others that will be intro- 
duced, it is hoped that the children in the Primary 
Schools will be rescued from that waste of time and 
misdirection of powers, hitherto unavoidable, and so 
instructed and carried forward as that every child, on 
attaining the requisite age, shall be competent and 
qualified, not only to enter the Grammar Schools, but to 
improve the privileges and advantages there offered ; 
and in proportion as the children entering the Grammar 
schools come thoroughly qualified and prepared, these 
schools themselves will be improved, and a larger num- 
ber of pupils pass through them at an age sufficiently 
early to allow them to enjoy the benefit of the High 
Schools, before the time arrives at which they wish to 
leave school for some active employment. Thus, by 
improving the Primary, we improve the Grammar, 
extend the advantages of the High Schools, and make 
our whole system of public instruction, of popular edu- 
cation, what it ought to be, progressive and not stationary. 

Further details in relation to the Primary Schools will 
be given in their connection with the Grammar Schools, 
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THE GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


There are eighteen Grammar Schools in Boston, and 
the city is divided into eighteen corresponding dis- 
tricts, and each district 1s designated by the name of 
the Grammar School that is its educational centre. 

The first public or common school opened in Boston 
was the Latin School, which was established in 1635, 
five years after the settlement of the town. Piety, 
rather than patriotism or philanthropy, prompted its 
establishment. Its object, like that of the Grammar 
Schools which within a few years all the towns in the 
colony were required by law to support, with a master 
qualified to prepare pupils for the college, was to aid 
in securing a body of learned men, who, “ by acquaint- 
ance with ancient tongues,’ should be able to obtain 
“a knowledge of the scriptures,” and qualified “ to dis- 
cern the true sense and meaning of the original.” For 
nearly fifty years this was the only public school in 
Boston. In 1682, this school became so crowded that 
it was determined to establish two others, “for the 
teaching of children to write and cipher.” Our system 
of public instruction, which aims not to produce a body 
of learned men, but to instruct in the rudiments of 
knowledge, and to give a good English education to 
every child in the community, fairly dates back, there- 
fore, only to this period, 1682. One of these two schools 
for instruction in writing and arithmetic, shortly after it 
was opened, became classical in its character ; the salary 
of the master was made equal to that of the master of 
the Latin School, and it was called “the North Latin

School.” This character attached to it for nearly a 
century, till 1790, when it was restored to its original 
purpose; and since that period, “the Public Latin 
School” has been the only one of the Common Schools 
where pupils could be prepared to enter the University. 
The schools “for teaching children to write and cipher,” 
were soon thronged by large numbers of boys who did 
not wish to prepare themselves for College, and a pro- 
fessional career in law, medicine or divinity. It became 
necessary, therefore, to enlarge the course of instruction 
at these schools, so that they should furnish a suitable 
education to those who were to enter upon some 
department of commercial or mechanical business. 
But the masters of these schools had been chosen on 
account of their special capacity to teach “ children to 
write and cipher,” and, in general, were not competent 
to teach reading, grammar, geography, and the higher 
branches of a good English education. It was ne- 
cessary, therefore, to have a new set of masters for 
these branches. They were accordingly appointed, and 
arrangements made for them to hold their schools in 
different rooms from those im which children were 
taught “to write and cipher,’ and for the pupils to 
alternate, forenoon and afternoon, from one to the 
other. 

Thus originated what has been known as the 
“Double-headed System,” which for many years was 
universal in the Boston schools, and peculiar to them. 
It was not a system adopted on deliberation as 
the wisest and best plan of school organization, but 
an arrangement made under the pressure of ne- 
cessity, to meet existing circumstances, and avoid 
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the disagreeable duty of dismissing the masters of 
the schools “for teaching children to write and 
cipher,’ when it was determined to enlarge the 
course of instruction at these schools beyond what 
these masters were competent to teach. The arrange- 
ment, once made, soon became entrenched within the 
authority of usage and prescription, and for more than 
a century continued, without exception, and with occa- 
sional slight modifications, the form of organization of 
the Grammar Schools of Boston. : 

The first strong effort to abolish this system was 
made in 1830, on the recommendation of one of 
the most able and interesting Reports ever pre- 
sented to the School Board, prepared by the present 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the State, then 
a member of the School Committee. This Report con- 
tained two prominent recommendations. First, the 
separation of the schools designed for children of differ- 
ent sexes, so that those for boys should be held in one 
building, and those for girls in another; second, the 
abandonment of the “Double-headed System,” for that of 
one master at the head of each school, with a sufficient 
number of subordinate and assistant teachers to instruct 
in all the branches of a good English education. Both 
these recommendations were adopted by the Board, 
and, from that time, the principles contained in them, 
although there have been periods when no progress in 
their application was made, and even a retrograde 
movement commenced, have yet been gradually car- 
ried forward, so that there is now no “ double-headed ” 
school in the city, and but six at which girls and boys 
attend in the same building.* 


* No provision was made for girls to attend the public Grammar Schools, till 
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With these preliminary remarks, the Committee pro- 
ceed to give a brief account of each of the Grammar 
Schools, and of the Primary Schools in each Grammar 
School District, taking them up in alphabetical order. 
Each Grammar School has some distinctive name, 
derived from some Mayor of the City, or from some 
person distinguished in the history of Boston for learn- 
ing, piety, or patriotic public service. 


Adams School District. 


A Grammar School, originally instituted in 1717, and 
long known as the South Reading and Writing School, 
but afterwards called the Adams School, in honor of 
Samuel Adams, the distinguished revolutionary patriot, 
was for many years kept in the building in Mason 
Street, now used for the Girls’ High and Normal School. 
In 1852, when the policy was introduced of building 
large school houses, and consolidating into one, two or 
three smaller schools, the Adams School in Mason Street 
was discontinued, and that name was for a time lost 
from our list of city schools. In 1856, a new school 
was instituted in East Boston, and the name restored 
by calling it the Adams School. It is held in a new 
school house recently erected, in Belmont Square, of 
grand proportions, with spacious halls and_ staircases, 
containing 19 large and handsomely finished and fur- 
nished school rooms, capable of seating in all 1,144 
pupils, and completed at a cost, including the land, of 
$64,128.57, the interest on which is $3,847.70. 

1789. From that time to 1828, they were allowed to attend half the year,—from 20th 


of April to 20th of October. Since 1828, ample provision has been made for their 
attendance all the year. 
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This house combines all the latest improvements in 
arrangement and furnishings; and, for amplitude, airi- 
ness and convenience, for the comfort and good taste of 
its appurtenances, is in every respect a beautiful and 
model structure. 

The experiment of heating by steam, however, was 
at first attended with but poor success. There were, 
indeed, such defects in the original arrangements, both 
for warming and ventilation, that, on first assembling 
in the building, in September, 1856, and for several 
months subsequent, the school suffered great incon- 
venience, and the daily session had often to be discon- 
tinued. This had an unfavorable effect upon the 
discipline of the school, upon the progress and habits 
of study of the pupils, and upon the spirits and energies 
of the master and his assistants. For some time, 
neither teachers nor pupils were in a condition to do 
justice to themselves. In regard to heating, the defect 
has been remedied by the alteration and enlargement 
of apparatus, so that the house can now be kept at all 
times at a genial temperature. The other defect, which 
has not yet been remedied, is in the mismanagement of 
the ventilators, which conduct into the rough, unfin- 
ished openings of the walls, rather than into the flues 
intended for them. 

The admissions to this school have been 631. <As 
only a part of these were received at the opening of 
the school, and a part at a subsequent period near the 
close of the year, for the purpose of relieving the 
crowded state of the Lyman School, the average whole 
number belonging to the school at any one time has 
been small compared with the admissions. It has not 
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exceeded 391,— of which number there has been an 
average attendance of 90.5 per cent. The expenses of 
tuition for this school, are nearly hke those of the other 
schools in East Boston, viz: $6,500.20, being the sala- 
ries of a master, sub-master, two head assistants, and 
six assistants. This, including the interest on the cost 
of the building, makes the average cost of education 
about $23.90 for each scholar. The expenses of warm- 
ing, for the reasons before suggested, have been very 
large, viz: $756.98 ; and for care and superintendence, 
including engineering, $720. 

In this District, there are nine Primary Schools, and 
one Intermediate School, and one school for Special 
Instruction. The two latter are regarded as exceptions 
to our regular school system, and the constant effort of 
the Committee is to dispense with them as soon as it 
can be judiciously done. Where the number of pupils 
of from 9 to 10, 12 or 14 years of age, who are natu- 
rally dull and slow of comprehension, or who from any 
cause have been deprived of instruction, is large, it 
would seem that their best interests, and that also of 
the tender and unsophisticated children of the Primary 
Schools, would be most subserved by such special tempo- 
rary arrangements as these schools provide. But where 
the number of such pupils is not large, or where they can 
be distributed under different teachers, so as to become 
in all respects the sulyects of influence, and not the 
leaders of it, then, in the absence of peculiar controlling 
circumstances, it is believed they should be kept in the 
regular march of promotion, and be so much the more 
persuaded, stimulated and aided to advance, as their 
capacities or disposition shall make them the more 
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subjects for it. The salaries of the teachers, and other 
expenses of the Primary and Intermediate Schools, in 
the Adams District, amount to about $4,564.39. The 
number of pupils connected with these schools is 467, 
and the average cost per scholar is about: $9.77. 


Ligelow School District. 


The Bigelow Grammar School received its name in 
honor of Hon. John P. Bigelow, Mayor of the City from 
1849 to 1851, meclusive. It was instituted in 1850. 
The school building, situated in Fourth Street, South 
Boston, was erected in 1849. It contains 12 rooms, 
with a large hall for exhibitions, and can accommodate 
750 pupils. The value of the property is estimated at 
about $42,600, the interest on which would be $2,556. 

This school is exclusively for girls. It has a corps 
of nine teachers, viz: a master, three head assistants 
and five assistants, besides music teacher and sewing 
teacher. Their salaries amount to $5,477.26. 

The number of pupils belonging to the school is 492. 
The average attendance is 440. The cost of education 
per scholar is about $18.32. 

In their last Report, the Committee say :— “ At no 
time, while under the supervision of its present Com- 
mittee, has this school been in a better condition, or 
done more to contribute to the success of our system 
of instruction. ‘The teachers continue to labor with a 
unity of purpose and with a zeal that show that their 
hearts are in their work. The pupils, with very few 
exceptions, are faithful, interested, obedient, and conse- 
quently their advancement has been creditable.” 
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There are nine Primary Schools in this District. 
Four of them are kept in the Bigelow School house ; 
two at Washington Village; one in Lyceum Hall, 
one at Mattapan Hall, and one in the Methodist 
Church. 

The salaries of the teachers amount to $3,360.42; 
expense of rooms, fuel, &c., to about $1,200. 

The whole number of pupils in the schools is 582. 
The average attendance is 465. The cost of education 
per scholar is about $9.81. 

The Committee, in their last Report, already quoted, 
complain of the want of accommodation for the Pri- 
mary Schools. There isno Primary School house in the 
District. “Four of these schools,” they say, are “tem- 
porarily accommodated in the Grammar School house, 
lable to be removed at any time when the increase of 
the Grammar School shall make it necessary. One has 
just been removed for this reason, and, without doubt, 
at least one more must be removed in March next. One 
is in @ hall that is used many nights in the week for 
other purposes, and thus the school arrangements and 
furniture are constantly disturbed, and the room always 
more or less dirty and uncomfortable. Still another is 
in the. vestry of a church, the size of which is objection- 
able. The sclool, huddled into one corner, has a for- 
lorn air that makes it far from inviting, and would be 
a sufficient cause to account for a large increase of the 
number of truants.” 


Bowdoin School District. 


The Bowdoin Grammar School was instituted in 
1821, and received its name in honor of Governor 
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James Bowdoin. The present building, in Myrtle 
Street, was erected in 1848. It contains 18 rooms, a 
large hall, and can accommodate 735 pupils. The 
house and land are estimated at $45,000, the interest 
on which would be $2,700. The expenses for repairs, 
supplies, fuel, &c., amount to $2,256.88. 

This school is exclusively for girls. The teachers are, 
a master, two female head assistants, and nine assistant 
teachers, whose salaries amount in all to $1,611.82. 
The number of pupils belonging to the school is 553. 
The average attendance is 487. The cost of education 
per scholar is about $21.28. 

In their Quarterly Report, the Committee say, that 
“by a judicious appointment of monitors, and the 
efforts of teachers well directed, tardiness has almost 
entirely ceased, and absences have been reduced from 
twenty-five to two per week.” From their Report we 
learn that “ Monthly meetings of the teachers are held, 
a record of the studies pursued and of the ground 
gone over by each teacher, is accurately kept, so that 
any deficiencies soon become apparent.” 

There are twelve Primary Schools in this District. 
Three are kept in Franklin Street, three in Blossom 
Street, two in May Street, two in Bowdoin Square, one 
in Joy Street, and one in Fruit Street. The expense 
for rooms, &c., is about $1,845. The salaries of the 
teachers amount to $4,695.29. The number of pupils 
is 631; the average attendance is 503. The cost of 
education per scholar is about $10.36.

Boylston School District. 


The Boylston Grammar School was instituted in 1819, 
and received its name in honor of Thomas Boylston, a 
distinguished physician, and a munificent patron of 
learning, whose bequests to the Boylston Medical 
School, to Harvard College, and other literary institu- 
tions, entitled him to be thus remembered. 

The Boylston School, on Washington Square, Fort 
Hill, was erected in 1852. It contains 12 rooms, and 
can accommodate 1,274 pupils. The value of the prop- 
erty is estimated at $40,000; the interest on which 
would be $2,400. ‘The expense for repairs, fuel, sup- 
plies, &c., amounts to $1,139.21. This school is com- 
posed of boys and girls. Its teachers are, a master, a 
sub-master, an usher, one female head assistant, and ten 
assistant teachers; whose salaries amount to $8,341.06. 
The number of pupils belonging to the school is 798 ; 
the average attendance is 750. The annual cost of 
education per scholar is $14.86. 

In their Report, the District Committee say, that 
“the school in all its departments was found to be in 
most respects in an excellent condition. The pro- 
ficiency of the pupils, in reading, orthography and 
arithmetic, was especially noticeable. The improvement 
in writing, though respectable, was less marked than in 
most of the other studies. In the exercise of map 
drawing, on the blackboard, specimens of skill by a 
large number of pupils were exhibited to the Commit- 
tee, which they believe can rarely be excelled for 
neatness and accuracy of delineation, and beauty of 


execution.” 
7 
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This District contains a larger number of Primary 
Schools than any other. At present, there are nine- 
teen under the charge of the Boylston District Com- 
mittee. Of these, nine are in Lane Place, in a building 
erected for the purpose by the city; two on Fort Hill; 
four in Williams Street; one in Purchase Street, Hi 
three in Belcher Lane. 

The whole number of children hues to these 
schools is 1,208; the average attendance is 1,031. The 
salaries of the teachers amount to $7,668.95. The 
expenses of school rooms, $3,166.68. The annual cost 
of education per scholar is about $8.97. 


Brinmer School District. 


The Brimmer Grammar School was instituted in 
1844. It was named in honor of the late Martin 
Brimmer, Mayor of the City in 1843 and 1844. The 
school house, situated in Common Street, was erected in 
1843. It contains 12 rooms, and can accommodate 750 
pupils. It has no large hall. It is warmed by a furnace, 
but the ventilation is not very good. Except in the 
very coldest weather, it is necessary to keep one or two 
windows open at the top, part of the time, and it is usual 
to open all the windows at recess. 

The house and land are estimated at $34,151.21; 
the interest on which would be about $2,050. The 
expenses of the school, for salaries, are $7,557.96 ; and 
for repairs, fuel, &c., $2,143.56. The whole number of 
pupils belonging to the school the past year is 585; 
average attendance, 551; the cost of education per 
pupil, about $20.09. 
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There are twelve Primary Schools in the Brimmer 
District. One is taught in the Brimmer school house ; 
six in the Primary school house in Warren Street ; 
three in a building belonging to the city in Newbern 
Place, and two in rooms under Warren Street Church. 

The salaries of teachers, and expenses for rent, sup- 
plies, fuel, &e., of Primary Schools in this District, 
amount to about $6,389.81. The number of pupils 
belonging to the schools is 668; average attendance, 
523 ; the cost per scholar is about $9.52. 

Since its establishment, in 1844, this school has sent 
118 boys to the English High School, and 48 to the 
Latin School. 


Chapman School District. 


The Chapman Grammar School was instituted in 1849. 
It received its name in honor of the late Jonathan Chap- 
man, Mayor of the City from 1840 to 1842, inclusive. 
The school house, containing 11 rooms, and seats for 600 
scholars, was erected on Eutaw Street, at a total cost of 
$29,500. The school was originally organized under 
the form of a double school, the boys in one depart- 
ment, and the girls in’ another, and each under the 
supervision of its own master. In the beginning of 
the school year 1856-7, the two departments were 
united upon the “single-headed system,” under the 
charge of one master, assisted by a sub-master, two 
female head assistants, and seven assistants ; the sum 
of whose salaries amounts to $6,796.53. 

The opening of the Adams School, and the conse- 
quent changes and transfers of pupils in all the East 
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Boston Grammar Schools, took 170 from the Chapman 
School, and reduced its average whole number to 496. 
The territorial limits of this school are unusually large, 
extending the whole length of the island from east to 
west. Many of the pupils in all the various classes, 
from the remote parts of the District, have to walk 
long distances to attend school, and yet, it 1s reported 
that “under and against every provocation of cold and 
heat, of wind and rain, snow and tempest, they are reg- 
ular and punctual, and their plump and ruddy counte- 
nances, their glistening eyes, and fine muscular move- 
ments, tell how safe the process is, and how true it is 
that, 


‘We must have air and exercise, 
To live, and thrive, and grow.” 


The average attendance for the year has been 90.5 
per cent.; 173 scholars have been admitted. The cost 
of tuition per scholar was $13.70; and the whole cost 
of education, including, besides salaries, the expense of 
warming by furnaces, ($488.10,) of cleaning, &c., ($231,) 
of supplies, furniture and repairs, &c., ($827.76,) in all 
$8,343.39, was, for each scholar, $16.82. 

There are twelve Primary Schools in this District ; six 
of these schools, held in the Porter Street Primary school 
house, have been classified, so that virtually they con- 
stitute but one school, with six grades or classes. The 
other schools are kept in buildings leased by the city, 
which are conveniently situated, but, in arrangement, 
finish, ventilation, access and general surroundings, are 
by no means to be regarded as models. The salaries of 
the Primary School teachers in this District amount to 
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$4,610.33 ; the expenses of rooms, fuel, &c., to $1,605.54. 
The number of pupils attending is 708, and the cost of 
education per scholar is $8.78. 

A topic of considerable mterest has been somewhat 
discussed and reported upon by the Committee of the 
District, during the year, viz:—“ Whether the city can- 
not now afford to employ, and ought not to require, 
in whole or in part, for these schools, teachers of a 
higher and more thorough education, — an education 
that is not a mere proficiency in one or all of the 
branches of common school study, but that broad and 
comprehensive mental culture which gives grasp, inven- 
tion and versatility to the mind, and ennobles and makes 
rich and generous the whole character? Could such 
teachers be found, and secured at the head of these 
little soul-nurseries, — the fountains whence not only the 
current of character and culture takes its rise, but 
where influences are exerted that to a very great 
degree prescribe the direction and determine the power 
of the current,— no one can doubt that much would be 
done to give a healthy impetus and a right direction, 
that would be felt by the pupil through the whole 
educational career.” 

“Let the demand be made,” say the Committee, “let 
it become public and imperative, and there will be 
enough who, from love of the influence open to them, 
or from other good and high motives, will come 
forward and enter the field. The demand will stim- 
ulate to a supply, and, insisted upon perseveringly at 
this the centre of educational influences, will spread 
and give rise to like demands elsewhere. Thus the 
general standard of female education would be ele- 
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vated, and female teachers raised up, thoroughly quali- 
fied for that work, preéminent in importance, which 
they are called to perform in our Public Schools.” 

Another suggestion in connection with this subject was 
urged by the Committee, viz: “that a person with these 
qualifications should be placed at the head of each of the 
groups of classes formed by the new classification, with 
powers of supervision and with responsibilities in respect 
to all the classes similar to those exercised by the mas- 
ters of the Grammar Schools, thereby securing wily in 
the course of instruction and discipline, gentleness, equable- 
ness, and a constancy of watchful superintendence which 
no general officer of the Board can render.” 


Duight School Mstrict. 


The Dwight Grammar school was instituted in Sep- 
tember, 1844, as a boys’ school, with 92 pupils. Its first 
name was the New South School, and it was first gath- 
ered in an old building opposite the residence of the 
late John D. Williams. From this place it was removed, 
in September, 1845, to the vestry of the Suffolk Chapel, 
and remained there till the new building, erected on Con- 
cord Street, was ready for occupancy, in the spring of 
1846. Since that time it has been called the Dwight 
School, in honor of the late Hon. Edmund Dwight. 
About 80 girls were admitted as a part of the school, 
in May of 1846, and this was the beginning of what is 
now the “ Dwight School for Gils.” Thus, as a mixed 
school, it remained until September of 1850, when a 
new master was elected for the boys. The school was 
then organized as a single-headed school, and remained 
so until August of 1857, when the two departments 
were made entirely independent of each other. 
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The new house, in Springfield Street, was built in 
1856, and was occupied for the first time in October of 
that year. It contains 14 rooms, which will accommo- 
date 852 pupils, beside the hall, which will seat 400. 
The apparatus for warming the house consists of four 
of Herman’s largest-sized furnaces, and it is ventilated 
on what is known as Emerson’s Plan, which works well. 

The building cost $47,000. The lot, measuring about 
19,000 square feet, was owned by the city; its esti- 
mated value, at 80 cents per square foot, was $15,200. 

The corps of teachers consists of a master, an usher, 
and eight female assistants, for the boys; and a master 
and seven female assistants for the girls. 

The total amount of salaries in the boys’ department, 
is $5,760.15 per annum, and in the girls’ it is $4,435.16; 
and the cost of tuition per scholar, in the boys’ depart- 
ment, is $11.45, and in the girls’, $11.73 per annum, 
and the whole cost of education at the school, $18.77. 

There are 115 boys and 75 girls accommodated in 
the old Dwight school house. 

There are no Primary Schools in the new building ; 
302 boys and 200 girls have been admitted the past 
year, and the average attendance has been 94 per cent. 
in the boys’, and 90 in the girls’ department. 

“ After a careful examination of every class,” say the 
Committee, in their Report, “ the school, in both depart- 
ments, with one or two slight exceptions, was found to 
be in a highly prosperous condition, and in almost 
every respect merits our warmest commendations.” 

There are eleven Primary Schools in the District, 
averaging about 60 pupils to each, and kept in build- 
ings owned by the city. The schools are classified, 
and, in most respects, the system 1s found to work well. 
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The average attendance in the Primary Schools, for 
the past year, has been 77 per cent. Two new teachers 
have been appointed for these schools. 

The salaries of the Primary School teachers in this 
District for the past year amount to $4,030.75; the 
expense for repairs, fuel, &c., amounts to $3,286.97. 
The number of pupils is 693, making the cost of edu- 
cation per scholar $11.43. 


EKhot School District. 


The Eliot Grammar School was instituted in 1713, 
and subsequently named in honor of the Rev. John 
Eliot, D.D., pastor of the New North Church. The 
school building is in North Bennet Street, and was 
erected in 1838. It contains 12 rooms, and has accom- 
modations for 749 pupils. It has no hall. The school 
is exclusively for boys. The teachers are, a master, 
a sub-master, an usher, and twelve female assistants. 
The salaries of the teachers amount to $8,076.73. The 
value of the building and lot is $46,591; the annual 
interest on which is $2,795.46. The apparatus for 
warming, (by means of stoves on the first floor, and by 
hot-air furnaces on the second and third floors,) is well 
adapted to its purposes. The apparatus for ventilation 
is insufficient. The cost of warming is $305.70; other 
expenses, $657.65. Whole cost, $963.55. 

The whole number of pupils admitted during the 
year is 593; the average attendance has been 750. 
The cost of tuition for each pupil is $10.60; the whole 
cost of education per year for each pupil is $16.53. 
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The Committee report favorably of the school. The 
school house is reported to be quite insufficient for such 
a school; the following defects have been noticed by 
the District Committee: 

Ist. In size; having 749 desks, and on the first of 
March last, 866 pupils. 

2d. In having to pass through the rooms of the 
master, sub-master, and two assistants, to reach other 
rooms. | 

3d. In the situation of the staircase, which is such 
as to render it impossible to clear the house as rapidly 
as might be desirable in case of fire. 

4th. In having the ward room in one of the school 
rooms; thereby rendering it necessary to dismiss the 
whole school, at least two days of every year, and to 
further interrupt and injure it, by removing 125 seats, 
with their desks, at every caucus or other ward 
meeting. 

5th. In having no means of warming the entrance 
hall; thus endangering the health of the teachers, who 
are frequently obliged to remain there in conversation 
with parents and others. 

6th. In the unequal size of the rooms; one accom- 
modating 125 pupils, and others only 46. 

7th. In the want of hght in the room used asa 
ward room. 

8th. In the ventilating apparatus,—the roof having 
but one ventilator, and each room but one ventilating 
flue,—which is inadequate to change the air as fast as it 
is vitiated by breathing, unless aided by opening the 
windows. ‘These, on the windward side of the house, 
cannot be opened in stormy weather, consequently the 
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air at such times, in the smaller rooms, is exceedingly 
impure. 

9th. In having no hall for assembling the whole or 
any considerable part of the school. 

10th. In having to occupy a Primary school house, 
detached from the main building, in order to secure 
even the present imperfect accommodations. 

There are sixteen Primary Schools in the District; 
each school contains about 60 pupils, and is under the 
charge of a female teacher. The schools are located, 
four at No. 22 Charter Street, three in the rear of No. 
22 Charter Street, three in Hanover Avenue, and six in 
Snelling Place. The system of classification has been 
introduced in the schools in the rear of No. 22 Charter 
Street, two classes in a room. The experiment, thus 
far, 1s quite satisfactory. The salaries of the teachers 
amount to $6,200.51. The expense for rooms, fuel, Xc., 
is $1,523 18. Whole number of pupils admitted during 
the year 729; whole number, 989; average attendance, 
818. The cost of tuition for each pupil is $6.27. The 
whole cost of education for each per year is $7.93. 
The number of new teachers appointed is seven. The 
number of examinations for the selection of teachers 
has been three. 


Franklin School District. 


The Franklin Grammar School was instituted in 
1785, and so called in honor of Benjamin Franklin. 
The school building, which is on Washington Street, 
near Dover Street, was erected in 1845, at a cost of 
$18,393.56. It contains two large halls, each seating 
about 200 pupils. Attached to each of these halls are 
two small ante-rooms, which are used as recitation 
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rooms. ‘There are, besides, four other rooms, which 
were formerly used as Primary school rooms, each 
seating about 60 pupils. — 

The school is exclusively for girls. The teachers 
are, a master, and’ ten female assistants, whose sal- 
aries amount to $6,127.39, making an average cost, 
for tuition, of $10.77 for each scholar. The lot of land 
is estimated to be worth about $30,000, which added to 
the original cost of the building, makes $48,393.56 ; the 
annual interest of which is $2,903.61. The building is 
warmed by furnaces and stoves. The annual expense 
of warming, repairs, and care of building, is $1,027.15. 
The whole number of pupils admitted durmg the 
year is 478; the average number belonging to the 
school is 569, and the average attendance has been 
498, The whole cost per year for each pupil is $18.27. 

In one of their late Reports, the District Committee 
say: “ We believe that the examinations of this school 
have never, since the present organization of the Board, 
been more thorough, and never, on the whole, more 
satisfactory.” 

There are thirteen Primary Schools in this District, 
each school containing about 60 pupils. The schools 
are located in buildings owned or leased by the city; 
three in Genesee Street, two in West Castle Street, two 
in Indiana Place, and six in Groton Street. The system 
of classification, on the plan of one class to a school, has 
been adopted in the schools in Groton Street. The 
salaries of the teachers amount to $5,470.79. The 
expenses for repairs, supplies, fuel, &c, have been 
$1,790.02. The whole number of pupils admitted dur- 
ing the year is 722. The average attendance has been 
653, being about 50 to each school. The number of 
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pupils now belonging to the schools is 871. Cost of 
education for each pupil has been $8.16. There have 
been no new teachers appointed during the year. 


Hancock School District. 


The Hancock Grammar School, named in honor of 
John Hancock, was instituted in 1822, and from that 
time till the 10th of April, 1848, occupied the building 
situated in Hanover Street, now used for Primary 
Schools, and for other public purposes. The building 
now occupied by the school was dedicated on the 
10th of April, 1848. It contains 12 school rooms, and 
a hall. The school rooms have each 56 single desks, 
making 672 in all. ‘The hall is 80 feet by 60 feet, 
and will seat 700 children. The school consists of 
girls alone, and is taught by a master, a sub-master, 
one head assistant, and twelve assistants, including a 
sewing teacher. 

The salaries of the teachers, for the year ending 
August 31, 1857, amounted to $7,891.67. The cost of 
the building and lot was $69,175.15, the annual interest 
of which is $4,150.51. The apparatus for warming by 
means of hot air, and that for ventilating, are well 
adapted to their purposes. The cost of fuel during the 
last year was $633.23. 'The whole cost, (including sal- 
aries, fuel and interest,) $12,635.41. The whole num- 
ber of diferent scholars during the year was 990. The 
largest number belonging to the school at any one 
time was 817; the smallest number, 687. The aver- 
age whole number has been 734; the average attend- 
ance, 698. ‘The average cost of tuition for each pupil, 
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(dividing the whole cost by number of diferent pupils,) 
is $7.97; dividing by the average whole number, it is 
$10.75; dividmg by the average attendance, it is 
$11.80. The whole cost of education for each pupil, 
(taking as a basis the average whole number,) is $17.21. 

“It is believed,” say the District Committee, in their 
last Report, “that this school was never in a better or 
more prosperous condition.” 

There are seventeen Primary Schools in the District. 
Each school contains about 60 pupils, and is under the 
charge of a female teacher. There are three schools in 
Thacher Street, two in North Margin Street, three in 
Hanover Street, two in Bennet Avenue, three in Sheafe 
Street, and four in Cooper Street. | 

The salaries of the teachers amount to $6,593.52, 
and the expense for repairs, fuel, &c., was $2,417.32. 
The whole number of pupils attending these schools 
during the year was 965, average attendance 801. 
The cost of tuition for each pupil is $8.23, and the 
whole cost of education, $9.34. One new teacher hag 
been appointed. There have been three examinations 
for the selection of teachers. 

The system of classification has been mtroduced in 
three of the schools for “ special instruction,’ two 
classes in a room; also, in two Primary Schools, three 
classes ina room. The Committee report the result to 
be very satisfactory. 


Hawes School District. 


The Hawes Grammar School, named in honor of John 
Hawes, who gave the land on which the building stands 
to the city, was instituted in 1811. The present school 
house, situated in Broadway, South Boston, was erecte 
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in 18238. This is the oldest of our school buildings. In 
their Report, the Committee of the District very justly 
remark, that “the Hawes school house is a building 
that can boast but few of the modern improvements, 
and is unworthy of a District whose contributions to 
the city treasury are so considerable, whose population 
embraces three quarters of the most respectable citizens 
of the Twelfth Ward, and whose growth is shown in 
the fact that one hundred and forty-four new dwelling 
houses have been built within its limits during the 
twelvemonth. The school house stands in a place that 
is unsuited to the altered demands of the District. The 
building is awkward, antiquated and contracted. Your 
Committee suggest, that the building might be altered, 
as the Mather school house was, to accommodate the 
Primary Schools of the Hawes and Bigelow Districts, 
which are now kept in rooms both inconvenient and 
expensive.” 

As better and additional accommodations are wanted 
for the Primary Schools in both the Hawes and Bigelow 
Districts, this last suggestion of the Committee seems 
to be worthy of immediate attention. 

The present Hawes school house, is divided into two 
large halls, with side rooms for recitations, and can 
accommodate 360 pupils. The value of the property is 
estimated at $7,289.29 ; the interest on which is about 
437. 

The teachers at this school are, a master, a sub-mas- 
ter, an usher, a head assistant, and five assistants, 
whose salaries amount in all to $6,369.14. The number 
of pupils belonging to the school is 474. The average 
attendance is 3878. The annual cost of education per 
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scholar, including the cost of repairs, supplies, Xc., is 
about $16. 

There are six Primary Schools in the Hawes District ; 
two are kept in the rear of the Hawes school house, 
two in Blanchard’s Buildmg, and two at City Point. 
The whole number of pupils belongmeg to these schools 
is 307; the average attendance is 283. The cost of 
rooms, &c., is estimated at $1,250. The salaries of 
teachers amount to $2,549.98. The annual cost of edu- 
cation per scholar is about $10. 


Lawrence School District. 


The Lawrence Grammar School was instituted in 
1842, and received its present name in honor of the late 
Amos Lawrence, Esq. It was originally called the Mather 
School, in commemoration of the distinguished divines, 
father and son, of that name. When the original build- 
ing, in Broadway, South Boston, was repaired and 
enlarged, the name was changed to Lawrence, as a 
grateful testimony to the peculiar interest which for 
several years Mr. Amos Lawrence had taken in this 
school, and the valuable donations in books, &e., which 
he had from time to time made to “'The Lawrence 
Association,’—a society for intellectual and moral cul- 
ture, formed among the pupils. 

The present building, situated on B Street, South 
Boston, is commodious. It contains 14 rooms, a large 
hall, and can accommodate 875 pupils. The value of 
the property is estimated at $59,617.41; the interest 
on which would be $3,600. The teachers are, a mas- 
ter, sub-master, one head assistant, and eleven assist- 
ants, with sewing and music teachers. The salaries 
amount to $7,819.16. The whole number of pupils

belonging to the school is 719; the average attendance 
is 673. The annual cost of education per scholar is 
about $18. 

The are fourteen Primary Schools in this District, 
eight of which are kept in the old Mather school house, 
and six in Silver Street. The number of children 
belonging to these schools is 841; the average attend- 
ance is 666. The salaries of the teachers amount 
to $5,488.49. The cost or expense of school buildings 
is estimated at about $1,863. The annual cost of edu- 
cation per scholar is about $8.74. 

One of the most interesting features in the Lawrence 
School, is the Lawrence Association, to which reference 
has already been made. It was formed in 1844. Its 
object is to preserve and maintain a high tone of char- 
acter and conduct among the members. It holds meet- 
ings at stated times, at which there are literary exercises 
of various kinds. Through the liberality of Mr. Law- 
rence, and by its own efforts, it has a library of 1,238 
volumes. 


Lyman School District. 


The Lyman Grammar School, instituted in 1837, 
named in honor of the late Theodore Lyman, Mayor of 
the City in 1834 and 1855, was the first Public Gram- 
mar School established in East Boston, and is honored 
as one of the most ancient institutions of that quarter 
of the city. The present school house was erected in 
1846, on Meridian Street, at a cost, (including the site,) 
of $13,596.27, having accommodations for seating 528 
pupils. The architecture and interior arrangements of 
the building are of a style which, fortunately for the 
health, comfort and equanimity of those who must

occupy it, is now nearly obsolete in city school edifices. 
Upon the first or basement floor are four school rooms, 
each capable of accommodating 43 pupils, while the 
second and third floors are each occupied by one large 
school hall, with seats for 175 pupils. There is no 
proper hall in the building, m which the school can be 
assembled for any purpose of social culture, instruction 
or discipline. Small recitation rooms open out of the 
main halls, but furnishing so madequate accommoda- 
tions that the Committee, in order to provide another 
room, have by a partition converted the upper part 
of the stairs into a kind of small and irregular am- 
phitheatre, which serves the double purpose of a dark, 
close, unventilated recitation room, and a general 
clothes-closet for the school. In front of the school house 
is a fine open area, which, at a merely nominal expense 
might be rendered beautiful and attractive, a shady — 
and fragrant resort from the unrest and the heated air 
of the school room, but where never a flower, shrub or 
tree has been permitted to intrude. It is confidently 
hoped that this edifice will soon be accepted by the 
city for a Ward Room, and other public uses, for 
which, by structural arrangement and location, it is 
admirably adapted, and the Lyman School accommo- 
dated with a new and better school house. 

The institution of the Adams School, and the transfer 
of scholars thereto, have made the number of pupils 
admitted to this school during the year unusually large, 
viz. 540. The average attendance of 446, out of 508, 
the average number belonging, under the accommoda- 
tions and circumstances of the school, evinces a com- 
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mendable fidelity and interest on the part of both 
teachers and pupils. 

The school is composed of boys and girls, who are 
instructed separately, except so far as they are under 
the immediate care and supervision of the principal, 
who has for his corps of teachers, a sub-master, two 
head assistants, and seven assistants, (female,) at annual 
salaries amounting for the year to $7,534.26; making 
the cost of tuition, for each scholar of the average 
whole number, $14.83. The expenses for warming, 
$432.50; cleaning and superintendence, $231; repairs, 
furniture and incidentals, $652.16, — added to the sala- 
ries of teachers, make the total annual cost of the 
school $8,849.92, or $17.42 to each scholar of the aver- 
age whole number. | 

Connected with this school, there were formerly 
eight Primary Schools; but, in 1856, at the suggestion 
of a members the Sub-Committee of the District intro- 
duced an experimental classification, whereby six of 
these schools, occupying one building, were virtually 
consolidated ito one school of six classes, graded 
according to their progress in the required studies of 
the Primary Department, and each under an independ- 
ent female teacher. This was the first introduction of 
that new system of classification, which has subse- 
quently received the indorsement of the School Board, 
of the Superintendent of Schools, and which will ulti- 
mately be introduced into all our Primary Schools. The 
immediate effects and the details of the classification, 
are given with such force in a Report of the Committee 
of the District, that we insert here the following 
extracts from it :— 
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“ A new system of classification has been introduced, 
by which all the alphabet scholars of the former six 
schools are made to comprise one school, all the fifth 
classes have become one fifth class, and so on to the first. 

“This new classification diminishes the task of the 
teacher ; inasmuch as her attention is not distracted, 
nor her time broken up by the separate recitations 
of six or more separate classes, but her whole 
strength can be given without mterruption to one 
class. Under the old system, especially when schools 
are large, the teacher’s time is occupied throughout 
the day in hurrying the separate classes through their 
exercises ; In some cases, not even then hearing every 
scholar recite every day. An unavoidable neglect 
of this sort has a discouraging effect upon the teacher, 
and an injurious one upon the pupil. Under the new 
system, the teacher is enabled to go through the whole 
school, however large, every day, since the scholars are 
all studying in the same book, and perhaps the same 
lesson. 

“ Again, the new system increases the pupils’ oppor- 
tunities, inasmuch as it occasions less interference with 
the progress of the school. Where there is but one 
class, it is manifest that the mstruction and discipline of 
a school can be more methodical and efficient than 
where there are six. Every member of the school has 
a regular opportunity to recite; all are getting the 
same, or about the same lesson, and all take an interest 
in hearing each other recite. 

“Again, the teachers gain time to advance their 
scholars with more regularity and dispatch, without 
requiring any more mental labor from them. Your 
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Committee have been astonished to find how quickly 
the youngest scholars learned the alphabet, and those 
of the fifth class learned to spell, read and count, 
under the new system. And they were assured by the 
teachers, that these things were accomplished by the 
teacher’s having more time to devote to the same, and 
fewer matters of a miscellaneous nature to divide the 
interest and distract the attention. 

“Again, it has been asserted that, under the old 
system of classification, many of the younger pupils 
learned much by hearing those above them recite. 
But, upon consulting the teachers, they declared with - 
one voice, that, previous to the introduction of the new 
classification, their younger scholars learned more that 
‘was erroneous and required correction, than that was 
true and admitted of confirmation; and that much 
time and effort were lost in eradicating the false ideas 
which they had unegneclouey imbibed in listening to 
the other classes. 

« Again, it is believed by your Committee, and the 
teachers, that the moral effect of the new system is 
vastly superior to that of the old. Under the old system, 
the same rules and regulations are applied alike to the 
youngest and oldest members. The recess is at the same 
time for all, and all must remain in the school room the 
same amount of time. It is believed that this state of 
things produces serious evil, in\destroying the comfort 
and irritating the disposition of the younger members. 
It has been calculated that one third of our Primary 
School pupils are in the sixth or alphabet classes. It 
is reasonable to believe, that children so young, and 
naturally so restless and buoyant, need frequent change 
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of position, frequent recesses, and some form of bodily 
exercise in the school room, which will keep them 
engaged, contented and cheerful. Without these, they 
become petulant, uneasy, fractious, and, of course, 
require punishment to keep them in order. Where all 
have recess at the same time, again, the older scholars 
are apt to impose upon the younger, and sometimes 
thoughtlessly or carelessly to injure them ; thus causing 
a disturbance, and bringing complaints into the school 
room. 

“ All these evils are avoided by allowing the younger 
pupils to have a room, a teacher, and rules of their 
own. At the same time, it has been found that they 
have made more rapid progress and have required less 
corporal punishment.” 

Including the schools consolidated as above, there 
are seven Primary Schools in the Lyman District. The 
salaries of the teachers amount to $2,524.98. The ex- 
pense of rooms, repairs, fuel, &c., amounts to $1,377.17. 
The number of pupils belonging to these schools is 
406; the average attendance is 344. The cost of edu- 
cation per scholar is $9.61. 


Mayhew School District. 


The Mayhew Grammar School, so named in honor 
of Rev. Jonathan Mayhew, D. D., pastor of the West 
Church, was instituted in 1803. The school building is 
in Hawkins Street, and was erected in 1847. It con- 
tains 11 rooms, and has accommodations for 660 pupils, 
including two rooms used for Primary Schools. It has 
a hall on the lower floor, which will seat 168 pupils. 
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The school is composed exclusively of boys. The 
teachers are, a master, a sub-master, an usher, and seven 
female assistants. The salaries of the teachers the last 
school year amounted to $6,850. The cost or value of 
the building and lot is $55,792.59 ; the annual interest 
on which is $2,147.55. The apparatus for warming 
and for ventilating, is well adapted to its purposes. 
The cost of warming and the other expenses amount 
to $1,563.57. 

The whole number of pupils admitted to the school 
in one year ending the last day of October, is 522. The 
whole number of different scholars belonging to the 
school during the same time is 785. Average whole 
number, 495. Average attendance, 447. The cost of 
tuition for each pupil is $13.92. The whole cost of 
education per year for each pupil is $21.76. 

The District Committee report the school as in an 
exceedingly good condition; the teachers able and 
zealous, the scholars well behaved and attentive. 

There are nine Primary Schools in this District; each 
school averages about 60 pupils. The schools are kept, 
two in Cross Street, two in Hawkins Street, two in Han- 
over Street, one in Merrimac Street, one in South 
Margin Street, and one in Friend Street. The system 
of classification has not been introduced into these 
schools. The salaries of the teachers amount to 
$3,719.59. The expense of repairs, fuel, &c., amounts 
to $822.78. The whole number of pupils is 610; aver- 
age attendance, 478. The cost of tuition for each 
pupil is $6.10. The cost of education per scholar is 
¢7.45. One new teacher has been appointed, and 
there has been one examination for the selection of 
teachers. 
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Phillips School District. 


The Phillips School, named in honor of John Phillips, 
the first Mayor of the city, was established in 1844. 
The building is in Pinckney, corner of West Centre St., 
and was formerly occupied by the English High School. 
It contains 6 rooms, and can accommodate 450 pupils. 
In addition, two rooms, one in Joy Street, and one 
in the vestry of Charles Street Church, are occupied, 
with additional accommodations for 150 pupils. It 
is sadly in want of a hall. The school is for boys 
alone. The teachers are, a master, a sub-master, 
an usher, and seven female assistants. The salaries 
of the teachers amount to $7,104.78. The value of 
building and lot is estimated at $25,000; the inter- 
est on which would be $1,500. The building is heated 
by three of Chilson’s old-fashioned, and one of his new, 
or cone furnaces, which give great satisfaction. The 
cost of warming, repairs, &c., is $1,165.50. 

The whole number of pupils admitted during the 
year is 260; the number belonging to the school is 
545; the average attendance has been 505. The cost 
of tuition for each pupil is $13.04. The whole cost 
for each pupil for one year is about $15.17. 

There are ten Primary Schools in the District ; four 
in Southac St., two in West Cedar St., and one in Phil- 
lips school house, one in Joy St., one in Western Ave- 
nue, and one in the vestry of Charles St. Church. All 
except the last are in buildings belonging to the city. 
The system of classification has not been introduced 
into these schools. The salaries of the teachers are 
estimated at $3,759.14. The other expenses, for rent, 
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fuel, &c., amount to $2,487.56. The whole number of 
pupils admitted during the year is 447; the whole 
number belonging to the schools is 550; the average 
attendance has been 441. The cost of tuition to each 
pupil is about $7.27. The whole cost of education per 
scholar amounts to $11.36. There have been no new 
teachers appointed, and no examinations. 


Quincy School District. 


The Quincy Grammar School, so named in honor of 
Josiah Quincy, the second Mayor of the city, holding 
the office from 1823 to 1828, was instituted in 1847. 
The Quincy school house, situated in Tyler Street, was 
erected in 1847. Itisa large and commodious build- 
ing, containing 12 rooms and a large hall. It has 
accommodations for thirteen hundred pupils. The 
value of the property is estimated at $60,210.18; the 
interest on which would be about $3,600. The expense 
for repairs, fuel, &c., is $3,546.80. 

The Quincy School is exclusively for boys. Its teach- 
ers are, a master, a sub-master, two ushers, one head 
assistant and ten assistants, whose salaries amount to 
$9,031.68. The number of pupils belonging to the 
school is 742; the average attendance is 700. The 
cost of tuition is $12.90, and the whole cost of educa- 
tion per scholar is about $22.80. 

There are fifteen Primary Schools in the Quincy 
District. Of these, six are held in the Primary school 
house in Tyler Street, four in East Street Place, three 
in Kast Orange Street, and two in Hudson Street. 

The expense for repairs, fuel, Sc, is $2,387.85. 
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The salaries of teachers amount to $5,801.45. The 
number of pupils belonging to these schools is 920. 
The average attendance is 753. The annual cost of 
education per scholar is about $8.90. 

In their Report, the Committee of the Distict say -— 
“The private and public visitations of the Grammar 
School have resulted very satisfactorily. The pupils 
show the results of very careful trainmg im the various 
branches. Of the Primary Schools, the Committee 
must speak with more qualification. ‘Some of them are 
in good condition ; others, it is hoped, will be greatly 
benefited by the system of grading which is to be put 
in operation. The schools in Tyler Street have been 
classified, and the experiment wears a promising 
aspect.” 


Wells School District. 


The Wells School, so named in honor of Charles 
Wells, Mayor of the city in 1832 and 1833, was estab- 
lished in 1833. The building on the corner of McLean 
and Blossom Streets, was erected the same year. It 
contains six rooms occupied by the school, inclusive of 
the ward room and the master’s room, also used occa- 
sionally as a substitute for a hall. One room in addition 
is occupied as a Primary School. The school is exclu- 
sively for girls. ‘The teachers are, a master, a sub-master, 
one head assistant teacher, and seven female assistants. 
The salaries of the teachers amount to $6,110.58. The 
cost and value of the building lot is estimated at 
$55,000; the annual interest on which is $3,300. 

The apparatus for warming the several rooms is 


Clarke’s school stoves, which are eminently successful, 
10 
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and give entire satisfaction. The expense of warming, 
repairs, &c., amounts to 1,055.06. 

The whole number of pupils attending the school 
is 490; the average attendance is 420. The cost of 
tuition to each pupil is $12.47. The cost of education 
per year to each pupil is about $21.38. 

There are ten Primary Schools in this District, all m 
buildings belonging to the city. Six of these are in 
Wall Street, two in Milton Street, one in Spring Street 
Place, and one in the Wells school house. None of 
them have been newly classified. The salaries of the 
teachers amount to $4,569.79. The expense for rent 
of rooms, repairs, supplies, fuel, &c., has been $1,093.29. 
The whole number of pupils attending is 618; the 
average attendance has been 515. The average cost 
of tuition to each pupil has been $7.07, and the cost of 
education $8.84. There have been no examinations and 
no appointments of new teachers. 


Winthrop School District. 


The Winthrop Grammar School, named in honor of 
Governor Winthrop, was established in 1836, in the 
house in East Street, now occupied by ten Primary 
Schools attached to the present Winthrop District. In 
1854, the Johnson School, also established in 1836, 
was merged in the Winthrop School; the building 
originally erected in Tremont Street, for the former 
school, was demolished, and the present Winthrop 
school house erected on the site, at a cost, including 
the value of the land, of about $70,000; the annual 
interest upon which would be $4,200. It is heated by 
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Herman’s large hot-air furnaces, which, on the whole, 
are satisfactory. This building is four stories in height, 
contains 14 rooms, and has seats for 930 pupils. The 
western half of the fourth story is occupied by a con- 
venient hall, which will seat 500 persons. The cost of 
warming and repairs, &c., amounts to $1,679.39. 

There are fifteen teachers in charge of the school : 
a master, five female head assistants, and nine female 
assistants. The salaries of the teachers amounted, the 
last year, to $7,277.99. 

The whole number of pupils, — exclusively girls, — 
belonging to the Winthrop School during the year is 
893; the average attendance has been 750. The cost 
of tuition per year for each pupil has been $8.15; the 
whole cost of education per year for each pupil is 
about $14.75. 

There are twelve Primary Schools in this District, 
each of which averages somewhat more than 60 pupils, 
under the charge, as in all our Primary Schools, of 
female teachers. They are all in buildings belonging 
to the city. Ten are in the old Winthrop school 
house, in East Street, which has recently been put in 
thorough repair for their accommodation, and two are 
in the Primary school house in Bumstead Court. 

The Primary Schools in East Street have, during the 
year, been thoroughly classified, under the new system, 
on the plan of one class to each school. Three of these 
schools are of the sixth or youngest grade, two of the 
fifth, two of the fourth, and one of the third, second, 
and first. Thus far, in the opmion of the Committee, 
the experiment has succeeded very far beyond their 
anticipations. The objections to this classification 
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which suggested themselves in advance of the trial, 
were, the separation into different schools of members 
of the same families, the frequent changes of pupils 
from one room to another and the comparative short 
time they were subjected to one influence, and the 
additional burthen thrown upon those to whom were 
assigned the younger classes. ‘These have not proved 
to be so serious as were anticipated. Where several 
schools are thus grouped, these separations are more 
nominal than real, while the difficulties of teaching 
large classes who are learning the alphabet have yielded 
to the tact, patience and assiduity of the teachers. 
The benefits derived from the change have been appa- 
rent and gratifying. There has been, on the part of 
both pupil and teacher, a manifest increase of interest 
and zeal; and, in all respects, the trial has thus far 
been most satisfactory. 

The Primary Schools in East Street, during the year, 
have been increased from four to their present number, 
by the removal thither of the three schools in South 
Street Court, two in Essex Place, and the creation of a 
new school. The buildings in these places were found 
not well adapted to their purposes, and badly situated, 
and by a vote of the Board, at the suggestion of the 
Committee, have been abandoned and given up to the 
city. For the accommodation of their pupils, additional 
rooms have been fitted up by the city in the house in 
Kast Street. 

The two schools in Bumstead Court have been classi- 
fied on the plan of three classes to each, to the manifest 
improvement of each school. 

The salaries of the teachers in the Primary Schools 
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of the Winthrop District, amount to $4,545.65. The 
expense for repairs, supplies, fuel, &c., has been 
$1,731.18. The average number of pupils belonging 
to the schools during the year is 637; average attend- 
ance, 520. The cost of tuition per scholar is $6.82. 
The whole cost of education for each pupil is $9.54. 


It will be observed that in the preceding notices of 
the eighteen Grammar School Districts, there is some 
difference in the form and fulnesss of statement. This 
was unavoidable, from the manner in which the inform- 
ation was collected by different members of the Com- 
mittee. It is believed that historically and statistically 
these notices will be found to be substantially correct. 
In the various items given, some error may have crept 
in or been overlooked, but in no case probably has 
there been an over-estimate or over-statement in regard 
to the cost or value of school property, or in regard to 
the salaries and other expenses, the number of pupils 
or the average attendance. 

Of the eighteen Grammar Schools, six are for boys 
exclusively, six for girls exclusively, and at six both 
girls and boys attend, but in separate rooms, and 
under distinct corps of teachers. The cost or estimated 
value of all these eighteen Grammar school houses, or 
estates, amounts to $808,237.30. This property has 
actually cost the city over a million of dollars. In 
making provision for the Grammar Schools, in the erec- 
tion of buildings, alterations, and the repairs made 
from time to time, the city has expended, since the 
adoption of the first charter, nearly twelve hundred 
thousand dollars. But, as in several instances the 
original structures were destroyed by fire, or demol- 
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ished that new and better ones might be erected, and 
many of the repairs were rendered necessary by the 
constant use of the buildings, it would not be a fair 
mode of ascertaining what the schools cost for a single 
year, — 1857, for instance,— to take the interest on 
the whole of this sum. 


The interest on the cost or present estimated value of the 


Grammar School estates, as given above, is - - $48,497 23 
Adding to this the salaries of all the teachers, - - - 131,522 88 
The expense for repairs, fuel, &c., for 1857, - - =). S32:166714 


We have the cost of all the Grammar Schools for the year, $212,186 25 


The whole number of pupils at the Grammar Schools 
is 11,126. The average attendance is 10,111. The 
highest cost of education at any school, as deduced from 
the above statistics, is $23.90: The lowest is $14.75. 
As the salaries are mostly the same in all the schools, 
this difference in cost arises mainly from the difference 
in the expenses for repairs, fuel, and the value of 
school houses. The average cost in all the Grammar 
Schools is $18.46. 

The whole number of Primary Schools in these 
eighteen Grammar School Districts is 213, and the 
number of teachers the same. One or more of these 
schools in each district is what is termed an “ Interme- 
diate School,” or “School for Special Instruction,” at 
which are placed children qualified by age but not by 
attainments to enter the Grammar Schools. But all 
are included under the general classification of Primary 
Schools. Of these schools 196 are kept in structures 
expressly erected by the city for the purpose, or owned 
by the city, and 17 in rooms rented. In making pro- 
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vision for Primary Schools, in the erection of buildings, 
&c., the city has expended since its incorporation 
$696,418.77. The present value of the Primary School 
property of the city the Committee have not definitely 
ascertained. It is estimated at $450,000.

The whole number of pupils at all the Primary 
Schools is 12,659; the average attendance is 10,279. 
The /ughest cost of Primary School education in any 
District, excepting the interest on the property, as 
deduced from the foregoing statistics, is $11.43. The 
lowest cost is $7.45. The average cost is $9.38. 

The regulation under which this Report is prepared, 
provides, that from the Quarterly Reports of the Dis- 
trict Committees, the Special Committee “shall make 
such selections as they may deem important for public 
information, and shall add thereto such suggestions and 
remarks as they may deem expedient.” It will be ob- 
served that in the foregoing account of the several Dis- 
tricts, in most cases very brief, and, in some, no selections 
are made from these Quarterly Reports. The explanation 
is to be found in the fact, that these Reports, while excel- 
lent for the purpose for which they are intended, do 
not contain much that is “important for public informa- 
tion.” They are in general brief statements of the 
times at which the Committees have visited the schools 
under their charge, the manner in which they have 
conducted the examinations, and of the general condi- 
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tion of the schools as to order, discipline and improve- 
ment, &c. They are valuable to the Board as affording 
evidence of the fidelity with which the several Com- 
mittees have discharged their trusts, but seldom con- 
tain general suggestions or discussions important or 
interesting to the public. Such suggestions are to be 
looked for rather in the Quarterly Reports of the 
Superintendent, whose duties carry him personally to 
all the schools, and give him opportunities of wider 
observation, and a more thorough knowledge of the 
merits and defects of our schools, and the general 
working of our whole system of public instruction, than 
can be obtained by any member of the School Board. 

On this account, the Committee introduce here the 
greater portion of the second Quarterly Report of the 
Superintendent, part of which treats exclusively of the 
Grammar Schools. In the introduction to this Report, 
the Superintendent alludes to the suggestions made in 
his first Report, on the importance of providing the 
requisite facilities and encouragements for the teachers 
to perfect themselves in the art of teaching and govern- 
ing a Primary School, and then proceeds to give an 
account of one of the modes he had adopted to give 
efficiency to these suggestions. As this account is 
interesting in itself, and in its principles is equally 
applicable to the teachers in the Grammar Schools, we 
present it as it stands in the Report. 


To tHe ScHoot ComMIrTEr. 

GENTLEMEN :—In this, my Second Quarterly Report, I 
propose to present a brief outline of my doings for the 
last quarter, together with a few reflections and sug- 
gestions. 
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My office-work has been substantially the same as 
that described in my First Report. 

In that communication, having stated what seemed 
to be the principal defects in our Primary Schools, I 
ventured to suggest certain remedies. Of these, the 
most important was, “to provide the requisite facilities 
and encouragements for the teachers to perfect them- 
selves in the art of teaching and governing a primary 
school.” The other measures proposed were mainly 
auxiliary to this. The favor with which this suggestion 
was received by this Board, encouraged me to proceed 
at once to endeavor to reduce it to practice, so far as I 
was able consistently with the discharge of other duties, 
and in the absence of any authority to interrupt the 
regular sessions of the schools. After due deliberation, 
the following plan of proceeding was adopted : — 

To hold a meeting of the teachers in each district, 
at one of the school-rooms, the school occupying the 
room where the teachers are assembled being retained 
in session during the meeting; the hour of meeting, 
after the close of the morning session; and the attend- 
ance of the chairman of the committee of the district 
secured when practicable. 

The teachers of twelve districts have been invited to 
attend these meetings. In two or three instances, the 
chairmen of the committees were kind enough to 
assume the labor and responsibility of making the 
- necessary arrangements for the meetings. The attend- 
ance of the teachers has been perfectly satisfactory. In 
all the districts every teacher invited was present, with 
a single exception. In that case there was a good 
excuse for absence. In all the districts, the desire was 

“ay 
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expressed by teachers individually that the meetings 
might be repeated; and in one, a request for another 
meeting was made by a unanimous vote. 

I shall not presume to tax your patience by attempt- 
ing to describe in detail the method of conducting 
these meetings. A sketch of their general character is 
all that will be attempted. 

At the outset, I determined to consume no time in 
useless declamation on the importance of education and 
the dignity of the teacher’s profession, and to waste no 
words in mere Official formalities and airy speculations, 
but to adapt all the exercises and remarks, so far as 
possible, to the every-day wants of the teacher, and to 
the actual business of the school-room. It will be 
readily seen, that by bringing together a group of 
teachers into a school of the same grade and character 
as those in which they are daily employed, the best 
possible opportunity is presented, for realizing the 
advantages of what may be justly regarded as the best, 
and indeed an indispensable element of the true normal 
school. Even with such facilities, however, I did not 
expect, at a single session, to produce great results 
The leading objects at which I aimed were, to show 
that teaching is an art, founded upon well-defined prin- 
ciples, and capable of being acquired as other arts are ; 
to create the desire for improvement in this art, where 
such a desire was wanting, and to increase it where it 
already existed; and, finally, to actually communicate 
some knowledge of the elements of the art itself! Such 
was my general scheme. 

The remarks were interspersed with exercises con- 
ducted by myself, in teaching and drilling some one 
class or the whole school. Thus, the principles and 
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methods presented were illustrated by examples, while, 
sometimes, by reversing the process, the exercises were 
given and then analyzed, showing the principles in- 
volved and the reasons for the process. 

For example, the fundamental requisite of good 
government is stated to be obedience,— prompt, exact, 
implicit, and cheerful. The necessity of ad/ these ele- 
ments of obedience, is explamed, and then some direc- 
tion given to a class or the school, such as, to raise the 
right hand or stand in a certain manner, the direction 
being repeated, and various expedients applied, till it is 
complied with according to the conditions required. 

The other main points presented were, addention, in 
its relations to mental culture and the acquisition of 
knowledge; the importance and methods of training 
children in every thing we wish them to do, instead of 
merely telling them, as some teachers of long experi- 
ence are still in the habit of doing; the cultivation of 
the perceptive faculties and the understanding, as well as 
the memory; the ways and means of exciting the 
curiosity and the desire to do right ; the spirit of progress 
essential to the success of the teacher. 

Besides these, other topics were incidentally intro- 
duced, such as the use of the blackboard and slate, 
physical training, the first steps in teaching the alpha- 
bet, drilling in spelling, the exercise of the organs of 
speech, and phonetic analysis. 

Experience and observation will doubtless suggest 
advantageous modifications in the manner of conduct- 
ing the exercises of these meetings, which, for want of a 
more significant name, I will venture to denominate Nor- 
mal Institutes, since they may be made to combine some 
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of the best features of the normal school and the 
teachers’ institute. 

As to the utility of similar meetings for the higher 
grade of teachers, there 1s no room for any question. 
Still, it is not to be expected that all teachers should at 
once sympathize with such a movement. Every im- 
provement has to encounter the opposition of deep- 
rooted prejudices. Iam happy to say, however, that, 
thus far, I have not discovered the slightest indication 
of any feeling adverse to this movement, while, on 
the contrary, much interest and sympathy have been 
manifested. 

It seems to me desirable that these meetings of 
teachers should be held in each District as often as 
once in each quarter; and, if the Board approve of this 
method of employing a portion of my time, I propose. 
to invite the teachers of the remaining Districts to 
meet me, and then repeat the circuit. 

By some it may be thought best to permit teachers 
to take the hour for the meeting from the regular 
school time. Iam inclined to the opinion that such an 
arrangement would be wise, especially during the win- 
ter season. Our sessions of three hours are too long 
for very young children, and the shortening of the 
period, occasionally, for the proposed object, would, 
without doubt, be a decided gain to the pupils. 

To give these Normal Institutes still greater efficiency, 
and save time, it may be well, two or three times in the 
course of the year, to dismiss all the Primary Schools, 
for half a day, and request the teachers to meet in 
one place, for the purpose of witnessing illustrations of 
the theory and practice of teaching. 
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If this proposition meets with your approbation, you 
will of course make such modifications of the Regula- 
tions as will be found necessary to effect the object. 

My visits to the Primary Schools during the last 
quarter, have been quite numerous, though I have not 
made a general inspection of the whole, as I did in the 
preceding quarter. I have at this time no new sugges- 
tions to make for the improvement of these schools. 
For the present, it 1s, in my judgment, sufficient to pur- 
sue the plan presented in my former Report, and 
endorsed and adopted by this Board, viz: of classifying 
the schools as fast as circumstances will permit ; of fur- 
nishing each child with a slate, chair, and single desk ; 
of preparing a manual of Primary School instruction ; 
and of aiding and encouraging the teachers to perfect 
themselves in the art of teachmg and governing a 
Primary School. 

The last means mentioned must be the main reliance 
for remedying existing evils, and for introducing real 
and valuable improvements. 

We cannot too often repeat the great fundamental 
maxim in educational policy, “ As és the teacher, so is the 
school.” In the administration of a system of puplic 
instruction, therefore, it should be the first and foremost 
aim, to select superior teachers, to retain them in the 
service, and to insist upon constant progress in excel- 
lence. I trust the time is not far distant, when no 
teacher will be permitted to assume the responsibility 
of conducting a Primary School, who has not been first 
thoroughly trained to the art ina model school. The 
Normal Schools of this State have no model schools 
connected with them; and, so long as this deficiency 
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exists, it is in vain to expect them to give all that 
practical training to their pupils which the true theory 
of a normal school contemplates. 

A considerable proportion of my time has been 
devoted to the Grammar Schools. Having completed 
the thorough inspection of the Primary Schools, as 
described in my first Report, it seemed advisable to 
proceed in a similar manner with the lower divisions of 
the Grammar Schools, especially those embracing the 
pupils drawn from the Primary Schools within the past 
year, and generally constituting the fourth class. From 
two to three divisions in fifteen schools were examined. 
In these examinations, it was my aim to ascertain the 
method of teaching each branch, and the proficiency 
attained in it, carefully to note all peculiarities of man- 
agement, and especially to observe the tone and spirit 
of the school-room, and the motives applied. In these 
divisions the prescribed studies are, reading, writing, 
spelling, oral arithmetic and drawing. 

The writing books were carefully inspected. In some 
schools, this branch was taught with very little skill. 
The contrast between the best and the poorest was 
very great. In the school where I found writing 
taught remarkably well, the other branches were 
taught with nearly or quite equal success, showing that 
good writing can be produced without detriment to 
other studies. In some divisions pens were not used 
at all, pencils being substituted in their place. The 
results of this plan did not appear very promising. 
The most that can be said in its favor is, that it saves 
the teacher a great deal of trouble ; but, in most of the 
cases which came under my observation, this relief to 
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the teacher was gained at the expense of the pupils. 
To tell a child to take a pencil and writing book and 
imitate the copy, is not teaching writing. I do not mean 
to say that this is the only way in which pencils are 
used in our schools, in teaching writing, or that pencils 
may not be used to advantage, in this branch. In the 
Primary Schools they are to be preferred. 

In three or four divisions, the writing was excellent. 
In these schools, the pen was used. Where the best 
results were produced, the blackboard was in constant 
use, and a whole section of pupils wrote the same copy, 
at the same time. In some divisions, the blackboard 
did not seem to be used at all, in teaching this branch. 
Such a neglect shows a want of competency, or a want 
of faithfulness, on the part of the teacher. 

In the higher classes of the Grammar Schools, pen- 
manship is generally taught very well. In some 
schools, it is taught with extraordinary success. On the 
whole, this branch is now taught in our schools far 
better than it was eight or ten years since, though 
there is still much room for improvement in its man- 
agement, in the Primary Schools, and in the lower 
divisions of the Grammar Schools. 

In the lower grades of schools, the reading lessons 
afford the skillful teacher the best means of imparting 
useful instruction, and of forming correct mental hab- 
its. This branch was, therefore, particularly examined. 
After listening to the exercise in reading, as conducted 
by the teacher, a few suggestive words were selected, 
and the pupils questioned as to their use and meaning, 
and then required to write them, or some others, on 
their slates, from dictation. This process drew out their 
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knowledge, of the use of the dictionary, and showed 
whether they were well provided with slates and pen- 
cils, and how well they had been trained in their use. 
They were required to write the Arabic figures, also, 
from dictation. Some capital letters were written on the 
blackboard, and the pupils required to imitate them on 
their slates. I found that the pupils in these divisions 
had not been trained, to any considerable extent, in 
these slate-and-blackboard exercises. 

It is often said that during the first year m the 
Grammar Schools, children make but little, if any, 
progress ;, or, in other words, that the first classes in the 
Primary Schools are more proficient than the lowest 
classes in the Grammar Schools. That, in some particu- 
lar Primary School, where all the most desirable condi- 
tions meet, a class of pupils should be found equal, or 
superior to, the lowest class in some Grammar School, 
would not be surprising; but the assertion that such is 
the case generally, is not supported by the facts which 
have fallen within the range of my observations. No 
doubt, some things are soon forgotten, and some have 
to be unlearned, but we should not from this argue a 
cessation of progress. The formule respecting the use of 
the punctuation marks, so laboriously learned, soon pass 
out of the memory; and they can be recalled by very 
few Grammar School pupils of a year’s standing. But 
the words of these rules, as usually learned and recited 
in the Primary School, seldom convey any meaning to 
the understanding of the pupil, and, therefore, may be 
forgotten without the loss of any real knowledge. 

All the departments of our system should be made 
to harmonize with each other, so that what is taught in 
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the lower grades, will prepare for what is to be learned 
in the upper. Still, there is some danger of too rigid 
an adherence to the mere outward form of system, in 
the course of instruction in a public school. While the 
particular course prescribed for each grade should 
receive proper attention, it 1s a question worthy of 
consideration, whether some things should not be antici- 
pated. The Primary and Intermediate Schools should 
fit pupils to pass the required examination for admission 
to the Grammar Schools. But is this all they should 
attempt? Should they not, in addition, afford some 
portion of such other education as will be most useful 
to those pupils who may never be permitted to enjoy 
the advantages of the Grammar School? Penmanship 
and written arithmetic have been introduced into some 
Intermediate Schools, with most beneficial effects. I 
have no doubt it would be well for the fourth class 
in the Grammar Schools to have some instruction in 
geography and history, m witten arithmetic and the 
writing of words and sentences from dictation, on the 
same principle that the first class are permitted to 
study, to some extent, several of the branches taught 
in the High Schools. This opinion will appear the 
more reasonable, when we consider that many of the 
pupils in the lowest class in the Grammar Schools, are 
already between the ages of ten and fourteen, and that 
they are liable to be removed and put to business, 
before they can reach the classes where the branches 
named come into the prescribed course. 

Most of the remarks which J submitted to the Board 
on a former occasion, as well as those now presented, 
respecting the teachers in the Primary Schools, are

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equally applicable to the teachers in the lower divisions 
of the Grammar Schools. These teachers should be 
aided and encouraged in their efforts to acquire a more 
thorough knowledge of the science of education, and 
the art of teaching. Asa first step in this direction, I 
beg leave to suggest the expediency of placing, in the 
library of each Grammar School, a copy of Barnard’s 
American Journal of Education, which is the most com- 
prehensive publication on the subject of education 
ever published in the English language. 

The education which this city undertakes to furnish 
to the children of all classes, ought to be broad and 
liberal. It should not be limited to the communication 
of a given amount of knowledge. It should look to 
the cultivation and development of all the powers and 
faculties, mtellectual, moral, and physical. It should 
aim to send forth the successive generations of children 
from the institutions of learning, with sound minds in 
sound bodies. It should endeavor, first and foremost, 
to form right character, and create a love for real excel- 
lence. It should be embued with the elevating and 
purifying spirit of the Christian religion, which enjoins 
us to strive for perfection. The elevation of the moral 
sentiments, rather than mere intellectual attainments, 
should be esteemed its chief glory. 

A portion of our teachers are now imparting a high 
style of education. But they need more sympathy and 
encouragement in this kind of teaching. This can be 
given them, most effectually, by a right management of 
the examinations of their schools. Examinations may 
be the occasion of much good or much evil. The 
proper objects and uses of examinations, is a subject 
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which demands the serious attention of every one who 
is called to participate in the supervision of educational 
institutions. It is obvious that»the utility of examina- 
tions depends wholly upon the plan upon which they 
are based, and the manner in which they are conducted. 
It sometimes happens that a man quite unaccustomed 
to the ways of the school-room, but possessed of good 
sense and right feelings, will make an examination 
very profitable to both teacher and pupils. On the 
other hand, a person of equal, or superior intelligence, 
and actuated by the best of motives, may, from inatten- 
tion to the principles which should guide his proceed- 
ings, produce the opposite effect. Teachers and pupils 
are depressed and disheartened, instead of being stimu- 
lated and encouraged. They have faithfully tried to 
do a good work,— they know they have done it. But 
this is overlooked, and they are admonished, gently it 
may be, for not doing something else which they could 
not do, or which they did not know would be required 
of them. 

The examiner should always remember that he is, to 
some extent, shaping the subsequent teaching, as well 
as ascertaining the preceding. Teachers are ever 
strongly tempted, even against their better judgment, 
to conform their teaching to the kind of examination 
expected. They cannot be blamed for adopting such a 
course. Indeed, they might, with greater reason, be 
blamed for not doing so, since the primary responsibil- 
ity is with the Committee, who are the legal trustees of 
all the interests of the schools under their charge, to 
determine what description of instruction shall be 
given. ‘Teachers are, with reason, expected to give 
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satisfaction to their employers and supervisors. Exam- 
inations are held to determine how far this end has 
been attained. But they do more. They virtually 
indicate what the examiner thinks the pupil ought to 
know, as well as reveal what he does know. It is 
important that examiners should keep this fact in view, 
. and conduct their examinations accordingly. If the 
examiner comes into the school every quarter, or every 
month, only to be entertained by exercises In some 
favorite branch, conducted in some favorite style, the 
teacher will soon find it convenient, if not necessary, to 
be prepared for such a course. This point is illustrated 
by the following case, which came to my knowledge. 
“How did your examination pass off?” the teacher 
was asked. “Finely,” was the reply; “1 knew very 
well what my Committee-man was pleased with, and I 
was prepared for him.” 

Examinations have had a very marked influence in 
shaping the instruction in our Primary Schools. In 
these schools, the principal examinations, those of which 
by far the most account is made, have reference to the 
admission of pupils to the Grammar Schools. Hence, 
much of the teaching is concentrated upon the imme: 
diate candidates, and they are too often treated as 
though they had no other destiny but to get into a 
Grammar School. The question is not, “ How shall I 
form the mind and character of this pupil, and develop 
his powers and faculties?” but, “ How shall I make him 
pass the dreaded examination ?” 

This leads me to remark, that examinations should 
be conducted, not merely with reference to discovering 
what the pupil knows, and to pointing out what he 
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should know. It should go further, and look to higher 
results. It should seek to find out what the pupil zs, 
and what he can do; or, in other words, to see what 
discipline of the mind, and heart, and body he has had. 
It is true, this kind of examination is difficult ; but it is 
necessary. We must not, however, fall into the error 
of supposing that its results are capable of being repre- 
sented by marks and figures. Let our examinations be 
extended into this higher sphere of education, and 
many teachers will be very glad to occupy them- 
selves with it, to a greater extent than they have been 
accustomed to. But, then, it must be borne in mind 
that the teacher cannot prepare his pupils for every 
thing, in a limited period of time. There must be a 
choice of objects, in the general scheme; and there must 
be a choice of topics and methods, in each particular 
branch. If the teacher, in obedience to direct or indi- 
rect instructions, or in the absence of all instructions, 
has adopted a certain course, and has prepared his 
pupils for one sort of an examination, he ought not to 
be censured for their failure, when put to a totally 
different test, which he did not expect. Before a 
teacher is censured for any supposed deficiency, he 
should be permitted to show what he has attempted 
and what he has done, and to give his reasons for his 
course. For instance; the examiner finds that the pupils 
of a certain school can recite the text of the books 
glibly enough, but that their logical powers have not 
been trained. As soon as they are taken out of the 
routine of question and answer, they are bewildered, 
and cannot proceed. He is dissatisfied, and suggests 
that the pupils should be taught to think, to reason, to 
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investigate, to understand; that they should learn 
things as well as words. On inquiry, he might, per- 
haps, find that his predecessor, the year before, was 
displeased for precisely the opposite reason, and strong- 
ly insisted upon the verbatim recitation of the words of 
the text book. Examiners ought to avoid extreme 
notions on the subject of education. The good teacher, 
who is a master of his art, if left sufficiently free, will 
give to each branch, and each department of education, 
its proper share of attention,— neglecting none, mak- 
ing a hobby of none. Such should be the aim of 
the examiner, if he would make his examinations 
profitable. 

Good teachers, who know what is best to be taught, 
and how to teach it, have a right to be examined by 
competent examiners, that they may have proof of the 
excellence of their work. Teachers of a different char- 
acter, who have an imperfect knowledge as to what 
ought to be taught, and a limited acquaintance with 
the best methods of teaching, and possess little pro- 
fessional ambition, need frequent, judicious examinations 
and inspections, to instruct them in their duties, and to 
stimulate them to exertion. 

In conclusion, allow me to say, that while we have 
reason to rejoice in what our school system has done 
and is doing, I trust we shall not be satisfied, unless 
we can see evident progress, unless we can see its 
excellences increasing and its defects diminishing, and 
feel assured that each successive generation of pupils is 
receiving a more valuable education than the preceding 
one, and, that we shall enter upon the discharge of the 
duties of this new school year, with some degree of that 
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spirit which animated School Counsellor Dinter, when 
he said, “I promised God that I would look upon every 
Prussian peasant child as a being who could complain 
of me before God, if I did not provide for him the best 
education, as a man and a Christian, it was possible for 
me to provide.”

The above Quarterly Report of the Superintendent 
is a valuable document. While it bears conclusive tes- 
timony to the zeal and fidelity of his labors, it is full of 
encouragement and wise suggestion to the members of 
the School Board, who find in him an able assistant 
and coadjutor in all their efforts to improve the con- 
dition of the Public Schools. Great good may be 
expected from the “ Normal Institutes,’ or meetings of 
Primary School teachers, which the Board authorized 
him to hold, and which he has been conducting with 
eminent ability and success. The suggestions relative 
to the mode of conducting examinations are especially 
important and worthy the attention of all called to 
perform this duty, the faithful discharge of which js 
always difficult and often onerous, requiring a consider- 
able amount of time, great patience, tact, judement, 
delicate discrimination, and a mind candid, unpredju- 
diced and comprehensive in its action. From the quar- 
terly reports of the District Committees, and from their 
own experience and observation as members of the 
Board, the Committee think that this duty is in gen- 
eral discharged with great fidelity and with much good 
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judgment. There is room for improvement, however, 
and every member of the Board will be helped in the 
discharge of this part of his duty by the careful study 
of what the Superintendent says on the mode of con- 
ducting school examinations. 

In this connection monthly visits to the schools are 
important, and more attention should be paid to the 
rule of the Board on this subject. In addition to the 
good influence which these visits may have upon the 
schools, they would make the Committees themselves 
better acquainted with the teachers and pupils, give 
them a better knowledge of the course of studies, of 
the usual modes of instruction, and of the obstacles in 
the way of improvement in each school, which knowl- 
edge, when they come to the quarterly examination, 
would be of great service in enabling them to conduct 
it wisely and make a fair and just estimate of what had 
been attempted by the teacher and accomplished by 
the scholar. Itis the practice of some District Com- 
mittes to divide themselves, not only into sub-commit- 
tees for the care and oversight of the several Primary 
Schools in the District, but also into sub-committees for | 
the monthly visitation of the Grammar School of which 
they have charge. Whether this practice is universal, 
~ or to what extent it prevails, has not been ascertained. 
It should be universal; and. in order to secure the 
monthly visits to the Grammar Schools, there should 
be a rule of the Board requiring the District Commit- 
tees to divide themselves into sub-committees for this 
purpose. Now the rule requires the monthly visit, but 
as no provision is made for the specific assignment of 
the duty, and it is left in most cases for each individual 
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member of a District Committee to make the visit 
when he chooses or his convenience permits, the duty 
devolves often exclusively upon the Chairman, and if 
not discharged by him, is, in some instances perhaps, 
entirely neglected. ‘To secure the monthly visits, there 
should be in each District Committee a specific assign- 
ment of the months to sub-committees. 

From the quarterly reports of the District Commit- 
tees, from the Superintendent’s reports, and the gen- 
eral account here given of the Grammar Schools, the 
Committee think there is ground for considerable satis- 
faction, both in the condition of the schools and in the 
efforts made to improve them. 

In judging of this condition, in giving a right direc- 
tion to these efforts, ascertaining the mistakes to be 
avoided, the judicious plans to be adopted, it may be ot 
service to extend our observation somewhat beyond 
our own schools, and notice what has been done, pro- 
posed, or attempted in other places. Since the Com- 
mittee, charged with the preparation of this Report, was 
constituted, one of its members having occasion to go 
to New York, was requested by the Chairman to visit 
the schools of that city, with the view to embodying in 
this Report the results of such observations as he might 
have opportunity to make. From that gentleman the 
Chairman received the following interesting communi-

cation :— 


“In compliance with your desire, I give you some ot 
the impressions I have received in my recent visits to 
the public schools of the city of New York. I must, 
however, premise that my conclusions are necessarily

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based upon a hurried and somewhat superficial obsery- 
ation, with but little opportunity of testing how far 
the principles professedly recognized are conformed to 
in practice, nor how far things are in reality all that 
they may seem. 

“In theory, full and stated public examinations, with 
careful elaborations of their results, and the classifica- 
tion of the schools by those results, may be, and if 
carried out in good faith, undoubtedly would be, an 
invaluable means of stimulating both scholars and 
teachers to a desirable emulation, fruitful in good 
results. It is, however, easy to see that should these 
examinations chance to be unfaithfully performed, or 
conducted by incompetent or dishonest persons, such 
a system becomes worse than useless, and may even 
be made to exercise the most deleterious influences. 
A power so supreme and irresponsible as this, and 
which, when well used, may be so potent for good, 
must, if abused, be yet more potent for evil and mischief. 
This is one of the great and distinguishing features 
of the New York school system, — distinguishing it 
from our own in the most marked manner.  KEy- 
ery school, primary or grammar, is examined in all the 
studies of all the classes on a fixed and appointed day. 
This is known long before its occurrence. These exam- 
inations are conducted in the most public manner, by 
the superintendent and his assistants. By their results 
the several schools are classified and ranked. 

“ My first impressions were quite in favor of this 
plan, as one much in advance of and having many 
advantages over our own practices and modes of 
examination. Subsequent observations have somewhat 
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modified those impressions, suggesting that however 
admirable it may be in theory, it 1s not without many 
practical difficulties. Besides the lability to be abused, 
there is also an ever-present danger of injustice being 
done to the deserving, and of awarding more than 
justice to the less meritorious, even with the best desire 
to be impartial and equal. Accidental circumstances 
may intrude, to mislead even the most competent and 
judicious examiner, giving very false impressions as 
to the real condition of the school examined. 

“The publicity of these examinations is also, to my 
mind, an objectionable feature, inasmuch as it compels 
the teacher, in self-defence, to make unusual prepara- 
tions for the day of trial, and to attach an exaggerated 
importance to it. Their occurrence on fixed and 
appointed days, known in advance, is another objection 
of a two-fold nature. It operates as an unnatural 
stimulus before examination, followed by an equally 
unhealthy reaction when this pressure is taken off. I 
would be glad to have the same full and thorough 
examinations of all the classes of all our own schools, 
by our Superintendent. I would, however, have them 
private, or open only to members of the Committee, 
and with no preliminary notice to the school thus vis- 
ited. In this way there might be obtained a much 
better insight into its every-day working condition, un- 
stimulated by any foreknowledge of an approaching 
ordeal. The results of such an examination might be 
given as exactly as possible, but without any compari- 
son between different schools, the relative advantages 
of which might be quite unlike. 

“In my visits to the schools of New York, I have

given the most attention to the primary departments, 
and I could not fail to notice their great superiority to 
those of our own city. This superiority was a marked 
feature, and everywhere noticeable. It did not consist 
in their accommodations. In school houses and their 
equipments, our own schools, both primary and gram- 
mar, enjoy many advantages. This superiority is most 
noticeable in their progress in their studies, in their drill 
and discipline, and in all the general evidences of well- 
taught schools. I know of but one assignable reason 
for this difference between the schools of the two cities. 
It certainly is not that they employ better teachers. 
With the exception of their principals and vice-princi- 
pals, a very large proportion of their assistant teachers 
will bear no comparison with our own, either in 
respect to experience or qualifications. Notwithstand- 
ing the large numbers that are often crowded into 
spaces much too small, in spite of the proportion of 
inexperienced and less qualified teachers in charge of 
the younger classes, we find unmistakable evidences 
of the superiority in the progress of the pupils of their 
primary schools over a large proportion of our own. 
And why? There can be but one answer, and that an- 
swer is the perfect manner in which the former are 
graded, or divided into large classes uniform in their stud- 
ies. From the alphabet classes up to the candidates for 
admittance into the grammar departments, there are as 
many grades as there are classes of fifty pupils. The 
effect of this complete gradation more than surpasses all 
I had supposed to be possible in the education of very 
young children. Indeed I was quite unprepared to 
witness so many and so remarkable evidences of the 
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benefits of minute classification, which in some instances 
gave no less than sixteen grades between the ages of 
five and eight. Each class is thus a unit in their 
studies. There are no sub-divisions, and, in conse- 
quence, there is no loss of time. Every moment may 
be employed by the teacher, in training, drilling, in- 
structing or disciplming each one of her pupils; and 
this, as it appears to me, is the great secret of a success 
which seems so wonderful to those who witness it for 
the first time. 

“Tn our own primary schools,—I mean, of course, those 
which have not been graded,—there are six classes to 
every fifty-five or sixty pupils. The teacher can, of 
course, give her attention to but one of these classes at 
atime. While she is occupied with one, the five others 
must do as they best can; and those who most need 
guidance, the youngest, can be doing nothing and can 
learn nothing, or next to nothing, while their teacher 
is occupied with their seniors. It therefore ceases to 
be at all surprising to find infant classes who have 
their teacher’s constant attention, without this five-fold 
interruption, making a corresponding progress. J am 
well aware that I shall be told this is not all lost time, 
as the younger classes may and do learn a great deal 
in listening to their elders. One fact is, however, 
worth more than any number of conflicting theories, 
and our own common sense must tell us, that however 
much pupils may learn from others, they would, in 
the very nature of things, acquire much more in 
the same time, from skilled and competent teachers. 
Nor need we go to New York for evidences of the 
infinite superiority of the system of graded primary 
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classes. The success, which has already attended the 
partial experiments in several districts in this city, 
is well marked, and affords conclusive evidence of their 
superiority. | 

“In another respect, the primary schools of New 
York are more philosophically constituted than they 
are with us. Instead of being sub-divided into two 
hundred separate schools, of sixty pupils, each inde- 
pendent of the other, taught by persons of the same 
relative grade, and all having equal salaries, there are 
but about one hundred schools for more than five times 
as many pupils, and none of these schools have less 
than three, and some as many as sixteen, classes. Hach 
of these schools has its principal and vice-principal, 
while the salaries of the other teachers are propor- 
tioned to the grade of their classes. The great advan- 
tage of this arrangement is, that each group of classes 
has a responsible head, which is at present the great 
want of our graded schools. JI would, however, by 
no means imitate the New York schools, either in 
the great inequality of the salaries, (ranging in some 
instances from $100 to $600 per annum,) or in that of 
the ages and qualifications of the teachers. These dif- 
ferences are excessive, and beyond all rational propor- 
tion. I would not favor the employment of any but 
the higher grades of talent and fitness, even in the 
charge of the youngest classes, for no where can these 
be employed with more advantage than in thus laying 
the very foundations of education. I would, however, 
so far imitate the New York plan as to give, in every 
series of graded schools, to one teacher the general 
responsibility and supervision of all the several grades 
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or classes, the regulation of the promotions, the admis- 
sions, and the adjustment of all the differences that 
may arise among the teachers. It would be well to 
recognize the value.of the duties thus imposed by a 
small increase of compensation, which might be done 
without any increase of the aggregate expenditure, if 
the increase of salaries from year to year is made more 
gradual than at present. There should be in each 
district a recognized head-teacher for every group of 
graded primary schools numbering four or more. 

“There are other points of difference between our 
own schools and those of New York, which might be 
studied to advantage ; but I will only refer, in passing, 
to one other — the entire absence of male instruction 
in all the female schools. All the female departments 
of the grammar schools, and even the Daily Normal 
School, are under the charge of ladies. J am not pre- 
pared to say that I favor the adoption of this feature 
in our own schools. I have not seen enough of its 
practical operation to entertain a well matured opinion 
as to the relative advantages of the two systems. It is, 
however, a matter well worthy of serious consideration, 
especially in view of the apparently successful results 
of the New York plan, and of the fact that it is much 
less expensive than our own. 

“In the conveniences of our own school houses, in 
the arrangement of the rooms, their equipments and 
furniture, and most especially in the area of desk-room 
allowed to each scholar, the schools of this city enjoy 
many advantages over any that I have seen in New 
York. Even if we go back ten years, and compare the 
Hancock, the Quincy, or the Bowdoin school houses 
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with those most recently erected in New York, we 
cannot but give the preference without hesitation to 
our own. In punctuality and regularity of attendance, 
even the best of the New York schools can show 
no such records as those of Boston. 

“These are some of the impressions suggested by the 
hasty visits I have been able to make to some of the 
public schools of New York, and which are now given 


to you with more haste than the importance of the | 


subject makes desirable. If, in your judgment, they are 
of either interest or value, they are entirely at your 
service.” 


The Committee have thought that this account of 
the schools in the city of New York, though “ the result 
of a hurried and somewhat superficial inspection,” 
would be read with interest by the members of the 
Board, and by all interested in the character and 
progress of our public schools. The remarks of the 
writer on public examinations with a view to deter- 
mine the comparative excellence and relative rank of 
the several schools, are unquestionably just, and in 
harmony with our experience upon this point. This 
custom formerly prevailed here. A special Committee 
was annually appointed to visit and examine all the 
Grammar Schools, and their report presented a grad- 
uated list of the schools, their comparative rank as 
adjudged and determined by the examination. The 
plan was abandoned because of its inherent liability 
to injustice, because obviously sometimes injustice was 
done by committees whose only aim was to be faith- 
ful and impartial. Evidently it is neither wise nor 
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fair to attempt to decide the comparative excellence 
and relative rank of several schools by a single day’s 
public examination of each. 

In regard to classification in the Primary depart- 
ment, and the better discipline, culture and progress 
that result therefrom, the New York schools are evi- 
dently in advance of our own. It is to be hoped that 
we are on the way to overtake them in this respect. 
The extent to which this classification has been intro- 
duced here, is one of the points upon which the Board 
may contemplate with satisfaction its labors for the 
past year. The isolated situation of many of our Pri- 
mary Schools, is the chief obstacle in the way of the 
thorough introduction of this classification. To remove 
this obstacle, by procuring the erection of Primary 
school houses in several Districts where they are needed, 
or by leasing buildings instead of single rooms, so that 
several schools now kept in different localities can be 
erouped together and classified, claims the attention of 
the Board, and it should be one of the first objects of 
its future efforts. This being accomplished, another 
advance might then be made by placing in every case 
the teacher most experienced and best qualified at the 
head of each of these groups of Primary Schools, giv- 
ing her the general supervision and charge of all the 
classes or schools in the group. 

As respects punctuality and average attendance, the 
New York and Boston schools present such marked 
contrasts as to excite the suspicion that there must be 
a wide difference in the method of computing the 
average attendance or determining the whole number. 
According to the last Report of the Board of Education 
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for the city of New York, the whole number of pu- 
pils at the Ward and Corporate Schools, for the year 
ending the Ist of January, 1857, was 135,722; while 
the average attendance was only 47,60523%* In this 
city, as already stated, the whole number of pupils at 
the Grammar and Primary Schools the past year was 
24,288; the average attendance was 20,868. In New 
York the average attendance, as determined by the 
figures quoted above, is a little over 334 per cent. ; 
in this city it is 68 per cent.,—a difference which 
it is difficult satisfactorily to explain if the basis 
and mode of computation be the same in_ both 
cities. Probably these are not the same, and the 
135,722 given as the whole number at the Public 
Schools of the city of New York, is reached in some 
way that does not seem to be distinctly pointed out in 
the Report. Upon the basis of computation ordinarily 
assumed, that the number of children in the com- 
munity between the ages of five and fifteen amount to 
one-fifth of the whole population, it has been thought 
a great thmg in this city to get about 89 or 90 per 
cent. of this number at the Public Schools, and an ap- 
proach to the same per centage of average attendance. 
But upon this basis of computation, the whole number 
given as attending the Public Schools of New York, ex- 
ceeds by several thousands the number of children that 
would be ordinarily found in the city between the ages of 
five and fifteen, while the average attendance falls far be- 
low 50 per cent. There is probably, therefore, a difference 
in the mode adopted in the two cities, of determining the 
whole number or of computing the average attendance.

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But allowing for this difference, or adopting the same 
mode of computation, the result as regards average at- 
tendance would be largely in favor of the Boston schools. 
This result is to be explained in part, at least, by the 
special attention paid by our teachers to the subject of 
punctual attendance, in conjunction with our system of 
Truant Officers. This system might be made more 
efficient with us, were the number of Truant Officers 
enlarged, were they appointed on the nomination or 
recommendation of the School Board, and required to 
report directly to that Board, as the body whose duties 
are most directly and legitimately connected with the 
subject of truancy. 

Whether it is expedient to employ exclusively female 
instruction for girls throughout the whole course of 
their education, would scarcely be regarded perhaps as 
an open question, by those most intimately acquainted 
with our Public Schools, or by those in our community 
who have had the largest educational experience. All 
the New York schools for girls are placed under the 
charge of female teachers exclusively. None of our 
public schools are so placed. The lterary competency 
of such teachers, even in the higher departments of 
education, is not to be doubted, and the importance of 
their presence and beneficial influence as assistant 
teachers in all our schools for boys as well as girls, can- 
not be over-estimated. But there are obvious and 
unquestionable advantages in bringing the feminine in 
contact with the masculine mind in the process of edu- 
cation; and as regards instruction, discipline, the for- 
mation of character, the whole intellectual and moral 
culture aimed at and intended to he produced by our 
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system of public instruction, there is wisdom in placing 
a master, rightly qualified in manners, disposition and 
scholarship, at the head of our girls’ schools. A few 
thousand dollars would be saved annually by putting 
all the girls’ schools exclusively under the charge of 
female teachers, but more would be lost ultimately, it 
is believed, in the character, efficiency and results of 
these schools. The present plan of a master at the 
head of each of our Grammar Schools, with a sub-master 
and usher when requisite, and always a considerable 
number of female assistants, seems to be a happy com- 
bination of male and female instruction, and gives to 
all our schools, both for boys and girls, the benefits and 
best influences that flow from each. 

As regards the organization and the general course 
of instruction in the Grammar Schools, the Committee 
see no occasion to recommend any changes. Some- 
thing might be said in favor of some closer connection 
between the Grammar and High Schools, by which the 
advantages of the latter might be more largely ex- 
tended to the youth of the city of both sexes. But 
whatever is to be suggested upon this point can be 
more appropriately introduced after the Reports on the 
High Schools have been considered. 


THE HIGH SCHOOLS. 


There are three schools of this grade in our system of 
Public Instruction, viz: the Public Latin School, which 
is intended to fit boys for college—the English High 
School, which aims to give boys such thorough culture 
in all English branches, and in some modern languages, 
as shall fit them for the higher departments of mechan- 
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ical, manufacturing and commercial business,—the Girls’ 
High and Normal School, where it is proposed to train 
up assistant teachers for our Primary and Grammar 
Schools, and to give instruction in the French language 
and in all the higher departments of a good English 
education. 

The Regulations of the Board require that the Com- 
mittees on these schools shall each make an annual 
report. These reports are here introduced. 


Latin School. 


The Committee on the Public Latin School, in compli- 
ance with the rules of the Board of School Committee, 
respectfully report, that, in the discharge of the trust 
committed to them, they have made the annual and 
quarterly examinations of the school under their im- 
mediate charge, that they have frequently visited the 
several rooms of the institution during the school year 
just passed, and that they have been present at the 
general exhibitions of the pupils and at the usual exer- 
cises on the Public Saturdays. Thus the best oppor- 
tunities have been afforded for obtaiming adequate and 
proper knowledge of the school in all particulars. The 
discipline of each of the instructors has been witnessed 
in this way, and the recitations of the pupils of all the 
classes in the different rooms have been heard, furnish- 
ing the best means for judging of the proficiency of the 
young gentlemen of the various classes and divisions 
in each of the departments of education taught in the 
school. y 

The results of the visits and examinations have been 
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of the most agreeable and satisfactory character, and 
have conclusively shown that the school has lost noth- 
ing in the last twelve months of the well-earned reputa- 
tion for thorough instruction and scholarship which it 
has enjoyed for many years, and for which it 1s well- 
known and characterized at home and abroad. 

It is well known to those conversant with the history 
of the Boston schools, that the foundation of the Latin 
School dates back as early as that of any other im this 
city. It probably owes its origin to the action of our 
fathers, had at a general meeting of the townsmen held 
upon public notice on the twenty-third day of March, 
A. D. 1634-5, when, in the words of the ancient record, 
preserved in the chirography of the venerable elder of 
the First Church, Thomas Leverett, “ Likewise it was 
then gen‘ally agreed vpon y* o° brother Philemon Por- 
mort shalbe intreated to become scoolemaster for the 
teaching & nourtering of children w vs.” This bemg 
the only public school in the town for about half a cen- 
tury, it is reasonable to infer, that as well as the higher 
branches of education, those of the more elementary 
character were likewise taught; and that the numer- 
ous donations and bequests of the liberal minded and 
generous inhabitants, intended for the purposes of free 
education, were expended in sustaining this school, — 
the early nursery of New England letters. 

From its establishment down to the present time, 
the principal object of the school has been to prepare 
young men for college and for mercantile and other 
high pursuits of life, and in this it has been remarkably 
successful, as an examination of its catalogue of grad- 
uates will show. For among the names to be found 
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enrolled among the alumni of the school, are some of 
the most brilliant scholars and distinguished men which 
Boston has ever produced. 

Of the twenty-three pupils who graduated at the 
school in July last, all, excepting one who on account 
of age is still m his preparatory studies, presented 
themselves for college. Twenty of these entered Har- 
vard College, one Amherst, and one Waterville, with 
much honor to themselves and credit to the school. It 
is a source of much satisfaction, that those who pursue 
the course of instruction so far as to enter the first 
class, have almost universally in view the prosecution 
of a university education, the more legitimate purpose 
of the institution. | 

The building in which the school is kept, was erected 
inthe years 1844 and 1845, for the Latin School and 
the English High School, at an expense amounting, to- 
gether with 14,237 square feet of land, to $57,510.81. 
It is situated on a lot of land bounded northerly by 
Bedford Street, somewhat southerly of the geographical 
centre of the peninsula which comprises the ten central 
wards of the city. The portion of the building used 
for the Latin School, consists of four large rooms, two 
small rooms, and a capacious hall. Two of the large 
rooms are on the lower floor, and are occupied for the 
younger pupils; the two on the second floor are for 
scholars of more advanced standing; and the large hall 
is for the first class, under the immediate care of the 
principal instructor. The hall and rooms have capacity 
sufficient to accommodate about two-hundred and ten 
pupils with seats. One of the small rooms is used for 
recitations, when the number of instructors exceeds 
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that of the large rooms; and the other for the deposit 
of a valuable classical library belonging to an associa- 
tion of the graduates of the school. ‘The walls of the 
school rooms are appropriately decorated with framed 
engravings and photographic views of the ruins of 
ancient buildings, illustrative of the studies pursued at 
the school, and which have been presented from time 
to time by friends of the school and members of the 
alumni association. The large hall has been decorated 
at considerable expense, by the Latin School Associa- 
tion, and presents a pleasing appearance on exhibition 
days and Public Saturdays, when it is open to the usual 
visitors. Besides the pupils of the school, about one 
hundred persons can be comfortably seated in it on 
such occasions. ‘To the same association, the institution 
is indebted for one of the choicest collections of classical 
books in the country. The books consist not only of 
the most desirable editions of the ancient classics, but of 
rare works for reference. They are for the free use of 
all persons connected with the school, and have proved 
of much value and utility. These, together with the 
mural maps, and the models of ancient buildings, serve 
important purposes in the conduct of the school. 

At present, the building is capable of containing all 
the pupils of the school, and no portion of it is appro- 
priated for primary schools, or other purposes foreign 
.‘ to the intentions for which it was erected. The appa- 
ratus for warming it, by means of hot air from furnace 
chambers, is well adapted to its purposes; and the ven- 
tilation is satisfactory. The cost of warming during 
the year endmg in July, amounted to $190.15, and 
other expenses connected with the building were $162, 
thus making the total cost $352.16. 
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The school is exclusively for boys, who are ad- 
mitted to its privileges when properly qualified, after 
due examination, at the age of ten years; and, although 
the greatest part of the time is devoted to the teaching 
of the Greek and Latin languages, nevertheless suffi- 
cient attention is given to instruction in the common 
elementary branches of a good education. Besides the 
common English studies, the French language is taught 
to pupils of the proper grade who are desirous of 
acquiring a knowledge of it. Of the one hundred and 
seventy-six pupils at the school at the close of the last 
term, fifty-six were over fifteen years of age, and one 
hundred and twenty were under fifteen. These are 
arranged in rooms according to classes depending on 
their proficiency in studies. 

The regular course of instruction, as laid down by the 
existing rules of the School Board, is six years; but a 
pupil of much intelligence and industry can accomplish 
the studies in less time, in which case he is promoted 
to a higher class, and frequently a year’s schooling is 
thus saved. It sometimes happens, however, that boys 
from physical infirmity or other causes, cannot fully 
complete their elementary studies within the usual 
time, and are therefore permitted by the Committee to 
remain connected with the school one year over the 
usual term. 

The whole number of pupils admitted to the school 
during the year was sixty-one, a number somewhat 
larger than that of the former years, when boys were 
not admitted so young by two years. 

The average attendance at school has been very 


good, — about ninety-four per cent. of the whole num-

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ber of pupils. This speaks exceedingly well of the 
school, when the ordinary viscissitudes of the life of 
boyhood, and the fact of the public character of the 
institution, are considered. 

The teachers of the school are, a master, sub-master, 
four ushers, an instructor in drawing, and an instructor 
of the French language, whose aggregate salaries for 
the school year 1856-7 amounted to $9,503.73. The 
number of instructors depends on the number of pu- 
pils at the school; consequently in some years there 
are more teachers than rooms, a circumstance which 
exists at the present time. Mr. Francis Gardner, the 
present accomplished principal of the school, has occu- 
pied the position of master and those of a more subor- 
dinate character, for many years, much to the benefit 
of the school, and has had no small share in raising it 
to its present high standard and continuing to it its 
high reputation for thorough elementary drill. 

The cost of each pupil at the school may appear 
large when compared with that of some of the others, 
being about $58.05, as nearly as can be calculated, 
¢47.46 of this amount being for tuition alone. But 
when the excellence of the mstruction and the usual 
cost at the private schools are considered, it is believed 
that the expense of the school is as small as can reason- 
ably be expected. 

In the year 1819, several gentlemen of Boston, 
whose sons had been educated at the school, or who 
had received the same advantages themselves, having 
the welfare of the public schools at heart, and particu- 
larly of this, contributed a sum of money, now amount- 
ing to $1,050, as a fund, the income of which has been 
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annually distributed in prizes among the most desery- 
ing scholars in the school. In 1844, the late Hon. 
Abbott Lawrence made a donation of a fund of $2,000, 
the income of which is annually payable to the chair- 
man of the committee on the school for the time being, 
for distribution in prizes for the general encouragement 
of the scholars, in such way as the committee of the 
school shall consider advisable. Both of these funds 
are safely invested in City of Boston five per cent. 
stock, and yield a very acceptable sum for the purposes 
for which the money was given, and which is expended 
in books selected by the successful competitors for the 
school honors. | 

Besides the prizes already mentioned, six Franklin 
medals are annually awarded to the most meritorious 
scholars in the graduating class. 

During the month of May a public exhibition of the 
school is held, for awarding the Lawrence prizes, at 
which time trial is made by the young gentlemen for 
the prizes for declamation ; and on the Saturday pre- 
ceding the third Wednesday in July, the Annual School 
Exhibition takes place mm the hall belonging to the 
school. As often as once in six weeks, there is, on Sat- 
urday forenoon, an exhibition at the school house, to 
which the parents and friends of the pupils are invited. 
On these Public Saturdays there is declamation by the 
pupils who have shown the greatest excellence during 
the interval from the last public declamation, and there 
is also an original debate by pupils of the first class, in 
which each member takes part. Much good has re- 
sulted from these debates, which are conducted entirely 
by the young gentlemen, without any aid or assistance 
from their instructors. 
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In the discharge of their duty, the Committee have 
invariably examined the building and all its premises. 
During the past year they have as usual found every- 
thing connected therewith in good order and condition. 

The Committee take pleasure in again expressing 
their satisfaction at the results of the several examina- 
tions made during the year, and their gratification at 
finding the standard of education in the school so high, 
and carrying out the wishes and most ardent hopes 
entertained by the friends of the institution.

English High School. 


The Committee on the English High School respect- 
fully submit their annual report. The school has been 
visited and examined quarterly during the year, as 
required by the regulations, and has always been found 
in a most satisfactory condition in respect to order, dis- 
cipline, the improvement of the pupils, and the assidu- 
ous labors of the teachers. 

The annual examination, as required by the rules, 
was conducted by the Committee on the 3d of July 
last. At this examination all the departments were 
visited, but special attention was given to the first class, 
about completing its course at the school. The exam- 
ination of this class was thorough in all the studies of 
the year, and its results honorable alike to the pupils 
and their instructor, Mr. Sherwin, the principal of the 
school. A very uniform excellence of scholarship was 
exhibited on the examination; yet at the same time, 
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the seven young men who received the Franklin Medals, 
were so decidedly, as appeared from the examination 
and their marks received for recitations and conduct 
during the year, the seven best scholars, that in award- 
ing them the Medals, the Committee felt that as little 
injustice was done as can ever be avoided in that 
matter. 

The Committee were present as required at the 
annual exhibition of the school on Monday, July 13. 
The exercises of this occasion were confined, as usual, 
to the graduating class, and consisted of a public ex- 
amination of the class in their studies, of original 
essays by about one half their number, the announce- 
ment and delivery of the Franklin Medals and Law- 
rence Prizes, and addresses by one or two members of 
the Committee, and other gentlemen who were present. 
The occasion was full of interest and satisfaction to 
those in any way connected with the school. The 
pupils reflected credit on themselves and their teachers, 
and gave gratifying evidence that they left the English 
High School, well prepared by intellectual and moral 
culture to enter upon the duties of active life. Mr. 
Sherwin, in regard to their conduct and character, bore 
this highly honorable testimony,— that during the 
whole year in which they had been in his room, there 
had not been done or said by any member of the class 
any thing, which he had observed, that approached to 
an appearance of moral delinquency, or of a desire 
or purpose to deceive or disobey him in any way. 
Rightly interpreted, this fact is as honorable to the 
teacher as to the pupils. This fact also, it is believed, 
may be taken as a fair exponent of the general charac- 
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ter and condition of the school. It may be designated. 
as an excellent school, — excellent in the differing qual- 
ifications of its teachers, each of whom possesses attri- 
butes admirably adapting him to his position,— excellent 
in the course of study pursued, and in the thorough- 
ness with which every branch is taught, — excellent in 
its discipline, and in the strong, wise, wholesome, moral, 
and paternal influence exercised by the principal and 
his associates, over the youth entrusted to their charge. 

The only difficulty in the way of the perfect success 
of the school at the present time, seems to be that the 
citizens do not properly appreciate it, or send their 
children to avail themselves of its advantages, in such 
large numbers as could be desired. Too small a num- 
ber enter it annually from the Grammar Schools, and 
of this number, too many leave before completing the 
regular course of study, which extends through three 
years ; and almost none, never more than three or four, 
remain during the allowed fourth year. The first evil, 
it is believed, would be largely remedied by the adoption 
of the suggestion made by the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools in his first Quarterly Report, that the num- 
ber received into the English High School from each of 
the Grammar Schools should be reported and published 
in the Annual Report of the School Board. The effect 
of this would be, jist, to make,—and this is needed,—the 
English High School more known. It is believed that 
unquestionable instances have occurred, in which boys 
have gone through the course of study at a Grammar 
School, and have left it to enter upon some active em- 
ployment, without knowing, either they or their parents, 
that there was an English High School, at which their 
education could be carried forward to a higher point.

Secondly, it would operate as an inducement to the 
masters of the Grammar Schools to encourage their 
best scholars, and all who were prepared therefor, to 
pass on to the English High School; whereas now, for 
reasons obvious and naturally strong, they are tempted 
or inclined to keep these scholars as long as possible 
under their own charge. There are some boys every 
year probably remaining in the Grammar Schools, who 
by age and scholarship are qualified to enter the Eng- 
lish High School. They remain at the, Grammar 
School so long that either they do not go to the High 
School at all, or if they enter, are at such an age that 
they leave before completing the course. 

The objection to the adoption of the suggestion of 
the Superintendent is that it would tend to make the 
number received into the English High School from 
a Grammar School, a test of the condition and useful- 
ness of that School, and of the competency or faithful- 
ness of the master and his associates, and would thus 
do them often great injustice. This objection is worthy 
of consideration. It would be entitled to great force 
were this to be the sole test or the important and 
prominent test of the condition of a Grammar School, 
or of the fidelity of its master. But it would not 
be the sole test; it would not be a test, in any just 
sense of the word. It would only be one of the 
elements from which to judge of our whole system 
of public instruction, and the relation of its several 
parts to each other. Undoubtedly there are various 
‘reasons why the number entering the English High 
School from one Grammar School should be either 
larger or smaller than those entering from another; 
and in reporting upon the subject, these reasons would

be stated or have some allusion made to them by the 
Committee of each Grammar School, so that all myus- 
tice would be prevented. Facts, statistics in regard to 
our Public Schools, if sufficiently full, can never do myus- 
tice to any teacher or to any school. The more full they 
are, the more competent are the Committee and all oth- 
ers to judge of the schools, and the less likely are they 
to do injustice. The Committee of the English High 
School hope the suggestion of the Superintendent will 
be adopted. The adoption of this suggestion, with the 
contemplated improvement of the Primary Schools, and 
the effect of this improvement upon the Grammar Schools 
would tend also to remedy the second evil noticed, viz: 
leaving the school before completing the course. Now a 
majority of those entermg the English High School, do 
not come till they are a year or two beyond the age at 
which they are admissible according to the rules. The 
consequence is that they are so old and so anxious to 
get into some active employment, that they are un- 
willing to stay and complete the course. If we can 
bring our Primary Schools up to the point contem- 
plated by the Superintendent, and aimed at by the 
Board, the result will be such an improvement of the 
Grammar Schools, as that more pupils will pass from 
them to the English High School at so early an age 
and so thoroughly prepared, as to be willing and anx- 
ious to complete the whole course of instruction at 
that school. 

The rules require the Committee to report on the 
annual examination of candidates for admission. Said 
examination was held at the time appointed by the 
regulations, and was conducted by written questions. 
The whole number examined was one hundred and 
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four; of whom, vrinety-nine were from the Grammar 
Schools of the city. Of the candidates examined, ninety- 
eight were admitted, six rejected. Of these six, three 
were from the public schools and three from private 
schools. Of the ninety-eight admitted, ninety jomed 
the school at the opening of the term in September. 
The largest number sent from any one Grammar School 
was twenty, of whom all were admitted, and nineteen 
joined the school. The smallest number from any one 
Grammar School was two, one of whom was rejected. The 
one admitted did not join the school. The whole num- 
ber of pupils at present connected with the school is 1665. 
The school rooms and out-buildings are in good condi- 
tion. The hall, or largest room, commonly occupied 
by Mr. Sherwin, and used for exhibitions, has been beau- 
tifully painted in fresco, at the expense and under the 
direction of the Association of the Alumni of the school. 
~The work is well and tastefully executed, with designs 
on the ceiling and panels peculiarly appropriate to the 
character of the school. This change is a great addi- 
tion to the attractiveness of the room, and to the com- 
fort and pleasure of those who have to occupy it. The 
library, also the gift of the Alumni, has received some 
valuable additions, and contains now about a thousand 
works of standard English literature. 

‘The philosophical apparatus is In good condition and 
for the most part sufficient for the wants of the school. 
Some additions should be made, and some repairs are 
needed. For these, and for the purchase of materials 
for experiments, an appropriation of one hundred dol- 
lars is recommended by the Committee.

To this report of its Committee, it may be added, 
that the English High School was instituted in 1821. 
It is one of the last as well as one of the noblest 
monuments of the action of the old “town” of 
Boston; some of the latest “town meetings” previous 
to the adoption of the City Charter, were held in refer- 
ence to the establishment of this school. It was first 
opened in the second story of the old Derne Street 
school house ; but in 1824 it was removed, and held for 
many years in a building erected for the purpose in 
Pinckney Street, and now used for the Phillips School. 
In 1844, the new structure in Bedford Street, for the 
use of the Latin and English High Schools, was com- 
pleted, and the school was removed there in June 
of that year. The whole cost of that school house, 
including the land, as already stated in the Report on 
the Latin School, was $57,510.81; one half the interest 
on which amounts to $1,725.32. The expense for fuel, 
repairs, &c., for 1857, was $825.99. There are seven 
rooms in the part of the building appropriated to the 
English High School, one of which is large, a hall, occu- 
pied by the first class, and used for exhibitions; and 
two are small rooms, one used for the philosophical ap- 
paratus, and the other for the library, which has been 
already noticed. The teachers are, a master, two sub- 
masters, and two ushers, whose salaries amount to 
$9,095.89. The school has, at present, accommodations 
for 220 pupils. The number registered at the begin-. 
ning of the last school year was 165. The average 
whole number belonging to the school during the year 
was 140, and the average attendance 135. The annual 
cost of tuition per scholar was $64.90. The whole cost 
of education per scholar was $83.19. 
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The Supermtendent, in his last Quarterly Report, 
speaking of this school, says: “An exercise was ob- 
served which deserves notice. It was a part of a recita- 
tion in geography, that difficult branch to teach well. 
A pupil was sent to the blackboard to draw from mem- 
ory a map of Italy. Having drawn the parallels and 
meridians, he sketched with rapidity and accuracy its 
line of sea coast and continental boundaries, the 
course of the rivers and mountain ranges, and located 
the most important towns, cities, and places of historical 
interest, at the same time giving an oral description of 
the most prominent geographical features delineated, 
with a statement of interesting facts relating to the 
topography, history, productions, trade, “ec. of the 
places indicated by the crayon. This exercise 1s not 
unknown in some of the Grammar Schools, and I trust 
it will, in time, be substituted, to a considerable extent, 
for the method of question and answer, for it certainly 
deserves to be considered as a progressive step in teach 
ing geography.” 


Girls Ehgh and Normal School. 


The Committee of the Girls’ High and Normal School 
respectfully report, that the annual examination was 
made in July last, in accordance with the regulations. 

This school was established in 1852, as a Normal 
School for Girls. In 1855, the term of study was 
extended from two to three years, and the list of 
studies so arranged as to include all the higher 
branches usually taught i High Schools, while the 
exercises particularly adapted for the instruction of 
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teachers were not discontinued. The school house is 
situated in Mason Street. The lower floor of the 
building is occupied by the City Library. The rooms 
occupied by the school are insufficient for its purposes, 
but the removal of the Library to Boylston Street, 
which is soon to take place, will give to the school all 
the additional accommodations which it requires. 

The methods of instruction adopted at this school 
are in some respects peculiar to itself, but experience 
has proved them to be well adapted to their object. In 
addition to the advantages which the institution has 
afforded for thorough education as a High School, it 
has also, as a Normal School, already supplied a large 
number of able and accomplished teachers for the 
Grammar and Primary Schools of the city. The whole 
number of pupils and graduates of this school who have 
been engaged as permanent teachers or as substitutes 
in other schools, is one hundred and thirty-two. Of 
these, ninety-four have received appomtments as as- 
sistant teachers, of whom twelve are head-assistants 
in Grammar Schools, or occupy situations of similar 
grade as teachers in this school. 

In a very few instances only have teachers appointed 
from this school failed to give entire satisfaction, while 
in most cases they are acknowledged to be among the 
most efficient and successful teachers in the employ- 
ment of the city. 

The number of candidates examined for admission to 
the school at the begmning of the present school year 
was one hundred and four. Of these, ninety-one were 
admitted and thirteen were rejected. 

The result of the examination indicates an improve- 
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ment in the character of the instruction given at some 
of the Grammar Schools. Although the questions pro- 
posed were more difficult than those of the last year, 
the proportion of correct answers was higher than at 
the last examination, and the replies themselves, in gen- 
eral, gave evidence of increased care on the part of the 
instructors in the preparation of pupils for this school. 
These remarks, however, are not applicable to candi- 
dates from all the schools. The inequality, referred to 
in former reports, m the attainments of applicants from 
the different Grammar Schools, 1s still very consider- 
able. While the pupils from some schools gave correct 
replies to nearly ninety per cent. of the questions pro- 
posed, candidates from other schools failed to answer 
fifty per cent. of the questions correctly. The atten- 
tion of the District Committees is respectfully called to 
this subject. An inspection of the results of the exam- 
inations, which are on record, will show very clearly 
that important changes are needed in some of the 
Grammar Schools. When for a series of. years the 
graduates from certain schools are found to be deficient 
in a knowledge of the simple branches of a common 
school education, it is due to the pupils and to their 
parents that the causes should be investigated and the 
remedy applied. It has not been, heretofore, the cus- 
tom to publish in the Annual Report the exact results 
of these examinations, but your Committee are of the 
opinion that such a publication would have a beneficial 
effect in enabling the Board to judge of the compara- 
tive merits of the several Grammar Schools, and per- 
haps to discover some of the causes for the deficiencies 
above alluded to. 
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The whole number of pupils now belonging to the 
school is one hundred and eighty-five.

It may be added to the statements made in the fore- 
going Report, that the old Adams school house, in 
Mason Street, in which the Girls’ High and Normal 
School is held, cost originally $20,000. The repairs 
made to fit it for a Normal School cost $3,025.77. 
As nearly one third of the building is used by the 
city for other purposes, the amount of interest charge- 
able to the school is estimated to be about $900. 
The expense for repairs, fuel, &c., for the last year, 
amounts to $1,154.54. The instructors are, a master, 
one head assistant, five assistants, and teachers of vocal 
music, of drawing, and of the French language, whose 
salaries amount to $5,136.30. The whole number of 
pupils registered for the last year was 174. The school 
has accommodations for 236. The average whole num- 
ber belonging to the school during the year was 165, 
and the average attendance 157. The cost of tuition 
per scholar for the year was $31.13, and the whole cost 
of education $43.58. | 

In speaking of the Girls’ High and Normal School, 
the Superintendent, in his Third Quarterly Report, 
remarks as follows : — 

“ My observations in this school during two some- 
what protracted visits, produced a very favorable im- 
pression as to the skill and thoroughness with which 
the various branches are taught. It is, without doubt, 
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an excellent school, and one of the brightest ornaments 
of the city. The money expended in its support has 
been well invested. Still, it is not unknown to this 
Board, I presume, that but few of its graduates have 
become teachers in our Primary Schools. If the reason 
is asked, (and it is sometimes asked,) why it has failed 
to supply our Primary Schools with teachers, the proper 
answer I imagine would be, that 1t is too limited in its 
means and arrangements to meet the demands of the 
city for a High School proper, and also, the demands of 
our schools for teachers of all grades, from the alphabet 
class up to the place of head assistant in the Grammar 
School. It is unreasonable to expect it to do so much. 
If it has not accomplished just what the advocates of 
its establishment promised it would, it has done and is 
now doing a very good work, and, in my judgment, it 
would be unwise, at present, to change its plan in any 
of its essential features. It is a good High School for 
girls, and, as such, is an indispensable part of our system 
of public instruction. It serves an important purpose, 
also, in fitting a class of highly educated teachers for 
the upper divisions, and the place of head assistant in 
our Grammar Schools. It is not only a Girls High 
School, but also a Aigh Normal School. As such let it 
remain, till a change of times and circumstances re- 
quires modifications. Still, the need of thoroughly 
trained teachers to fill the numerous vacancies that 
occur in the Primary Schools exists. How shall this 
need be supplied? I answer, by the establishment of 
a Primary Normal School, for the special training of 
teachers for Primary Schools and the lower grades of 
the Grammar Schools. In such an institution, the 
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number of pupils should be quite limited, and the 
course of training comparatively short, while the exer- 
cises and studies should be strictly confined to that 
department of the science and art of teaching which is 
applicable to primary schools. No candidates should 
be admitted except those of mature age, and such as 
desire to become primary teachers. At present, so far 
as I know, there is no such Normal School in this coun- 
try. Perhaps the time has not come to establish one 
here; but that such schools are destined to constitute 
a part of every complete system of public instruction, 
I entertain not the shadow of a doubt. As it is better 
to make good precedents than to follow them, I hope 
Boston will have the honor of making this one.” 

The suggestion here made by the Superintendent, in 
reference to a Normal School for Primary School teach- 
ers, is important and worthy of the serious consideration 
of the Board. 

The remarks made by the Superintendent on the 
present condition and character of the Girls High and 
Normal School, and the result of the attempt to com- 
bine under one organization and one corps of teachers, 
two things that are quite dissimilar,—a High and a 
Normal School, — are wise and just. It would not be 
well, however, to make any changes in the organization 
and course of instruction at this school,* at present, 
unless it be at the point noticed above, the institution 
in connection with it of a specific department of Nor- 
mal instruction for Primary School teachers. The 
surest and most direct way of reaching all the High 
Schools, improving their condition and enlarging their

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usefulness, is to improve the Primary Schools by raising 
up for those schools a class of teachers, who, by prepar- 
atory instruction, shall be thoroughly accomplished and 
furnished for their work. 

As a general statement, it is true of all three of the 
High Schools that their connection with the other 
grades of schools is not sufficiently intimate, nor do 
they have the proportionate number of pupils that 
ought to attend them.

The whole number of pupils at the three schools is 
026. ‘The average number is 505. Making the annual 
average cost of education, per scholar, $60.12. 

If this seems to any to be a large sum, let them con- 
sider jirst, that it is but a little more than one third of the 
sum for which a similar education, instruction of the 
same amount and character, can be procured at any 
private school m the city. Secondly, that it is about the 
same as the average expense per scholar at the Free 
Academy, in the city of New York, for the last year, 
where the expense has commonly ranged very much 
higher, and where the education furnished is not in ad-

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vance of that which can be obtained at the Public Latin 
and High Schools in this city ; and, ¢irdly, that this aver- 
age cost might and would be diminished, did a larger num- 
ber of the children educated at the Public Schools of the 
city embrace the opportunity and the privilege of attend- 
ing them. Even with their present provisions of school 
room and teachers, each of these schools might receive 
and instruct a considerable addition to its present num- 
ber of pupils; and at no great outlay of money, or 
increase of expenditure — by adding another story to 
the school buildings in Bedford and Mason streets, and 
the employment of more subordinate or assistant teachers 
— these provisions might be so enlarged, that instead 
of five hundred at all these schools, we might have that 
number at each, with a proportionate diminution of the 
average cost per scholar. Undoubtedly the great benefits 
of our system of public instruction are to be found in the 
value of the rudiments of knowledge imparted to the 
great mass in the Primary and Grammar Schools. This fact 
should never be lost sight of, nor any diminution of inter- 
est in those schools be permitted. Neither should there 
be on the part of this Board, or with the community, or 
with any of the teachers of the schools of other grades, 
any want of interest in the High Schools. A system of 
popular education would be incomplete, a plan of public 
instruction imperfect, without these as its culminating 
point; and where they are introduced and established as 
in our city, the aim and effort should be to give unity 
and progressiveness to the system, make the parts play 
into each other, the lower contribute to the higher con- 
tinually, and thus carry forward as many children as 
possible to a participation in the best advantages of edu- 
cation which the community affordsthem. The greater 
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the number of children we can bring to attend and 
complete the course of instruction at the High Schools, 
the greater will be the measure of intellectual and 
moral force we shall put into the community, the 
greater will be the number of those competent and 
disposed to do well and faithfully the work of every 
station: the lowest in which they may be placed, the 
highest to which they can attain. 

The Public Schools of the city of Boston have been 
conducted and maintained at no small expense. Some 
mistakes may have been made, but, on a broad view 
and a just estimate, there has been no extravagance ; 
neither has there been anything mean or stinted in the 
appropriations. The whole cost of these schools for the 
year 1857, is $349,867.54. The compensation for this 
large expenditure is to be seen and found in the gen- 
eral intelligence, virtue, and happiness of the great mass 
of our population; in the extent to which a conscious 
dignity, self-respect, elevated tastes, and the resources 
- for pure and ennobling pleasures are distributed among 
all classes of our people; in the fact that a large pro- 
portion of the vice, crime, and moral degradation in 
our city is not of native growth, but an influx from 
abroad, and that of those whose misdeeds occupy our 
criminal courts and fill our penitentiaries with inmates, 
few, very few, have had the benefit of the intellectual 
and moral culture which these schools afford. 

It is to be hoped that under the favorable influences 
brought to bear upon them under the present organ- 
ization and enlarged numbers of the Board, through 
the plans of improvement now in operation, through 
the wise suggestions, earnest zeal and indefatigable 
labors of the Superintendent, aided by the hearty codp- 
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eration and faithful services of the teachers, these 
schools may be carried forward continually, lifted up 
to a higher and higher standard of excellence and 
usefulness. 

With this view of the past, and this hope for the 
future, the Committee cannot more appropriately close 
this Report than in the words of the Superintendent, in 
the concluding sentence of his Third Quarterly Report : 
“The school system of Boston has been managed and 
controlled for the last twenty-five or thirty years, on 
the whole, with a remarkable degree of that wise con- 
servatism which admits and demands progress, and yet 
is sufficiently jealous of innovation, —a conservatism 
vitalized by the true spirit of progress. To this judi- 
cious and faithful management, our schools are in- 
debted, under Providence, for whatever of excellence 
they now possess, and on the continuance of it their 
future welfare must depend.”

Tue following Appendix has been prepared to meet a want 
often felt and expressed by our own citizens, and to answer 
inquiries from abroad frequently addressed to the Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools, or members of the School Board. 
These inquiries relate to the plan, construction, mode of 
warming and of ventilation adopted in what we regard as 
our best school houses, to the general regulations, course of 
instruction and text-books in our public schools, and often to 
the laws and statutes of the Commonwealth in regard to pub- 
lic instruction. Hitherto there has been no single document 
that contained answers to these inquiries, and little has been 
done by the Board to diffuse information upon these points 
even among its own constituents, much less to afford that in- 
formation to distant individuals or communities who may 
desire it. Even the general regulations adopted by the 
Board, in relation to the Public Schools, the course of instruc- 
tion pursued, the text-books used, have been published only in 
a small edition for the use of the Board and the Teachers, 
and never for general distribution among the citizens. It is 
quite desirable and important however, that the citizens 
should have reliable information upon these points. ‘To give 
this information and some knowledge upon other interesting 
matters connected with our Public Schools, is the purpose of 
this Appendix, in which will be found statistical tables, plans 
and a description of the Dwight school house, an account of 
the Franklin Medals, (with a list of the Franklin Medal schol- 
ars,) of the City Medals,and Lawrence Prizes, an abstract of 
the school laws of the Commonwealth, the general regulations, 
course of studies, &c., of the Public Schools of the city, 
and a list of the Boston School Committee, from the adop- 
tion of the City Charter in 1822. 
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PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 
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THE DWIGHT GRAMMAR SCHOOL HOUSE. 


Tus building, represented in the accompanying Cut anid 
Plans, is located on Springfield Street, in Ward XI., not far 
from the southwesterly boundary of the city. It occupics 
the centre of a lot measuring 192 feet on Springfield Street, 
by about 97 feet in depth, and containing 19,150 square feet. 
It has a front of 91 feet 6 inches on Sprinefield Street, is 60 
feet deep, and four stories high, exclusive of the basement. 
It is built of brick, the external surface of the walls being 
covered with mastic and painted a light drab color. 

The floors are of hard pine, one inch thick and in widths 
not over 5 inches. The walls of the rooms are sheathed 34 
feet high, and the stairways, halls and closets 5 feet high, 
with matched chestnut boards, in widths not over 6 inches. 
The doors and window sashes are of the same kind of wood. 
The inside wood-work is varnished but not painted. 

The windows, except those of the first story, have orna- 
mented iron guards outside, and curtains inside, instead of 
blinds. All the doors have top lights hung on pintels. 

The yard is enclosed on the front and sides by a stone and 
iron fence, and on the rear by a high brick wall, which also 
constitutes the rear wall of the water closets. The arrange- 
ments of the yard, are designed for both sexes, a separate 
entrance being provided for each. From the yard the pupils 
enter the basement at either end of the building, and pass, by 
two flights of stairs, to the corridor on the first floor. 

The basement is 84 feet in the clear, and its level, which 
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corresponds with the level of the yard, is four feet below the 
sidewalk, both being well paved with brick. Thus situated 
with respect to the yard, and being well supplied with light 
and air, it furnishes an excellent covered play-ground. This 
mode of constructing the basement of a school house is a 
decided improvement over former plans, and it is to be hoped 
it will be adopted in future buildings for school purposes. 
An apartment in the centre of the basement, as shown in the 
Plan, is appropriated to the warming apparatus and fuel. 
The level of this room is two feet below that of the play- 
ground. 

The first, second and third stories are each 124 feet in the 
clear, and they are precisely alike in all their arrangements. 
An inspection of the Plan of the first floor will show that each 
of these stories is divided into four school rooms, four clothes 
closets, two stairways, and a large corridor in the centre. 
The arrangement is admirable alike for convenience and 
economy of space. Pupils enter the school rooms through 
the clothes rooms, each of which is well lighted and ventilated 
by means of a window. Each school,room has accommoda- 
tions for one teacher and sixty-three pupils. Hach pupil is 
provided with a separate chair and desk, which is now gener- 
ally admitted to be the best mode of seating in all schools. 
The style of furniture for teachers and pupils is substantially 
the same as that exhibited in the accompanying representa- 
tions of school furniture. The pupils sit facing the platforms 
of the teachers, and the arrangement is such that, while in 
their seats, they do not in any case receive the light directly 
in front. 

The fourth story, (see Plan,) contains two school rooms, 
similar to those already described, and a hall for public occa- 
sions, furnished with movable settees. This story is 15 feet 
in the clear. 

The warming apparatus consists of four hot air furnaces. 
The smoke pipes are of cast iron, and pass up through and

warm the corridors. This arrangement is rendered prac- 
ticable by locating the furnaces in the centre of the basement, 
and is found more economical than previous plans. 

In the original design, the ventilation was intended to be 
effected by means of the spaces in the vaulted walls, but this 
plan was not fully carried out. That which was substituted 
does not differ materially from those which had previously 
been applied to many of our school houses. It consists of a 
separate ventiduct of wood, leading from each school room to 
the roof. Here they are brought into two groups, at the op- 
posite ends of the building, each of which is surmounted with 
one of Kmerson’s Hjectors. The transverse section of each 
ventiduct is about fourteen inches square. In each room there 
is a sliding register near the ceiling and another near the 
floor, opening into its ventiduct. 

The building has seats for 882 pupils. The cost of the 
house and furniture was $45,645 50, cost of lot, 14,362 50, 
making a total cost of $60,008 00. 

The Adams school house at East Boston, and the Lawrence 
at South Boston, are, with the exception of the warming and 
ventilating apparatus, like the Dwight. Absolute perfection 
is not claimed for these edifices, but they stand as the best 
specimens of school architecture which have been erected in 
this city. Had the finishing been of pine instead of chestnut, 
they would have been better. In the Adams and Lawrence, 
the ventilation is imperfect. It will be seen by accompanying 
cut, that the style of architecture is by no means ornamental. 
But it is believed that on the whole they are among the very 
best school buildings in this country. It is not easy to see 
how buildings could be constructed with a more perfect adapt- 
ation to our present system of grammar school organization. 
They possess every desirable element of comfort and conve- 
nience, with the most perfect economy of space compatible 
with these objects.

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THE FRANKLIN MEDAL. 


Tae Franklin Medal, “an honorary reward” for “ the en- 
couragement of scholarship in the free schools of Boston,” de- 
rives its origin and name from Benjamin Franklin, the great- 
est and most famous of our native-born sons. For sixty-five 
years this token of honorable distinction has been annually 
awarded, by the School Committee, to a number of the most 
meritorious scholars in the highest class of each public school 
for boys, above the primary grade. The bestowment of this 
Medal, having for so long a period constituted one of the most 
. interesting features of our system of public instruction, it has 
been deemed expedient to publish a catalogue of its recipi- 
ents, with a sketch of its history, in connection with the pres- 
ent Annual Report on the subject of our schools. 

In providing for the establishment of this Medal, Franklin 
desired to evince the grateful recollection which he retained 
to the close of his life, of the benefit he derived from the Bos- 
ton schools, and at the same time to furnish for all time, to 
the pupils in these schools, an incentive to stimulate them to 
make the best use of the means provided for their education. 
This Medal may be justly regarded, therefore, as a memorial 
of his constant and life-long affection for the place of his 
birth, while it has “rendered him a sort of Patron Saint to 
Boston school boys to the latest generation.” But his own 


example in turning to the best account every opportunity for

the cultivation of his mind and character, not only during the 
brief period of his schooling, but during all his boyhood and 
youth, is what gives to the Medal bearing his name its chief 
significance and value. Indeed, the great utility of the Medal 
consists in its tendency to keep always before the minds of 
the youth of Boston, this noble example, and thereby to excite 
them to a more faithful use of their advantages of education. 
The account of his school education, as related in his autobi- 
ography, will ever remain associated with the Franklin Medal, 
and it must not be ommitted here. He says, 

“JT was put to the Grammar School at eight years of age; 
my father intending to devote me, as the tythe of his sons, 
to the service of the Church. My early readiness in learning 
to read, which must have been very early, as I do not remem- 
ber when I could not read, and the opinion of all his friends, 
that I should certainly make a good scholar, encouraged him 
in this purpose of his. My uncle Benjamin, too, approved of 
it, and proposed to give me his short-hand volumes of ser- 
mons, to set up with, if I would learn his short-hand. I con- 
tinued, however, at the Grammar School rather less than a 
year, though in that time I had risen gradually from the middle 
of the class of that year to be at the head of the same class, and 
was removed into the next class, whence I was to be placed in 
the third at the end of the year. 

“But my father, burdened with a numerous family, was un- 
able without inconvenience to support the expense of a col- 
lege education. Considering, moreover, as he said to one of his 
friends in my presence, the little encouragement that line of life 
afforded to those educated for it, he gave up his first inten- 
tions, took me from the Grammar School, and sent me to a 
school for writing and arithmetic, kept by a then famous man, 
Mr. George Brownell. He was a skillful master, and success- 
ful in his profession, employing the mildest and most encour- 
aging methods. Under him I learned to write a good hand 
pretty soon; but I failed entirely in arithmetic.” 
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The failure in arithmetic, so frankly confessed at the close 
of the sketch, affords no just ground for charging any delin- 
quency upon either pupil or master. In justification of the 
master, we have the decided testimony of the pupil, in full 
maturity of age and judgment,— always the best evidence. 
And it is not surprising that a lad ot even Franklin’s aptitude 
for learning and clearness of head, should not, at the age ot 
nine years, though aided by “the most encouraging methods” 
then known, master the subject of arithmetic, in so short a pe- 
riod of schooling. It is highly probable, therefore, that both 
pupil and teacher did their duty. The real difficulty was that 
the mind of the little boy had not yet ripened to a capacity 
for arithmetic. A few years later, he took up Cocker’s book 
on Arithmetic, and went through the whole by himself with 
the greatest ease. ; 

The Grammar School in which Franklin was placed, was 
the original Classical School of Boston, since known as the 
Public Latin School, and now located in Bedford street. Its 
ancient site in School Street, and its surroundings as at that 
time existing, are graphically described in the following 
extract from the Oration delivered by Mr. Winthrop, at the 
inauguration of the Franklin Statue, in front of the City Hall. 

“Go back with me, fellow citizens, for a moment, to a pe- 
riod just one hundred and forty-two years ago, [1714] and 
let us picture to ourselves the very spot on which we are as- 
sembled, as it was in that olden time. Boston was then a 
little town, of hardly more than ten or twelve thousand inhab- 
itants. Her three hills, now scarcely distinguishable, were 
then her most conspicuous and characteristic features, and I 
need hardly say that almost all the material objects which 
met the view of a Bostonian in this vicinity, at that day, must 
have been widely different from those which we are now priy- 
ileged to look upon. No stately structures for city councils 
or for courts of justice were then standing upon this site. 
There was no Horticultural Hall in front, delighting the eye 
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and making the mouth water with the exquisite flowers and 
luscious fruits of neighboring gardens and green-houses. 
There were no shops and stores, filled with the countless 
fabrics of foreign and domestic labor, facing and flanking it 
on every side. Yet all was not different. The fathers and 
founders of Boston and of Massachusetts, —— more than one, 
certainly, of the earliest ministers and earliest magistrates of 
the grand old Puritan colony, — were slumbering then as they 
are slumbering now, in their unadorned and humble graves at 
our side, in what was then little more than a village church- 
yard,— 


“«¢ Fach in his narrow cell forever laid ;’ — 


And yonder house of God, [King’s Chapel] of about half its 
present proportions, was ,already casting its consecrated 
shadows over the mouldering turf which covered them. At 
the lower end of the sacred edifice, for the enlargement of 
which it was finally removed about the year 1748, there might 
have been seen a plain. wooden building, of a story and a 
half in height, in which Ezekiel Cheever, of immortal mem- 
ory, — “ the ancient and honorable Master of the Free School 
in Boston,’ — had exercised his magisterial functions for more 
than five and thirty years. He, too, at the date of which I 
am speaking, was freshly resting from his labors, having died 
at the age of ninety-four, about six years previously, and hay- 
ing fully justified the quaint remark, of Cotton Mather, that 
he “left off teaching only when mortality took him off.” But 
the homely old school house was still here, under the charge 
of one Mr. Nathaniel Williams, and among the younger boys 
who were daily seen bounding forth from its irksome confine- 
ment at the alloted hour, to play on the very green on which 
we are now gathered, was ONE, who probably as little dreamed 
that he should ever be the subject of a commemoration or 
a statue, as the humblest of those five-and-twenty thousand 
children who are now receiving their education at the public 
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expense within our city limits, and some of whom are at this 
moment so charmingly grouped around us !” ° 

And little dreamed Mr. Williams, while looking out from 
that homely old school house, upon the younger boys of his 
charge, in their daily sports upon that green, that the play- 
ground, the old school house, and his own name were to be 
made famous in the annals of the town by their association 
with that little son of the tallow-chandler. 

The instruction of these two years in the Grammar School 
and the school for teaching arithmetic and writing, from 1714 
to 1716, was all the regular tuition he ever received. “It is 
an illustrious example,’ says Mr. Everett, “how much can 
be done for the improvement of the mind with the most 
scanty means faithfully improved.” Franklin left school, 
doubtless, with but a slender stock of knowledge, but he had 
acquired an ardent desire for improvement, which is by far 
the most valuable part of all the education that can be given 
by masters, for it is the parent of every description of excel- 
lence. 

Seventy-two years after this termination of his school- 
going days, when approaching the close of his long and event- 
ful life, but still cherishing a warm attachment to his “ Native 
Boston,’ where, in his early years, he had received that 
instruction and acquired those habits which were the founda- 
tion of his fortune and of all his usefulness, and wishing to 
be useful even after death, if possible, in forming and ad- 
vancing others by right early education, he made that pro- 
vision in his will by which his name will be embalmed in the 
hearts of the boys of Boston to the end of time. It is in 
the following terms : — 

“TJ was born in Boston, New England, and owe my first in- 
structions in literature to the free Grammar Schools estab- 
lished there. I therefore give one hundred pounds sterling 
to my executors, to be by them, the survivors or survivor of 
them, paid over to the managers or directors of the free

schools in my native town of Boston, to be by them, or those 
person or persons, who shall have the superintendence and 
management of the said schools, put out to interest, and so 
continued at interest forever, which interest annually shall 
be laid out in silver medals, and given as honorary rewards — 
annually by the directors of the said free schools, for the 
encouragement of scholarship in the said schools belonging 
to said town, in such manner as to the discretion of the 
Selectmen of the said town shall seem meet.” 

In addition to this donation, Franklin bequeathed, in a 
codicil, to the town of Boston, the sum of. £1,000, to be 
loaned to “ young married artificers, under the age of twenty- 
five.’ Immediately after his decease, which took place on 
the 17th of April, 1790, his executors, in a letter to the 
Selectmen, made known these provisions in his will. On the 
25th of May, at a legal meeting of the freeholders and other 
inhabitants of the town, at Faneuil Hall,’ this letter was 
read, and a committee appointed to consider and report 
“what further votes may be proper to be passed thereon.” 
This committee, at a town meeting held a few days subse- 
quently, reported a letter to the executors, gratefully accept- 
ing the trust, on the part of the town. In this letter the 
committee say, “Hvery step to carry into full effect his 
benevolent plan will be cheerfully pursued by those whom he 
was pleased to constitute his trustees, and rising generations 
will for ages bless the name of their illustrious friend and 
benefactor.” 

This committee also reported “that, in their opinion, the 
trustees appointed by the Doctor in his last will and testa- 
ment are thereby fully authorized and empowered to carry 
his benevolent intentions, in said donations, into execution 
without any further authority from the town.” 

This report was adopted. In a letter dated Feb. 1, 1791, 
the executors notified the Selectmen that they were ready to 
pay the donations. It is presumed that the donation for 
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medals was immediately received and put to interest by the 
Selectmen, though the fact does not appear on their records. 

In accordance with the conditions of the bequest, the in- 
terest of this legacy, now known as the “ Franklin’s School 
Medal Fund,” has been appropriated annually to the pur- 
chase of silver medals for meritorious pupils in the public 
schools. The amount of this fund is now one thousand dol- 
lars. How it was increased threefold, from £100 to $1,000, 
we have not been able to ascertain. Since 1840 it has been 
invested in one certificate of City five per cent. stock, paya- 
ble in the year 1860. The Board of Mayor and Aldermen 
hold it in trust, though by the terms of the will the trust 
clearly belongs to the School Committee. The amount actu- 
ally expended in procuring the Franklin medals has for many 
years considerably exceeded the income of the fund, the bal- 
ance being paid out of the City treasury. The cost of the 
dies for striking them has also been paid by the City. 

On the 21st of August, 1792, the School Committee ap- 
pointed a sub-committee, consisting of William Tudor, Esq., 
Rey. John Clark, and Mr. Charles Bulfinch, “to ascertain the 
expense of procuring medals, to carry into effect the intention 
of the late Dr. Franklin in his donation.” This committee 
reported that there were means for defraying the expense 
of twenty-one medals, and recommended that three be allowed 
to the Latin School, three to each of the three Grammar 
Schools, and three to each of the three Writing Schools. 

This report was made in December. In January following, 
the Committee determined upon the rules respecting the dis- 
tribution of the medals. They were to be given only to boys, 
though the language of the Will does not determine the sex of 
the recipients. But it was supposed that Franklin intended 
them for boys, because girls were not admitted to the privi- 
leges of the public schools till the very year of the date of the 
Will. No boy who had received a medal in one school, could 
be considered a candidate in another, and, of course, as the 
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same boys usually attended a Writing School one half-day, 
and a Reading or Grammar School the other half, they must 
elect, or their masters for them, in which they will compete 
for the Medal. Twenty of the best boys in the upper class, 
provided there were so many in the class, were to be examined 
by the sub-committee, who were directed to bestow the medals 
according to the result. The medals of the Latin Grammar 
School were to be distributed to the “three boys who were, 
in the judgment of the sub-committee, the best scholars in the 
upper class.” 

The first medals, though dated 1792, were not distributed 
till January, 1793. In February the sub-committees “made 
report of the distribution of the Franklin medals,” and it was 
voted that the names of the recipients be entered upon the 
records. Then follows this entry: 


“In the Latin Grammar School. 
John Collins Warren. 


John Joy, 3d. 
Daniel Bates, Jr. 

North Reading School. North Writing School. 
William Savage. Robert Lash. 
Isaac Parker. ~ John Snelling. 
John Lewis. Isaac Harris.” 


The names of the recipients in the Centre and South Schools 
are omitted; and the custom of recording the names was not 
established. 

Before the expiration of this year, the subject of “ Franklin’s 
donation” was again under consideration, though no material 
change was made in the rules relating to the distribution of 
the medals. It was voted that the “medals be adjudged to 
the most deserving boys in the upper class of each school,” 
and “that those boys who have already received medals, be 
not considered as candidates at the next distribution.” 
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When the Reading and Writing School for the same sec- 
tion of the city, came to occupy the same building, and to be 
considered as departments of one institution, under the gen- 
eral denomination of Grammar School, candidates for the 
medals were required to be examined in both departments. 

Six medals continued to be the usual number awarded to 
the “double” school, so long as that system remained. Re- 
cently, the number awarded has been determined by the num- 
ber of pupils on the register of the school, one being given 
for every sixty scholars. According to the rules now in force, 
“general scholarship, and more especially good conduct, shall 
be taken into account in awarding the medals.” 

The following remarks respecting the recipients of the 
. Medal, are extracted from the address of Mayor Rice, at the 
inauguration of the Franklin Statue: 

“Among the recipients of these tokens have been many 
who obtained honorable distinction in after-life, and thus ful- 
filled the promise which attended the success of their first 
intellectual efforts; and how many others have been led to 
positions of usefulness and honor, who might have fallen far 
below their actual attainments, without the stimulus which 
these little mementos have afforded, can be estimated best by 
those who appreciate that common attribute of our nature, 
which, especially in the young, requires something more than 
the consciousness of accomplished duty, as an incentive to 
protracted exertion. How full of deep suggestion and touch- 
ing pathos is the spectacle which has been exhibited to-day, 
of the recipients of these honorable tokens, marching in+ 
lengthened column, section after section, year by year, in con- 
secutive generations, covering more than the ordinary life of 
man, each one adorned by the trophy of his youthful toil, and 
bearing before the image of his benefactor a life-long tribute 
of veneration and gratitude.” 

The accompanying cuts are representations of the size and 
designs of the Medal. Nos. 1 and 2 are fac-similes of the 
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original design, as adopted in 1792, and drawn on the records 
of the School Committee, except the name of the recipient, 
which has been inserted as it stands at the head of the first 
list. Probably the open book is intended as a symbol of the 
Reading Schools, and the pens crossed, of the Writing Schools. 
This supposition is rendered the more probable from the fact, 
that after the first year of the distribution, it was determined 
to adopt a different design for the Latin School, substituting 
for the above, “a pile of books, with the words —‘ Detur 
Digniort’ — inscribed on the same side,” and on the reverse, 
“ Franklin’s Donation, adjudged by the School Committee of the 
Town of Boston to .’ An exact fac-simile of a medal for 
the Latin School, as awarded in 1809, is shown in cuts num- 
bered 3 and 4. Recently the medals for the Latin, English 
High, and Grammar Schools, have been precisely alike, being 
impressions from the same set of dies. The dies now in use 
were executed in 1851, after a design recommended by a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, consisting of Joseph M. 
Wightman, George Eaton, and 8. W. Bates. The design as 
exhibited in cuts numbered 5 and 6, is described by this Com- 
mittee as follows:—“A medallion head of Franklin, sur- 
rounded by the words, ‘The Gift of Franklin,’ with the date 
of its institution, ‘1790.’ ‘The reverse is chaste and simple 


in design, being intended to have the recipient’s name en- 
eraved upon the blank surface.”’ The medals are struck at 
the United States Mint in Philadelphia. | 

In 1856 an Association of Franklin Medal Scholars was 
formed; to the Treasurer of which, Mr. William H. Dennet, 
the credit of preparing and correcting the following cata- 
logue is mainly due. As prior to 1836, no regular record of 
the medal scholars was kept, and the papers of the day rarely 
published their names, it is not expected that the list here 
given will be found to be either complete or free from errors.

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THE CITY MEDAL. 


Tuts Medal was instituted in 1821, bya vote of the School 
Committee. It is awarded only to females in the Grammar 
Schools. It is simply an extension of the plan of the Frank- 
lin Medal, under another name, to the schools for girls. The 
same rules govern the distribution of both, and they are of 
the same intrinsic value. Both were formerly bestowed for 
the “encouragement of scholarship” alone. More recently 
meritorious deportment as well as scholarship has been made 
a condition necessary to entitle a pupil toa medal. For a 
number of years there has been some difference of opinion 
among the members of the School Committee as to the utility 
of sucha prize as the City Medal. In 1847, a Committee 
was appointed, consisting of Geo. B. Emerson, N. C. Betton, 
and H. G.,Loring, to examine into and report on the whole 
system of medals in our Grammar Schools. This Committee 
in their report took strong ground against emulation as a 
motive in education, and recommended the discontinuance’ ot 
both the Franklin and City Medals. After a discussion of the 
subject at length, it was voted to abolish the City Medal and 
the School Festival in Faneuil Hall. No City Medals were 
awarded in 1847. The Committee appointed in that year to 
make the annual examination of the Writing Department of 
the Grammar Schools, of which Joseph M. Wightman was 
Chairman, urged very strongly the restoration of the City 
Medal. In 1848, another Committee was appointed, consist- 
ing of Joseph M. Wightman, Sebastian Streeter and Edward 
Wigglesworth, to report again on the subject of Medals and 
prizes in the Grammar Schools. This Committee, in an_ 
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extended report, argued strenuously in favor of a judicious use 
of the principle of emulation in schools, and on their recom- 
mendation, the City Medal and the School Festival were 
restored. The medals are awarded according to the results 
of the examination by the Committee, in connection with the 
merit roll of conduct and scholarship kept by the master 
during the year. 

It is believed that such a prize as the City Medal is neither 
absolutely good nor absolutely bad in itself. Its good or bad 
effects depend upon the principles on which it is distributed, 
and the degree of justice exercised in keeping the record of 
merit and in conducting the examinations. It is not regarded 
as a reward, but as an expression of approbation for a meri- 
torious performance of duty. When so administered as to 
inspire a love of excellence rather than a love of excelling, it 
must, on the whole, be salutary ‘in its operation. This is what 
is aimed at, and probably under the guidance of the enlight- 
ened views which now prevail on this subject, it is generally 
accomplished. 

The first medal was engraved, and in the shape of a hexa- 
gon. The cuts numbered 1 and 2 represent a fac-simile of . 
the first design as struck for a die. This is almost identical 
with the original design, with the exception of a slight altera- 
tion in the style of lettering. Cuts numbered 3 and 4 ex- 
hibit the design of the present medal, the reverse being pre- 
cisely like that of the present Franklin Medal.

THE LAWRENCE PRIZES. 


Ata meeting of the School Committee, held on the 20th 
of August, 1844, the Hon. Wm. J. Hubbard submitted the fol- 
lowing communication, which he had received from the Hon. 
Abbott Lawrence. 

Boston, August 14, 1848. 


My pear Sir: My son informed me, on my return from Newport, 
last evening,— to which I return this afternoon, —that you had called 
for the purpose of asking a donation from me to aid in creating a fund 
which will produce ninety dollars per annum, to be distributed in medals, 
books, &c., among those pupils of the High School who may excel in the 
various branches of learning taught in that valuable institution. 

I beg to present to you my thanks for the opportunity afforded me of 
bearing testimony to the high estimation I have always placed upon all 
our public schools, and the interest I still entertain for their prosperity. 

The system of Free Schools in New England I deem one of jour chief 
glories ; and upon the preservation of that system rests, in a great meas- 
ure, the permanency of our civil and religious institutions. 

I have not time to say more, but beg to place at the disposal of your- 
self and other members of the Committee, the sum of two thousand 
dollars, which, I presume, will be ample to carry out the plan you have 
indicated. I pray you, dear Sir, to accept the assurances with which I

The next year, at a meeting of the School Committee, on 
the 5th day of August, 1845, the following communication, 
addressed to B. A. Gould, Esq., for many years the distin- 
guished head of the Public Latin School, was laid before the 


Board by the Chairman, Hon. Thomas A. Davis. 
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Boston, July 26, 1845. 

My pzar Sir: Iam not unmindful of the conversation held with 
you at the Exhibition of the Latin School, last year, in regard to the great 
benefits to be derived from the distribution of rewards and prizes among 
the pupils, for scholarship, industry, and good conduct. 

The ability and fidelity with which you discharged your duties while 
Principal of the Latin School for many years, and the interest you have 
manifested in its prosperity since you retired from it, have induced me, 
without apology, to address you with reference to the subject of our 
conversation. 

Tam, as you well know, deeply impressed with the necessity of not 
only maintaining the system of popular education as wisely established 
by our fathers, but of adopting such improvements as the advancement 
of science, the arts and literature requires to meet the wants of the 
age in which we live. 

The Latin School of this city is an institution on which our fellow 
citizens of the present day look with pride and satisfaction, and which 
has been cherished with affection and confidence for more than two cen- 
turies. 

I consider this school as the fountain of classical education among us, 
from which streams of knowledge flow, that enrich the mind, and elevate 
the New England character. 

I have,a desire to offer to my fellow citizens a testimonial of the respect 
I entertain for classical knowledge, and especially for this school, which 
has been, and is now, so nobly sustained by them. I beg, therefore, 
through you, to preBent to the City of Boston, in trust, the sum of two 
thousand dollars, the interest of which, as nearly as may be, shall be 
expended annually, forever, (under the direction of the sub-committee 
having charge of the Public Latin School of Boston), in prizes, for the 
best performances in the various branches of literature and science 
taught in that institution ; and in such other rewards for excellence and 
industry as may be thought best calculated to promote the object and 
true interests of education, and to keep alive a spirit of generous emula- 
tion and literary ardor through the several departments and all the 
different grades of said school. 

It is not my wish that the whole of said interest should be expended 
in prizes for abstract or comparative excellence, which would naturally 
fall to the most talented and most advanced scholars; but that a portion 
should be appropriated to the reward of those whose industry and diligent 
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application manifest a desire to improve, though the least gifted by 
nature ; and also a portion for good conduct in general, embracing moral 
rectitude and gentlemanlike deportment. 

It is my desire that the subjects for prizes be so arranged and distrib- 
uted as to operate on all the classes of the school, the lowest as well as 
the highest. The master of the school is requested to propose to his 
pupils the various prize subjects for the year as early as practicable, and 
always within one month after the August vacation, annually. And, in 
awarding the prizes, he is to act under the advice of the sub-committee 
of his school, and after consultation with such other gentlemen and 
learned persons as he may see fit. 

The interest of the fund is to be paid to the chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee of the Public Latin School for the time being.

The foregoing letters,—noble testimonies alike to the 
wisdom, good judgment and benevolence of their author, — 
show the origin and purpose of the Lawrence Prizes. On 
the receipt of each of these letters, with the accompanying 
donation, a vote was passed presenting the thanks of the 
School Board to Mr. Lawrence, ordering the prizes to be 
designated as the “ Lawrence Prizes,” and to be distributed in 
accordance with the expressed wishes of the founder. It is 
believed that these wishes have always been observed in the 
assignment of the prizes. No record, either at the Public 
Latin, or the English High School, has been kept of the names 
of those to whom they have been assigned. Such record will 
probably be kept hereafter. The following letter from Mr. 
Sherwin will show the manner in which, in conjunction with 
the Committee on the English High School, he has endeavored 
to discharge the trust. The same general principles have been 
observed in the distribution of these prizes at the Latin 
School. 
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Enexish Hieu Scuoor, March 20, 1858. 


Dear Str: In reply to your inquiry, ‘“ What pupils have received 
Lawrence Prizes in the English High School ?’’ I would say, that I have 
not kept a record of the names. I might, perhaps, make up a catalogue 
approximately correct, but an imperfect list would be worse than none. 

In the distribution of these prizes, I have aimed to make the stimulus 
act upon the greatest number, and to reward, as far as possible, all the 
students that put forth their best endeavors. I have, also, according to 
the request of Mr. Lawrence, distributed prizes for gentlemanly character 
and deportment, independently of decided scholarship. The studies of 
each class are arranged in two general divisions, — scientific and literary. 
For excellence in either one of these divisions, —in essays, or in decla- 
mation, —a pupil may receive a prize. But, by an amicable arrange- 
ment among the scholars, no one, however distinguished, can receive at 
the same time a prize in both of the general divisions. Prizes are also 
given, although not proposed, for merit in departments of study not 
required in the school, — such as the higher mathematics, for example. 

Hence it follows that the number of prizes given is quite considerable. 
I think that forty or more have been distributed annually, so that the list 
for thirteen years would present a pretty long array. I shall, however 
in future, preserve a list.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The following special provisions in regard to the 
number of the School Committee, the manner in which 
they shall be chosen, their terms of service, and their 
powers and duties, are contained in the City Charter, 
from which the following Sections are copied. 


“ Sect. 538. The School Committee shall consist of the Mayor 
of the City, the President of the Common Council, and of the per- eicel ea 
sons hereinafter mentioned. A majority of the persons duly elected 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; and at all 
meetings of the board, the Mayor, if present, shall preside. 
Sect. 54. At the annual election next after the passage of this 
act, the qualified voters of each ward shall be called upon to give in Lan ga 
their ballots for six inhabitants of the ward, to be members of the aside 
School Committee; and the two persons who receive the highest 
number of votes, or, in case more than two receive an equal number 
of votes, the two persons who are senior by age, shall hold their 
office for three years from the second Monday in January next en- 
suing, and the next two persons who receive the highest number of 
votes, or who are senior by age in the contingency aforesaid, shall 
hold their office for two years from said date, and the two other per- 
sons shall hold their office for one year from said date; and at every 
subsequent annual election, two persons shall be chosen in each 
ward, to be members of the School Committee for the term of three 
years. 
Srcr. 55. The persons so chosen as members of the School Com- 
mittee, shall meet and organize on the second Monday of January, carat i 
at such hour as the Mayor may appoint. They may choose a secre- ed 
tary and such subordinate officers as they may deem expedient, and 
shall define their duties, and fix their respective salaries. 
Srct. 56. The said Committee shall have the care and manage-

ment of the public schools, and may elect all such instructors as Committee. 
they may deem proper, and remove the same whenever they con- 
sider it expedient. And generally they shall have all the powers, 
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in relation to the eare and management of the public schools, which

laws of this Commonwealth to exercise.” 

“ Sect. 24. The Board of Aldermen, the Common Council, and 
the School Committee, shall have authority to decide upon all ques- 
tions relative to the qualifications, elections and returns of their 
respective members.” 


The statute of May 30th, 1857, chap. 266, makes 
the following provisions concerning vacancies in School 
Committees. 


“Sect. 1. Whenever any member or members of the school 
committee of any city or town shall decline further service, or from 
change of residence or otherwise, shall become unable to attend to 
the duties of said board, the remaining members thereof shall, in 
writing, give notice of the fact to the selectmen of the town, or to 
the mayor and aldermen, if it be a city; the two boards shall, then, 
after giving public notice of at least one week, proceed, by joint bal- 
lot, to fill such vacancy or vacancies; and a majority of the ballots 
of all persons entitled to vote shall be held to be necessary toa 
choice at such election. 

“Sect. 2. The same proceedings as above prescribed shall be 
had in case of a vacancy caused by the refusal of any person, 
elected as member of any school committee, to accept said office, 
after having been notified of such election according to the two hund- 
red and eighty-third chapter of the acts of eighteen hundred and 
fifty-three; and in case all the persons elected as members of the 
school committee, shall, after such due notice, decline accepting said 
office, or having accepted thereof, shall afterwards decline further 
service, the selectmen, or the mayor and aldermen, shall, after giving 
due public notice, proceed, by ballot, to elect a new board; and the 
votes of a majority of the entire board of selectmen, or of mayor and 
aldermen, shall be necessary to an election. 

“Secor. 3. Any person elected in accordance with the provisions 
of this act, shall have the same powers and duties as if he had been 
chosen a member of the school committee in any other legal man- 
ner: provided, however, that in all cases the term of service of such 
member shall end with the municipal or official year in which he may 
be chosen; and if the vacancy was in the first instance for a longer 
period, it shall at the first annual election after the occurrence of 
said vacancy, be filled in the manner prescribed for original elections - 
to the school committee.”

Srotion. 1. All teachers in the Public Schools are 
dove the whee required to make themselves familiar with these Regula- 
regulations: tions, and especially with the portion that relates to 

their own duties, and to the instruction and discipline 
of their respective schools, and to see that these are 
faithfully observed. 

Snot. 2. The instructors shall punctually observe 
General duties the hours appointed for opening and dismissing the 

schools; and, during school hours, shall faithfully de- 
vote themselves to the public service. In all their 
intercourse with their scholars they shall strive to im- 
press on their minds, both by precept and example, 
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the great importance of continued efforts for improve- 
ment in morals, in manners and deportment, as well as 
in useful learning. 
Sect. 3. From the first Monday in May to the first School hours. 
Monday in October, the Grammar and Primary Schools 
shall commence their morning sessions at 8 o'clock, 
and close at 11 o’clock; and shall begin their afternoon 
sessions at 2 o’clock, and close at 5 o’clock. From 
the first Monday in October to the first Monday in 
May, they shall commence their morning sessions at 9 
o'clock, and close at 12 o’clock; and shall begin their 
afternoon sessions at 2 o’clock, and shall close at 5 
o'clock, except that from the first Monday in November to 
the first Monday in March, they may omit the afternoon 
recess and close at 4 o’clock. Provided, that nothing 
in this Section shall be so construed as to prevent the 
teacher from the judicious exercise of the right to detain 
a pupil for a reasonable time after the regular hour for 
dismissing school, either for purposes of discipline, or 
to make up neglected lessons. 
sect. 4. All the school rooms shall be opened, and Rei pehe ie 
the teachers be present, both morning and afternoon, school early. 
jifteen minutes before the time fixed for the session to 
begin. ‘The teachers shall require the scholars to be 
in their seats, and shall commence and close the exer- 
cises of the schools, punctually at the prescribed hours. 
Sect. 5. The morning exercises of all the schools Qpening the 
shall commence with reading a portion of Scripture, 
in each room, by the teacher, and the Board recom- 
mend that the reading be followed with the Lord’s 
Prayer, repeated by the teacher alone, or chanted by 
the teacher and children in concert, and that the after- 
noon session close with appropriate singing; and also, 
that the pupils learn the Ten Commandments, and 
repeat them once a week. 
Sect. 6. Good morals being of the first importance Mor! instruc- 
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to the pupils, and essential to their highest progress 
in useful knowledge, instruction therein shall be daily 
given in each of the schools.* The pupils shall be 
carefully instructed to avoid idleness and profanity, false- 
hood and deceit, and every wicked and disgraceful prac- 
tice, and to conduct themselves in an orderly and 
proper manner; and it shall be the duty of the instruc- 
tors, so far as practicable, to exercise a general inspec- 
tion over them in these regards, both in and out of 
school, and also while going to the same and returning 
home; and on all suitable occasions to inculcate upon 
them the principles of truth and virtue. 

Sect. 7. The principal teacher in every school 
shall keep a register in which shall be recorded the 
names, ages, dates of admission, and places of resi- 
dence of the scholars. In addition to this register, 
other records shall be kept, in which shall be entered 
the daily absence of the scholars, and such notes of 
their class-exercises as may exhibit a view of their 
advancement and standing. 

Srot. 8. All school registers and other books for 
records, as well as all blanks for monthly reports, and 
circulars required in the several schools, shall be after 
uniform patterns, to be determined by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools, to whom all teachers are 


* “Tt shall be the duty of the president, professors, and tutors of the Uni-_ 
versity at Cambridge, and of the several colleges, and of all preceptors and 
teachers of academies, and all other instructors of youth, to exert their best

During the week preceding the quarterly S® 
meeting in March and in September, the principal 
teacher in each school shall make to the Secretary of 
the Board semi-annual returns of the number of pupils 
belonging to the school conformable to the blanks 
furnished for this purpose. They shall also include in 
their reports the names of those pupils belonging to 
their respective schools whose parents or guardians do 
not reside in the city, with the dates of their respect- 
ive admissions. 

Secr. 11. Hach master shall, within one week after 
the appointment of a teacher, send to the Secretary 
of this Board the full name of such teacher, with the 
precise date of his or her commencing service in his 
school; and if the person appointed has previously 
been in the service of the City as a teacher, he shall 
state where, when, and how long such service was ren- 
dered. In like manner he shall give notice when any 
teacher shall have relinquished service in his school. 

Sect. 12. The instructors may, for the purpose of

When the example of any pupil in school 
is very injurious, and in all cases where reformation 
appears hopeless, it shall be the duty of the principal 
teacher, with the approbation of the Committee on 
the school, to suspend or expel such pupil from the 
school.

for each day, counting six school days in the week, 
during which such substitute shall be employed. 

Sror. 18. It shall be the duty of all the instructors Temperature 
to give vigilant attention to the ventilation and tem- aioe sia 
perature of their school rooms. A regular system of 
ventilation shall be practised, as well in winter as in 
summer, by which the air in the rooms shall be effect- 
ually changed at each recess, and at the end of each 
school session before the house shall be closed. The 
masters of the Grammar Schools shall examine, or 
cause some competent person connected with each 
school to examine, during the season of fires, the 
cellars and unoccupied rooms in their respective build- 
ings; such examination to be made during the first and 
every succeeding hour of the forenoon and afternoon 
sessions, and the result make known to the master of 
the school. 

Spor. 19. There shall bea recess of fifteen minutes Recesses. 
for every pupil each half day, including the time occu- 
pied in going out and coming in, which shall take place 
as nearly as may be at the expiration of one half of 
each school session. 

Sror. 20. The masters, ushers and teachers, in the Physical exer- 


cise in schools 
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Public Schools, shall so arrange the daily course of 
exercise in their respective classes that every scholar 
shall have daily in the forenoon and afternoon some 
kind of physical or gymnastic exercise; this exercise 
to take place as nearly as practicable midway between 
the commencement of the session and recess, and be- 
tween recess and the end of the session. 

Sect. 21. The principal teachers of the several 
schools shall prescribe such rules for the use of the 
yards and out-buildings connected with the school 
houses as shall insure their being kept in a neat and 
proper condition, and shall examine them as often as 
may be necessary for such purpose, and they shall be 
held responsible for any want of neatness or cleanli- 
ness on their premises; and when anything is out of 
order they must give immediate notice thereof to the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings. 

Sect. 22. No instructor in the Public Schools shall 
be allowed to teach in any other public school than 
that to which he or she has been appointed, nor to 
keep a private school of any description whatever, 
nor to attend to the instruction of any private pupils 
before 6 o'clock, P. M., except on Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoons, nor to engage as editor of any 
newspaper, or of any religious or political periodical. 

SEot. 23. The instructors shall not award medals 
or other prizes to the pupils under their charge. 

Sect. 24. No subscription or contribution for any 
purpose whatever shall be introduced into any public 
school. 

Sect. 25. No person whatever shall read to the 
pupils of any school, or post upon the walls of any 
school building, or fences of the same, any advertise- 
ment. Nor shall any agent or other person be _ per- 
mitted to enter any school for the purpose of exhibiting, 
either to teacher or pupils, any new book or article of 
apparatus. 
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Sect. 26. The books used and the studies pursued Authorized 
in all the Public Schools shall be such and such only as “""* 
may be authorized by the Board; and the teachers shall 
not permit any books, tracts or other publications to 
be distributed in their schools. 

Sor. 27. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their Rota” 
connection with any of the Public Schools unless they 
are furnished with the books and utensils regularly 
required to be used in the respective classes. 

Secr. 28. In cases where children are in danger of poe. Sie 
being deprived of the advantages of education, by” 
reason of inability to obtain books, through the pov- 
erty or negligence of parents or guardians, the Com- 
mitte on Accounts are authorized, on behalf of the 
School Committee, to carry out the provisions of the 
statute on this subject.* 

Sect. 29. All children living within the limits of 
the city, who are not otherwise disqualified, and who 
are upwards of four years of age, shall be entitled to 
attend the Public Schools of the city; but no child 
whose residence is not in the city, or who has only a 
temporary residence in it for the purpose of attending 
the Public Schools, shall be received or retained in any 
school, except upon the consent previously obtained of the 


* In case any scholar shall not be furnished by his parent, master or guar- 
dian with the requisite books, he shall be supplied therewith by the School 
Committee at the expense of the town. 

The School Committee shall give notice, in writing, to the assessors of the 
town, of the names of the scholars so supplied by them with books, and of 
the books so furnished, the price thereof, and the names of the parents, 
masters, or guardians, who ought to have supplied the same; and said as- 
sessors shall add the price of the books so supplied, to the next annual tax 
of such parents, masters, or guardians; and the amount so added shall be 
levied, collected and paid into the town treasury, in the same manner as the 
town taxes. 

In case the assessors shall be of opinion that any such parent, master or 
guardian is unable to pay the whole expense of the books so supplied on his 
account, they shall omit to add the price of such books, or shall add only a 
part thereof to the annual tax of said parent, master or guardian, according 
to their opinion of his ability to pay.

No pupil shall be admitted into any of 
the Public Schools without a certificate from a physician 
that he or she has been vaccinated or otherwise se- 
cured against the small pox; but this certificate shall 
not be required of pupils who go from one public 
school to another. 

Sect. 32. No child who comes to school without 
proper attention having been given to the cleanliness 
of his person and of his dress, or whose clothes are 
not properly repaired, shall be permitted to remain in 
school, but shall be sent home to be prepared for 
school in a proper manner. 

Sect. 33. Tardiness shall be subject to such penalty 
as in each case the teacher may think proper. No pupil 
shall be allowed to be absent any part of the regular 
school hours for the purpose of receiving instruction, 


* All children between the ages of five and fifteen years, shall be entitled 
to attend the public schools of the city or town in which they shall reside for 
the time being: provided, however, that if any child shall attend a public 
school in any city or town of this Commonwealth, other than that in which 
the parent or guardian of such child may reside, and shall have resided in 
such city or town for the sole purpose of attending such school, the consent 
of the school committee of such city or town shall first be obtained, and the 
parent or guardian of such child shall be liable to pay to such city or town, 
for the tuition of such child, a sum equal to the average expense, per scholar, 
for such school, for the period such child shall have so attended.

Sect. 34. There shall be an annual exhibition of 4 ,nual exnidi-

Seot. 35. The following holidays and vacations gotiaays ana 
shall be granted to the schools, viz: every Wednes- ‘“""°"* 
day and Saturday afternoon, throughout the year; 

Christmas day, New Year’s day, the Twenty-second of 
February, and Fast day; May day; Artillery election; 
the Fourth of July; Thanksgiving week; the week im- 
mediately preceding the first Monday in March; one 
week commencing on the Monday preceding the last 
Wednesday in May; seven weeks after the exhibition 
of the Latin School in July to said Latin School; the 
remainder of the week after the exhibition of the 
English High School, in July, and the six succeeding

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weeks to said English High School; the remainder of 
the week after the exhibition of the Girls’ High and 
Normal School, and the six succeeding weeks to said 
school; and the remainder of the week after the exhi- 
bition of the Grammar Schools in July, to the first 
Monday in September, to said Grammar Schools and 
the Primary Schools; and the President of the Board 
is authorized to suspend the schools on such public occa- 
sions aS he may think proper, not exceeding three days 
in the year. In addition to these holidays the Latin 
and English High Schools shall be entitled to the two 
days of public exhibition at Harvard University. No 
other holidays shall be allowed except by special vote 
of the Board. 


CHAPTER IX. 
Regulations of the Primary Schools. 


Section 1. LHvery teacher shall admit to her school 
all applicants of suitable age and qualifications, resid- 
ing nearest to the school under her charge, provided 
the number in her school will warrant the admission ; 
and in all cases of doubt or difficulty in the discharge 
of this duty, she shall apply to her Sub-Committee for 


‘ advice and direction. 


Sect. 2. When any child shall apply to be admitted 
from another Primary School, the teacher shall require 
a certificate of transfer from the teacher of the former 
school; which certificate shall serve instead of a Cer- 
tificate of Vaccination. And if qualified for the First 
or Second Class, said child shall be entitled to admis- 
sion into a Primary School, although more than seven 
years of age. 

Sect. 3. Whenever any scholar is absent from 
school, the teacher shall immediately ascertain the 
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reason; and if such absence be continued, and is not 
occasioned by sickness or other sufficient cause, such 
child, with the consent of the Sub-Committee, may be 
discharged from the school, and a record of the fact 
be made. 
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Sect. 4. The regular promotion of scholars to the See 


Grammar Schools shall be made semi-annually, on the 
first Monday in March, and on the first Monday in 
September. But occasionally promotions may be made 
on Monday of any week, whenever the Sub-Committee 
of the Primary School and the Master of the Grammar 
School may deem it necessary. 

Sect. 5. One or more schools for the special in- 


qualified for the Grammar School, may be established 
in each District. Children over seven years of age 
are not to be admitted into any of the Primary Schools, 
unless by transfer, or for special reasons satisfactory 
to the Sub-Committee. Any scholar over eight years 
of age, and not in the first or second class, may be re- 
moved from any Primary School to a school for special 
instruction, at the discretion of the Sub-Committee. 

Seor. 6. The School on the Western Avenue shall be 
connected with the Phillips School District. Children 
over eight years of age may be admitted into this 
school at the discretion of the Sub-Committee; and 
their studies shall conform to the Regulations of the 
Grammar Schools. 

Sect. 7. The teachers shall attend to the physical 


When from a state of the weather, or other causes, 
the recesses in the open air shall be impracticable, 
the children may be exercised within the room, in ac- 
cordance with the best judgment and ability of the 
teachers. In the schools which are kept in buildings 
occupied by Grammar Schools, the recesses shall be 
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arranged by the masters so as not to interfere with the 
exercises of those schools. 

Sect. 8. The holidays and vacations of the Primary 
Schools shall be the same as are granted to the Gram- 
mar Schools, either by the rules of the School Board 
or by the order of the Mayor; and they shall also have 
the day preceding, and the day of the Annual Exhibi- 
tions of the Grammar Schools. 

No school shall be suspended on any other occasion, 
except for special and important reasons relating to a 
particular school, and then only by express permission 
of the Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 9. The schools shall contain, as nearly as 
practicable, an equal number of pupils; it being desir- 
able that the average number of daily attendants 
should be fifty to each teacher; and the pupils in each 
of the schools shall be arranged in six classes, unless 
otherwise ordered by the District Committee. 

Sect 10. Simple oral lessons in Arithmetic, adapted 
to the ages of the scholars, shall be given in the several 
classes; and the Addition, Subtraction and Multiplica- 
tion Tables must be thoroughly learned by the first 


‘and second classes. Every scholar shall be provided 


with a slate, and employ the time not otherwise occu- 
pied, in drawing, or writing words from their spelling 
lessons, on their slates in a plain script hand. The 
teachers are expected to take special pains to teach 
the first class to write —not print —all the letters of 
the alphabet on slates. 

SEecT. 11. Plain Sewing may be intr acne into any 
Primary School, at the discretion of the Sub-Committee, 
and Singing shall form part of the opening and closing 
exercises of every session; and such time be devoted 
to instruction in Music in each school as the Sub-Com- 
mittee may deem expedient.

CHAPTER XI. 
fiegulations of the English High School. 


Section 1. This schoolis situated in Bedford street. 
It was instituted in 1821, with the design of furnishing 
the young men of the City, who are not intended for a 
collegiate course of studies, and who have enjoyed the 
usual advantages of the other Public Schools, with 
the means of completing a good English education, 
and fitting themselves for all the departments of com- 
mercial life. The prescribed course of studies is ar- 
ranged for three years, and those who attend for that 
period and complete that course, are considered to 
have been graduated at the school. Those who wish 
to pursue further some of the higher departments of 
mathematics, and other branches, have the privilege of 
remaining another year at school. ‘This institution is 
furnished with a valuable mathematical and philosophi- 
cal apparatus, for the purpose of experiment and illus- 
tration. T'o this school apply the following regulations, 
in addition to those common to all the schools. 

Seor. 2. The instructors in this school shall be a 
master, two sub-masters, and as many ushers as shall 
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allow one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no 
additional usher shall be allowed for a less number. 
The Sub-Committee may furnish the master with an 
assistant in his room whenever the number of pupils 
remaining in the school through the fourth year shall in 
their judgment make it necessary. The salary of said 
assistant shall not exceed the salary paid to an usher 
in this school during his first year of service. It shall 
be a necessary qualification in all these instructors, 
that they have been educated at some respectable col- 
lege, and that they be competent to instruct in the 
French language.

From the first Monday in November to the 
first Monday in April, the school shall hold one session 
each day, — commencing at 9 A. M., closing at 2 P. M. 
From the first Monday in April to the first Monday in 
November, there shall be two school sessions each day, 
—one from 84 A. M. to 12 M.—another from 3 
P. M. to 5$ P. M., except that on stormy days the mas- 
ter may, at his discretion, keep until 2 o’clock, P. M., 
and dispense with the afternoon session.

Sect. 2. The instructors shall be, a master, and as 
many assistants as may be found expedient; but the 
whole number of assistants shall not exceed the ratio 
of one for every thirty pupils. 

Sect. 3. The examination of candidates for admis- 
sion to the schools, shall take place annually, on the 
Thursday next succeeding the day of the annual exhi- 
bition of the Grammar Schools in July. 

Seor. 4. Candidates for admission must be over 
fifteen, and not more than nineteen years of age. They 
must present certificates of recommendation from the 
teachers whose schools they last attended, and must 
pass a satisfactory examination in the following 
branches, viz: Spelling, Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, 
English Grammar, Geography and History. 

Sect. 5. The examination shall be conducted by 
the instructors of the school, both orally and from 
written questions previously prepared by them, and 
approved by the Committee of the school. It shall be 
the duty of the said Committee to be present and to 
assist at the examination, and the admission of candi- 
dates shall be subject to their approval. 

Seor. 6. The course of studies and instruction in 
this school shall be as follows: 

Junior Class. Reading, Spelling, and Writing, con- 
tinued. Arithmetic, Geography, and Grammar, re- 
viewed. Physical Geography, Natural Philosophy, 
Analysis of Language and Structure of Sentences.

Regulations of the Latin Grammar School. 


SecTION 1. This school, situated in Bedford street, 
was instituted early in the 17th century. 

Sect. 2. The rudiments of the Latin and Greek 
languages are taught, and scholars are fitted for the 
most respectable colleges. Instruction is also given in 
Mathematics, Geography, History, Declamation, Eng- 
lish Grammar, Composition, and in the French lan- 
euage. | 

The following regulations, in addition to those com- 
mon to all the schools, apply to this school. 

Sect. 3. The instructors in this school shall be, a 
master, a sub-master, and as many ushers as shall allow 
one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, and no addi- 
tional usher shall be allowed for a less number. 

Sect. 4. It shall be a necessary qualification for the 
instructors of this school that they shall have been 
educated at a college of good standing. 

Sect. 5. Hach candidate for admission shall have 
attained the age of ten years, and shall produce from 
the master of the school he last attended, a certificate 
of good moral character. He shall be able to read 
English correctly and fluently, to spell all words of 
common occurrence, to write a running hand, under- 
stand Mental Arithmetic,and the simple rules of Written 
Arithmetic, and be able to answer the most important 
questions in Geography, and shall have a sufficient 
knowledge of English Grammar to parse common sen- 
tences in prose. A knowledge of Latin Grammar shall 
be considered equivalent to that of English. 
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Sect. 6. Boys shall be examined for admission to fine of oan, 
this school only once a year, viz: on the Friday and " #¢™ssion. 
Saturday of the last week of the vacation succeeding 
the exhibition of the school in July. 

Sect. 7. The regular course of instruction shall UO shots 
continue six years, and no scholar shall enjoy the priv- 
ileges of this school beyond that term, unless by writ- 
ten leave of the Committee. But scholars may have 
the option of completing their course in five years or 
less time, if willing to make due exertions, and shall be 
advanced according to scholarship. 

Sect. 8. . From the first Monday in April to the School hours. 
first Monday in November, annually, the forenoon ses- 
sion of this school shall begin at 84 o’clock, and end 
at 124 o’clock, and the afternoon session shall com- 
mence at 3 o'clock, and end at 5 o’clock. 

The master shall, however, be allowed to keep school 
until 2 o’clock on days when the weather is stormy, 
and to dispense with the afternoon sessions on such 
occasions, from April to November. 

Sect. 9. From the first Monday in November to Same. 
the first Monday in April, the school shall commence at 
9 A. M. and close at 2 P. M., thus holding only one 
session each day. 

SEecT. 10. The school shall be divided into classes 
and sub-divisions, as the master, with the approbation 
of the Committee, may think advisable.

FROM THE ADOPTION OF THE CITY CHARTER IN 1822. 


THE public or free schools of Boston, as appears from the 
earlier records, were at first under the care and management 
of the Select-men. After a few years, six persons were ap- 
pointed in town meeting, and designated as school inspectors, 
to codperate with the Select-men in exercising a proper super- 
vision over the Public Schools. In the course of time the 
number of these inspectors was increased to twelve, and the 
name of School Committee began to be applied to the body 
formed by the union of the inspectors and selectmen. 

This mode of providing for the care of the Public Schools 
continued till the adoption of the City Charter, in 1822, by 
the provisions of which the mayor and aldermen and twelve 
other persons, one from each Ward, chosen by the people, were 
to constitute the School Committee. This organization con- 
tinued till 1835, when, by an amendment of the City Charter, 
authorized by a special act of the Legislature of the Com- 
monwealth, passed in that year and adopted by the citizens 
in Ward meetings April 29th, 1835, it was provided, that — 
“The School Committee of the City of Boston shall consist 
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of the Mayor, of the President of the Common Council, and 
of twenty-four other persons, two of whom shall be chosen 
in each Ward, and who shall be inhabitants of the Wards in 
which they are chosen; said twenty-four members to be 
chosen by ‘the inhabitants, at their annual election of munici- 
pal officers, and said School Committee shall have the care 
and superintendence of the Public Schools.” 

This organization of the Board lasted about eighteen 
years. In 1854, under another amendment of the charter, 
the present organization of the Board was adopted.* Under 
one or another of these organizations, the following persons 
have served on the School Committee for the years respec-

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ABSTRACT OF THE LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS, 


ON THE SUBJECT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF LITERATURE, ETC. 


Wispom and knowledge, as well as virtue, diffused gen- 
erally among the body of the people, being necessary for the 
preservation of their rights and liberties; and as these de- 
pend on spreading the opportunities and advantages of edu- 
cation in the various parts of the country, and among the 
different orders of the people, it shall be the duty of legisla- 
tures and magistrates, in all future periods of this Common- 
wealth, to cherish the interests of literature and the sciences, 
and all seminaries of them; especially the University at 
Cambridge, public schools, and grammar schools in the towns; 
to encourage private societies, and public institutions, 
rewards and immunities, for the promotion of agriculture, 
arts, sciences, commerce, trades, manufactures, and a natural 
history of the country; to countenance and inculcate the 
principles of humanity and general benevolence, public and 
private charity, industry and frugality, honesty and punctual- 
ity in their dealings; sincerity, good humor, and all social 
affections and generous sentiments among the people. 
[Const. Mass., chap. 5, sect. 2.] 
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SCHOOL MONEYS NOT TO BE APPLIED TO SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. - 


All moneys raised by taxation in the towns and cities for 
the support of public schools, and all moneys which may be 
appropriated by the State for the support of common schools, 
shall be applied to and expended in no other schools than 
those which are conducted according to law, under the order 
and superintendence of the authorities of the town or city in 
which the money is to be expended; and such moneys shall 
never be appropriated to any religious sect, for the mainten- 
ance, exclusively, of its own schools. [Const. Mass., 18th 
Art. Amend. ] 


QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS. 


No person shall have the right to vote, or be eligible to 
office under the Constitution of this Commonwealth, who 
shall not be able to read the Constitution in the English 
language, and write his name. 

Provided, however, that the provisions of this amendment 
shall not apply to any person prevented by a physical disabil- 
ity from complying with its requisitions, nor to any person 
who now has the right to vote, nor to any person who shall 
be sixty years of age or upwards at the time this amendment 
shall take effect. [Const. Mass., 20th Art. Amend. ] 


DUTY OF INSTRUCTORS IN COLLEGES, ETC. 


It shall be the duty of the president, professors, and 
tutors of the University at Cambridge, and of the several 
colleges, and of all preceptors and teachers of academies and 
all other instructors of youth, to exert their best endeavors 
to impress on the minds of children and youth committed to 
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their care and instruction, the principles of piety, justice, and 
a sacred regard to truth, love to their country, humanity 
and universal benevolence, sobriety, industry and frugality, 
chastity, moderation, and temperance, and those other virtues 
which are the ornament of human society, and the basis upon 
which a republican constitution is founded; and it shall 
be the duty of such instructors to endeavor to lead their 
pupils, as their ages and capacities will admit, into a clear 
understanding of the tendency of the above-mentioned vir- 
tues to preserve and perfect a republican constitution, and 
secure the blessings of liberty, as well as to promote their 
future happiness, and also to point out to them the evil tend- 
ency of the opposite vices. [Rev. Stat., chap. 23, sect. T.] 


DUTY OF MINISTERS AND TOWN OFFICERS. 


It shall be the duty of the resident ministers of the gospel, 
the selectmen, and the school committees, in the several 
towns, to exert their influence, and use their best endeavors, 
that the youth of their towns shall regularly attend the 
schools established for. their instruction. [Ibid, sect. 8.] 


SCHOOL FUND. 


An Act to establish the Massachusetts School Fund. 


Srotion 1. Moneys derived from the sale of lands in the 
State of Maine, to be appropriated to the encouragement 
of common schools. 

Sect. 2. Investment of moneys. 

Sect. 3. Income only to be appropriated. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 


the same, That, from and after the first day of January next, 
41 
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all moneys in the treasury, derived from the sale of lands in 
the State of Maine, and from the claim of the State on the 
Government of the United States for military services, and not 
otherwise appropriated, together with fifty per centum of all 
moneys thereafter to be received from the sale of lands in 
Maine, shall be appropriated to constitute a permanent fund 
for the aid and encouragement of common schools: provided, 
that said fund shall never exceed one million of dollars. 

Sect. 2. Be it further enacted, That the investment of the 
moneys hereby appropriated shall be made by the treasurer 
and receiver general, with the approbation of the governor 
and council first obtained. 

Sect. 3. Be it further enacted, That the income only of 
said fund shall be appropriated to the aid and encourage- 
ment of common schools, and that a just and equal distribu- 
tion thereof shall be made to the city of Boston and the sev- 
eral towns and districts in the Commonwealth, in such man- 
ner as the legislature shall hereafter appoint; provided, that 
there never shall be paid to any city, town or district, a 
greater sum than is raised therein respectively, for the sup- 
port of common schools. [Stat. 1834, chap. 169.] 


MONEY RECEIVED OF THE UNITED STATES FOR MILITIA SERVICES. 


Sect. 13. Proceeds of Maine land and militia claim, appro- 
priated to school fund. 
Sect. 14. Investment of school fund. 


Sect. 13. All moneys and stocks in the treasury, on the 
first day of January, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-five, which shall have been derived from sales of 
the Commonwealth’s lands in the State of Maine, and from 
the claim of the Commonwealth on the Government of the 
United States for military services, and which shall not be 
otherwise appropriated, together with one-half of the moneys 
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thereafter received from the sale of lands in Maine, shall con- 
stitute a permanent fund, to be called the Massachusetts 
School Fund, for the encouragement of common schools, 
according to the provisions of the twenty-fourth chapter; 
provided, that said fund shall never exceed one million of 
dollars. 

Sect. 14. The investment of all moneys, appropriated to 
the said School Fund, shall be made by the treasurer of the 
Commonwealth, with the approbation of the governor and 
council. [Rev. Stat., chap. 11, sects. 13, 14.] 


DUTIES OF SCHOOL COMMITTEES AND DISTRIBUTION OF THE 
INCOME OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 


The School Committee of each city and town shall, as soon 
as may be after the first day of May, annually ascertain, by 
actual examination or otherwise, the number of persons 
between the ages of four and sixteen years, belonging to such 
city or town, on the said first day of May, and shall make a 
certificate thereof, under oath, and also of the sum raised by 
such city or town for the support of schools, including only 
wages and board of teachers, and fuel for the schools, dur- 
ing the said year; and shall transmit the same to the secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth, on or before the last day of the 
following April, which certificate shall be in the following 
form, to wit:

DISTRIBUTION OF INCOME OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 


The income of the Massachusetts School Fund, to the first 
day in June in each year, except the sum of two hundred and 
forty dollars appropriated to the support of schools among 
the Indians, shall be apportioned by the secretary and treas- 
urer, and paid over by the treasurer on the tenth day of July, 
to the treasurers of the several cities and towns, for the use 
of the common schools therein, according to the number of 
persons therein, between the ages of four and sixteen years, 
(Stat. 1849, chap. 117, sect. 1,] ascertained and certified as 
provided in the second section of this act; provided, how- 
ever, that no such apportionment shall be made to any city or 
town which shall have failed to comply with any of the pro- 
visions of this act, or which shall not have raised by taxation, 
for the support of schools, including only wages and board of 
teachers, and fuel for the schools, during the said year, a sum 
equal at least to one dollar and twenty-five cents [one dollar 
and fifty cents, St. 1849, chap. 117, sect. 3,] for each person 
between the ages of four and sixteen years, belonging to said 
city or town, on the first day of May, of said year. [Stat. 
1846, chap. 223, sect. 5.] 
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AMENDMENT OF THE PRECEDING, ETC. 


Section 1. The school committees of the several cities 
and towns, instead of ascertaining the number of persons 
between the ages of four and sixteen years, belonging to such 
cities and towns respectively, as required by the second sec- 
tion of the act of which this is an amendment, approved by 
the governor, on the fifteenth day of April, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-six, shall ascertain the num- 
ber of persons between the ages of five and fifteen years, and 
shall alter the form of the certificates required from them by 
the said section, accordingly. 

Secr. 2. The income of the Massachusetts School Fund 
shall hereafter be apportioned to the several cities and towns 
according to the number of persons therein, between the ages 
of five and fifteen, instead of four and sixteen, as required by 
the fifth section of the aforesaid act of the fifteenth of April, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-six. 

Sect. 3. The sum required to be raised by any city or 
town, as one of the conditions of receiving its portion of the 
income of the School Fund, shall be at least, equal to one 
dollar and fifty cents, instead of one dollar and twenty-five 
cents, as required by said act, of which this is an amendment, 
for each person between the ages of five and fifteen years, 
belonging to said city or town. 

Secor. 4. Nothing in this act contained shall be considered 
as prohibiting the attendance upon the schools of scholars 
under five or over fifteen years of age. [Stat. 1849, chap. 
117, sects. 1 to 4, ine. ] 


An Act to inerease the Massachusetts School Fund. 


The provision of the thirteenth section of the eleventh 
chapter of the Revised Statutes, limiting the school fund to 
one million of dollars, is hereby repealed, and the said fund is 
hereby allowed to accumulate, according to the provisions of 
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the said section, until it shall amount to a sum not exceeding 
one million five hundred thousand dollars. [Stat. 1851, 
chap. 112.] 


An Act providing for the Increase of the Massachusetts 
School Fund, and for the Disposition of its Income. 


Section 1. The treasurer of the Commonwealth shall, 
upon the passage of this act, transfer to the Massachusetts 
School Fund, such a number of shares held by the Common- 
wealth in the Western Railroad Corporation as will, at the 
rate of one hundred dollars per share, increase the principal 
of said fund to the amount of one million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

-Secr. 2. One-half of the annual income of said fund shall 
be apportioned and distributed for the use and support of 
common schools, in the manner according to the provisions 
and under the restrictions now provided by law for the 
apportionment and distribution of the income of said fund. 

Sect. 3. All sums of money which shall hereafter be 
drawn from the treasury by virtue of appropriations made or 
to be made for educational purposes, shall, except in cases in 
which the appropriation made by any act hereafter passed 
shall be otherwise provided for therein, be chargeable to and 
paid from the other half of the annual income of said fund: 
provided, however, that if the same shall be insufficient there- 
for, the excess of such appropriations in any year shall 
be paid. from any moneys in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. And in case said half of said annual in- 
come shall in any year exceed the sums so drawn from the 
treasury in such year, the surplus shall be carried to the 
account of the principal of said fund, and added thereto, until 
said principal shall amount to the sum of two millions of dol- 
lars. [Stat. 1854, chap. 300, sects. 1 to 3, ine.] 
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An Act relative to the Numbering of Persons between the 
ages of Five and Fifteen Years. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the assessors of the sev- 
eral towns and cities in this Commonwealth, to ascertain, in 
the month of May of each year, the number of persons be- 
tween the ages of five and fifteen years in their respective 
towns or cities, and report the same to the school committee 
of said towns or cities, on or before the first day of October 
following. 

Sect. 2. So much of chapter two hundred and twenty- 
three, section two, of the acts of eighteen hundred and forty- 
six, and chapter one hundred and seventeen, section one, of 
the acts of eighteen hundred and forty-nine, as requires the 
numbering of the persons between the ages of five and fifteen 
years in the several towns and cities of this Commonwealth, 
to be made by the school committees of said towns and 
cities, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect on and after the first 
day of May, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five. [Stat. 
1855, chap. 15.] 


SCHOOL HOUSES AND LANDS. 


An Act to authorize Towns to take Land for School Houses. 


Sect. 1. Whenever a suitable place shall have been desig- 
nated, by any town or school district, for the erection of a 
school house and necessary buildings, agreeably to the pro- 
visions of the twenty-third chapter of the Revised Statutes, 
and the owner of the land shall refuse to sell the same, or 
shall demand therefor a price whith, in the opinion of the 
selectmen, is unreasonable, the said selectmen, with the 
approbation of the town, may proceed to select, at their dis- 
cretion, a school house lot, and lay out the same, not exceed- 
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ing in quantity forty square rods, and to appraise the damages 
to the owner of such land, in the same way and manner as is 
provided for laying out townways and appraising damages 
sustained thereby; and upon payment, or tender of payment, 
of the amount of such damages, by the town or district desig- 
nating such school house lot, to the owner thereof, the said 
land shall be taken, held, and used for the purpose for which 
it is designated. 

Sect. 2. Whenever the owner of such land shall feel 
agerieved by the selection and location of such lot, and the 
damages awarded, he shall be entitled to have the matter of 
complaint tried by a jury, which may be applied for within 
one year after the location of such lot, and shall be ordered 
accordingly by the county commissioners; and the jury shall 
have the power to change the location. and assess the dam- 
ages, and the proceedings shall, in all respects, be conducted 
in the same manner as is provided in cases of damages by 
laying out highways; and if the damages shall be increased, 
or the location be changed by the jury, the damages and all 
charges shall be paid by the town or district for whose bene- 
fit the lot is selected; otherwise, the charges which may arise 
on such application shall be paid by such applicant. And 
the land so taken shall be held and used for no other purpose 
than that contemplated in this act, and shall revert to the 
owner, his heirs or assigns, upon the discontinuance thereon 
for one year of such school as is now, or may hereafter be, 
required of the town or district by law. 

SEcT. 3. All such provisions of law as are inconsistent 
with this act, are hereby repealed. [Stat. 1848, chap. 237.] 


An Actin addition to an Act to authorize Towns to take 
Land for School Houses. 

The provisions of the two hundred and thirty-seventh chap- 

ter of the acts of the year one thousand cight hundred and 

forty-eight, are hereby so far extended that land may be 
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taken under the provisions of the said act, in the mode and 
subject to the remedies in said act contained, for the purpose 
of enlarging any school house lot; provided, that the area of 
such school house lot, including the land so taken, shall not 
thereby exceed in quantity forty square rods. [Stat. 1851, 
chap. 186.] 


Aw Act in addition to an Act to authorize Towns to take 
Lands for School Houses. 


The provisions of the act authorizing towns to take lands 
for school houses, passed on the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and forty-eight, are hereby extended so as 
to embrace all cases in which the selectmen shall have deter- 
mined where a school house is to be placed, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the thirtieth section of the twenty-third 
chapter of the Revised Statutes. [Stat. 1853, chap. 149.] 


An Act in addition to an Act to authorize Towns to take 
Lands for School Houses. 


The quantity of land that may be taken for a school house 
lot in the discretion of the selectmen of any town, with the 
approbation of said town, is hereby extended to so much as - 
it may be necessary to cover with the buildings, in addition 
to the forty square rods prescribed in the Act passed May 1, 
1848, chapter 237. [Stat. 1853, chap. 347.] 


An Act to amend an Act to authorize Towns to take Land 
for School Houses. 

Secor. 1. The two hundred and thirty-seventh chapter of 
the Statutes of the year one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
eight, is hereby amended by striking out the word “forty,” 
and inserting therefor the word eighty in the first section of 
said Statute. 

Sect. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
first section of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect on and after its passage.

330 ABSTRACT OF SCHOOL LAWS. 


An Act concerning School Houses and other Public 
Buildings. 

Every person who shall wilfully and maliciously, or wan- 
tonly and without cause, destroy, deface, mar or injure any 
school house, church or other building erected or used for the 
purposes of education, or religious instruction, or for the 
general diffusion of knowledge; or who shall wilfully and 
maliciously, or wantonly and without cause, destroy or injure 
any of the out-buildings, fences, wells, or appurtenances of 
said school house, church or other building; or who shall wil- 
fully or maliciously, or wantonly and without cause, destroy 
or injure any furniture, apparatus or other property belong- 
ing to or connected with any said school house, church or 
other building, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof, before a justice of the peace, or any 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine, 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail, not more than one year. ([Stat. 1857, chap. 
222.1] 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Of Public Instruction. 


Szor. 1. In every town containing fifty families, [since ex- 
tended to all towns, however few the population, Stat. 1838, 
chap. 56, sect. 1,] or householders, there shall be kept in each 
year, at the charge of the town, by a teacher or teachers of 
competent ability and good morals, one school for the instruc- 
tion of children in orthography, reading, writing, English 
grammar, geography, arithmetic, and good behavior, for the 
term of six months, or two or more such schools, for terms 
of time that shall together be equivalent to six months. 


. 
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Sror. 2. In every town containing one hundred families 
or householders, there shall be kept in each year, one such 
school, for the term of twelve months, or two or more such: 
schools, for terms of time that shall together be equivalent 
to twelve months. 

Sect. 3. In every town containing one hundred and fifty 
families or householders, there shall be kept in each year 
two such schools, for nine months each, or three or more such 
schools, for terms of time that shall together be equivalent 
to eighteen months. 

Sror. 4. In every town containing five hundred families or 
householders, there shall be kept in each year, two such 
schools, for twelve months each, or three or more such schools, 
for terms of time that shall together be equivalent to twenty- 
four months. 

Sect. 5. Every town containing five hundred families or 
householders, shall, besides the schools prescribed in the pre- 
ceding section, maintain a school, to be kept by a master of 
competent ability and good morals, who shall, in addition to 
the branches of learning before mentioned, give instruction 
in the history of the United States, book-keeping, surveying, 
geometry and algebra; and such last mentioned school shall 
be kept for the benefit of all the inhabitants of the town, ten 
months at least, exclusive of vacations, in each year, and at 
such convenient place, or alternately at such places in the 
town, as the said inhabitants at their annual meeting shall 
determine; and in every town containing four thousand in- 
habitants, the said master shall, in addition to all the branches 
of instruction, before required in this chapter, be competent 
to instruct in the Latin and Greek languages, and general his- 
tory, rhetoric, and logic. [This section modified by Stat. 
1840, chap. 76, modification repealed by Stat. 1848, chap. 283.] 
[Rev. Stat., chap, 23, sects. 1 to 5, inc.] 
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RELATING TO DUTIES OF SCHOOL COMMITTER. 


The School Committees shall annually make a detailed re- 
port of the condition of the several public schools in their 
respective cities and towns, which report shall contain such 
statements and suggestions in relation to such schools, as the 
said committees shall deem necessary or proper to promote 
the interests thereof; and acertified copy of such report shall 
be transmitted by said committees to the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth, on or before the last day of 
April. Said report shall also be deposited in the office of 
the clerk of the city or town, and shall either be read in 
open town-meeting in the month of February, March or 
April, or, at the discretion of the school committee, shall be 
printed for the use of the inhabitants. [Stat. 1846, chap. 223, 
sect. 4.] 


An Act relating to Common Schools. 


Sect. 1. In addition to the grants of money for Common 
Schools, which cities and towns are now, by law, authorized 
to make, any city or town may appropriate such further sums 
of money as it may deem expedient, for the support of 
schools for the instruction of adults in reading, writing, Hne- 
lish grammar, arithmetic and geography. 

Sect. 2. Such moneys shall be assessed, levied, collected, 
and paid into the treasury, in the same manner that other 
town or city taxes are, and shall then be at the disposal of 
the school committee of the town or city, to be expended by 
them for the purpose aforesaid, in such manner as they may 
deem expedient. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Stat. 1847, chap. 137.] 


An Act to prevent Disturbances of Schools and Public 
Meetings. 


Every person who shall wilfully interrupt or disturb any 
school or other assembly of people, met for a lawful purpose, 
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within the place of such meeting, or out of it, shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the county jail, not more than thirty 
days, or by fine not men fifty dollars. [Stat. 1849, 
chap. 59.] 


An Act concerning Disturbances of Schools and Public 
Meetings. 


Kyery justice of the peace, within his county, and the sey- 
eral police courts established by law, shall have jurisdiction 
concurrent with the court of common pleas, in their respective 
counties, and the police court of the city of Boston shall have 
jurisdiction concurrent with the municipal court, of the offence 
specified in an act passed the twenty-seventh day of March, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-nine, en- 
titled, “ An Act to prevent disturbances of schools and public 
meetings,’ when said offence is not of an aggravated nature: 
provided, however, that such justices and the police courts 
aforesaid, shall punish such offence by imprisonment in the 
county jail or house of correction, not more than thirty days, 
or by fine not exceeding ten dollars, saving to the party con- 
victed, the right of appeal, as in other cases. [Stat. 1852, 
chap. 222.] 


An Act relating to Common Schools. 


Sect. 1. <Any city or town in this Commonwealth may 
establish and maintain, in addition to the schools now re- 
quired by law to be maintained therein, schools for the edu- 
cation of persons over fifteen years of age; and may deter- 
mine the term or terms of time in each or any year, and the 
hours of the day or of the evening, during which said school 
shall be kept; and may also appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the support thereof. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any such school or schools shall be 
established, the school committee of such city or town shall 
have the same superintendence over said school or schools, in 
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all respects, that they now have over the schools of said city 
or town; and shall also determine what branches of learning 
may be taught therein. 

Sect. 3. The one hundred and thirty-seventh chapter of 
the laws of eighteen hundred and forty-seven, entitled “An 
Act relating to common schools,” is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This Act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Stat. 1857, chap. 189.] 


Acts concerning the Branches to be taught in the Public 
Schools, and for other purposes. 


Sect. 1. The first section of the twenty-third chapter of 
the Revised Statutes, and the first section of the fifty-six chap- 
ter of the laws of the year one thousand eight hundred and thir- 
ty-nine, are hereby so amended, that the teachers of schools 
required to be kept by such sections shall be competent to 
give instruction in orthography, reading, writing, English 
crammar, geography, arithmetic, physiology and hygiene, the 
history of the United States, and in good behavior. 

Sect. 2. Physiology, hygiene, and algebra shall hereafter 
be taught in the public schools of this Commonwealth, in all 
cases in which the school committee shall deem it expedient. 

Sect. 8. Chapter two hundred and twenty-nine, of the 
laws of the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, and 
the first section of chapter two hundred and six, of the laws 
of the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven, are 
hereby repealed. [Stat. 1858, chap. 5.] 


Sect. 2. The first clause of the fifth section of the twenty- 
third chapter of the Revised Statutes is hereby so amended 
as that the teacher or teachers of the schools required to be 
kept by said clause, shall be competent to give instruction, 
in addition to the branches named in the first section of this 
act, in general history, book-keeping, surveying, geometry, 
natural philosophy, chemistry, botany, the civil polity of this 
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Commonwealth and of the United States, and in the Latin 
language, instead of the branches of learning enumerated in 
the said first clause; and the teacher or teachers of the 
schools required to be kept, by the last clause of the said 
fifth section, shall be competent to give instruction, in addi- 
tion to all the branches before mentioned in this act, in the 
Greek and French languages, astronomy, geology, rhetoric, 
logic, intellectual and moral science, and political economy, 
instead of the branches of learning enumerated in said last 
clause. 

Sect. 3. The two hundred and seventy-fourth chapter of 
the laws of eighteen hundred and fifty, entitled, “An Act 
concerning schools,’ and the four hundred and thirty-sixth 
chapter of the laws of eighteen hundred and fifty-five, entitled, 
“An Act concerning school books,” are hereby repealed. 
[Stat. 1857, chap. 206.] 


SCHOLARS. 


Duties of School Committees. 


Snot. 15. The School Committee shall determine the 
number and qualifications of the scholars to be admitted into 
the school, kept for the use of the whole town as aforesaid, 
and visit such school at least quarter-yearly, for the purpose 
of making a careful examination thereof, and of ascertaining 
that the scholars are properly supplied with books; and they 
shall, at such examination, inquire into the regulation and 
discipline of the school, and the habits and proficiency of the 
scholars therein. 

Sror. 16. The School Committee, or some one or more of 
them, shall, for the purposes aforesaid, visit each of the dis- 
trict schools in their town, on some day during the first or 
second week after the opening of such schools, respectively, 
and also on some day during the two weeks preceding the 
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closing of the same; and shall also, for the same purposes, 
visit all the schools kept by the town, once a month, without 
giving previous notice thereof to the instructors. [Reyv. Stat. 
chap. 23, sects. 15, 16.] 


An Act concerning Public Schools. 


Any child unlawfully excluded from public school instruc- 
tion in this Commonwealth, shall recover damages therefor, 
in an action on the case, to be brought in the name of said 
child, by his guardian or next friend, in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction to try the same, against the city or town 
by which such public school instruction is supported. [Stat. 
1845, chap. 214.] 


An Act concerning the Attendance of Children at School. 


Sect. 1. Every person who shall have any child under his 
control, between the ages of eight and fourteen years, shall 
send such child to some public school within the town or city 
in which he resides, during at least twelve weeks, if the pub- 
lic schools within such town or city shall be so long kept, in 
each and every year during which such child shall Be under 
his control, six weeks of which shall be consecutive. 

Sot. 2. Every person who shall violate the provisions of 
the first section of this act, shall forfeit, to the use of such 
town or city, a sum not exceeding twenty dollars, to be 
recovered by complaint or indictment. 

Sror. 3. It shall be the duty of the school committee in 
the several towns or cities to inquire into all cases of viola- 
tion of the first section of this act, and to ascertain of the 
persons violating the same, the reasons, if any, for such vio- 
lation, and they shall report such cases, together with such 
reasons, if any, to the town or city, in their annual report; 
but they shall not report any cases such as are provided for 
by the fourth section of this act. 

Secor. 4. If, upon inquiry by the school committee, it shall

appear, or if, upon the trial of any complaint or indictment 
under this act, it shall appear that such child has attended 
some school not in the town or city in which he resides, for 
the time required by this act, or has been otherwise furnished 
with the means of education for a like period of time, or has 
already acquired those branches of learning which are taught 
in common schools, or if it shall appear that his bodily or 
mental condition has been such as to prevent his attendance 
at school, or his acquisition of learning for such a period of 
time, or that the person having the control of such child is 
not able, by reason of poverty, to send such child to school, 
or to furnish him with the means of education, then such per- 
son shall be held not to have violated the provisions of this 
act. [Stat. 1852, chap. 240, sects. 1 to 4, inc. ] 


Aw Act authorizing. Children to attend School in an 
adjoining Town, 

Children living remote from any public school in the town 
in which they reside, may be allowed to attend the public 
schools in an adjoining town, under such regulations and on 
such terms as the school committee of such adjoining towns 
may prescribe; and the school committee are authorized to 
pay out of the appropriations of money raised for the support 
of schools, in aid of such children. [Stat. 1855, chap. 78.] 


An Act in Amendment of an Act concerning Public Schools, 
passed March twenty-fifth, Highteen hundred and forty- 
five. 


Sect. 1. In determining the qualifications of scholars to 
be admitted into any public school, or any district school 
in this Commonwealth, no distinction shall be made on ac- 
count of the race, color or religious opinions of the applicant 
or scholar. | 

Sect. 2. Any child who, on account of his race, color 
or religious opinions, shall be excluded from any public or

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district school in this Commonwealth, for admission to which 
he may be otherwise qualified, shall recover damages there- 
for, in an action of tort to be brought in the name of said 
child by his guardian or next friend, in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction to try the same, against the city or town by 
which such school is supported. 

Sreot. 3. In filing interrogatories for discovery in any 
such action, the plaintiff may examine any number of the 
school committee, or any other officer of the defendant city 
or town, in the same manner as if he were a party to the suit. 

Suct. 4. Every person belonging to the school committee, 
under whose rules or directions any child shall be excluded 
from such school, and every teacher of any such school shall, 
on application by the parent or guardian of any such child, 
state in writing the grounds and reasons of such exclusion. 

Sreot. 5. This act shall take effect from and after the 
first day of September next. [Stat. 1855, chap. 256.] 


An Act in relation to the Rights of Children under Guardian- 
ship to attend the Public Schools. 


Sect. 1. Minors, who shall be placed under guardianship 
upon the decease of their father, either pursuant to the gen- 
eral provisions of law or by the last will of such father, 
shall be allowed to attend the public schools of the town or 
city of which such guardian is an inhabitant. | 

Sror. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its pas- 
sage. [Stat. 1856, chap. 164.] 


An Act to define the Rights of the Children of Non-resident 
Parents to attend Public Schools. ~ 


All children between the ages of five and fifteen years 
shall be entitled to attend the public schools of the city or 
town in which they shall reside for the time being; provided, - 
however, that if any child shall attend a public school in any 
city or town of this Commonwealth, other than that in which 
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the parent or guardian of such child may reside, and shall 
have resided in such city or town for the sole purpose of 
attending such school, the consent of the school committee of 
such city or town shall first be obtained, and the parent or 
guardian of such child shall be liable to pay, to such city or 
town, for the tuition of such child, a sum equal to the aver- 
age expense, per scholar, for such school, for the period such 
child shall have so attended. [Stat. 1857, chap. 132.] 


TRUANTS. 


An Act concerning Truant Children and Absentees from 
School. 


Sect. 1. Hach of the several cities and towns in this 
Commonwealth is hereby authorized and empowered to make 
all needful provisions and arrangements concerning habitual 
truants and children not attending school, without any regu- 
lar and lawful occupation, growing up in ignorance, between 
the ages of six and fifteen years; and also, all such ordi- 
nances and by-laws, respecting such children, as shall be 
deemed most conducive to their welfare and the good order 
of such city or town; and there shall be annexed to such 
ordinances suitable penalties, not exceeding, for any one 
breach, a fine of twenty dollars; provded, that such ordi- 
nances and by-laws shall be approved by the court of com- 
mon pleas for the county, and shall not be repugnant to the 
laws of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. The several cities and towns, availing them-: 
selves of the provisions of this act; shall appoint, at the 
annual meeting of said towns, or annually by the mayor and 
aldermen of said cities, three or more persons, who alone 
' shall be authorized to make the complaints, in every case of 
violation of said ordinances or by-laws, to the justice of the 
peace, or other judicial officer, who, by said ordinances, shall 
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have jurisdiction in the matter, which persons, thus appointed, 
shall alone have authority to carry into execution the judg- 
ments of said justice of the peace, or other judicial officer. 

Seot. 3. ‘The said justices of the peace, or other judicial 
officers, shall in all cases, at their discretion, in place of the 
fine aforesaid, be authorized to order children, proved before 
them to be growing up in truancy, and without the benefit of 
the education provided for them by law, to be placed, for 
such periods of time as they may judge expedient, in such 
institution of instruction, or house of reformation, or other 
suitable situation, as may be assigned or provided for the 
purpose, under the authority conveyed by the first section of 
this act, in each city or town availing itself of the powers 
herein granted. [Stat. 1850, chap. 294.] 


An Act in addition to an Act concerning Truant Children 
and Absentees from School. 


Sect. 1. Any minor between the ages of six and fifteen 
years, convicted under the provisions of an act entitled “ An 
Act concerning truant children and absentees from school,” 
passed in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, of 
being an habitual truant, or of not attending school, or of 
being without any regular and lawful occupation, or of grow- 
ing up in ignorance, may, at the discretion of the justice of the 
peace, or judicial officer having jurisdiction of the case, in- 
stead of the fine mentioned in the first section of said act, 
be committed to any such institution of instruction, house of 
reformation, or suitable situation, as may be provided for the 
purpose under the authority given in said first section, for 
such time as such justice or judicial officer may determine, 
not exceeding one year. 

SecT. 2. Any minor convicted of either of said offences, 
and sentenced to pay a fine, as provided in the first section of 
the act to which this is in addition, may, in default of pay- 
ment thereof, be committed to said institution of instruction, 
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house of reformation, or suitable situation provided as afore- 
said, or to the county jail, as provided in case of non-payment 
of other fines. And upon proof that said minor is unable to 
pay said fine, and has no parent, guardian, or person charge- 
able with his support able to pay the same, he may be dis- 
charged by said justice or judicial officer, whenever he shall 
see fit. : 

Seot. 5. If any person so convicted be not discharged as 
aforesaid, he shall be discharged according to the provisions 
of the third section of the one hundred and forty-fifth chap- 
ter of the Revised Statutes. 

Secor. 4. The powers of the justice of the peace or judi- 
cial officer, under this act and the act to which this is in 
addition, in all unfinished cases, shall continue under any re- 
appointment to the same office, provided there be no interval 
between the expiration and reappointment to said office. 

Secr. 5. The third section of the act entitled “An Act 
concerning truant children and absentees from school,” 
passed in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, is 
hereby repealed. [Stat. 1852, chap. 283.] 


AN Act in addition to the Acts concerning Truant Children 
and Absentees from School. 


Srot. 1. Any city in this Commonwealth may, by ordi- 
nance, give jurisdiction of the offences arising under the 
several laws relating to truant children and absentees from 
school, to the justices of the police court of such city. 

Sect. 2. Any minor between the ages of six and sixteen 
years, convicted under the provisions of an act entitled, “An 
Act concerning truant children and absentees from school,” 
passed in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty, of 
being an habitual truant, or of not attending school, or of 
being without any regular and lawful occupation, or of grow- 
ing up in ignorance, may, at the discretion of the justice of 
the peace, or judicial officer having jurisdiction of the case,

instead of the fine mentioned in the first section of said act, 
be committed to any such institution of instruction, house of 
reformation, or suitable situation, as may be provided for the 
purpose, under the authority given in said first section, for 
such time as such justice or judicial officer may determine, 
not exceeding two years. 

Seet. 3. This act shall take effect in any city as soon as 
it may be accepted by the city council of said city, by con- 
current vote of the two branches thereof. 

Stor. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed, so far as the same may relate to 
cities. [Stat. 1853, chap. 343.] 


An Act concerning Truants in the City of Boston. 


Sect. 1. Hach justice of the Police Court of the City of 
Boston may take jurisdiction of complaints made under “ An 
Act concerning truant children and absentees from school,” 
passed the third of May, in the year of our Lord eighteen 
hundred and fifty, against children between the ages of six 
and fifteen years, as habitual truants, or as children not at- 
tending school, without any regular and lawful occupation, 
growing up in ignorance. 

Sect. 2. All warrants issued upon such complaints shall 
be made returnable before either of said justices, at the place 
named in the warrant. 

Sect. 3. Such justice may sentence any child convicted of 
either of said offences, to be committed for not more than 
two years to the institution of instruction, house of refor- 
mation, or suitable situation assigned or provided under the 
authority given by said act, or which may hereafter be so 
assigned or provided; or he may sentence such child to pay 
the fine, not exceeding twenty dollars, mentioned in the first 
section of said act, and in default of payment thereof, to 
stand committed to such institution of instruction, house of 
reformation, or suitable situation, or to the county jail, as 
provided in default of payment of other fines. 
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Sreot. 4. Any minor so committed, upon proof that he is 
unable to pay such fine, and has no parent, guardian or per- 
son chargeable with his support able to pay the same, may 
be discharged by either of said justices whenever he shall see 
fit. And if such minor is not so discharged, he shall be dis- 
charged according to the provisions of the third section of 
the one hundred and forty-fifth chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 

Sect. 5. The justices shall receive such compensation as 
shall be fixed by the city council of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The three hundred and forty-third chapter of the 
acts passed in the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and 
fifty-three, is hereby repealed; provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this act, and all other acts with reference to truant 
children, shall apply to children between the ages of six and 
sixteen years, as well as to children between the ages of five 
and fifteen years. 

Sect. 7. This act shall take effect from and after its pas- 
sage. [Stat. 1854, chap. 88.] 


An Act in addition to an Act concerning the Attendance of 
Children at School. 


The third section of the act of May, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-two, entitled “An Act concerning the attendance of 
children at school,’ and being chapter two hundred and forty 
of the acts of that year, is hereby so far amended that it 
shall be the duty of the school committees of the several 
towns and cities in this Commonwealth, with the exception of 
the city of Boston, where the duty shall devolve upon the 
truant officers, to report all violations of the first section of 
said act, together with the reasons given for such violations, 
if any, to the treasurer of such city or town, instead of re- 
porting the same to the town or city in their annual report. 
(Stat. 1855, chap. 309.] 
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SCHOOL BOOKS. 
Authority of Committee as to School Books, §c. 


Sect. 17. The School Committee of each town shall 
direct what books shall be used in the several schools kept 
by the town; and may direct what books shall be used in the 
respective classes. 

Sect. 18. The scholars at the town schools shall be sup- 
plied by their parents, masters, or guardians, with the books 
prescribed for their classes. 

Sect. 19. The school committee of each town may pro- 
cure, at the expense of the town, or otherwise, a sufficient 
supply of such class books for all the schools aforesaid, and 
shall give notice of the place where such books may be ob- 
tained; and the books shall be suppled to the scholars at 
such prices as merely to reimburse the expense of the same. 

Sect. 20. In case any scholar shall not be furnished by 
his parent, master, or guardian, with the requisite books, he 
shall be supplied therewith by the school committee, at the 
expense of the town. 

Seo. “21. The school committee shall give notice, in writ- 
ing, to the assessors of the town, of the names of the schol- 
ars so supplied by them with books, and of the books so 
furnished, the prices thereof, and the names of the parents, 
masters, or guardians who ought to have supplied the same; 
and said assessors shall add the price of the books so sup. 
plied, to the next annual tax of such parents, masters, or 
guardians; and the amount so added shall be levied, collected, 
and paid into the town treasury, in the same manner as the 
town tax. 

Sect. 22. In case the assessors shall be of opinion that 
any such parent, master, or guardian is unable to pay the 
whole expense of the books so supplied on his account, they 
shall omit to add the price of such books, or shall add only 
a part thereof, to the annual tax of such parent, master, or 
guardian, according to their opinion of his ability to pay. 
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Sect. 23. The school committee shall never direct to be 
purchased or used, in any of the town schools, any school 
books which are calculated to favor the tenets of any parti- 
cular sect of Christians.

SUPERINTENDENT. 


Aw Act relative to Superintendents of Schools. 


Sect. 1. The several cities and towns in this Common- 
wealth, by an ordinance of the city government in said cities, 
or by a vote of the qualified voters of said towns in legal 
town meeting, may annually require the school committee to 
appoint a superintendent of public schools, to have the care 
and supervision of said schools, under the direction and con- 
trol of said school committee; the salary of such superin- 
tendent to be fixed as the city government of said cities, or 
the inhabitants of said towns, at a legal meeting shall direct; 
and in every city and town in which such superintendent shall 
be appointed, the school committee shall receive no compen- 
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sation, unless otherwise provided for by the city governments 
of said cities, or by a vote of said town. 

Sect. 2. Every city in this Commonwealth, whose act of 
incorporation has already provided, or shall hereafter provide, 
for the choice of a superintendent of schools, shall be exempt 
from the operation of this act. [Stat. 1854, chap. 314.] 


Aw Act in addition to an Act relative to Superintendents of 
Schools. 


Sect. 1. The first section of the three hundred and 
fourteenth chapter of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and fifty four, shall, as applied to cities, be construed to mean 
that the several cities, by an ordinance of the city govern- 
ment, may require the school committee to appoint a super- 
intendent of public schools, annually. 

SEcT. 2. In any city which has heretofore passed an 
ordinance requiring the school committee to appoint a super- 
intendent of public schools, annually, the school committee in 
such city shall hereafter receive no compensation; and, in 
any city which may hereafter pass such an ordinance, the 
school committee in such city shall receive no compensation 
after the passage of such ordinance, unless, in either case, the 
city shall otherwise expressly provide. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its pas- 
sage. [Stat. 1856, chap. 232.] 


STATE SCHOLARSHIPS. 


By the first section of the act entitled “ An Act establish- 
ing state scholarships,” approved April 27, 1853, chap. 193, 
forty-eight State scholarships are established “to aid in edu- 
cating and training young men for the office of principal 
‘teacher in the high schools of the Commonwealth.” 

By the second section it is enacted, that in the year 1854, 
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again in the year 1861, and every ten years thereafter, the 
Commonwealth shall be divided by the Board of Education 
into forty sections, and these sections arranged in four classes 
of ten sections each, which classes of sections shall be enti- 
tled to one scholarship for each of their sections, alternately, 
once in every four years, beginning in the year 1854. 

The third section provides that the school committee of 
every town, in each class of sections, may, in the year desig- 
nated, recommend, as candidates for scholarships, one or 
more young men, inhabitants of their town, who, in their opin- 
ion, and in the opinion of a competent teacher, to be certified 
in writing to the Board of Education, will be well fitted for 
college at the Commencement next succeeding, and that the 
Board of Education, together with the senators respectively, 
who shall for the time being reside within the section from 
which the selection is to be made, shall select, from the candi- 
dates so recommended, one in each section whom they shall 
judge most deserving and most likely to become useful as a 
teacher. 

Section fourth provides for the selection by the Board alone, 
of two other candidates in each year, thus completing the 
number of forty-eight to be selected in four years. 

In other parts of the act it is provided that one hundred 
dollars per annum shall be paid to each scholar so selected, 
for the term of four years, while attending any college in the 
Commonwealth, provided he shall produce from the president 
of such college a certificate that he has been during the year 
faithful in his studies, exemplary in his deportment, and that 
he ranks in scholarship among the first half of his class; that 
each scholar so aided, shall teach in the public schools of the 
Commonwealth a term of time equal to that for which he has 
received the bounty of the Commonwealth; and that if he 
shall fail so to teach, he shall refund the amount received, or 
a part thereof, in proportion to the time he shall so fail, pro- 
vided he be in competent health, and can find employment. 
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The County of Suffolk, under the provisions of this act, is 
divided into six sections, as follows : 


Section No. 1, including Chelsea, North Chelsea, Winthrop, 
and Ward 1 of the city of Boston. 

Section No. 2, including Ward 2, Ward 3, and so much of 
Ward 4 as is found on Hanover street and Union street, and 
north of Union street, Faneuil Hall Market. 

Section No. 3, including Ward 5, Ward 6, and the rest of 
Ward 4. 

Section No. 4, including Ward T, and so much of Ward 8 as 
is not contained in Section No. 5. 

Section No. 5, including Ward 9, Ward 10, and so much of 
Ward 8 as is found on West street, and south of West 
street, and west of Washington street, on both sides of said 
Washington street to Beach street, and all of said Beach 
street to the Boston and Worcester Railroad Station. 

Section No. 6, including Ward 11 and Ward 12. 


Nore. Applications of candidates for the scholarships, residing in the city of Boston, 
to be made to the Superintendent of Public Schools, at the City Hall. 
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In Board of Aldermen, March 1, 1858. 


The Joint Special Committee of the City Council, to whom 
was referred the subject of relief to the East Boston Ferries, 
with the several documents and papers on the files of last 
year relating thereto, and the petition of Thomas Lamb and 
others that the avenues and slips of the East Bosto. Ferries 
be purchased by the city, having attended to the eae assigned 
to them, beg leave to 
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The subject of a reduction of the tolls of the East Boston 
Ferries by the city, and of freeing the same, or rendering 
them such aid as might enable them to reduce the rates of 
toll, has already engrossed so much of the attention of, and 
and been so thoroughly and ably canvassed by previous com- 
mittees of the city government — see City Docs. No. 28, 1856, 
and 68 and 80, 1857 — that little remains for your Committee 
to perform in the discharge of their duty, except to state the 
evidence which has been offered in favor or in opposition to 
the various petitions, the opinions they have formed therefrom, 
and the conclusions to which they have arrived. 

Impressed by the number and high business character of 
the petitioners, with the great importance of the subject in- 
trusted to their consideration, the Committee were disposed 
to a thorough, patient and impartial investigation of the ques- 
tion, in hopes to discover some plan which might afford relief to 
the petitioners, without obstructing or interfering with the in- 
terests of the city. They have therefore afforded ample oppor- 
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tunities to all parties favoring or opposing the measure, to be 
heard, and have endeavored to elicit all the information which 
they conceived might have a direct bearing upon the subject. 
Although your Committee were strongly of the opinion that 
whatever aid night be afforded, if any, should be afforded to 
the citizens themselves, rather than to any corporate bodies 
thereof, it became obvious, at an early period of their labors, 
that any plan of relief which might be adopted must necessarily 
embrace a proposal to furnish assistance to the two ferry com- 
panies, as they had for so long a time supplied the means of 
access to the city proper from East Boston, and had secured 
the most available points of ingress and egress. 

The presidents of the two ferry corporations appeared be- 
fore the Committee, at an early stage of their proceedings, and 
expressed their opinion of the impossibility of a compromise 
between the two companies, and proposed as the only effect- 
ual plan of relief, the purchase by the city of the franchise 
and property now owned by them; but the sum demanded 
therefor was so great, in the opinion of the Committee, that, 
had no other objections presented themselves, they felt indis- 
posed to recommend such a course of procedure. 

Large numbers of the citizens of Kast Boston also appeared 
before the Committee, suggesting various measures of relief 
from the inconvenience under which they labored, and advo- 
cating them by as various arguments, a brief summary of which 
only the Committee deem it expedient here to present. There 
seemed to be a general feeling of dissatisfaction, that while the 
citizens of neighboring cities and towns possessed the means 
of access to the city of Boston over free public highways to 
enjoy the privileges and advantages which the inhabitants of 
Kast Boston were compelled to aid in furnishing and support- 
ing, they themselves were unable to approach the city by any 
free avenue, except by a long and circuitous route through 
the surrounding towns, and in avoidance of this were sub- 
jected to a heavy and unreasonable toll. They thought it. 
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unjust that they should be debarred from participation in the 
benefits of the various institutions of the city, as her public 
library, schools, &c., and prevented from performing many of 
their municipal duties, except by the payment of a sum from 
which other citizens were exempt, and which, though small in 
individual instances, was rendered of importance by its fre- 
quent recurrence, and, to the poorer class of citizens, onerous 
in the extreme. They considered that the rapid increase of 
Kast Boston, which has been estimated to be twice as great as 
that of the largest ward of the city proper; the increasing de- 
mand for wharf privileges, which could be furnished by no sec- 
tion of the city as extensively as at Hast Boston; the large 
space of territory available for building purposes; the facili- 
ties afforded to the manufacturing and shipbuilding interests; 
the fact that two thirds of the tonnage of Boston and Charles- 
town was accommodated at Hast Boston, all combined to jus- 
tify them in demanding assistance from the city. Comparisons 
were instituted between wards 2 and 12, to show that while 
the growth and increase of wealth in ward 2 had been much 
greater than in ward 12, the expenditures of the city for the 
former had been much less than for the latter. It was also 
argued that the city, having already incurred the greatest por- 
tion of the expenditures which would be required for East 
Boston, should now hasten to reap the profitable advantages 
which must arise from these investments, by affording easy 
access thereto, thus preventing the diversion of business to 
Charlestown and other localities, Liable to occur in conse- 
quence of the high rates of toll. But one remonstrant ap- 
peared to oppose the prayer of the petitioners, whose remarks 
having been published in full and circulated extensively, de- 
mand but a brief recapitulation. This gentleman, who was 
largely interested in property in the neighboring city of Chel- 
sea, proposed to show that the increase of property at East 
Boston was not sufficient to justify, and that the depreciation 
of property had been so great, as to discourage any propo- 
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sition for relief. He contended that the burden complained 
of by the citizens of East Boston was the result of an inju- 
dicious and mistaken course of action upon their part, and 
that the amount already expended by the city for the support 
and improvement of that section, far exceeded in proportion — 
the income and benefits received therefrom; concluding with 
a comparison of the relative progress of Hast Boston and 
‘Chelsea, which, he argued, though accommodated by but one 
ferry, which was supported by higher rates of toll than 
the East Boston Ferries, was rapidly advancing in size and 
wealth, and experienced no necessity for relief. 

In most of the arguments of the petitioners, based as they 
are upon well known statistics, and established by incontro- 
vertible facts, your Committee cordially concur; and it would 
have afforded them much gratification had the petitioners 
been as successful in suggesting practicable methods of relief 
as they were in presenting their claims for assistance. 

Most of the projects advanced by the applicants, contem- 
plated, in one form or another, the purchase by the city of 

the franchise and property of one or both of the ferries in 
' the manner specified in the respective charters of the two 
companies. 

This, although it may ultimately be accomplished, and will 
undoubtedly at no distant period be demanded of the city, your 
Committee consider not feasible, and inexpedient to recom- 
mend. As has been previously remarked, the history of the 
two ferry corporations has been so fully and intelligently ex- 
amined, in City Doe. No. 68, of the preceding year, that it 
seems unnecessary to discuss and unprofitable to review this 
subject; yet it may be proper to say that at the time when 
the East Boston Ferry Company was beginning to emerge 
from the difficulties which had impeded its early progress and 
management, the citizens of Kast Boston, thinking its accom- 
modations imperfect, and believing that the unhealthy business 
progress, at that time existing, would continue in the same 
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ratio, and that the value of their real estate would be en- 
hanced, and actuated by various other motives, established the 
People’s Ferry. Since this time, as is well known, both ferries 
have deemed it expedient, and necessary for their support, to 
raise the rates of toll, (illegally in the opinion of the legal 
adviser of the city;) and notwithstanding this, owing to the 
late financial crisis, business has so depreciated that they have 
been compelled to run at a loss, and are in need of immediate 
assistance. It is obvious, under these circumstances, and in 
consideration of the generally conceded acknowledgment of 
the petitioners that one ferry, running three boats, would fur- 
nish the necessary accommodation to the citizens for the pres- 
ent, that it would be both highly unprofitable and wasteful 
for the city to purchase and manage at reduced rates of toll, 
two ferries, whose able presidents and directors are using 
their utmost endeavors to conduct, at the present high rates of 
toll, with the least possible annual loss; and your Committee 
are of opinion that it would be an act of flagrant injustice to 
purchase the franchise and property of one ferry to the exclu- 
sion of that of the other, as by this course of procedure the 
rejected ferry must clearly be discontinued when compelled to 
run in competition with the city. Another plan proposed by 
the petitioners, contemplated the purchase of merely the 
avenues and slips of the two ferries, upon each side of the 
channel, and the dedication of the same as public highways. 
This project the Committee thought would afford but tempo- 
rary relief to the petitioners, which would be unsatisfactory, 
and would compel them speedily to demand renewed assist- 
ance, while in case of the failure or withdrawal of either ferry, 
the city would be at the expense of maintaining avenues 
not absolutely necessary, nor requisite for the public conve- 
nience, or of discontinuing them at a great loss. 

Your Committee being unable to derive any satisfactory 
method of relief from the arguments of the petitioners, were 
thrown upon their own resources to devise some plan which 
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it would be proper for the city to adopt, which would fnrnish 
the desired accommodation to the citizens, be acceptable to 
the ferry corporations, and enable them to reduce the rates 
of toll. . 7 

It was the unanimous opinion of the Committee that it was 
the duty of the city to supply adequate means of communica- 
tion between the city proper and Hast Boston, provided this 
could be done without too great a sacrifice of the interests of 
the city generally. The petitioners expressed themselves 
well satisfied with the old rates of toll, provided it was not 
in contemplation to free the ferries. Whatsoever measure 
therefore would effect this object, at a reasonable expenditure, 
and guarantee the continuance of the ferries for a period of 
eight or ten years, seemed to the Committee to furnish as 
prompt and favorable a solution of the complicated problem 
committed to their investigation, as any which they might de- 
vise. By the answers of the City Solicitor to the legal ques- 
tions propounded by a former Committee, in relation to this 
very subject, (see City Doc. No. 68, 1857, appendix B,) it 
will be seen that the city cannot appropriate money to the 
ferry companies as a gift, cannot enter into an agreement that 
they shall furnish accommodations for the necessary transpor- 
tation at a given sum; and the only course remaining for the 
city to pursue appears to be, if the extension of aid be desir- 
able, as your Committee believe, the purchase of the fran- 
chise and property of one or both of the ferries, or the pur- 
chase and dedication to public use of the avenues and slips of 
the ferries, or the purchase of so much of the property of the 
two corporations as might be deemed necessary for the public 
convenience as highways, since the relief that seems desirable 
must flow through these channels to the citizens of Hast 
Boston. 

Wishing to proceed equitably, and deal as justly by one 
ferry as the other, and having already decided the purchase 
of the franchise and property, and the purchase of the avenues 
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and slips simply, of the two companies, injudicious and inex- 
pedient, the Committee found themselves restricted to the 
project of purchasing so much of the property of the corpora- 
tions as might be required for the benefit and convenience of 
the public. With a view to ascertain the price at which the 
two corporations might be disposed to part with such por- 
tion of their property as might be required for the above- 
mentioned purpose, and feel sufficiently compensated and 
strengthened thereby to continue, for a term of years, running 
their boats at the former average rates of toll, the Committee 
sought and obtained several interviews with their presidents. 
These gentlemen explained to the Committee the increase in 
the present over the former rates of toll, the different items 
which it would be expedient to reduce, in case aid should be 
extended, and expressed a, willingness, in such an event, to 
submit the regulation of the prices for transportation to 
committees of conference, to be appointed by the city and the 
corporations, at the same time appearing to think that the 
sum of $110,000, advanced to each corporation, would enable 
them to return to the former average rates of toll. As the 
communications between the corporations and the Committee 
had, however, thus far been verbal only, the Committee 
thought it advisable to obtain the views of the corporations 
more definitely expressed in writing, and therefore requested 
the presidents to submit formal propositions for the sale of 
their property, with the exception of their boats and appur- 
tenances, to the city. In answer to the request of the Com- 
mittee, the annexed propositions, marked A and B, were 
received from the presidents of the respective companies. 
The indefinite nature of these proposals, and the excess of 
the sum demanded over that which the Committee had been 
induced to believe would be accepted, deterred them from 
all further negotiation, and led them to exclude these propos- 
als from all consideration in arriving at their final decision. 
Deprived of this means of reference and assistance, your 
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Committee having determined that it was desirable to extend 
relief, and fixed upon the only plan which to them seemed 
feasible, were now compelled to decide how much of the prop- 
erty of the corporations should be purchased, and the price 
which would be adequate and just therefor. 

. As to the amount of property, if any, to be purchased, your 
Committee had little or no hesitation in deciding that it 
would be necessary for the city to obtain all the property of 
the corporations, with the exceptions of their boats and 
appurtenances, that thus they might exercise a better super- 
intendence and control over the ferries; while, should it be 
determined at any future time to purchase the franchise and 
remaining property thereof, the city would have already 
secured the only available avenues, probably at a much more 
reasonable rate than would then be demanded. In regard to 
the price to be paid for the property thus taken, the Commit- 
tee were somewhat at a loss to determine, wishing to estimate 
it sufficiently high to afford the companies a sum which would 
enable them to reduce the rates of toll, and yet be no more 
than a fair compensation for the property received. The 
People’s Ferry Company own about 59,402 feet of land upon 
the Boston side of the channel, which they value at the rate of 
$1.50 per foot, amounting to $89,103; and 80,600 feet of land 
upon the Hast Boston side, valued at the rate of 60 cents per 
foot, amounting to $48,360; this valuation including everything 
situated upon and attached to the land, and amounting in all 
to the sum of $137,463. Considering the great depreciation 
which has recently taken place in all descriptions of property 
within a recent period, added to the decrease in value of the 
structures erected by this company, and the fact that some of 
the property has been already so dedicated to the public that 
the city will acquire but a conditional title thereto, the sum 
of one hundred and ten thousand dollars, to be paid to this 
company, was the utmost sum consonant with the views of 
the whole a the Committee. 
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The estimate placed by the Hast: Boston Ferry Company upon 
their property was so very great, and the schedule of their 
property so indistinct, made up as it was, in a great measure, 
of privileges, easements, &c., that the Committee found it 
extremely difficult to arrive at any fixed or approximate value 
of the same. It was apparent, however, that property corres- 
ponding to the property of the People’s Ferry Company, 
should be estimated at no higher rate, and that the buildings 
and other structures of this Company were inferior to those 
of the other. Computing the value, therefore, of the property 
owned by the East Boston Ferry Company, upon this basis, 
the Committee are of opinion that they should not be justified 
in estimating all the property of the East Boston Ferry Com- 
pany, including the Eastern Railroad wharf and avenue, of 
which they now hold simply a lease, but exclusive of their 
boats and appurtenances, and their rights in Sargent’s wharf, 
at a higher sum than ninety thousand dollars. 

Were the above-mentioned sums paid for the property 
aforesaid, and this property dedicated to the public use, your 
Committee consider that the two ferry companies would be 
enabled to return to their former average rates of toll, and 
the prayer of the petitioners be substantially granted. 

In conclusion, the Committee would say, that after a long 
and careful investigation of the subject, actuated by a desire 
to afford the petitioners all the aid which a proper regard 
for the interests of the city would permit, the foregoing are 
the only satisfactory and acceptable views which they have 
been able to entertain; and they would therefore recommend 
the passage of the accompanying resolution. )

Resolved, That, in the opinion of the City Council, it is both 
expedient and desirable for the City to purchase so much of 
the property of the East Boston Ferry Company, or People’s 
Ferry Company, or both of them, upon the conditions and for 
the respective sums hereinafter set forth, to wit: The prop- 
erty of the East Boston Ferry Company, with the exception 
of their boats and their appurtenances, and their rights in 
Sargent’s wharf, but including the Eastern Railroad wharf 
and avenue, and all other privileges connected with their 
ferry, for the sum of ninety thousand dollars. The property 
of the People’s Ferry Company, including everything owned 
by them, with the exception of their boats and the appurte- 
nances thereto, for the sum of one hundred and ten thousand 
dollars; provided, however, in each case, that the aforenamed 
companies shall convey said property to the City of Boston, 
by a good and sufficient title, which shall be satisfactory to 
the City Solicitor, at the same time giving a bond to the city, 
to be approved by the City Solicitor, of an amount and 
with sureties satisfactory to the Board of Aldermen, to run 
their ferries for a period of ten years, furnishing such accom- 
modations and at such rates of toll, not exceeding the former 
average rates of toll, as the said Board of Aldermen may from 
time to time determine and prescribe; the city to lay out and 
maintain the avenues leading to the ferry slips, but to be at 
no further expense in relation to the ferries, and to be at lib- 
erty, at the expiration of the said ten years, to purchase the 
boats of the said ferries, with their appurtenances, at a fair 
appraised value. 
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To the Chairman of the Committee on Ferries : 


Sir:—JIn relation to your proposition, last evening, as to 
what we would do, I would state in behalf of the East Boston 
Ferry Company: we will accept one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars, payable in Boston Ferry Scrip, bearing five 
per cent. interest, as provided in our charter. 

In consideration of which we will convey to the city, the 
Kastern Railroad Wharf and Avenue, from Commercial street 
to the Commissioners’ line. Also, all rights and privileges 
which this Company have to the Slip and Dock at East Boston, 
north of the southerly line of Lewis street, with the under- 
standing that the Ferry Company are still to continue to own 
their Drops, Piers and Buildings, on both sides, and that the 
City give said Ferry Company a lease of the property thus 
conveyed, at a nominal rent.
